No.  I.  One  of  the  items  (No.  31)  in  my  request  of  February  29,  1904,  for  an  issue 
of  Corporate  Stock  was  for  this  purpose,  and  I  gave  $100,000  as  the  estimated  cost 
of  a  site  and  building. 
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On  May  6,  1904,  your  Honorable  Board  adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  409  of  the  Laws  of  1904,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000)

Under  date  of  August  18,  1904,  I  notified  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  aforesaid 
resolution  of  July  22,  1904,  and  requested  him  to  institute  condemnation  proceedings. 

Under  date  of  August  29,  1904,  he  notified  me  that  before  these  proceedings  could 
be  commenced  an  ordinance  would  have  to  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

On  August  30  I  requested  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  pass  the  necessary  resolution. 

I  am  informed  that  on  September  16,  1904,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment accepted  the  owner's  proposition  to  sell  the  four  lots  to  the  City  for  $41,500. 

Now  as  the  cost  of  the  site  is  about  $11,500  more  than  my  estimate,  I  am  constrained 
to  ask  for  $114,918,  or  $14,918  over  my  first  estimate  of  $iop,ooo.  With  this  amount  I 
feel  confident  that  a  Municipal  Lodging  House  can  be  built  such  as  the  City  should 
have  to  lodge  the  homeless  men  and  women  in  this  great  cosmopolitan  City. 

No.  2.  This  is  the  amount  of  the  award  ($18,250)  and  interest  ($699.58)  and  costs 
($1,131.56)  for  acquiring  title  to  the  thirty-eight  acres  of  land  (known  as  the  Mary  G. 
White  property),  and  added  to  our  Farm  Colony  on  Staten  Island,  title  of  which  was 
vested  in  the  City  December  10,  1903. 

The  cost  of  this  property  was  not  included  in  my  estimate  for  bond  issue,  sub- 
mitted to  your  Commission  February  29,  1904,  nor  has  there  ever  been  any  request  from 
this  Department  for  funds  with  which  to  purchase  this  property. 

It  evidently  was  the  intention  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  who  made  application 
for  this  property,  that  the  cost  of  the  same  and  the  expenses  incidental  to  acquiring 
title  would  be  defrayed  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission.

The  increased  expenditures  above  enumerated  may  be  accounted  for  as  follows: 
Dredging — Due  to  removing  old  foundations  and  increasing  the  channel  depth 
in  canal. 

Earth  Excavation — Due  to  increased  depth  of  retaining  walls  and  insufficient 
information  as  to  the  character  of  the  old  work. 

Piles — Due  to  increase  in  number  of  piles  in  piers  and  retaining  walls  and  in- 
creased length  of  piles,  due  to  soft  ground  encountered;  this  increase  varying  from 
15  to  18  feet  per  pile. 

Concrete — Due  to  increased  size  of  piers  and  abutments  and  to  extension  of  the 
retaining  walls. 

Steel — The  quantities  of  steel  were  taken  from  the  plans  of  the  Scherzer  Com- 
pany, the  patentees  of  the  bridges,  and  were  not  suft'icient  for  the  work. 
Coping  of  Piers — Due  to  omission  in  coping  of  piers. 

Cofferdam  and  Sheeting — The  water  in  the  canal  is  so  fully  charged  with  refuse, 
oil,  etc.,  as  to  make  it  important  to  protect  the  concrete  for  a  year  or  more  after  its 
construction,  and  the  cofferdam  and  sheeting  have  in  some  instances  been  allowed  to 
remain  in  place  for  this  purpose,  while  the  expectation  was  that  they  could  be  re- 
moved. 

Bridge  Houses — It  has  been  thought  better  to  complete  these  houses  in  satis- 
factory manner  at  the  time  the  bridges  are  constructed  instead  of  leaving  the  com- 
pletion for  subsequent  contracts. 
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Temporary  Bridge — Due  to  leases  of  property  necessary  for  the  location  of  this 
bridge. 

Repaying — Due  to  changes  of  approach  at  the  Third  Street  Bridge  and  in  re- 
sponse to  clamor  of  property-owners. 

Incidentals — Mainly  due  to  provision  for  pay-rolls  and  incidental  administrative 
expenses. 

The  contracts  for  these  bridges  were  let  at  a  very  low  figure,  particularly  as 
compared  with  the  bascule  bridges  at  Vernon  avenue  and  over  Flushing  creek,  but 
the  contractor  has  used  great  energy  in  pushing  the  work,  and  expects  to  complete 
the  bridges  considerably  in  advance  of  the  contract  time.  This  is  very  important,  be- 
cause of  the  obstructions  to  traffic  on  the  canal  which  the  bridges  have  already 
caused,  and  which  continue  to  increase  daily. 

It  is  very  important  that,  if  practicable,  the  Department  should  be  able  to  meet 
the  contractor  in  the  same  energetic  spirit  which  he  has  manifested,  and  I  trust 
that  youl  will  authorize  the  increase  in  stock  issue  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  order 
that  there  may  be  no  let  up  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  which  has  heretofore 
been  very  vigorous  and  satisfactory,  alike  to  the  Department  and  to  the  shipping 
interests  along  the  canal.

Sir — As  the  result  of  a  conference  between  this  Department  and  the  New  York 

City  Railway  Company  (lessees  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company),  the 

latter  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  bear  one-half  the  expense  of  repairing  Engine  No. 

25  of  this  Department,  so  seriously  damaged  by  collision  with  an  electric  car  of  the 

railway  company  as  to  necessitate  extensive  repairs  to  place  it  in  a  condition  for  service. 

The  estimated  cost  of  repairing  the  damage  to  the  engine  is  $1,700,  and  on  the  basis 
proposed,  the  expense  to  the  Department  would  be  $850.  It  is  deemed  advisable,  at 
the  time  the  repairs  are  made,  to  replace,  at  an  additional  cost  to  the  Department  of 
$1,200,  the  old  boiler  of  the  engine,  which  was  worn  out  at  the  time  of  the  collision,  with 
a  new  boiler,  the  entire  work  involving  an  outlay  to  the  City  of  $2,050. 

This  work  cannot  be  done  at  our  repair  shop,  owing  to  its  crowded  condition,  and 
as  a  portion  of  the  cost  is  to  be  borne  by  a  corporation  other  than  the  City,  I  have  the 
honor  to  request  authority  from  your  Honorable  Board  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the 
work  without  public  letting  instead  of  by  contract  based  upon  sealed  bids,  as  required 
by  section  419  of  the  Amended  Greater  New  York  Charter,  it  being,  in  my  opinion,  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  so  to  do.

Hon.  FRANK  DOWLING,  Chairman,  Committee  on  Streets,  Highways  and  Sewers 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication,  dated  June  10,  1904,  wherein  your 
Committee  desires  to  be  advised: 
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"Has  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  right  to  disestabHsh  and  forbid  the  continuance 
of,  by  ordinance,  private  hack  or  cab  stands  in  front  of  hotels,  restaurants,  clubs  and 
places  of  like  character." 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  has  the  power  to  repeal  any  ordinance  now  in  force 
regulating  private  hack  or  cab  stands  in  front  of  hotels,  restaurants  and  clubs. 

The  question  then  arises :  What  are  the  rights  of  owners  or  lessees  of  property 
in  the  street  adjacent  thereto? 

In  People  ex  rel.  Thompson  vs.  Brookfield,  6  App.  Div.,  398,  Mr.  Justice  O'Brien 
said : 

"We  do  not  think  it  will  be  contended,  even  by  the  relator,  that  a  liveryman  who 
has  the  permission  of  the  proprietors  of  the  hotels  to  supply  the  calls  of  guests  is  not 
entitled  to  some  reasonable  use  of  the  streets  adjoining  the  hotels.  Such  a  use  is  not 
only  permissible,  but  necessary,  and,  without  it,  not  only  the  business  of  the  hotels, 
but  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  guests  would  be  seriously  affected. 

"This,  however,  is  far  from  saying  that  a  liveryman,  whether  with  or  without  the 
permission  of  the  proprietor  of  an  hotel,  or  with  or  without  a  permit  from  the  Mayor's 
Marshal,  has  a  right  to  have  or  maintain  in  the  public  streets  a  permanent  hack  stand 
*  *  *  while  the  temporary  occupation  of  a  street  is  for  certain  purposes  permitted, 
the  law  requires  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  should  not  allow  permanent 
obstructions  amounting  to  a  nuisance  to  be  maintained  in  any  public  street,  whether 
such  occupancy  is  sought  to  be  justified  with  or  without  a  permit.  But  relative  to  the 
question  of  temporary  or  permanent  occupancy,  we  agree  with  the  respondents  that 
3.  certain  use  of  the  streets  by  carriages  either  in  front  of  private  residences  or  in  front 
of  hotels,  clubs,  theatres,  churches  and  similar  buildings  is  a  legitimate  use  of  the 
streets  as  such,  and  when  they  are  occupied  temporarily  and  reasonably  by  licensed 
cabmen  or  private  carriages  not  only  should  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  not 
be  compelled  to  interfere,  but  he  has  no  legal  right  or  power  to  do  so  unless  such 
occupancy  becomes  so  clearly  and  unmistakably  annoying  and  continuous  as  to  con- 
stitute an  occupation  which  the  law  would  regard  as  a  nuisance.  Where  then  as  here, 
some  use  of  the  'streets  for  the  convenience  of  guests  of  hotels  is  not  only  permissible 
but  necessary  and  a  discretion  rests  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  who  is 
charged  with  the  duty  of  keeping  the  streets  clear,  which  the  law  requires  him  to 
exercise,  the  courts  will  not  undertake  to  control  or  direct  the  exercise  of  that  exercise 
unless  it  clearly  appears  that  it  has  been  abused  or  that  the  official  unreasonably 
neglects  to  perform  his  duty. 

"  While,  therefore,  neither  the  Mayor's  Marshal  nor  the  hotel  proprietors  can 
destroy  the  unobstructed  use  which  the  public  have  in  the  street  by  attempting  to  legal- 
ize permanent  occupancy  for  a  hackstand — and  if  such  were  attempted  the  courts  would 
interfere — still  where  the  question  is  in  doubt  as  to  whether  a  use  which  is  permissible 
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is  reasonable  or  unreasonably  exercised,  the  courts  must  relegate  the  determination  of 
that  question  to  the  properly  constituted  offcials  charged  with  that  duty.  *  *  " 
On  appeal  from  an  order  granting  an  injunction  restraining  public  hackmen  from 
interfering  with  certain  liverymen  who  had  an  agreement  with  Rectors  to  maintain 
a  private  hack  stand,  with  the  permission  of  the  City,  the  court  said : 
(Odell  vs.  Bretney,  62  App.  Div.  595-) 

"  It  is  the  claim  of  the  defendants,  however,  that  the  City  has  no  right  or  authority 
in  law  to  allow  the  use  of  the  public  streets  or  of  this  street  in  the  manner  in  which 
the  plaintiffs  make  use  of  the  same,  and  as  a  consequence  that  the  plaintiffs  are  not 
authorized  to  maintain  this  action.  It  is  well  settled  that  the  City  authorities  have 
only  a  limited  right  to  permit  the  use  of  public  streets  by  private  parties  and  ordinarily 
some  necessity  must  exist  to  authorize  an  abstruction  therein.  Mere  necessity  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  business  doe's  not  justify  the  obstruction  of  the  public 
streets,  except  for  temporary  purposes  (Callanan  v.  Oilman,  107  N.  Y.,  360),  but  the 
owner  of  property  has  the  right  to  its  beneficial  use  and  enjoyment,  and  in  order  that 
such  result  may  be  obtained,  the  City  has  authority  to  allow  a  temporary  occupation  of 
the  streets  where  the  privilege  granted  is  reasonable  and  does  not  unnecessarily  inter- 
fere with  the  use  of  the  streets  by  the  public.  Thus  a  reasonable  use  of  the  street  for 
the  purpose  of  delivering  guests,  at  and  taking  them  from  a  hotel  by  means  of  cabs, 
carriages  and  other  vehicles,  has  been  sustained  (People  ex  rel.  Thompson  v.  Brook- 
field,  6  App.  Div.,  398). 

It  is  entirely  clear  that  the  exercise  of  this  right,  even  though  it  be  in  pursuance 
of  a  license  issued  by  the  City  and  an  agreement  by  the  owner  of  the  premises,  must 
not  constitute  a  nuisance  or  an  unreasonable  interference  with  the  rights  of  the  public 
in  the  general  and  beneficial  use  of  the  street,  but  a  limited  and  temporary  right  may 
be  granted  by  the  City  and  exercised  by  the  person  holding  the  license.  Upon  the 
present  application  it  is  not  required  that  we  determine  whether  the  use  of  this  street, 
as  claimed  by  the  plaintiffs,  is  unlawful  or  beyond  the  power  of  the  City  authorities  to 
grant.  That  question  should  be  left  for  the  determination  of  the  trial  court.  It  is 
sufficient  for  present  purposes  to  say  that,  prima  facie,  the  plaintiffs'  copartnership  has 
a  legal  right  to  make  use  of  the  street  in  the  manner  and  form  authorized  by  the  City. 
It  does  not  appear  that  such  use  unlawfully  obstructs  the  street,  or  that  the  general 
public  does  not  derive  therefrom  a  substantial  benefit.  In  addition  thereto,  the  attitude 
of  the  defendants,  if  sustained,  would  not  at  all  lessen  the  burden  of  use  of  the  strjeet. 
The  defendants  insist  that  they  are  entitled  to  make  use  of  it  in  a  manner  precisely  sim- 
ilar to  that  to  v/hich  the  plaintiffs  put  it,  and  if  it  be  held  that  they  are  right  in  this 
contention,  the  result  is  to  allow  them  to  share  with  the  plaintiffs  a  right  of  use  of  this 
street  for  the  same  purpose.  If  such  right  be  upheld,  it  is  clear  that  the  burden  of  the 
use  will  be  increased.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  plaintiffs  are  doing  anything  the  law 
prohibits       *       *       *  " 
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On  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  in  the  Odell  action  dismissing  the  complaint,  the 
Appellate  Division  said,  87  New  York  Supplement,  655 : 

"  *  *  *  Upon  the  former  appeal  it  was  shown  that  S.  C.  Odell  & 
Son  claimed  such  use  of  that  portion  of  the  street  in  front  of  Rectors'  pursuant  to  a 
special  license  issued  by  the  City,  which,  in  terms,  authorized  them  to  maintain  a  private 
hackstand  at  that  place.  Upon  the  trial  in  May,  1902,  it  appeared  that  the  Odells'  spe- 
cial stand  license  had  expired,  and  that  they  did  not  at  that  time,  nor  had  they  for 
some  previous  period,  maintained  such  hackstand.  Upon  this  showing,  therefore,  as 
the  Odclls  had  no  right  to  injunctive  relief  as  against  the  defendants  at  the  time  of 
the  trial,  ihe  dismissal  of  the  complaint  as  to  them  was  right,  but,  under  the  circum- 
stances, it  should  have  been  without  costs.  We  think,  however,  that  it  was  error  to 
dismiss  the  complaint,  with  costs,  as  against  Rectors.  The  street  immediately  in 
front  of  this  hotel  we  held  was  not  part  of  the  public  hack  stand,  and  using  it  for 
such  purposes  and  to  the  injury  and  annoyance  of  Rectors  and  its  guests  was  an 
invasion  of  its  rights,  as  the  owner  of  the  premises,  in  the  use  of  the  street.  Our 
former  determination,  therefore,  from  which,  upon  examination,  we  find  no  reason 
to  depart,  favors  the  view  that,  as  against  the  acts  of  the  defendants  complained  of, 
Rectors  was  entitled  to  relief,  and  hence  the  complaint  as  to  it  should  not  have 
been  dismissed." 

In  my  opinion,  where  there  is  no  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  reason- 
ably regulating  the  subject  of  the  carriage  service  connected  with  hotels,  clubs,  etc., 
the  owners  or  lessees  thereof  have  a  common  law  right  to  a  reasonable  use  of  the 
street  adjoining  their  premises,  and  to  the  selection  of  the  parties  whose  carriages 
are  to  be  employed  in  the  transportation  of  the  guests  of  such  hotels  and  restau- 
rants, and  the  members  of  such  clubs,  unless  such  guests  or  members  make  their 
own  choice.

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In  relation  to  the  estimate  for  the  year  1905,  we  will  have  to  take  into  consideration 
a  general  increase  of  salaries  of  Inspectors  throughout  the  several  boroughs  of  Greater 
New  York,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  assume  that  in  order  to  get  the  proper  results  it  would  be 
most  advisable  to  keep  the  salaries  as  near  on  a  level  as  possible.  We  find  in  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  salaries  of  Inspectors  to  $2,000  per  annum. 
Should  this  become  an  act,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  dissatisfaction  would  be  created 
throughout  such  boroughs  as  are  still  paying  a  salary  of  $1,200. 

Now,  owing  to  the  increase  of  building  operations  and  the  large  amount  of 
manufactories,  warehouses  and  brick  buildings  in  course  of  erection  in  this  borough;  in 
fact,  taking  into  consideration  the  general  character  of  the  work,  it  is  self  evident  that  we 
will  require  skilled  Inspectors — Inspectors  who  are  in  every  way  up  to  the  standard.  It 
is  fair  to  assume  that  should  the  salaries  be  held  at  $1,200  for  the  Borough  of  Queens, 
that  many  of  the  Inspectors  would,  if  not  released,  resign.  I  therefore  deem  it  advisable 
to  make  provision  to  increase  the  salaries  from  $1,200  to  $1,500  for  the  Inspectors,  and 
such  other  increases  as  shown  on  the  following  tabulated  statement. 

In  addition  to  the  force  now  on  hand  I  think  it  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to 
keep  up  with  the  work  required  in  the  inspection  and  supervision,  to  have  at  least  five 
more  Building  Inspectors,  one  more  Plumbing  Inspector,  one  Plan  Examiner  and  one 
more  Clerk,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  list,  which  will  increase  the  appropriation 
from  $30,000  to  $43,110,  making  an  additional  cost  of  $13,110,  or  a  total  appropriation  of 
$43,110. 

To  thoroughly  appreciate  the  reasonableness  of  the  request  for  an  additional 
appropriation,  we  have  but  to  show  that  the  buildings  for  this  borough,  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1904  has  increased  over  1903  in  new  buildings  58  per  cent.,  while  in  alterations 
for  the  same  period  it  has  increased  54  per  cent. 

We  hold  that  the  appropriations  for  the  several  Bureaus  of  Buildings  should  be 
estimated  strictly  on  the  amount  of  work  to  be  executed,  considering  solely  the 
supervision  necessary,  in  fact  using  the  generally  accepted  theory  employed  in 
remunerating  Architects  and  Civil  Engineers,  which  is  a  certain  percentage  on  the  cost 
of  construction.  This  is  the  fairest  and  we  assume  the  only  logical  way  of  determining 
the  amount  of  appropriation  that  should  be  allowed  each  Bureau. 

Should  this  theory  be  accepted  we  find  that  our  request  for  additional  appropriation 
most  modest,  and  far  below  either  Brooklyn,  The  Bronx  or  Richmond,  considered  on 
percentage  of  work  done.

In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  circular  letter  of  the  Comp- 
troller, dated  July  14,  1904,  I  submit  below  full  explanation  stating  in  detail  the  rea- 
sons for  any  increase  or  decrease  in  the  amounts  as  compared  with  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  the  Budget  for  1904.  Annexed  hereto  are  (i)  a  statement  as  to 
salaries,  (2)  a  comparative  statement  of  appropriations,  both  made  out  in  accord- 
ance with  the.  forms  accompanying  the  circular. 

I  find  on  examining  the  appropriation  ledgers  of  this  office  that  the  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  have  never  been  sufficient 
to  meet  the  demands,  and  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  during  the  course  of  the 
year  for  transfers.  This  practice  seems  to  me  unwise,  is  embarrassing  to  the  head 
of  this  office  and  misleading  to  the  public.  I  would,  therefore,  very  strongly 
urge  that  the  amounts  asked  for  the  year  1905  be  appropriated,  so  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary  for  the  head  of  this  Bureau  to  go  before  your  Board  and  ask  for  trans- 
fers. For  instance,  the  estimate  of  appropriations  for  printing,  blank  books  and 
stationery  is  based  on  the  understanding  that  the  applications  of  the  Board  of  City 
Record  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  under  dates  of  March  17  and 
September  16,  1904,  for  transfers  will  be  favorably  considered.  If  not,  an  appropria- 
tion must  of  necessity  be  added  to  the  Budget  for  arrearages. 

The  amount  of  the  increase  for  the  publication  of  the  City  Record,  $24,000, 
based  on  the  actual  cost  of  said  publication  for  this  year,  is  due  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  455  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  which  requires  to  be  published  in  supplemental  form 
in  the  City  Record  an  annual  record  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  in  each 
section,  district  or  ward  of  the  City. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  printing,  blank  books  and  stationery, 
$25,500    (City  departments,  $25,000;    Queens   County,  $500),  is  due  to  the  natural 
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growth  of  the  departments.  It  seems  to  me  unwise  to  cut  down  the  supplies  of 
printed  blanks  and  blank  books  to  meet  a  reduced  appropriation.  If  the  business 
of  a  Department  is  to  be  transacted  efficiently  blanks  and  blank  books  must  be  sup- 
plied as  called  for. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  salaries,  $1,170,  is  made  up  almost  entirely 
of  additions  to  the  office  force,  very  few  increases  in  salary  being  included.  This 
additional  force  is  made  necessary  by  the  constantly  increasing  mass  of  work.

Sir — Complying  with  the  suggestions  made  the  other  day  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  with  reference  to  the  way  in  which  the  schedules 
were  made  up  in  this  Department  in  connection  with  the  annual  appropriation,  I  beg  to 
submit  herewith  new  forms  for  estimates  for  "  Police  Fund,  Salaries  of  Police  Commis- 
sioner, etc.,"  and  for  "  Supplies  for  Police,"  for  those  previously  submitted.  In  this 
regard  permit  me  to  say  that  the  trouble  with  the  figures  previously  submitted  was  caused 
by  the  fact  that  the  Board  last  year  reduced  the  total  amount  of  the  appropriation  for 
"  Police  Fund,  Salaries  of  Police  Commissioner,  etc.,"  by  $740,750,  and  the  appropriation 
for  "Supplies  for  Police"  by  $77,161.50  without  designating  on  what  items  this  reduc- 
tion was  to  take  effect,  and  the  Clerk  adopted  the  system  of  comparing  the  amount  asked 
for  1904  with  the  amount  required  for  1905. 

The  first  substitute  sheet  herewith  submitted,  under  the  head  "  Police  Fund,  Salaries 
of  Police  Commissioner,  etc.,"  shows  the  amount  salaries  paid  July  i,  1904,  with  the 
amount  required  to  pay  salaries  in  the  coming  year,  as  directed  by  the  circular  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.    This  item  shows  an  increase  of  $1,030,023.65 
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over  the  amount  of  the  salaries  paid  July  i,  1904.  This  increase,  briefly,  is  caused  by 
provisions  for : 

90  additional  Sergeants. 
83  additional  Roundsmen. 
150  additional  Patrolmen,  and 

Advances  in  grades. 
400  additional  Patrolmen  (if  allowed  by  your  Board). 
9  additional  Detective  Sergeants,  returned  by  the  Courts. 

16  additional  Doormen,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  new  station-houses  and  sub- 
stations. 

I  additional  Lineman. 
I  Batteryman. 

I  Messenger,  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 
10  additional  Matrons. 
1  Superintendent  of  Boilers,  Brooklyn. 
3  Boiler  Inspectors,  Brooklyn. 

The  second  substitute  sheet  herewith  submitted,  under  the  head,  "  Supplies  for 
Police  "  shows  that  the  amount  allowed  for  1904  was  $409,000.  As  the  cut  on  these 
items  was  in  bulk,  the  Clerk  has  been  obliged  to  estimate  the  percentage  of  reduction, 
which  represents  the  diflference  between  $409,000  and  the  amount  asked  for  1904.  This 
percentage  on  the  books  of  this  Department  appears  to  be  84.10  of  the  amount  asked. 
As  against  this,  which  must  be  the  basis  of  computation,  the  Department  asks  for  1905 
an  increase  of  $125,484.  Under  this  head  there  are  decreases  as  well  as  increases,  but 
the  increases  exceed  the  decreases  by  the  amount  stated.  The  net  increases  are  dis- 
tributed as  follows : 

An  increase  of  $8,174.40  on  printing,  books,  blanks,  etc. 

An  increase  of  $3,269.76  on  stationery. 

An  increase  of  $158.72  on  badges,  emblems  and  repairs. 

A  net  increase  of  $8,597.60  on  coal  and  wood.  (This  increase  is  represented  by  250 
additional  tons  of  coal  for  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx  and  Richmond,  and 
250  additional  tons  of  coal  for  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens,  this  additional  coal 
being  required  to  heat  additional  buildings,  and  the  fact  that  the  amount  allowed  for 
1904  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  contract  prices.) 

An  increase  of  $25,871.57  for  awnings,  bedsteads,  building  materials,  carpets,  dis- 
infectants, furniture,  etc. 

(This  is  caused  by  additional  buildings,  wear  and  tear  and  the  necessities  of  the 
service  in  the  buildings  already  erected  and  occupied.  The  condition  of  many  of 
the  station-houses  is  such  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  items.  The  appro- 
priation for  the  present  year  under  this  item  has  been  practically  expended,  while 
the  necessities  are  still  pressing.) 
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A  net  increase  of  $2,499.59  for  telegraph  expenses,  repairs  and  supplies,  rent  of 
telephones,  lines  and  tolls — all  boroughs. 

An  increase  of  $3,967.90  for  rent  of  street  patrol  telephones. 

(This  increase  is  caused  by  the  gradual  extension  throughout  Greater  New  York 
of  a  street  patrol  telephone  system,  requiring  the  rent  of  telephones  and  lines  and  the 
installation  of  signal  boxes  on  the  different  posts.  The  system  is  making  good 
progress,  and  its  extension  is  being  made  to  gradually  cover  the  whole  of  the  Greater 
City.) 

An  increase  of  $1,507.79  on  meals  for  prisoners,  lost  children  and  witnesses,  the 
number  of  whom  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  this  additional  amount 
necessary  to  meet  future  requirements. 

An  increase  of  $1,634.86  for  the  purchase  and  repairs  of  bicycles. 

(This  increase  is  required  for  wear  and  tear  on  machines,  the  use  of  which  is 
becoming  more  important.) 

An  increase  of  $634.86  for  the  annual  Police  parade. 

(This  increase  is  caused  by  the  probable  necessity  of  having  to  build  an  additional 
stand  instead  of  using  the  one  erected  for  the  Grand  Army  or  for  some  other  or- 
ganization.) 

An  increase  of  $317.43  for  the  Detective  Bureau  and  Bertillon  System  is  caused 
by  the  additional  work  of  the  Bureau. 

A  net  increase  of  $56,121.79  for  "Patrol  Wagon  and  Mounted  Police  Service" 
is  caused  by  the  acquirement  of  fifty  additional  horses,  which  it  is  necessary  to  add 
to  the  mounted  service,  and  their  shoeing  and  maintenance. 

Additional  patrol  wagons. 

Shoeing  with  pads,  which  are  expensive,  and  which  the  Department  is  compelled 
to  use  to  prevent  the  horses  from  slipping  and  falling  on  asphalt  pavements  in  the 
winter. 

The  necessity  of  condemning  quite  a  number  of  horses  and  replacing  them  with 
new  ones,  those  condemned  being,  of  course,  of  little  value,  and  the  inadequate  ap- 
propriation allowed  for  1904  for  this  service. 

(The  mounted  branch  of  the  service  is  growing  in  importance,  and  is  very  effi- 
cient.) 

An  increase  of  $8,349.09  for  "  Steamboat  Expenses  and  Supplies,"  caused  by  de- 
ficiency in  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1904,  in  coal  for  steamboat,  the  acquisition 
of  three  new  launches,  now  in  process  of  construction,  additional  coal  for  launches, 
oil,  waste,  packing,  etc. 

A  net  increase  of  $2,958.44  for  three  additional  launches  and  the  expense  of  run- 
ning the  same,  and  an  increase  of  $952.30  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  six  old 
lauriche*. 
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An  increase  of  $809.18  for  furnishing  seven  new  station-houses  now  approaching 
completion. 

A  net  decrease  of  $341.28  is  shown  in  the  amount  required  for  water  taxes. 
The  total  increase  shown  on  the  second  substitute  sheet,  under  the  head- 


ing "Supplies  for  Police,"  is  therefore   $131,227  34

COMMISSIONER  OF  LICENSES. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  Hon.  GEORGE  B. 
McCLELLAN,  Chairman: 

Gentlemen — By  direction  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  I  herewith 
submit  the  Budget  for  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses  for  the  year  1905. 

This  Department  was  created  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature  contained  in  chapter 
432  of  the  Laws  of  1904.  The  Governor  signed  the  bill  creating  it  on  the  last  day  of 
April.  The  law  went  into  effect  on  the  ist  day  of  May.  On  May  6,  the  Mayor  of  The 
City  of  New  York  appointed  me  Commissioner  and  on  May  13  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  appropriated  $35,000  to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  office  for  the 
ensuing  eight  months  of  the  current  year. 

Since  that  time  I  have  rented  and  equipped  offices  in  the  Broadway-Chambers 
Building,  No.  277  Broadway,  appointed  Inspectors,  Clerks,  Stenographers  and  other 
office  workers  and  have  begun  the  active  work  of  issuing  licenses  to  those  offices  within 
the  scope  of  the  Department.  The  reforms  intended  by  this  law  take  in  not  only  the 
routine  regulation  of  licensed  agencies,  but  niclude  the  detection  and  suppression  of  a 
large  number  of  illegal  and  fraudulent  concerns.  Of  this  work  the  Department  has 
been  able  to  accomplish  only  a  small  portion,  and  the  remainder  must  necessarily  be 
left  to  such  time  as  the  office  becomes  more  effectively  organized. 

Many  kinds  of  business  hitherto  subject  to  no  license  or  control  are  brought  within 
the  scope  of  this  Department.  Some  opposition  has  been  found  among  those  and  until 
they  have  all  been  made  to  comply  with  the  law,  the  Department  will  not  be  able  to  give 
its  whole  attention  to  the  prosecution  of  those  reforms  contemplated  by  the  law. 

I  have  dwelt  somewhat  on  the  history  and  purpose  of  this  Department  in  order 
that  this  Board  will  understand  why  it  is  that  I  am  unable  to  set  forth  the  needs  of  the 
Department  with  definiteness.  I  am  not  able  even  to  forecast  the  future  of  this  work 
and  can  only  present  to  this  Board  such  knowledge  as  I  have  gained  up  to  the  present 
time.  At  present  twenty-five  Inspectors  will  be  sufficient  to  effect  the  supervision  of 
the  employment  agencies  of  the  City  and  to  carry  on  the  reforms  purposed  by  the  act, 
as  the  occasion  raises  from  time  to  time.  In  short,  this  Department  is  in  an  experi- 
mental state,  and  as  such  should  be  considered  by  your  Board. 

The  Contingent  Fund  is  placed  at  $5,000,  the  same  as  estimated  last  year.  Out  of 
this  must  be  paid  the  telephone  and  telegraph  bills,  the  expense  of  postage,  cleaning 
and  repairs.  The  items  of  postage  and  car-fare  are  in  the  very  nature  of  the  work 
to  be  performed  here  considerable  in  amount,  and  I  believe  $5,000  per  year  would  not 
be  excessive. 

In  considering  the  appropriation  for  this  office,  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  exists  a  set-off  to  its  expenditures  in  the  way  of  fees  received  for 
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licenses.  This  office  has  been  issuirfg  licenses  for  a  little  less  than  two  months  and  the 
income  from  this  source  now  stands  at  $7,500.  This,  of  course,  represents  only  a  por- 
tion of  the  total  amount  which  would  be  received  from  this  source,  but  the  gross  amount 
can  only  be  calculated  approximately.

"  At  a  reception  tendered  to  the  Committee  the  Mayor  of  St.  Louis  welcomed  the 
delegates.  Owing  to  a  death  in  the  family  of  President  Francis,  of  the  Exposition, 
he  was  unable  to  attend,  but  was  represented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 
The  address  of  welcome  was  responded  to  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men. A  subsequent  reception  was  given  at  The  New  York  City  Building,  which  was 
largely  attended. 

"  On  the  evening  of  October  3  a  banquet  was  given  at  The  New  York  City 
Building,  at  which  the  leading  citizens  and  business  men  of  St.  Louis  were  present. 
Your  President  was  invited  to  address  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  St.  Louis,  but 
owing  to  a  previous  engagement  was  unable  to  do  so. 

"  New  York  City  was  the  only  city  which  erected  a  building  and  provided 
for  an  exhibit.  I  was  told  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Exposition  that  New  York 
City  had  been  awarded  two-thirds  of  the  prizes. 
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"  I  feel  that  the  Board  will  be  well  satisfied  with  the  forthcoming  report  of 
Commissioner  Hynes  as  to  the  expenditures  of  the  City,  and  will  regard  those  as 
money  well  spent.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows  : 
That  section  105  of  the  Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 
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Sec.  105.  Fireproof  Buildings— Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  to  be 
used  as  a  hotel,  lodging-house,  school,  theatre,  jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum, 
institution  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirty- 
tive  feet,  excepting  all  buildings  for  which  specifications  and  plans  have  been  here- 
tofore submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  or  other  public 
authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  and  every  other  building  the 
height  of  which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall 
be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick,  stone, 
Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be 
placed,  and  in  which  the  floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materials  provided  for  in  section 
106  of  this  Code.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick, 
stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  woodwork  or  other  inflammable 
material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or  ceilings  in  any  such  fireproof 
buildings,  excepting  however,  that  when  the  height  of  the  building  does  not  exceed 
(twelve  stories  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  one  hundred  feet,  the 
doors  and  windows  and  their  frames,  the  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when 
filled  solid  at  the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly 
thereunder,  may  be  of  wood,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled 
with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards. 

When  the  height  of  a  fireproof  building  exceeds  (twelve  stories  or  more  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  one  hundred  feet,  the  floor  surfaces  shall  be  of  stone, 
cement,  rock,  asphalt,  tiling  or  similar  incombustible  material,  or  the  sleepers  and  boards 
may  be  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  or  other 
public  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof. 
All  outside  window  frame's  and  sash  shall  be  of  metal,  or  of  wood  covered  with  metal. 
The  inside  window  frames  and  sash,  doors,  trim  and  other  interior  finish  may  be  of 
wood  covered  with  metal,  or  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Buildings  to  render  the  same  fireproof. 

All  hall  partitions  or  permanent  partitions  between  rooms  in  fireproof  buildings 
shall  be  built  of  fireproof  material,  and  shall  not  be  started  on  wood  sills  nor  on  wooden 
floor  boards,  but  be  built  upon  the  fireproof  construction  of  the  floor  and  extend  tO' 
the  fireproof  beams  filling  above.  The  top  of  all  door  and  window  openings  in  such 
partitions  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  below  the  ceiling  line.

In  case  defects  are  found  to  exisr  which  endanger  life  or  limb  by  the  con- 
tinued use  of  such  elevator,  then,  upon  notice  from  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings, 
the  use  of  such  elevator  shall  cease,  and  it  shall  not  again  be  used  until  a  certificate 
shall  be  first  obtained  from  said  Superintendent  that  such  elevator  has  been  made 
safe.  No  person  shall  employ  or  permit  any  person  to  be  in  charge  of  running  any 
passenger  or  freight  elevator  who  does  not  possess  the  qualifications  prescribed 
therefor.

intendent of  Buildings  a  certificate  as  to  his  competency.  Every  freight  elevator  or 
iift  shall  have  a  notice  posted  conspicuously  thereon,  as  follows:  "Persons  riding 
on  this  elevator  do  so  at  their  own  risk."

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York : 

I  hereby  respectfully  request  your  Honorable  Board  to  pass  a  resolution  in  accord- 
ance with  subdivision  8  of  section  188  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  requesting 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Special 
Revenue  Bonds  to  provide  the  means  necessary  to  make  payments  for  the  following 
purposes,  viz. :  To  pay  the  sum  of  $14,667.64,  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Office  of  the  Register  of  the  County  of  New  York  for  the  present  year, 
1904,  for  General  Administration,  entitled  "  Salaries  of  the  Deputy,  Assistant  Deputy, 
Chief  Clerk,  Clerks,  Employees  .and  Folio  Writers,"  over  and  above  the  unexpended 
balance  of  $2,060.36,  which  I  have  heretofore  requested  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  to  transfer  to  said  appropriation  from  another  appropriation  in  my  office. 

In  explanation  of  my  request,  I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  statement : 

The  amount  actually  appropriated  for  said  salaries  for  the  present  year,  1904,  was 
$148,840,  which  was  $7,228  less  than  the  sum  requested  by  me  in  my  Departmental  Esti- 
mate. The  business  of  the  Register's  Office  naturally  increases  from  year  to  year;  but 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  papers  recorded  for  the  present  over  the  last  previous  year 
has  been  unusually  great,  being  about  40  per  cent.  The  largest  single  item  of  this  appro- 
priation is  for  the  pajaiient  of  the  Folio  Writers,  who  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  five  cents 
per  folio,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  them  can,  of  course,"  be  only  roughly  esti- 
mated in  advance.  After  deducting  the  annual  salaries  of  the  regular  employees  of  the 
office  there  remained  only  $25,772  to  pay  the  Folio  Writers-.  A  small  amount,  however, 
has  been  saved  on  the  annual  salary  account,  because  of  the  death  of  one  employee,  and 
the  transfer  of  another  to  the  Supreme  Court.  In  1903,  the  amount  actually  paid  to  the 
Folio  Writers  was  $30,807.35;  in  1904,  the  amount  already  paid  to  the  Folio  Writers 
for  the  seven  months  ending  July  31,  1904,  is  $24,561.25,  and  at  that  rate  the  amount 
which  must  be  expended  for  the  whole  year  will  be  approximately  $42,500,  or  an  increase 
of  about  40  per  cent.,  due  to  the  large  increase  in  real  estate  transactions  and  in  the 
number  of  instruments  consequently  recorded.  Although  the  Folio  Writers  are  paid 
but  five  cents  per  folio,  I  receive  fees  for  their  work  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  folio ; 
so  that,  if  $42,500  be  expended,  the  sum  of  $85,000  will  be  received  by  me  and  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury.  In  other  words,  for  every  dollar  expended  the  City  receives  two 
dollars  in  return,  for  folio  writing,  in  addition  to  the  extra  fees  collected  for  indexing 
and  certificates.  The  increased  work  done  in  the  Register's  Office  has,  of  course, 
resulted  in  a  proportionate  increase  in  all  the  fees  payable  into  the  City  Treasury. 
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The  sum  appropriated  for  "  Salaries — General  Administration,"  for  1904,  was  the 
same  amount  precisely  as  that  appropriated  for  1903,  which  was  based  upon  a  large 
reduction  in  the  number  of  salaried  employees,  due  to  the  discharge  of  superfluous 
employees,  made  shortly  after  the  commencement  of  my  term  of  office ;  but  my  estimate 
for  1904  included  the  salaries  of  three  Bookbinders,  amounting  to  $3,240,  who  formerly 
had  been  on  the  City  Record  pay-roll,  and  who  had  not  been  employed  by  this  office 
during  1903. 

The  deficiency  in  the  said  appropriation  is  due  wholly  to  the  insufficiency  of  the 
sum  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  Folio  Writers.

Memorandum  as  to  Expenditures  in  Connection  with  the  "  General  Slocum  "  Disaster. 

The  first  item,  $300,  professional  services  of  John  McDougal,  is  for  work  as  de- 
scribed in  his  bill  in  connection  with  the  raising  of  the  boat. 

The  item  $1,122,  Pach  Brothers,  photographs,  is  in  connection  with  the  taking  of  a 
large  number  of  photographs  at  North  Brother  Island  and  the  Morgue.  These  photo- 
graphs were  of  great  value  and  assistance  in  connection  with  identifications  of  the  dead, 
many  of  which  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  the  photographs. 

The  item  $122.50,  for  stenographic  services,  is  for  work  at  the  Morgue  in  connec- 
tion with  listing  and  describing  the  dead  and  their  effects.  These  typewritten  descrip- 
tions were  also  of  great  service  in  securing  identifications,  especially  after  the  bodies  had 
been  sealed  up  or  buried. 

The  item  $12,275.71  includes  $11,000,  amount  of  contract  with  the  Merrit  &  Chapman 
Derrick  and  Wrecking  Company,  for  raising  the  hulk,  the  balance  of  the  amount  being 
made  up  of  charges  in  connection  with  towing,  use  of  lighter,  services  of  divers  and 
wreckers,  and  for  materials  used  in  recovering  bodies. 

The  item  $15,  Edward  Butchinger,  use  of  launch,  covers  use  of  launch  June  16  by 
Police  at  College  Point,  New  York. 

The  item  $25,  Wade  Hixon,  also  covers  use  of  another  launch  in  carrying  Police 
reserves  from  College  Point  to  North  Brother  Island,  services  in  recovering  bodies  and 
watching  wreck. 

The  item  $1,934.85,  John  N.  Robins  Company  (Erie  Basin  Dry  Docks),  is  for 
wharfage,  labor,  use  of  pumping  apparatus,  etc.,  during  the  time  the  boat  was  in  the 
possession  of  this  Department  and  while  still  needed  for  evidence,  examination,  etc. 
The  boat  is  now  in  possession  of  a  trustee  under  the  United  States  Court  order,  to  be 
sold  for  the  benefit  for  all  concerned.  At  the  proper  time  this  Department  will  file  a 
claim  as  salvor  against  the  boat,  which  I  am  informed  is  legally  a  preferred  claim.  The 
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amount  ultimately  realized  on  this  claim,  which  will  probably  not  be  for  a  number  of 
months,  after  deducting  expenses,  etc.,  cannot  now  be  estimated  but  will  not  be  large. 

These  bills  would  have  been  submitted  sooner  but  for  the  fact  that  it  was  understood 
by  this  Department  that  the  Coroner's  office,  the  Health  Department  and  others  con- 
cerned were  to  get  together  and  ask  for  a  lump  sum  to  pay  the  bills,  but  a  different 
course  has  been  found  more  practicable  and  for  this  reason  an  appropriation  is  asked  to 
cover  the  amount  of  the  bills  incurred  by  this  Department. 

All  the  above  bills  are  quite  reasonable,  in  view  of  the  grewsome  nature  of  the  work 
and  the  fact  that  it  had  to  be  done  at  once,  and  as  the  services  were  entirely  satisfactory 
and  four  months  have  elapsed  since  they  were  rendered,  it  is  respectfully  urged  that  the 
appropriation  asked  for,  to  wit,  $15,760.06,  be  made  promptly.

Gentlemen — I  beg  to  invite  the  attention  of  your  Flonorable  Board  to  an  item  con- 
tained in  my  communication  of  February  18  last,  estimating  the  amount  required  for 
necessary  park  improvements  to  be  provided  for  through  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock — 
namely,  the  sum  of  $73,000  required  for  the  widening  and  improvement  of  that  portion 
of  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street  (Cathedral  parkway),  between  Fifth  and  Seventh 
avenues. 

The  condition  of  this  street  is  such  that  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  urge  that  action  be 
taken  without  delay,  to  provide  for  its  improvement.  It  is  generally  dilapidated,  unfitted 
for  traffic  purposes,  the  source  of  constant  complaint,  and  a  menace. 

The  roadway  in  its  present  state  is  practically  useless  for  traffic,  and  the  cost  of 
repairing  this  portion  alone  would  be  too  large  to  be  warranted  for  repairs  alone,  but 
should  be  done  in  connection  with  the  general  improvement  of  this  street  or  avenue,  on 
the  lines  as  now  defined,  the  title  to  the  lands  for  its  widening  having  been  vested  in 
the  City  since  1900.  Being  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  Central  Park  and  a  very  impor- 
tant thoroughfare,  its  use  is  in  great  demand  when  the  street  is  in  passable  condition. 
That  portion  of  the  parkway  between  Seventh  avenue  and  Riverside  Park,  with  which 
it  connects,  has  been  fully  improved  for  some  time  past,  and  the  section  herein  referred 
to  leaves  unfinished  a  greatly  needed  improvement  which  has  been  long  sought  for. 

Aside  from  the  advantages  to  come  from  the  permanent  improvement,  the  condition 
of  the  present  roadway  is  so  discreditable  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  urge  most  earnestly 
upon  your  Honorable  Board  the  necessity  for  and  wisdom  of  immediate  action.

Sir  Hon.  John  J.  Pallas,  Commissioner  of  Parks,  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and 
Richmond,  in  communication  under  date  of  October  3,  1904,  requests  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  the  i'ssue  of  Corporate  Stock  to  the 
amount  of  $73,000  to  provide  means  for  widening  and  improvement  of  that  portion 
of  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street  (Cathedral  parkway),  between  Fifth  and  Seventh 
avenues.  I  would  report  that  I  have  had  the  premises  examined.  As  stated  by  the 
Commissioner,  the  roadway  in  its  present  condition  is  practically  useless  for  trafific; 
the  old  structures  have  been  removed  from  the  portion  taken  for  the  widening,  and 
the  fence  set  back  on  the  new  line;  this  leaves  a  strip  on  the  north  side  of  45  feet 
wide  from  the  old  curb  line  to  the  new  northerly  line,  which  is  in  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition; the  old  sidewalk  is  broken  and  dangerous  in  places;  this  improvement,  in  my 
opinion,  is  very  important  and  should  be  done  at  once.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  section  105  of  the  Building  Code,  relative  to  fireproofing 
buildings. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows : 
That  section  105  of  the  Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  105.  Fireproof  Buildings — Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  to  be 
used  as  a  hotel,  lodging-house,  school,  theatre,  jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum, 
institution  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirty- 
five  feet,  excepting  all  buildings  for  which  specifications  and  plans  have  been  here- 
tofore submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  or  other  public 
authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  and  every  other  building  the 
height  of  which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall 
be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick,  stone, 
Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be 
placed,  and  in  which  the  floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materials  provided  for  in  section 
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106  of  this  Code.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick, 
stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  woodwork  or  other  inflammable 
material  'shall  be  used  in  an}^  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or  ceilings  in  any  such  fireproof 
buildings,  excepting  however,  that  when  the  height  of  the  building  does  not  exceed 
(twelve  stories  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  one  hundred  feet,  the 
doors  and  windows  and  their  frames,  the  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when 
filled  solid  at  the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly 
thereunder,  may  be  of  wood,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled 
with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards. 

When  the  height  of  a  fi.reproof  building  exceeds  (twelve  stories  or  more  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  one  hundred  feet,  the  floor  surfaces  shall  be  of  stone, 
cement,  rock,  asphalt,  tiling  or  similar  incombustible  material,  or  the  sleepers  and  boards 
may  be  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  or  other 
public  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof. 
All  outside  window  frame's  and  sash  shall  be  of  metal,  or  of  wood  covered  with  metal. 
The  inside  window  frames  and  sash,  doors,  trim  and  other  interior  finish  may  be  of 
wood  covered  with  metal,  or  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Buildings  to  render  the  same  fireproof. 

All  hall  partitions  or  permanent  partitions  between  rooms  in  fireproof  buildings 
shall  be  built  of  fireproof  material,  and  shall  not  be  started  on  wood  sills  nor  on  wooden 
floor  boards,  but  be  built  upon  the  fireproof  construction  of  the  floor  and  extend  to 
the  fireproof  beams  filling  above.  The  top  of  all  door  and  window  openings  in  sttch 
partitions  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  below  the  ceiling  line.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  section  105  of  the  Building  Code  relative  to  fireproofing 
buildings.

crete, iron  or  steel,  in  which  wood  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed,  and  in  which  the 
floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materials  provided  for  in  section  106  of  this  Code.  The 
stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement 
concrete,  iron  or  steel.    No  woodwork  or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  sn 
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any  of  the  partitions,  fuirings  or  ceilings  in  any  such  fireproof  buildings,  excepting,  how- 
ever,  the  inside  window  frames  and  sash,  doors,  trims  and  other  interior  finish  when 
filled  solid  at  the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly 
thereunder  may  be  of  wood  covered  with  metal,  or  of  wood  treated  by  some  process 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  or  other  public  authorities  now  having  juris- 
diction in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers 
shall  be  solidly  filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the 
floor  boards.  The  outside  window  frames  and  sash  shall  be  of  metal  or  wood  covered 
with  metal,  (and  every) 

Every  other  building  other  than  those  inentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  height  of  which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet  (except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided), shall  be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  be  constructed  with  walls  of 
brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which  wood  beams  or  lintels 
sliall  not  be  placed,  and  in  which  the  floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materials  provided  for 
in  section  106  of  this  Code.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall  be  built  entirely  of 
brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  woodwork  or  other  inflammable 
material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings,  or  ceilings  in  any  such  fireproof 
buildings,  excepting  however  that  when  the  height  of  the  building  does  not  exceed 
(twelve)  eight  stories,  or  more  than  (one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  one  hundred  feet, 
the  doors  and  windows  and  their  frames,  the  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when 
filled  solid  at  the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly 
thereunder  may  be  of  wood,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled 
with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards. 

When  the  height  of  (a)  any  fireproof  building,  other  than  those  to  be  used  for 
purposes  stated  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  section  exceeds  (twelve)  eight  stories 
or  more  than  (one  hundred  and  fifty)  one  hundred  feet,  the  floor  surfaces  shall  be  of 
stone,  cement,  rock,  asphalt,  tiling  or  similar  incombustible  material,  or  the  sleepers 
and  boards  may  be  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Build 
ings,  or  other  public  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the 
same  fireproof.  All  outside  window  frames  and  sash  shall  be  of  metal,  or  of  wood 
covered  with  metal.  The  inside  window  frames  and  sash,  doors,  trim  and  other  in 
terior  finish  may  be  of  wood  covered  with  metal,  or  of  wood  treated  by  some  process 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  or  other  public  authorities  now  haviag  jurisdiction 
in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof. 

All  hall  partitions  or  permanent  partitions  between  rooms  in  fireproof  buildings 
shall  be  built  of  fireproof  material,  and  shall  not  be  started  on  wood  sills  nor  on  wooden 
floor  boards,  but  be  built  upon  the  fireproof  construction  of  the  floor  and  extend  to  the 
fireproof  beams  filling  above.  The  top  of  all  door  and  window  openings  in  such  parti 
tions,  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  below  the  ceiling  line.

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  dated  October  12,  addressed  to  Mr.  William  A.  Anderson, 
Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  had  consideration  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  held  on  October  19.  A  special  committee,  of  which  the  writer  is  Chair- 
man, was  empowered  to  make  reply  and  take  such  action  as  it  saw  fit. 

In  accordance  therewith,  I  have  to  advise  you  that  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  is  opposed  to  the  enactment  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  which  you  in- 
close, amending  section  105  of  the  Building  Code,  for  the  following  among  other  rea- 
sons : 

First — We  believe  that  much  of  the  wood  that  has  been  introduced  in  buildings 
in  this  City  as  "  fireproof "  has  not  been  properly  treated  by  process  approved  by  the 
Building  Department,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  until  the  wood-treating  companies, 
the  builders  and  the  architects,  are  required  to  furnish  sworn  statements  to  the  Build- 
ing Department  as  to  the  amount  of  wood  in  the  building  and  that  all  of  it  has  been 
properly  treated  by  approved  process,  and  until  these  statements  have  been  verified 
by  the  Building  Department  by  examination  of  plan's,  details  and  specifications  of  the 
building  and  by  tests  of  samples  taken  from  the  building  from  time  to  time,  the  under- 
writers and  the  public  cannot  be  certain  that  the  requirements  of  the  code  will  be 
complied  with. 

Second — It  is  questionable  how  long  wood  that  has  been  treated  will  remain  fire- 
resisting,  for  it  is  well  known  that  no  process  yet  adopted  makes  wood  fireproof. 
Heretofore  the  Department  of  Building  has  had  control  of  fireproofing  processes. 
The  proposed  ordinance  permits  the  approval  to  be  given  by  "  the  Board  of  Buildings 
or  other  public  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  of  such  matters."  The  introduction 
of  the  words  "or  other  public  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  of  such  matters" 
is  either  unnecessary  or  suspicious. 

Third — The  proposed  change  requiring  "fireproof"  wood  to  be  used  in  buildings 
of  eight  instead  of  twelve  stories,  or  more  than  100  feet  instead  of  150  feet  in  height, 
would  be  a  hardship  to  property  owners  under  present  conditions,  first,  because  very 
little  of  the  so-called  "fireproof"  wood  is  even  fire-resisting;  second,  because  the 
cost  of  said  treatment  adds  very  largely  to  the  cost  of  the  building,  and,  third,  because 
it  would  not  be  pos'sible  to  get  enough  fireproofed  wood  to  finish  the  great  number  of 
buildings  that  are  being  constructed  in  New  York. 
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When  this  wood  fireproofing  process  was  first  introduced  the  underwriters  sought 
to  stimulate  its  use  by  making  a  reduction  in  rate  because  of  the  introduction  of  such 
wood  in  any  building.  So  much  of  the  so-called  fireproof  wood  is  defective,  however, 
that  we  do  not  now  feel  that  this  reduction  is  justified.

•To  the  Honorable  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  New  York: 

Sir — At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects  held  October  21,  1904,  a  report  was  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Examinations  in  regard  to  certain  proposed  changes  in  section  105  of  the 
Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York,  relating  to  fireproofing  of  buildings.  A  copy 
of  the  report  is  inclosed  herewith. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  proposed  amendment  seems  unconsidered  and  of 
doubtful  advantage,  especially  as  the  fireproof  qualities  of  fireproof  wood  as  compared 
with  metal  covered  have  not  been  clearly  demonstrated,  nor  does  it  see  any  advantage 
in  fireproofing  the  sleepers. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  the  power 
to  make  ordinances  to  amend  the  Building  Code,  and  as  such  amendments  may  be  made 
from  time  to  time  without  an  opportunity  being  afforded  for  proper  consideration  of 
the  parties  most  interested,  it  (the  Com.mittee)  suggests  that  a  request  be  sent  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  asking  him  to  disapprove  any  amendments  to  the  Building  Laws  un- 
less a  previous  public  hearing  had  been  given,  or  that  the  proposed  amendment  had  been 
submitted  to  the  following  bodies  for  their  opinion:

Dear  Sir — The  Committee  on  Examinations  begs  to  report  as  follows  on  the 
proposed  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  to  amend 
section  105  of  the  Building  Code,  relating  to  fireproof  buildings: 
It  finds  the  principal  changes  to  be: 

(1)  Public  buildings,  that  is  to  say,  all  buildings  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  to 
be  used  as  a  hotel,  lodging  house,  school,  theatre,  jail,  police  station,  hospital, 
asylum,  and  institutions  for  the  cure  and  treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which 
exceeds  35  feet,  will  be  required  to  have  metal  window  frames  for  outside  windows, 
and  the  inside  window  frames  and  sash,  doors,  trims  and  other  interior  finish,  and  the 
floor  boards  and  sleepers  may  be  of  wood  covered  with  metal,  or  of  wood  treated 
by  some  process  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings  or  other  public  author- 
ities now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof. 

Whereas,  under  the  existing  law^  such  fireproofing  is  not  required. 

(2)  The  rules  governing  buildings  150  feet  high  (12  stories)  will  be  applied  to  all 
buildings  exceeding  100  feet  high,  or  8  stories. 

(3)  Fireproof  wood  may  be  approved  by  "  other  public  authorities  now 

having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters." 

Inquiry  both  at  the  Building  Department  and  from  Alderman  Ware  fails  to 
enlighten  us  as  to  who  has  authority  other  than  the  Building  Department. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  proposed  amendment  seems  unconsidered  and 
of  doubtful  advantage,  especially  as  the  fireproof  qualities  of  fireproof  wood,  as  com- 
pared with  metal  covered,  have  not  been  clearly  demonstrated,  nor  does  it  see  any 
advantage  in  fireproofing  the  sleepers.

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  the  "  General  Ordinance  in  regard  to  Public  Worship  in 
the  streets  and  public  places  of  The  City  of  New  York." 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  4  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "  A  General  Ordinance  in  regard  to 
public  worship  in  the  streets  and  public  places  of  The  City  of  New  York,"  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  December  22,  1903,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  Decem- 
ber 28,  1903,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following : 

"  Provided,  also,  that  such  written  permission  shall  have  indorsed  upon  it  the  ap- 
proval or  consent  of  the  Aldermen  of  each  district  in  which  any  place  specified  in  said 
written  permission  shall  be  located." 

Sec.  2.  After  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  no 
permission  heretofore  granted  pursuant  to  the  ordinance  hereby  amended  shall  be  valid 
unless  it  be  indorsed  as  herein  provided.

Dear  Sir — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  September  27,  1904,  there 
wa^  introduced  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  Resolution  No.  1020,  authorizing 
the  Commissioner  of  Bridges  to  modify  the  contract  for  constructing  elevator  towers 
and  power  house  in  connection  with  the  piers  for  the  new  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge. 
In  relation  to  that  subject  we  shortly  thereafter  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Mayor,  copy 
of  which  we  inclose  for  your  information. 

We  are  informed  that  there  is  some  question  as  to  the  legal  power  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  act  upon  modified  contracts.  If  it  be  true  that  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  not  required  to  modified 
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contracts,  it  appears  that  the  whole  subject  rests  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  We 
therefore  bring  the  facts  to  your  notice,  in  order  that  the  subject  may  be  properly  un- 
derstood by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen.

Dear  Sir — On  or  about  December  31,  1903,  a  contract  for  the  construction  of  the 
power  houses  and  elevator  towers  on  the  piers  of  the  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge  (No. 
4),  was  entered  into  by  and  between  The  City  of  New  York,  through  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Bridges,  and  the  Williams  Engineering  and  Contracting  Company,  as  con- 
tractors, for  the  sum  of  $685,000. 

We  wish  to  bring  to  your  knowledge  the  following  facts : 

The  present  Commissioner  of  Bridges  has  recently  asked  authority  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  enter  into  a  sup- 
plemental contract  with  the  Williams  Engineering  and  Contracting  Company  for  the 
omission  of  certain  parts  of  the  work  comprehended  by  the  contract  noted  above,  and 
the  payment  of  $345,000  for  the  completion  of  the  remainder,  in  lieu  of  the  payment 
of  $685,000  provided  for  by  the  existing  contract. 

The  work  in  question  consists  almost  wholly  of  granite  masonry.  We  have  caused 
to  be  made  from  the  contract  drawings  measurements  of  the  quantities  required  by 
the  original  plans  under  the  existing  contract  and  by  the  modified  plans  under  the  pro- 
posed amended  contract.    These  measurements  are  as  follows  :

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  elements  of  cost  the  existing  contract  requires  about 
34,000  cubic  feet  of  excavation  for  foundations  of  elevator  towers  and  power  houses; 
and  the  cutting  away  of  the  stone  work  of  existing  piers  at  the  parts  where  the  elevator 
towers,  etc.,  are  to  be  built  against  those  piers.  None  of  this  work  is  required  for  the 
amended  plans,  and  the  cost  should  therefore  be  correspondingly  decreased. 
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As  shown  above,  the  amended  contract  proposes  to  omit  considerably  more  than 
75  per  cent,  and  to  actually  construct  less  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  work  covered  by  the 
existing  contract.  The  original  contract  price  for  the  entire  work  is  $685,000.  On 
this  basis  the  value  of  the  part  to  be  constructed  under  the  amended  contract  is  less  than 
25  per  cent,  of  $685,000,  or  approximately  $171,250.  Nevertheless,  the  Bridge  Com- 
missioner has  recommended  that  $345,000  be  paid  for  the  reduced  quantity — an  amount 
somewhat  more  than  twice  as  much  as  the  work  is  worth.  The  Commissioner,  in  effect, 
proposes  to  allow  the  contractors  about  $175,000  or  more,  as  compensation  in  lieu  of 
expected  profits  on  about  $510,000  worth  of  canceled  work.  On  this  basis  it  would 
appear  that  the  contractor  estimates  his  expected  profits  at  50  per  cent,  or  more  on  his 
investment,  and  that  the  Bridge  Commissioner,  whose  duty  it  is  to  protect  the  public, 
concurs  in  and  recommends  this  estimate. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  contractors  are  entitled  to  reasonable  compensation  to  the 
extent  of  a  fair  profit  for  reduction  in  the  amount  of  their  contract,  we  respectfully 
submit  that  the  amount  recommended  hy  the  Bridge  Commissioner  is  grossly  excessive, 
and  that  its  allowance  would  be  an  unwarrantable  waste  of  taxpayers'  money. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  that,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  you  will  intervene  to  prevent  the  proposed  outlay.

Hon.  JOHN  F.  AHEARN,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan: 

Sir — T  have  received  a  letter  from  your  Secretary,  dated  October  12,  1904,  in  re- 
gard to  the  question  of  reducing  the  width  of  sidewalks  on  Fifty-ninth  street,  from 
Second  avenue  to  Fifth  avenue  and  from  Eighth  avenue  to  Columbus  avenue.  Refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  opinion  rendered  by  my  predecessor  and  dated  August  4,  1903,  upon 
the  question  of  reducing  the  width  of  sidewalks  on  Fifth  avenue,  in  which  he  discussed 
the  case  of  Ackerman  vs.  True,  175  N.  Y.,  352.  My  opinion  is  requested  "as  to 
whether  the  same  conditions  prevail  in  the  case  of  reducing  the  width  of  sidewalks  on 
Fifty-ninth  street,  and  if  you  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  this  subject  can  be  treated 
in  the  same  way,  namely,  recommendation  by  the  Local  Board  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men." 

I  know  of  no  reason  for  changing  the  advice  given  by  my  predecessor,  and  the 
general  principles  involved  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  Fifth  avenue,  although  there 
may  be  special  ordinances  relating  to  Fifty-ninth  street. 

That  street  is  one  of  the  streets  laid  out  on  the  City  map  of  181 1,  and  title  to  the 
land  within  its  lines  was  acquired  by  the  City  in  ordinary  street  opening  proceedings, 
confirmed,  if  I  remember  correctly,  about  1851  and  1861. 

All  of  the  land  within  those  lines  constitutes  the  public  street.  How  much  of  it 
shall  be  used  for  carriage  way,  sidewalk,  or  for  the  use  of  areaways  or  stoops,  depends 
on  the  regulations  that  have  been  or  may  be  made  by  the  City  authorities,  which  gen- 
erally are,  in  this  respect,  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the 
law  of  the  street  is  motion,  as  it  is  frequently  expressed — that  is,  the  whole  width  of  the 
street  is  primarily  for  purposes  of  free  and  unobstructed  passage  to  and  fro  by  the 
public,  and  of  furnishing  access  to  private  property. 

It  is,  in  my  opinion,  within  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  repeal  or  modify 
any  existing  ordinance  relating  to  the  width  of  sidewalks  and  areaways,  or  as  to  stoop 
lines,  on  Fifty-ninth  street,  so  that  if  it  is  thought  advisable  the  whole  width  of  the 
street,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  used  for  purposes  of  a  carriageway,  and  sidewalks 
of  such  width  as  may  be  thought  best.

Dear  Sir — In  compb'ance  v;ith  your  request  cf  June  22,  I  herewith  transmit  a  dia- 
gram showing  the  incumbrances  in  Fifty-ninth  street,  from  Second  to  Fifth  avenue,  and 
from  Eighth  to  Columbus  avenue,  with  Engineer  Webster's  report  in  the  matter. 


Hon.  WILLIAM  DALTON,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

Sir — In  reply  to  No.  2331  Pr.,  June  23,  1904.  The  incumbrance  on  Fifty-ninth 
street  and  the  proposed  temporary  relief  to  street  travel,  etc. 

Accompanying  please  find  a  survey  of  the  surface  of  Fifty-ninth  street,  from  Second 
to  Fifth  avenues,  and  from  the  Circle  at  Eighth  avenue  to  Columbus  avenue,  showing 
the  existing  incumbrances,  such  as  stoops,  areas,  depressed  steps  leading  to  the  base- 
ment of  buildings,  coverings  over  area  steps,  saloon  doors— everything  within  the  street 
lines  constructed  under  the  general  ordinances  of  the  Common  Council,  or  by  special 
ordinances  or  encroachments  that  have  been  granted  from  time  to  time. 

All  ordinances  of  the  Common  Council  that  have  been  granted  by  them  are  revocable 
at  their  pleasure,  and  are  made  subject  to  these  terms.  The  Common  Council  acts  only 
as  custodians  and  not  owners  of  the  streets. 

I  have  also  shown  a  general  cross  section  of  the  street  60  feet  in  width,  with  the 
present  surface  railroad,  the  space  occupied  by  the  double  line  of  cars,  curb  lines,  side- 
walks and  the  carriageway.  LInder  the  genera]  ordinance  governing  sidewalks,  etc.,  15 
feet  is  allowed  for  a  60-foot  street;  for  "stoops,  one-tenth  the  width  of  the  street,  not 
to  exceed  6  feet  " ;  for  areas,  one-fifteenth  of  the  width  of  the  street,  not  to  exceed 
5  feet."  In  Fifty-ninth  street  4  feet  only  is  allowed,  except  under  special  ordinance. 
In  the  cross  section  shown,  I  have  placed  the  surface  cars  side  by  side,  giving  their 
length  and  width,  and  all  of  the  available  street  surface  on  each  side  between  the  cars 
and  the  present  curb  lines,  also  the  projections  into  the  street  of  the  stoop,  areas,  etc. 

I  have  shown  by  blue  lines  and  figures  a  proposed  reduction  in  the  width  of  the 
sidewalk  from  15  feet  to  11  feet,  making  the  carriageway  8  feet  wider  than  at  present; 
this  will  make  a  width  for  vehicles  of  38  feet.  To  accomplish  this,  all  obstructions  must 
be  removed  from  the  sidewalks  to  give  free  access  to  pedestrians.

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I  do  not  think  this  will  act  as  a  hardship,  the  character  of  the  street  having  changed 
from  a  residential  to  a  business  one.  Nearly  all  the  entrances  to  the  stores  are  on  the 
level  with  the  sidewalk,  doing  away  with  the  stoops. 

This  alteration  of  the  sidewalk  and  carriageway  will  not  be  expensive,  merely  the 
cost  of  a  new  curb-line  and  the  repairing  of  a  new  gutter  to  the  carriageway. 

If  this  treatment  be  adopted  it  will  afford  relief  to  the  owners  of  the  inmiediate 
property  benefited,  from  a  very  heavy  assessment  for  widening  of  the  street  and  the 
remodeling  or  rebuilding  of  the  abutting  property,  which  in  some  Instances  houses 
would  be  entirely  destroyed. 

In  the  contemplated  widening  of  the  carriageway  at  the  expense  of  the  sidewalk,  no 
material  damage  will  be  done  to  the  houses.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  waste  room  now 
occupied  by  stoops,  areas,  court-yards,  storm  doors,  saloon  entrances,  etc.,  which  can  be 
removed  without  detriment  to  the  property. 

If  the  suggestion  of  the  widening  of  the  carriageway  be  adopted,  it  will  give  a  street 
equal  in  capacity  to  Lexington  avenue,  and  will  be  about  4  feet  less  in  width  of  the 
carriageway  of  Broadway,  south  of  Fourteenth  street. 

The  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge  over  the  East  river  will  be  completed  in  the  near 
future,  say  six  or  eight  years  from  date;  the  terminus  will  be  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Second  avenue,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Sixtieth  streets.  Some  arrangement  must  be 
made  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  additional  traffic  which  the  bridge  will  throw 
upon  these  two  streets,  as  far  west  as  Park  avenue. 

This  arrangement  of  the  sidewalk  will  utilize,  until  the  completion  of  the  bridge, 
that  part  now  almost  useless,  and  make  it  available  with  but  trifling  cost  of  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  curb-lines.

Gentlemen — The  subscribing  petitioners,  tax-payers  and  citizens  of  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  of  The  City  of  New  York,  seek  relief  from  the  congested  and  crowded  con- 
dition of  Fifty-ninth  street,  from  Fifth  avenue  to  Second  avenue,  on  the  east;  from 
the  Grand  Plaza  to  Columbus  avenue  on  the  west.

The  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York : 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  the  United  Real  Estate  Owners'  Associations  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  confidently  appeal  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  such  action 
as  will  relieve  the  overcrowding  of  Fifty-ninth  street  without  the  expenditure  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  as  has  been  proposed,  which  we  deem  unnecessary  and  opposed  to  the 
interests  of  the  taxpayers  and  the  City  at  large. 

Th-e  sidewalks,  now  15  feet  wide,  with  many  obstructions,  would,  if  reduced  to  13 
feet  on  the  south  side  and  13  feet  on  the  north  side,  of  which  11  feet  would  be  en- 
tirely free  and  clear,  accommodate  the  foot  passenger  traffic  both  present  and  future. 

The  roadway,  now  30  feet  in  width,  if  widened  to  34  feet,  will  be  sufficient  for  all 
wagon  traffic  and  free  the  street  from  the  frequent  blockades  that  result  from  every 
delivery  of  coal  or  the  presence  of  a  wide  truck  or  van  near  the  sidewalk. 

The  wagon  trafYic  over  the  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge,  the  terminus  of  which  is 
90  feet  north  of  Fifty-ninth  street,  will  naturally  avoid  this  street  on  account  of  the 
trolley  cars  (notwithstanding  there  will  be  sufficient  room  to  pass),  that  portion  of  the 
traffic  going  northerly  taking  Sixtieth  and  the  more  northerly  streets,  and  the  re- 
mainder taking  Fifty-eighth,  Fifty-seventh  and  other  southerly  streets. 

We  therefore  respectfully  submit  for  your  approval  the  suggestion  that  your  Hon- 
orable Board  order: 

1st.  That  the  curbstones  in  Fifty-ninth  street,  from  the  East  river  to  Fifth  avenue 
and  from  Eighth  avenue  to  the  North  river,  be  removed,  and  that  2  feet  shall  be  taken 
from  the  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  and  2  feet  from  the  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of 
Fifty-ninth  street  and  added  to  the  roadway,  widening  the  same  to  34  feet. 
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2d.  That  all  privileges  heretofore  granted  for  stoops,  areas,  storm  doors,  etc.,  pro- 
'jecting  over  2  feet  from  the  building  line  in  Fifty-ninth  st?eet,  be  revoked,  and  that  all 
obstructions  on  the  sidewalks  of  said  street  be  removed  before  January  i,  1906,  with 
the  proviso  that  the  space  of  2  feet  from  each  building  line  where  stoops,  areas,  etc., 
now  exist,  may  be  utilized  for  the  same  purpose  where  the  reconstruction  thereof  would 
work  undue  hardship,  the  expense  of  removing  and  reconstructing  the  present  pro- 
jecting stoops,  areas,  etc.,  to  be  borne  in  equal  parts  by  the  City  at  large  and  by  the 
owners  of  the  property  in  question,  the  estimates  and  vouchers  for  same  to  be  ap- 
proved by  a  Committee  of  your  Honorable  Board. 

3d.  The  construction  of  a  plaza  on  the  west  side  of  Second  avenue,  100  feet  or  200 
feet  in  width,  extending  from  Fifty-seventh  to  Sixty-first  street. 

We  have  prepared  plans  showing  clearly  the  proposition  herein  outlined,  and  would 
be  pleased  to  have  an  opportunity  to  submit  these  plans  to  your  Honorable  Board.

Sir — At  the  present  time,  in  making  connection  with  the  distributing  main  and  a 
new  line  of  pipe,  it  is  necessary  to  shut  off  the  supply  of  water.  In  some  sections  of 
the  City  the  stoppage  of  water  affects,  and  has  affected,  a  large  number  of  business  and 
dwelling  houses  and  quite  often  during  that  hour  of  the  day  when  the  demand  for  water 
is  greatest.  It  requires  from  five  to  six  hours  to  properly  make  the  connection,  and  not 
only  is  the  supply  of  water  to  the  houses  shut  off,  but  all  the  fire  hydrants  along  the 
line  of  main  are  put  out  of  commission. 

It  is,  therefore,  very  important  that  this  old  method  of  connecting  mains  should  be 
corrected  and  with  this  in  view  I  respectfully  direct  your  attention  to  a  patented  device 
which  will  permit  the  connection  of  the  distributing  pipe  with  the  new  main  without 
in  any  way  affecting  the  free  liow  of  water.  This  machine  and  the  method  of  making 
the  connection  are  described  in  detail  on  the  inclosed  paper. 

The  Department's  appropriations  at  the  present  time  will  permit  of  the  expenditure 
for  these  articles  in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  and  I  respectfully  ask  the  consent  of  your  Hon- 
orable Board  to  make  these  purchases  in  the  above  amount,  ^-ithout  public  letting,  as 
provided  by  section  419  of  the  Charter.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  section  189  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1897,  in 
relation  to  awnings. 

Be  it  Ordained,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Section  189  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  of  1897 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  189.  Awnings  of  tin  or  other  light  metal,  or  canvas,  may  be  erected  across 
the  sidewalk  of  any  of  the  streets  of  The  City  of  New  York,  except  Broadway,  Fifth 
avenue,  Madison  avenue,  the  Bowery  and  those  portions  of  Lexington  avenue  which  are 
distant  200  feet  from  any  intersecting  cross  street  upon  which  a  surface  car  is  operated, 
provided  any  and  every  awning  shall  not  be  higher  than  the  floor  of  the  second  story 
of  the  building,  the  first  floor  being  the  ground  floor,  but  in  no  case  to  be  covered  with 
wood;  and  every  such  awning  that  may  be  built  on  Lexington  avenue  shall  be  con- 
structed of  steel  with  glass  roof,  and  every  awning  or  watershed  of  any  kind  covering 
one-half  or  more  than  one-half,  or  less  than  the  full  width  of  the  sidewalk,  shall  have 
connected  therewith  a  gutter  and  leader  of  material  and  size  sufficient  for  conducting 
the  water  from  the  same  to  the  outer  line  of  the  curbstone,  under  a  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  day  such  awning  or  watershed  shall  remain  without  such  appurtenances.

Hereaften  in  any  bicycle  race,  or  other  contest  of  skill,  speed  or 
endurance  held  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  wherein  one  or  more 
persons  shall  be  a  contestant  or  contestants,'  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  contestant 
to  continue  in  any  such  race  or  contest  for  a  longer  time  than  three  hours  during 
any  twenty-four  hours.    Further,  no  such  race  or  other  contest  shall  be  held  except- 
ing between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  11  o'clock  p.  m. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Commissioner  to  assign  to  the  place 
in  which  any  such  race  or  other  contest  is  to  be  held  an  Inspector  or  Inspectors,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  better  enforcement  of  such  statutes  bearing  upon  the  question 
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of  the  unlawful  use  of  drugs,  which,  in  such  event,  may  be  employed  for  the  con- 
tinuation or  success  of  such  undertaking.  A  report  of  such  Inspector  or  Inspectors 
shall  be  filed  in,  and  made  part  of  the  record  of,  the  Health  Department. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  assign  to  the  place  in 
which  any  such  race  or  other  contest  is  to  be  held,  an  Officer  or  Officers,  for  the 
purpose  of  properly  computing  the  tim.e  of  each  contestant  while  engaged  in  any 
such  race  or  other  contest.  A  report  of  such  Officer  or  Officers  shall  be  filed  in,  and 
made  part  of  the  record  of,  the  Police  Department. 

Sec.  4.  The  proprietor,  occupant  or  lessee  of  the  place  where  such  race  or  other 
contest  takes  place,  consenting  to,  allowing  or  permitting  any  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  sliall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  by  any  Magistrate,  either  upon  confession  or  by  competent  testi- 
mony, shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  in  default 
of  tlie  payment  of  such  fine  shall  be  committed  to  the  City  Prison  until  the  same  be 
paid;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  thirty  days.  The  manager  or  super- 
intendent of  such  race  or  other  contest  consenting  to,  allowing  or  permitting  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  likewise  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  the  fine  and  conditions  herein  imposed. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  former  municipal  and  public 
corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  received  from  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  a  resolution  adopted  on  September  27,  1904,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
October  4,  1904,  granting  permission  to  the  firm  of  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons  to  lay,  maintain 
and  operate  a  single  spur  railroad  track  from  the  property  of  the  said  firm,  situated 
on  the  southerly  side  of  West  Thirty-seventh  street,  about  loa  feet  westerly  of  Eleventh 
avenue,  across  the  said  street  to  the  yards  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  on

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City  of  New  York,  to  accompany  the  application  of  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons  for  the  right  to 
construct  and  operate  same."  Note. — Track  for  which  application  is  made  shown  by  red 
lines.  Dated  October  11,  1904,  and  signed  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons,  by  Howard  L.  Sills  for 
the  firm.  Copy  of  which  map  is  annexed  hereto  and  which  is  made  a  part  hereof,  upon 
the  following  terms  and  conditions  : 

First — Such  consent  shall  be  for  a  term  of  fifteen  (15)  years  from  the  date  when 
this  consent  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  for  ten  (10)  years;

New  York  by  action  or  otherwise. 

Fifth— The  consent  hereby  given  shall  not  be  assigned,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
or  leased  or  sublet  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  title  thereto  or  right,  interest  or  property 
therein,  pass  to  or  vest  in  any  other  person  or  corporation  whatsoever,  either  by  the 
acts  of  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons,  their  successor  or  assigns,  or  by  operation  of  law,  whether 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  consolidation  or  merger  of  corpora- 
tions or  otherwise,  without  the  consent  of  The  City  of  New  York,  acting  by  the  Board 
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of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  or  its  successor  in  authority,  evidenced  by  an  instru- 
ment under  seal,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  anywise  notwith- 
standing, and  the  granting,  giving  or  waiving  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  consents  shall 
not  render  unnecessary  any  subsequent  consent  or  consents. 

Sixth — The  said  railroad  track -may  be  used  and  operated  by  locomotive  steam 
power  or  by  any  other  motive  power  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law,  excepting 
overhead  electrical  power. 

No  car,  motor  or  engine  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  stationary  within  the  limits 
of  Thirty-seventh  street  at  any  time,  and  no  loading  or  unloading  from  said  cars  shall 
take  place  while  the  same  are  within  the  limits  of  the  said  street.

Eighth — Such  railroad  track  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  in  the 
latest  improved  manner  of  street  railroad  construction  and  operation,  and  solely  upon 
the  terms  and  according  to  the  lines  and  surveys  of  the  character  of  the  rails  and  other 
parts  of  the  construction  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 
Such  railroad  track  of  the  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  be  maintained  in 
good  and  safe  condition  throughout  the  terms  of  this  consent. 

Ninth — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New  York  who 
have  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  under  the  Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Tenth — The  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall,  during  the  existence  of  this 
consent,  keep  in  permanent  repair  that  portion  of  the  surface  of  the  said  street  between 
the  rails  of  its  track  and  two  feet  in  width  outside  of  such  rails,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  prescribe.  And  The  City  of  New  York  shall  have  the  right  to 
change  the  material  or  character  of  the  pavement  of  the  said  street,  and  in  that  event 
the  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  be  bound  to  replace  such  pavement  in  the 
manner  directed  by  the  proper  City  officer,  at  its  own  expense,  and  the  provision  as  to 
repairs  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  such  renewed  or  altered  pavement. 

Eleventh — The  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  street 
between  the  rails  of  its  track  and  two  feet  in  width  outide  thereof  free  and  clear  from 
ice  and  snow. 

Twelfth — Said  firm  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  or  property  and  to  the 
street  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  operation  of  said  railroad  track,  and  it  is  a  condi- 
tion of  this  consent  that  The  City  of  New  York  assumes  no  liability  to  either  person* 
or  property  on  account  of  this  consent. 
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Thirteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  further  and  express  condition  that  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Railroad  Law  applicable  thereto,  and  all  laws  or  ordinances  now  in  force 
or  which  may  be  adopted  relating  to  surface  railroads  operating  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  shall  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Fourteenth — The  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  commence  the  con- 
struction of  the  railroad  track  under  this  consent  and  complete  the  same  within  one 
year  from  the  date  when  it  has  obtained  the  necessary  permits  and  resolutions  of 
the  City  officials  and  departments,  and  on  or  before  November  i,  1905;  otherwise 
this  consent  shall  be  forfeited  forthwith  and  without  any  proceedings  either  at  law 
or  otherwise  for  that  purpose;  provided,  however,  that  such  time  may  be  extended 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Fifteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  said  firm,  within 
thirty  days  after  it  has  been  duly  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its 
railroad  track  hereunder  and  before  anything  is  done  in  exercise  of  the  rights  con- 
ferred hereby,  shall  deposit  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150),  either  in  money  or  in  securities  to  be 
approved  by  him,  which  fund  shall  be  security  for  the  performance  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  consent,  especially  those  which  relate  to  the  payment  of  the 
annual  charge  for  the  consent,  the  repairs  of  the  street  pavement  and  the  removal 
of  snow  and  ice,  and  the  quality  or  construction  of  the  railroad  track.  In  case 
default  in  the  performance  by  said  firm  of  such  terms  and  conditions,  the  City  of 
New  York  shall  have  the  right  to  cause  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  materials  to 
be  furnished  for  the  performance  thereof  after  due  notice,  and  shall  collect  the 
reasonable  cost  thereof  from  the  said  fund  without  legal  proceedings,  or  after  de- 
fault in  the  payment  of  the  annual  charges  shall  collect  the  same  with  interest  from 
such  fund  after  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  said  firm. 

In  case  of  any  drafts  so  made  upon  the  security  fund  the  said  firm  shall,  upon 
thirty  days'  notice  in  writing,  pay  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  a 
sum  of  money  sufficient  to  restore  the  said  fund  to  the  original  amount  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150),  and  in  default  thereof  the  consent  hereby  given 
may  be  canceled  and  annulled  at  the  option  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  acting  on  behalf  of  said  City.  No  action  or  proceeding  or  rights  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  affect  any  other  legal  rights,  remedies  or  causes  of 
action  belonging  to  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sixteenth — This  consent  shall  not  become  operative  until  said  firm  shall  duly 
execute  an  instrument  in  writing  wherein  said  firm  shall  promise,  covenant  and 
agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  conform  to  and  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  and  requirements  in  this  consent  fixed  and  contained,  and  file  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  within  thirty  days 
after  the  signing  of  this  resolution  by  the  Mayor. 
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Seventeenth — The  compensation  herein  reserved  shall  commence  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  resolution  by  the  Mayor.

Gentlemen — Under  date  of  November  .3,  I  received  the  following  letter  from  the 
Hon.  John  E.  Andrus,  Ma3'or  of  Yonkers : 

"For  some  years  the  City  of  Yonkers  has  desired  the  construction  of  a  highway 
bridge  over  the  Bronx  river,  connecting  Becker  avenue  and  The  Bronx  with  Wake- 
field avenue,  in  Yonkers.  On  our  side  the  bridge  approach  has  been  acquired  to  the 
centre  of  the  Bronx  river.  Recently  Commissioners  were  appointed  upon  the  applica- 
tion ot  The  City  of  New  York  to  acquire  the  bridge  approach  on  that  side.  I  am  ad- 
vised thai  it  is  within  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to 
vest  the  title  of  this  approach  in  your  city  by  the  adoption  of  a  proper  resolution,  and 
that  thereafter  the  construction  of  the  bridge  may  proceed  without  waiting  the  con- 
firmation of  the  report  of  the  Commissioners. 

"The  work  is  not  expected  to  be  a  large  and  costly  undertaking,  while  it  may  pro- 
mote public  convenience  and  intercourse  between  the  people  of  New  York  and  Yonkers. 
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"Any  Steps  that  may  appeal  to  yon  as  proper  to  take  in  order  to  promote  this  un- 
dertaking will  be  appreciated  as  a  courtesy  by  the  City  of  Yonkers,  and  by

I  referred  this  letter  to  Mr.  Nelson  P.  Lewis.  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board  of  Es- 
timate and  Apportionment,  who  has  advised  me  that  on  February  26,  1904,  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  approved  of  the  proposition  to  lay  out  a  bridge  ap- 
proach at  Becker  avenue,  extending  from  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  to  the  centre  of  the  Bronx  river,  and  the  filing  plans  were  for- 
warded to  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

On  April  8,  1904,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  authorized  the  initia- 
tion of  proceedings  to  acquire  title,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Estimate  and  Assess- 
ment were  recently  appointed.  Continuing,  Mr.  Lewis  says:  "So  far  as  I  am 
aware,  The  City  of  New  York  has  not  yet  provided  funds  to  pay  for  its  share  of  the 
bridge  across  the  Bronx  river,  nor  do  I  know  of  any  estimate  having  been  submitted 
of  the  cost  of  this  bridge."  From  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Borough  of 
The  Bronx  Mr.  Lewis  was  advised  that  the  preliminary  investigations  and  surveys 
for  this  bridge  have  been  made,  but  that  no  plans  have  been  prepared,  nor  has  any 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  been  made. 

While  it  appears  that  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  has  not  yet 
requested  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for 
this  construction,  yet  I  am  advised  that  the  City  of  Yonkers  has  a  fund  available 
from  which  its  part  of  the  expense  of  this  bridge  can  be  paid. 

I  lay  these  facts  before  you  for  your  information.

^      Gentlemen — I  find  that  through  a  change  in  designation  the  salarie-  of  several 
|>erson5  in  this  Department  have  apparently  never  been  lixcd  by  ihc  Board  of  Aider- 
pen  upon  the  recommendation  of  your  Board,  as  required  by  section  1543  of  the  Greater 
(New  York  Charter,  and  I  inclose  herewith  a  draft  of  a  resolution  fixing  these  sakarics. 

The  manner  in  which  this  situation  arose  was  as  follows  : 
'      On  May  i,  1902,  the  designations  of  a  number  of  employees  in  this  Department 
rwere  changed  and  the  salaries  of  all  persons  in  the  Department  were  fixed  by  the 
''oard  of  Aldermen  upon  recommendation  of  the  Board-  of  Esti-  '  ■v;riion- 

:nt,  and  several  young  men  who  had  held  the  position  of  "  L;:  .  e  gi\  en 

iiie  designation  of  "Clerk"  and  their  salaries  were  fixed  as  regular  Clerks.  During 
'  month  of  April,  1904,  my  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  each  nf  the^c  persons 
ad  passed,  for  original  entrance  into  the  service,  an  examination  for  the  position  of 
Law  Clerk,  and  that  this  examination  was  much  more  difficult  than  that  for  regukir 
clerks,  and  that  an  injustice  had  been  done  by  depriving  tliesc  persons  of  their  designa- 
tion of  "Law  Clerk,"  for  the  reason  that  they  wdre  nearly  all  members  of  the  bar 
and  did  legal  rather  than  clerical  work,  and  because  in  case  of  promotions  they  would 
be  required  to  compete  with  regular  clerks.  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  these  facts  and  on  May  12.  1904,  I  received  a  letter 
from  the  Commission  stating  that  they  had  restored  to  each  of  these  persons  the 
designation  of  "Law  Clerk."  This  change  in  designation  was  not  accompanied  by  any 
change  in  salary. 

The  purpose  of  the  resolution  inclosed  herewith  is  not  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
these  persons,  but  merely  to  fix  the  salaries  as  required  by  law.    It  would  be  impossible 
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for  me  to  make  any  increases  at  the  present  time  for  the  reason  that  the  salary  appropria- 
tion for  this  Department  is  barely  sufificient  to  pay  the  present  'salaries. 

I  find,  however,  that  the  position  of  "Law  Clerk"  under  the  Civrl  Service  Rules 
comes  in  the  unclassified  schedule  and  that  it  is  quite  a  distinct  position  from  that  of 
Clerk,  and  the  result  is  that  although  these  persons  are  receiving  the  same  salaries 
which  they  received  as  Clerks,  they  are  being  designated  on  the  pay-rolls  as  "  Law 
Clerks,"  and  that  although  their  salaries  were  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as 
Clerks,  they  have  never  been  fixed  as  Law  Clerks. 

I  have  therefore  prepared  the  accompanying  resolution  fixing  the  salaries  of  all 
Law  Clerks  in  this  Department  and  will  be  glad  to  have  your  Board  pass  the  same 
and  forward  it  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  their  action,  in  order  that  no  question 
may  ever  arise  as  to  whether  the  salaries  of  these  persons  have  been  fixed  as  required 
by  section  1543  of  the  Charter.

Sir — Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  56  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  I 
have  the  honor  to  request  that  your  Honorable  Board  recommend  to  the  Boad  of  Al- 
dermen the  fixing  of  the  salary  of  Automobile  Engineman  (a  new  position  in  this  De- 
partment) at  the  rate  of  $1,200  per  annum,  as  of  September  28,  1904,  for  the  following 
reasons : 

Two  automobiles  were  acquired  in  that  month  for  the  use  of  the  Chief  of  Depart- 
ment and  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Department  in  charge  of  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and 
Queens,  in  responding  to  alarms  for  fire,  and  it  became  immediately  necessary  to  em-

Hereafter,  in  any  bicycle  race,  or  other  contest  of  skill,  speed  o 
endurance  held  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  wherein  one  or  mor 
persons  shall  be  a  contestant  or  contestants,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  contestan 
to  continue  in  any  such  race  or  contest  for  a  longer  time  than  three  hours  durin 
any  twenty-four  hours.    Further,  no  such  race  or  other  contest  shall  be  held  except 
ing  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  11  o'clock  p.  m. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Commissioner  to  assign  to  the  place 
in  which  any  such  race  or  other  contest  is  to  be  held  an  Inspector  or  Inspectors,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  better  enforcement  of  such  statutes  bearing  upon  the  question 
of  the  unlawful  use  of  drugs,  which,  in  such  event,  may  be  employed  for  the  con- 
tinuation or  success  of  such  undertaking.  A  report  of  such  Inspector  or  Inspectors 
shall  be  filed  in,  and  made  part  of  the  record  of,  the  Health  Department. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  assign  to  the  place  i 
which  any  such  race  or  other  contest  is  to  be  held,  an  Officer  or  Officers,  for  th 
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purpose  of  properly  computing  the  time  of  each  contestant  while  engaged  in  any 
such  race  or  other  contest.  A  report  of  such  Officer  or  Officers  shall  be  filed  in,  and 
made  part  of 'the  record  of,  the  Police  Department. 

Sec.  4.  The  proprietor,  occupant  or  lessee  of  the  place  where  such  race  or  other 
contest  takes  place,  consenting  to,  allowing  or  permitting  any  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon; 
conviction  thereof  by  any  ]\Iagistrate,  either  upon  confession  or  by  competent  testi- 
mony, shall  be -fined  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  in  default 
of  the  payment  of  such  fine  shall  be  committed  to  the  City  Prison  until  the  same  be 
paid;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  thirty  days.  The  manager  or  super- 
intendent of  such  race  or  other  contest  consenting  to,  allowing  or  permitting  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  likewise  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  the  fine  and  conditions  herein  imposed. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  former  municipal  and  public 
corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  installation  of  electric 
wiring  for  interior  electric  service  in  The  City  of  New  York. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 
Section  i.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  adopts  the  following  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  installation  of  electric  wiring  for  lighting,  heating,  machinery,  fixtures  and 
all  electrical  appliances  within  buildings  or  other  structures  in  The  City  of  New  York: 

General  Pi..\n  Governing  the  Arrangement  of  Rules.  = 
Class  A. — Central  Station,  Dynamo,  IMotor  and  Storage-Battery  Rooms.  Trans- 
former Sub-Stations,  etc.    Rules  i  to  11. 

Class  B. — Outside  Work,  all  systems  and  voltages.    Rules  12  to  13. 

Class  C. — Inside  Work.    Rules  14  to  49.    Subdivided  as  follows: 

General  Rules,  applying  to  all  systems  and  voltages.    Rules  14  to  19. 

Constant  Current  systems.    Rules  20  to  22. 

Constant  Potential  systems. 

All  voltages.    Rules  23  to  26. 

Voltage  not  over  300.    Rules  27  to  43. 

Voltage  between  300  and  3,500.    Rules  44  to  49. 

Voltage  over  3,500.    Rules  50  and  51. 

Class  D. — Specifications  for  Wires  and  Fittings.    Rules  52  to  74. 
Class  E. — ^Miscellaneous.    Rules  75  to  78. 
Class  F. — Marine  Wiring.    Rules  79  to  92. 

General  Provisions. 

In  all  electric  work,  conductors,  however  well  insulated,  must  always  be  treated 
as  bare,  to  the  end  that  under  no  conditions,  existing  or  likely  to  exist,  can  a: 
grounding  or  short  circuit  occur,  and  so  that  all  leakages  from  conductor  to  con-^ 
ductor,  or  between  conductor  and  ground,  may  be  reduced  to  the  minimum.  ] 

In  all  wiring,  special  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  mechanical  execution  of  th|H 
work.  Careful  and  neat  running,  connecting,  soldering,  taping  of  conductors,  an^| 
securing  and  attaching  of  fittings,  are  specially  conducive  to  security  and  efficienc^^H 
and  will  be  strongly  insisted  upon. 

In  laying  out  an  installation,  except  for  constant  current  systems,  the  work 
should,  if  possible,  be  started  from  a  centre  of  distribution,  and  the  switches  and 
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cut-outs,  controlling  and  connected  with  the  several  branches  be  grouped  together 
in  a  safe  and  easily  accessible  place,  where  they  can  be  readily  reached  for  attention 
or  repairs.  The  load  should  be  divided  as  evenly  as  possible  among  the  branches, 
and  all  complicated  and  unnecessary  wiring  avoided. 

The  use  of  wire-ways  for  rendering  concealed  wiring  permanently  accessible  is 
heartily  indorsed  and  recommended;  and  this  method  of  accessible  concealed  con- 
struction is  advised  for  general  use. 

Architects  are  urged,  wdien  drawing  plans  and  specifications,  to  make  provision 
for  the  channeling  and  pocketing  of  buildings  for  electric-light  or  power  wires,  and 
in  specifications  for  electric  gas-lighting  to  require  a  two-wire  circuit,  whether  the 
building  is  to  be  wired  for  electric-lighting  or  not,  so  that  no  part  of  the  gas- 
fixtures  or  gas-piping  be  allowed  to  be  used  for  the  gas-lighting  circuit. 

Deviation  from  these  rules  and  regulations  may  only  be  made  when  approved, 
in  writing,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  or  his 
authorized  representative. 

Current  must  never  be  introduced  on  any  electrical  wiring,  machinery  or 
^apparatus,  installed  in  any  building  in  The  City  of  New  York,  without  first  obtaining 
a  certificate  from  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity. 

Wherever  the  word  ''Commissioner"  appears  in  these  rules  and  regulations,  it 
shall  be  understood  to  mean  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity. 

Class  A — Stations  and  Dynamo  Rooms. 

Includes  Central  Stations,  Isolated  Plants,  Dynamo,  Motor  and  Storage-battery 
Rooms,  Transformer  Sub-stations,  Etc. 

I.    Generators — a.  Must  be  located  in  a  dry  place. 

b.  ■Must  never  be  placed,  in  a  room  where  any  hazardous  process  or  business  is 
carried  on,  nor  in  places  where  they  would  be  exposed  to  inflammable  gases  or 
flyings  of  combustible  materials. 

c.  Must  be  insulated  on  floors  or  base  frames,  which  must  be  kept  filled  to 
prevent  absorption  of  moisture,  and  also  kept  clean  and  dry.    Where  frame  insula- 

'  tion  is  impracticable,  said  Department  may,  in  writing,  permit  its  omission,  in 

which  case  the  frame  must  be  permanently  and  effectively  grounded. 
\       d.  A  high-potential  machine  which,  on  account  of  great  weight  or  for  other 
j  reasons,  cannot  have  its  frame  insulated  from  the  ground,  must  be  surrounded  with 
I  an  insulated  platform.  This  may  be  made  of  wood,  mounted  on  insulating  supports,  and 
so  arranged  that  a  man  must  always  stand  upon  it  in  order  to  touch  any  part  of  the 
machine. 

In  case  r,r  a  machine  having  an  insulated  frame,  if  there  is  trouble  from  static 
H  electricity  due  to  belt  friction,  it  must  be  overcome  by  placing  near  the  belt  a 
41 
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metallic  comb  connected  with  the  earth,  or  by  grounding  the  frame  through  a  very 
high  resistance. 

Note.-It  is  recommended  that  the  neutral  of  all  central  station  systems  be 
grounded. 

e  Every  constant-potential  generator,  in  other  than  a  central  station,  must  be  pro- 
tected from  excessive  current  by  a  safety  fuse,  or  equivalent  device  of  approved  design 
in  each  lead  wire,  to  be  placed  on  the  machine  or  as  near  it  as  possible. 

f.  Must  each  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the  capacity 
in  volts  and  amperes,  and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute. 

o-  Everv  generator  used  for  lighting  or  power  purposes  must  have  in  circuit  on 
switchboard  current  and  potential  indicating  devices,  except  where  belted  to  counter 
shaft,  and  where  not  exceeding  three  K.  W.,  nor  potential  of  125  volts. 

h  Connecting  terminals,  on  generators  with  a  current  in  excess  of  25  amperes, 
must  be  provided  with  suitable  connecting  lugs  into  which  the  leads  can  be  soldered; 
the.e  lugs  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  take  stranded  conductors  based  on  the  total  output 
of  the  generators,  the  conductors  being  based  on  carrying  capacity  prescribed  m  the 
rules  for  rubber-covered  conductors. 

2.  Conductors-From  generators  to  switchboards,  rheostats  or  other  instruments, 
and  tlience  to  outside  lines. 

a.  Must  be  in  plain  sight  or  readily  accessible. 

b  Must  have  an  approved  insulating  covering  as  called  for  by  rules  in  Class  "C 
for  similar  work,  except  that  in  central  stations,  on  exposed  circuits,  the  w.re  wh.ch  ; 
is  used  must  have  a  heavy  braided  incombustible  outer  covermg.  i 

Bus  bars  may  be  made  of  bare  metal. 

c.  Must  be  kept  so  rigidly  in  place  that  they  cannot  come  in  contact. 

d  Must  in  all  other  respects,  be  installed  under  the  same  precautions  as  required 
by  rules  in  Class    C,"  for  wires  carrying  a  current  of  the  same  volume  and  potential. 

3  Switchboards-The  general  term  "switchboards,"  as  used  herein,  is  intended  to 
cover  all  switchboards,  <Ustributing  boards,  meter  boards,  cut-out  boards,  etc.,  that  are 
to  be  mounted  without  cases  immediately  inclosing  them,  and  must  be  made  to  comp  y 
with  the  following  specifications,  except  in  those  special  cases  where  it  is  .mposs.ble 
or  impracticable  to  do  so.  In  all  such  cases  a  drawing  showing  the  particular  features 
must  be  submitted  to  said  Department  for  its  approval  before  being  mstalled. 

a  Must  be  so  placed  as  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  danger  of  communicatmg  fire 
to  adjacent  combustible  material,  and  must  not  be  built  down  to  floor  nor  up  to  ce.l.ng, 
but  a  space  of  at  least  to  inches  must  be  left  between  floor  and  board,  and  i8  mches 
between  board  and  ceiling,  except  where  floor,  ceiling,  side  walls  and  adjacent  matenal 
are  fireproof. 
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b.  Must  be  made  of  incombustible  insulating  material  or  of  hard  wood  in  skeleton 
form,  filled  to  prevent  absorption  of  moisture 

c.  Must  be  accessible  from  all  sides  when  the  connections  are  on  the  back,  but 
may  be  placed  against  a  brick  or  stone  wall  when  the  wiring  is  entirely  on  the  face, 
provided  a  distance  of  one  inch  is  left  between  board  and  wall. 

d.  Must  be  kept  free  from  moisture. 

e.  Bus  bars  must  be  equipped  in  accordance  with  rules  for  placing  conductors. 

f.  In  general,  switchboards  must  be  carefully  designed  and  constructed  with  due 
regard  to  the  particular  service  they  are  to  perform;  and  particular  attention  must 
be  given  to  the  arrangement  for  the  convenient  and  safe  handling  of  the  apparatus 
located  at  the  board  or  controller  therefrom. 

g.  All  swifchboards  must  have  the  maker's  name  or  trade-mark  plainly  marked  on 
them  in  such  place  that  it  may  be  seen  when  the  board  is  in  position.  This  may  be 
stamped  on  the  bus  bars,  or  may  be  on  a  name  plate  suitably  fastened  to  the  board, 
and  may  be  on  the  back  of  the  board  when  that  part  is  accessible. 

h.  Switchboards  for  controlling  dynamos  or  generators  must  have  at  least  one 
voltmeter,  and  must  have  an  am-meter  for  each  machine,  except  where  belted  to  counter 
shaft,  and  where  not  exceeding  three  K.  W.,  nor  potential  of  125  volts. 

i.  All  dynamos  and  feeder  leads  in  other  than  a  central  station  must  have  each 
pole  controlled  by  a  knife  switch  and  fuse  or  circuit-breaker. 

j.  Adequate  means  must  be  provided  for  indicating  grounds. 

k.  Bases  must  be  made  of  marble  or  slate.  If  it  is  desired  to  use  any  other  material, 
a  sample  must  be  submitted  to  said  Department  for  its  approval  before  being  installed. 

1.  All  switches,  fuse  connections,  etc.,  must  comply  with  the  rules  and  requirements 
given  for  knife  switches.    (Rule  118). 

m.  The  air  spaces  between  live  uninsulated  conductors  of  opposite  polarity,  when 
held  free  of  any  surface,  must  be  at  least —

4.  Resistance  Boxes  and  Equalizers — 

(For  construction  rules  see  No.  126.)  ■ 

a.  ]\Iust  be  placed  on  a  switch-board,  or  if  not  thereon,  at  !a  distance  of  at  least  a  foot 
from  combustible  material,  or  separated  therefrom  by  a  non-inflammable,  non-absorptive 
insulating  material. 

b.  Connecting  terminals  on  resistance  boxes  and  equalizers  with  a  current  in  ex-, 
cess  of  25  amperes  must  be  provided  with  suitable  connecting  lugs  into  which  the  leads:

can  be  soldered ;  these  lugs  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  take  stranded  conductors  based  on 
the  total  output  of  the  resistance  box  and  equalizers,  the  conductors  being  based  on 
carrying  capacity  prescribed  in  the  rules  for  rubber-covered  conductors. 

5.  Lightning  Arresters — 

(For  construction  rules  see  No.  129.) 

a.  Must  be  attached  to  each  side  of  every  overhead  circuit  connected  with  the 
station,  and  also  to  be  placed  at  intervals  on  the  system  in  such  numbers  and  so  located 
as  to  prevent  ordinary  discharge's  entering  (over  the  wires)  buildings  connected  to  the 
lines. 

4).  Must  be  located  in  readily  accessible  places,  away  from  combustible  materials, 
and  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  point  where  the  wires  enter  the  building. 

Station  arresters  must  be  placed  in  plain  sight  on  the  switch-board. 

In  all  cases  kinks,  coils  and  sharp  bends  in  the  wires  between  the  arresters  and  the 
outdoor  lines  must  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

c.  Must  be  connected  with  a  thoroughly  good  and  permanent  ground  connection 
by  metallic  strips  or  wires  having  a  conductivity  not  less  than  that  of  a  No.  6  B.  &  S. 
copper  wire,  which  must  be  run  as  nearly  in  a  straight  line  as  possible  from  the  arresters 
to  the  earth  connection. 

Ground  wires  for  lightning  arresters  must  not  be  attached  to  gas-pipes  within  the 
buildings. 

Note — It  is  often  desirable  to  introduce  a  choke  coil  in  circuit  between  the  arresters 
and  the  dynamo.  In  no  case  must  the  ground  wire  from  a  lightning  arrester  be  put 
into  iron  pipes,  as  these  would  tend  to  impede  the  discharge. 

6.  Care  and  Attendance — 

a.  A  competent  man  must  be  kept  on  duty  where  generators  are  operating. 

b.  Oily  waste  must  be  kept  in  approved  metal  cans  and  removed  daily. 
Approved  waste  cans  must  be  made  of  metal  with  legs  raising  can  three  inches 

from  the  floor,  and  with  self-closing  covers. 

7.  Testing  of  Insulation  Resistance — a.  All  circuits  except  such  as  are  perma  - 
nently grounded  in  accordance  with  Rule  68  must  be  provided  with  reliable  ground 
detectors.  Detectors  which  indicate  continuously  and  give  an  instant  and  permanent 
indication  of  a  ground  are  preferrable.  Ground  wires  from  detectors  must  not  be 
attached  to  gas-pipes  within  the  building. 

b.  Where  continuously  indicating  detectors  are  not  feasible,  the  circuits  must  be 
tested  at  least  once  per  day,  and  preferably  oftener. 

c.  Data  obtained  from  all  tests  must  be  preserved  for  examination  by  the  In- 
spection Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  having 
jurisdiction. 
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8.  Motors — a.  Must  be  insulated  on  floors  or  base  frames,  which  must  be  kept 
filled  to  prevent  absorption  of  moisture,  and  must  be  kept  clean  and  dry.  Where  frame 
insulation  is  impracticable,  the  said  Inspection  Bureau  having  jurisdiction,  may,  in 
writing,  permit  its  omission,  in  which  case  the  frame  must  be  permanently  and  effect- 
ively grounded. 

b.  A  high-potential  machine,  on  account  of  great  weight,  or  for  other  reasons,  can- 
not have  its  frame  insulated,  must  be  surrounded  with  an  insulated  platform.  This 
may  be  made  of  wood,  mounted  on  insulating  supports,  and  so  arranged  that  a  man 
must  stand  upon  it  in  order  to  touch  any  part  of  the  machine.

c.  Must  be  wired  under  the  same  precautions  as  required  by  rules  in  Class  "  C  " 
for  wires  carrying  a  current  of  the  same  volume  and  potential. 

d.  Connecting  terminals  on  motors  with  a  current  in  excess  of  25  amperes,  must 
be  provided  with  suitable  connecting  lugs  into  which  the  leads  can  be  soldered;  these 
lugs  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  take  stranded  conductors  based  on  the  total  output  of 
the  motors,  the  conductors  being  based  on  carrying  capacity  prescribed  in  the  rules  for 
rubber  covered  conductors. 

e.  The  motor  and  resistance  box  must  be  protected  by  a  cut-out  and  controlled 
by  a  switch,  said  switch  plainly  indicating  whether  "  on  "  or  "  off."  Where  one-quarter 
horse-power  or  less  is  used  on  low-tension  circuits,  a  single-pole  switch  will  be 
accepted.  The  switch  and  rheostat  must  be  located  within  sight  of  the  motor,  except 
in  such  cases  where  special  permission  to  locate  them  elsewhere  is  given,  in  writing, 
by  said  Department. 

f.  Must  have  their  rheostats  or  starting  boxes  located  so  as  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  Rule  59. 

g.  In  connection  with  motors  the  use  of  circuit  breakers,  automatic  starting 
boxes,  and  automatic  under-load  switches  are  recommended,  and  they  must  be  used 
when  required. 

h.  Must  not  be  run  in  series-multiple  or  multiple-series,  except  on  constant 
potential  systems,  and  then  only  by  special  permission  of  said  Department. 

i.  Must,  if  deem.ed  necessary  by  said  Department,  be  inclosed  in  an  approved 

case. 

Note — From  the  nature  of  the  question,  the  decision  as  to  what  is  an  approve 
case  must  be  left  to  said  Department  to  determine  in  each  instance. 

j.  Must,  when  combined  with  ceiling  fans,  be  hung  from  insulated  hooks,  or  els 
there  must  be  an  insulator  interposed  between  the  motor  and  its  support. 
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k.  Must  each  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the 
capacity  in  volts  and  amperes,  and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute, 

I.  All  motors  must  be  provided  with  an  approved  metal  drip-pan,  except  where 
its  omission  is  permitted  by  said  Department. 

9.  Railway  Power  Plants — Must  be  equipped  in  each  feed  wire,  b.efore  they  leave 
the  station,  with  an  approved  automatic  circuit  breaker  (see  No.  72)  or  other  device, 
which  will  immediately  cut  off  the  current  in  case  of  a  ground.  This  device  must 
be  mounted  on  a  fire-proof  base,  and  in  full  view  and  reach  of  the  attendant. 

10.  Storage  or  Primary  Batteries — a.  When  current  for  light  and  power  is  taken 
from  primary  or  secondary  batteries,  the  same  general  regulations  must  be  observed 
as  applied  to  similar  apparatus  fed  from  dynamo  generators  developing  the  same 
difiference  of  potential. 

b.  Storage-battery  rooms  must  be  thoroughly  ventilated. 

c.  Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  rules  for  rooms  where  acid  fumes  exist. 
(See  Nos.  82]  and  82k.) 

d.  All  secondary  batteries  must  be  mounted  on  non-absorptive,  incombustible 
insulators,  such  as  glass  or  thoroughly  vitrified  and  glazed  porcelain. 

e.  The  use  of  any  metal  liable  to  corrosion  must  be  avoided  in  cell  connections 
of  secondary  batteries. 

II.  Transformers — 

(For  Construction  Rules  see  No.  128.) 

a.  In  central  or  sub-stations  the  transformers  must  be  so  placed  that  smoke 
from  the  burning  out  of  the  coils  or  the  boiling  over  of  the  oil  (where  oil-filled  cases 
are  used)  could  do  no  harm. 

b.  Metal  cases  immediately  surrounding  converters,  where  located  in  readily 
accessible  places,  must  be  effectively  grounded. 

Note — It  is  recommended  that  all  secondaries  of  transformer  systems  be 
grounded  at  the  neutral  point. 

Class  B. — Outside  Work. 
All  Systems  and  Voltages. 
12.  Wires— a.  Service  wires  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering.  All 
tie  wires  must  have  an  insulation  equal  to  that  of  the  conductors  they  confine. 

b.  Must  be  so  placed  that  moisture  cannot  form  a  cross  connection  between  them, 
not  less  than  a  foot  apart,  and  not  in  contact  with  any  substance  other  than  their  insulat- 
ing supports.  Service  blocks  must  be  covered  over  their  entire  surface  with  at  least 
two  coats  of  waterproof  paint. 
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c.  Must  not  be  strung  over  house  tops  unless  special  permission  of  said  Department 
is  first  obtained. 

d.  Must  be  protected  by  "dead"  insulated  guard  iron  or  wires'from  possibility  of 
contact  with  other  conducting  wires  or  substances  to  which  current  may  leak,  when 
required  by  said  Department. 

e.  Must  be  provided  with  petticoat  insulators  of  glass  or  porcelain  where  the  poten- 
tial exceeds  300  volts.    Porcelain  knobs  or  cleats  and  rubber  hooks  will  not  be  approved. 

f.  Must  be  so  spliced  or  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically  and  electrically  secure 
without  solder.  'J'he  joints  must  then  be  soldered,  to  insure  preservation,  and  covered 
with  an  insulation  equal  to  that  on  the  conductors. 

g.  Must,  where  they  enter  buildings,  have  drip  loops  outside,  and  the  holes  through 
which  the  conductors  pass  must  be  bushed  with  incombustible,  non-absorbtive  insulating 
tubes  slanting  upward  toward  the  inside. 

h.  Every  electric  conductor  furnishing  light,  heat  or  power,  led  into  any  building 
from  the  outside  thereof,  must  enter  the  building  from  the  street  front,  and  must  be 
arranged  with  suital)lc  appliance  to  cut  off  the  current  at  the  point  of  entrance.  In  cases 
where  it  is  impracticable  for  the  conductors  to  he  carried  from  the  subways  or  outside 
feeders  direct  into  the  building,  from  the  outside  thereof,  special  permission  may  be 
granted  by  said  Department  for  electric  current  to  be  carried  from  one  building  to  the 
building  on  either  or  both  sides  thereof,  provided  the  supply  conductors  are  run  in 
approved  manner  and  located  in  vault  or  areaway  outside  of  main  building,  but  in  no 
case  shall  more  than  three  buildings  be  connected  to  one  service  supply. 

i.  The  metall  c  sheaths  to  cables  must  be  permanently  and  effectively  connected 
to  "  earth." 

j.  Conductors  supplying  more  than  660  watts,  installed  in  conduit  on  the  outside  of 
any  building  must  have  a  lead  covering  which  must  be  continuous  from  end  to  end; 
where  splices  occur,  the  lead  covering  must  be  joined  by  a  lead  coupling,  soldered  so  as 
to  make  a  water-tight  joint. 

Trolley  Wires. 

k.  Must  not  be  smaller  tlian  No.  O.  B.  &  S.  copper,  or  No.  4  B.  &  S.  silicon  bronze, 
and  must  readily  stand  the  strain  put  upon  them  when  in  use. 

1.  Must  have  a  double  insulation  from  the  ground.  In  woodenpole  construction  the 
pole  w'ill  be  considered  as  one  insulation. 

m.  Must  be  capable  of  being  disconnected  at  the  powder  plant,  or  of  being  divided  into 
sections,  so  that,  in  case  of  fire  on  the  railway  route,  the  current  may  be  shut  off  from 
the  particular  section,  and  not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  firemen.  This  rule  also 
applies  to  feeders. 

n.  Must  be  safely  protected  against  accidental  contact  w'here  crossed  by  other  con- 
ductors. 
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Ground  Return  Wires. 

0.  For  the  diniinution  of  electrolytic  corrosion  of  underground  metal  work,  ground 
return  wires  must  be  so  arranged  that  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  gounded 
dj^namo  terminal  and  any  point  on  the  return  circuit  will  not  exceed  twenty-five  volts. 

13.  Grounding  Low-Potential  Circuits— The  grounding  of  low-potential  circuits 
under  the  following  regulations  is  only  allowed  when  such  circuits  are  so  arranged 
that  under  normal  conditions  of  service  there  will  be  no  passage  of  current  over  the 
ground  wire. 

Direct-Current  3-Wire  Systems. 

a.  Neutral  wire  may  be  grounded,  and  when  grounded  the  following  rules  must  be 
complied  with : 

1.  ]\Iust  be  grounded  at  the  central  station  on  a  metal  plate  buried  in  coke  be- 
neath permanent  moisture  level,  and  also  through  all  available  underground  water  and 
gas-pipe  systems. 

2.  In  underground  systems  the  neutral  wire  must  also  be  grounded  at  each  dis- 
tributing box  through  the  box. 

3.  In  overhead  systems  the  neutral  wire  must  be  grounded  every  500  feet,  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  c,  e,  f  and  g. 

This  Department  may  require  grounding  if  it  deems  the  same  necessary. 

Two-wire  direct-current  systems  having  no  accessible  neutral  point  are  not  to  be 
grounded. 

Alternating-Current  Secondary  Systems. 

b.  The  neutral  point  of  transformers  or  the  neutral  wire  of  distributing  systems 
may  be  grounded  and  when  grounded  the  following  rules  must  be  complied  with: 

1.  Transformers  feeding  2-wire  systems  must  be  grounded  at  the  centre  of  the 
secondary  coils  as  provided  in  sections  d,  e,  f  and  g. 

2.  Transformers  feeding  systems  with  a  neutral  wire  must  have  the  neutral  wire 
grounded  as  provided  in  sections  d,  e,  f  and  g  at  the  transformer,  and  at  least  every 
250  feet  for  overhead  systems,  and  every  500  feet  for  underground  systems. 

The  Department  may  require  grounding  If  it  deems  the  same  necessary. 

Ground  Connections. 

c.  The  ground  wire  in  direct-current  3-wire  systems  must  not  at  cep.tral  stations 
be  smaller  than  the  neutral  wire  and  not  smaller  than  No.  6  B.  &  S.  ekewhere. 
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d.  The  ground  wire  in  alternating-current  systems  must  never  be  less  than  No.  6 
B.  &  S.,  and  must  always  have  equal  carrying  capacity  to  the  secondary  lead  of  the 
transformer,  or  the  combined  leads  where  transformers  are  banked. 

€.  The  ground  wire  must  be  kept  outside  of  buildings,  but  may  be  directly  attached 
to  the  building  or  pole.  The  wire  must  be  carried  in  as  nearly  a  straight  line  as  possible, 
and  kinks,  coils  and  sharp  bends  must  be  avoided. 

f.  The  ground  connection  for  central  stations,  transformer  sub-stations,  and  banks 
of  transformers  must  be  made  through  metal  plates  buried  in  coke  below  permanent 
moisture  level,  and  connection  must  also  be  made  to  all  available  underground  piping 
systems,  including  the  lead  sheath  of  underground  cables. 

g.  For  individual  transformers  and  building  services  the  ground  connection  may 
be  made  as  in  Section  F,  or  may  be  made  to  water  or  other  piping  systems  running 
into  the  buildings.  The  connection  may  be  made  by  carrying  the  ground  wire  into  the 
cellar  and  connecting  on  the  street  side  of  meters,  main  cocks,  etc.,  but  connection  must 
never  be  made  to  any  lead  or  iron  pipes  of  any  gas  service  pipes. 

Class  C. — Lvsidf.  Work. 
All  Systems  and  Voltages. 
General  Rules. — All  Systems  and  Voltages. 
14.  Wires — 

(For  special  rules  see  Nos.  75,  82,  99,  105,  106.) 

a.  Must  not  be  of  smaller  size  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.,  except  as  allowed  under  Rules 
82U  and  112b. 

b.  Tie  wires  must  have  an  insulation  equal  to  that  of  the  conductors  they  confine. 

c.  Must  be  so  spliced  or  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically  and  electrically  secure 
without  solder;  they  must  then  be  soldered  to  insure  preservation,  and  the  joint  cov- 
ered with  an  insulation  equal  to  that  on  the  conductors. 

Stranded  wires  must  be  soldered  before  being  fastened  under  clamps  or  binding 
screws,  and,  whether  stranded  or  solid,  when  they  have  a  conductivity  greater  than  No. 
8  B.  &  S.  copper  wire,  they  must  be  soldered  into  lugs. 

d.  Must  be  separated  from  contact  with  walls,  floors,  timbers  or  partitions  through 
which  they  may  pass  by  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  tubes,  such  as  glass  or 
porcelain.  Bushings  must  be  long  enough  to  bush  the  entire  length  of  the  hole  in  one 
continuous  piece,  or  else  the  hole  must  first  be  bushed  by  a  continuous  waterproof  tube, 
which  may  be  a  conductor,  such  as  iron  pipe ;  the  tube  then  is  to  have  an  approved,  con^ 
timious,  ]ion-conducting  bushing  pushed  in  at  each  end  so  as  to  keep  the  wire  absolutely 
oiit  of  contact  with  the  conducting  pipe.  I 
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e.  Must  be  kept  free  from  contact  with  gas,  water  or  other  metalhc  piping,  or  any 
other  conductors  or  conducting  material  which  they  may  cross,  by  some  continuous 
and  firmly  fixed  non-conductor,  creating  a  separation  of  at  least  one  inch.  Deviations 
from  this  rule  may  sometimes  be  allowed  by  special  permission. 

f.  Must  be  so  placed  in  wet  places  that  an  air  space  will  be  left  between  conductors 
and  pipes  in  crossing,  and  the  former  must  be  run  in  such  a  way  that  they  cannot  come 
in  contact  with  the  pipe  accidentally.  Wires  must,  when  possible,  be  run  over  rather 
than  under,  pipes  upon  which  moisture  is  likely  to  gather,  or  which,  by  leaking,  might 
cause  trouble  on  a  circuit. 

15.  Underground  Conductors — a.  Must  be  protected,  when  brought  into  a  building, 
against  moisture  and  mechanical  injury,  and  all  combustible  material  must  be  kept 
removed  from  the  immediate  vicinity. 

b.  '^[ust  not  be  so  arranged  as  to  shunt  the  current  through  a  building  around 
any  junction  box. 

c.  Must,  where  they  enter  buildings,  have  drip  loops  outside,  and  the  holes  through 
which  the  conductors  pass  must  be  bushed  with  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insul- 
ating tubes  slanting  upwards  toward  the  inside. 

d.  Every  electric  conductor  furnishing  light,  heat  or  power,  led  into  any  building 
from  the  outside  thereof,  must  enter  the  building  from  the  street  front,  and  must  be 
arranged  with  suitable  appliances  to  cut  off  the  current  at  the  point  of  entrance.  In 
cases  where  it  is  impracticable  for  the  conductors  to  be  carried  from  the  subways  or 
outside  feeders  direct  into  the  building,  from  the  outside  thereof,  special  permission 
may  be  granted  by  said  Department  for  electrical  current  being  carried  from  one 
building  to  the  building  on  either  or  both  sides  thereof,  provided  the  supply  con- 
ductors are  run  in  approved  manner  and  located  in  vault  or  areaway  outside  of  main 
buildings,  but  in  no  case  shall  more  than  three  buildings  be  connected  to  one  service 
supply. 

16.  Table  of  Carrying  Capacity  of  Wires— a.  Below  is  a  table  which  must  be  fol- 
lowed in  placing  interior  conductors,  showing  the  allowable  carrying  capacity  of 
copper  wires  and  cables  of  ninety-eight  per  cent,  conductivity,  acording  to  the  standard 
adopted  by  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers. 

b.  For  insulated  aluminum  wire  the  safe  carrying  capacity  is  eighty-four  per  cent, 
of  that  given  in  the  following  tables  for  copper  wire  with  the  same  kind  of  insulation :

c.  Leads  from  generator  to  switch-boards  and  bus  bars  on  switch-boards  will  be 
exempted  from  strict  compliance  with  above  tables. 

d.  The  lower  limit  is  specified  for  rubber-covered  wires  to  prevent  gradual  deteriora- 
tion of  the  high  insulations  by  the  heat  of  the  wires,  but  not  from  fear  of  igniting  the 
insulation.    The  question  of  drop  is  not  taken  into  consideration  in  the  above  tables. 

e.  The'  carrying  capacity  of  sixteen  and  eighteen-wire  is  given,  but  no  smaller  than 
fourteen  is  to  be  used,  except  as  allowed  under  Rules  82U  and  112b. 
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17.  Cut-outs,  Circuit  Breakers  and  Fuses — 

General  Construction  Rules. 

a.  ]\Iust  be  supported  on  bases  of  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  material. 

b.  Base — Bases  of  over  twent3''-five  square  inch  area  must  have  at  least  four  support- 
ing screws.  Holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be  kept  outside  of  the  area  included  by- 
the  outside  edges  .of  the  fuse  terminals,  and  must  be  so  located  or  countersunk  that  there 
will  be  at  least  one-half  inch  space  between  the  head  of  the  screw  or  washer  and  the 
nearest  live  part. 

c.  Mounting — Nuts  or  screw-heads  on  the  underside  of  the  base  must  be  counter- 
sunk not  less  than  one-eighth  inch,  and  covered  with  a  waterproof  compound  which  will 
not  melt  below  150  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

d.  Metal — All  terminals  of  circuit  breakers,  cut-out  and  fuses  must  have  ample  metal 
for  stiffness  and  to  prevent  rise  in  temperature  of  any  part  of  over  50  degrees  Fahren- 
heit at  full  load.  Terminals,  as  far  as  practicable,  must  be  made  of  compact  form  instead 
of  being  rolled  out  in  thin  strips,  and  sharp  edges  or  thin  projecting  pieces,  as  on  wing 
thumb  nuts  and  the  like,  must  be  avoided. 

e.  Connections — Clamps  for  connecting  the  wires  to  the  circuit  breakers,  cut- 
outs and  fuse  terminals  must  be  of  solid  rugged  construction,  so  as  to  insure  a  thor- 
oughly good  connection  and  withstand  considerable  hard  usage.  For  fuses  above 
fifty  amperes,  lugs  firmly  screwed  or  bolted  to  the  terminals  and  into  which  the  con- 
ducting wires  are  soldered  must  be  used. 

1.  ^Marking — ]\Iust  be  plainly  marked  where  it  will  be  visible  when  the  device  is 
installed,  with  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and  the  voltage  for  which 
it  is  designed. 

g.  Test — Cut-outs  must  operate  successfully  under  the  most  severe  conditions 
they  are  liable  to  meet  with  in  practice,  on  short  circuits  with  fuses  rated  at  50  per 
cent,  above  and  v.'ith  a  voltage  25  per  cent,  above  the  current  and  voltage  for  which 
they  are  designed. 

h.  Circuit-breakers  must  operate  successfully  under  the  most  severe  conditions 
ihey  are  liable  to  meet  with  in  practice,  on  short  circuits  when  set  at  50  per  cent, 
above  the  current,  and  with  a  voltage  25  per  cent,  above  that  for  which  they  are 
designed. 

Note — With  naked  open  fuses  of  ordinary  shapes  and  not  over  500  amperes 
capacity,  the  maximum  current  which  will  melt  them  in  about  five  minutes  may  be 
safely  taken  as  the  melting  point,  as  the  fuse  practically  reaches  its  maximum  tem- 
perature in  this  time.    With  larger  fuses  a  longer  time  is  necessary. 

Note — Inclosed  fuses  where  the  fuse  is  often  in  contact  with  substances  having 
good  conductivity  to  heat,  and  often  of  considerable  volume,  require  a  much  longer 
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time  to  reach  a  maximum  temperature,  on  account  of  the  surrounding  material  which 
heats  up  slowly.- 

These  data  are  given  to  facihtate  testing. 

18.  Cut-outs  (Open  Link  Fuse)  Construction — a.  Cut-outs  must  be  provided  with 
covers,  when  not  arranged  in  approved  cabinets,  so  as  to  obviate  any  danger  of  the 
mehed  fuse  metal  coming  in  contact  with  any  substance  which  might  be  ignited 
thereby. 

b.  Spacings — The  following  table  shows  the  minimum  break  distance  and  the 
separation  of  the  nearest  metal  parts  of  opposite  polarity  for  platn  open  link  fuses 
when  mounted  on  approved  bases  for  different  voltages  and  for  different  currents. 
The  values  given  refer  to  the  marked  capacities  of  the  cut-outs  and  include  the  safety 
factors  required  by  Rule  72g  and  h.  The  values  given  are  correct  for  cut-outs  and 
fuses  to  be  used  on  direct-current  systems  and  can  therefore  be  safely  followed  in 
devices  designed  for  alternating  currents:

c.  Must  not  hold  an  arc  or  thro-w  out  melted  metal  or  sufficient  flame  to  ignite 
easily  inflammable  material  on  or  near  the  cut-out,  when  only  one  fuse  is  blown  at  a 
time  on  a  short  circuit  on  a  system  having  a  capacity  of  300  K.  W.  or  over. 

Note — A  number  of  fuses  having  considerable  merit  will  probably  not  fully  stand 
the  test.  Such  fuses  will  be  carefully  examined  and  tested,  and  approved  with  such 
limitations  as  safety  requires.  For  example,  a  fuse  which  might  be  quite  satisfactory 
in  the  small  sizes  or  with  a  moderate  amount  of  resistance  in  circuit,  but  which  under 
more  severe  conditions  would  arc  considerably,  might  be  approved  without  reservation 
up  to  certain  limits  and  approved  beyond  these  limits  only  when  inclosed  in  cabinets 
ci  safely  removed  from  combustible  materials.  Greater  definiteness  appears  impos- 
sible in  the  present  state  of  the  art. 

d.  The  fuse-plug  or  cartridge  must  be  dust-tight,  so  that  lint  and  dust  cannot  col 
lect  around  the  fusible  wire  and  become  ignited  when  the  fuse  is  blown. 
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e.  The  fusible  wire  must  be  attached  to  the  pkig  or  cartridge  terminals  in  such  a 
way  as  to  secure  a  thoroughly  good  connection,  and  make  it  difficult  for  it  to  be  re- 
placed when  melted. 

f.  Must  be  classified  to  correspond  with  the  different  classes  of  cut-out  blocks,  and 
must  be  so  designed  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  put  any  fuse  of  a  given  class  into  a 
out-out  block  which  is  designed  for  a  current  or  voltage  lower  than  that  of  the  class 
to  which  the  fuse  belongs. 

g.  The  temperature  of  the  exterior  of  the  fuse  inclosure  must  not  rise  more  than 
125  degrees  F.  above  that  of  the  surrounding  air  when  the  fuse  is  carrying  the  current 
for  which  it  is  rated. 

Individual  Cut-out  Blocks  for  Plug  or  Cartridge  Fuses. 

h.  Must  be  made  of  approved  incombustible,  non-absorptive,  insulating  material. 

i.  Blocks  of  over  twenty-five  square  inches  area  must  have  at  least  four  supporting 
screws.  Holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be  so  located  or  countersunk  that  there  will 
be  at  least  one-half  of  an  inch  space  between  the  screw-head  or  washer  and  the  near- 
est live  metal  part,  and  in  all  cases  when  between  parts  of  opposite  polarity  must  be 
countersunk. 

j.  Nuts  or  screw-heads  on  the  underside  of  the  base  must  be  countersunk  at  least 
one-eighth  of  an  inch,  and  covered  with  a  waterproof  compound  which  will  not  melt 
below  150  degrees  Fahr. 

k.  Must  be  classified  as  regards  both  current  and  voltage,  and  so  designed  that  the 
bases  of  one  class  cannot  be  used  with  fuses  of  another  class  rated  for  a  higher  current 
or  voltage,  in  accordance  with  the  following  table :

1.  Terminals  of  such  a  design  that  the  block  cannot  be  easily  fused  with  anything 
but  approved  inclosed  fuses  are  required.  They  must  be  secured  to  the  base  by  two 
screws,  or  the  equivalent,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from  turning,  and  must  be  so  made 
as  to  secure  a  thoroughly  good  contact  with  the  fuse. 

m.  Clamps  for  connecting  wires  to  the  terminals  must  be  of*  a  design  which 
will  insure  a  thoroughly  good  connection,  and  must  be  sufficiently  strong  and  heavy 
to  withstand  considerable  hard  usage.    For  fuses  rated  to  carry  over  30  amperes, 
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lugs  firmly  screwed  or  bolted  to  the  terminals,  and  into  which  the  connecting  wires 
shall  be  soldered,  must  be  used. 

n.  Must  be  of  such  a  design  that  it  will  not  be  easy  to  form  accidental  short- 
circuits  across  live  metal  parts  of  opposite  polarity  on  the  block  or  on  the  fuses  in 
the  block. 

o.  Must  be  marked,  where  it  will  be  plainly  visible  when  the  block  is  installed, 
with  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  voltage  and  range  of  current  for  which  it  is 
designed. 

19.  Installation  of  Cut-Outs,  Circuit  Breakers  and  Fuses — a.  Must  be  placed  on 
all  service  wires,  either  overhead  or  underground,  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point 
where  they  enter  the  building  and  inside  the  walls,  and  arranged  to  cut  off  the  entire 
current  from  the  building.  - 

b.  Must  be  placed  at  every  point  where  a  change  is  made  in  the  size  of  wire, 
except  in  a  branch  circuit,  protected  by  a  fuse  or  circuit  breaker  of  not  exceeding 
660  watts  capacity,  and  where  the  cut-out  in  the  larger  wire  will  protect  the  smaller; 
also  wdiere  extensions  are  taken  from  risers  to  feed  cut-outs  placed  within  a  dis- 
tance of  one  foot  of  the  riser,  in  which  case  permission  of  said  Department  must  be 
first  obtained. 

c.  Must  be  in  plain  sight,  or  inclosed  in  an  approved  box  (see  No.  120)  and 
readily  accessible.    They  must  not  be  placed  in  the  canopies  or  shells  of  fixtures. 

d.  Must  be  so  placed  thait  no  set  of  incandescent  lamps,  whether  grouped  on 
one  fixture  or  several  fixtures  or  pendants,  requiring  more  than  660  watts,  shall  be 
dependent  upon  one  cut-out.  Special  permission  may  be  given  in.  writing  by  said 
Department  for  departure  from  this  rule,  in  case  of  large  chandeliers,  stage  borders 
and  illuminated  signs,  or  where,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  it  is  impracticable. 

e.  Must  be  provided  w^ith  fuses,  the  rated  capacity  of  which  does  not  exceed  the 
allowable  capacity  of  the  wire,  and,  when  circuit  breakers  are  used,  they  must  not 
be  set  more  than  about  thirty  per  cent,  above  the  allowable  carrying  capacity  of 
the  wire,  and  must  have  a  fusible  cut-out  installed  in  the  circuit. 

f.  Open  link  fuses  will  not  be  considered  as  complying  with  the  foregoing  rules, 
except  where  mounted  on  slate  switchboards,  slate  panel-boards,  or  other  approved 
bases,  entirely  inclosed  in  a  fireproof  cabinet  (see  Rule  120),  or  where  used  in 
approved  ceiling  rosettes,  so  constructed  that  there  will  be  no  possibility  of  the 
melted  fuse  igniting  surrounding  material,  which  must  receive  the  approval  of  this 
Department  before  being  used. 

g.  Must  have  contact  surfaces  or  tips  of  harder  metal  having  perfect  electrical 
connection  with  the  fusible  part  of  the  strip. 

h.  Must  not  be  placed  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  easily  ignitable  material,  or 
where  exp  osed  to  inflammable  gases  or  dust,  or  to  flyings  of  combustible  m.^terial. 
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i.  Must,  when  exposed  to  dampness,  either  be  inclosed  in  a  waterproof  box  or 
mounted  on  porcelain  knobs. 

Constant-Current  Systems,  of  Over  550  Volts,  Principally  Series  Arc  Lighting- 

20.  Wires — 

(See  also  Nos.  69,  70,  71.)  J 

a.  Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering.    (See  No.  108.) 

b.  Must  be  arranged  to  enter  and  leave  the  building  through  an  improved  double- 
contact  service  switch  (see  No.  118)  mounted  in  an  incombustible  case,  kept  free  from 
moisture,  and  easy  of  access  to  police  or  firemen.  So-called  "  snap-switches  must  not 
be  used  on  high-potential  circuits. 

c.  Must  always  be  in  plain  sight,  and  never  incased  except  when  required  by  said 
Department. 

d.  Must  be  supported  on  glass  or  porcelain  insulators,  which  separate  the  wire  at 
least  one  inch  from  the  surface  wired  over,  and  must  be  kept  rigidly  at  least  eight 
inches  from  each  other,  except  within  the  structure  of  lamps,  on  hanger-boards,  in  cut- 
out boxes,  or  like  places,  where  a  less  distance  is  necessary. 

.e.  Must,  on  side  walls,  be  protected  from  mechanical  injury  by  a  substantial  box- 
ing, retaining  an  air  space  of  one  inch  around  the  conductors,  closed  at  the  top  (the' 
wires  passing  through  bushed  holes),  and  extending  not  less  than  seven  feet  from  the 
floor,  or  placed  in  iron  pipes  having  an  approved  insulated  lining.  When  crossing  floor 
timbers  in  cellars  or  in  rooms,  where  they  might  be  exposed  to  injur}^,  wires  must  be 
attached  by  their  insulating  supports  to  the  under  side  of  a  wooden  strip  not  less  than 
one-hcilf  an  inch  in  thickness. 

21.  Arc  Lamps — 

(For  construction  rules  see  No.  123.) 

a.  Must  be  carefully  insulated  from  inflammable  material. 

b.  Must  be  provided  at  all  times  with  a  glass  globe  surrounding  the  arc,  securely 
faslened  upon  a  closed  base.   No  broken  or  cracked  globes  to  be  used. 

c.  Must  be  provided  with  a  wire  netting  (having  a  mesh  not  exceeding  one  and 
one-quarter  inches)  around  the  globe,  and  an  approved  spark  arrester  (see  No.  124) 
when  readily  inflammable  material  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lamps,  to  prevent  escape  of 
sparks,  melted  copper  or  carbon.  It  is  recommended  that  plain  carbons,  not  copper- 
plaied,  be  used  for  lamps  in  such  places. 

d.  Where  hanger-boards  (see  No.  122)  are  not  used  lamps  must  be  hung  from  in- 
sulating supports  other  than  their  conductors. 

22.  Incandescent  Lamps  in  Series  Circuits  —a.  Must  have  the  conductors  installed 
as  provided  in  Rule  No.  75,  and  each  lamp  must  be  provided  with  an  automatic  cut-out. 

b.  Must  have  each  lamp  suspended  from  a  hanger-board  by  means  of  rigid  tube.

c.  No  electro-magnetic  device  for  switches  and  no  system  of  multiple-series  or 
series-multiple  lighting  will  be  approved. 

d.  Under  no  circumstances  can  they  be  attached  to  gas  fixtures. 

Coiistant- Potential   Systems — General   Rules — All  Voltages. 
Automatic  Cut-outs,  Fuses  and  Circuit  Breakers. 
(See  Rules  Nos.  72,  73,  74,  118.) 
23.  Switches — a.  Must  be  placed  on  all  service  wires,  either  overhead  or  under- 
ground, in  a  readily  accessible  place,  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point  where  the  wires 
enter  the  building,  and  arranged  to  cut  off  the  entire  current. 

b.  Must  always  be  placed  in  dry,  accessible  places,  when  conditions  will  allow. 
If,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  it  is  impracticable  to  do  so,  they  may  be  installed  in  a 
damp  place,  provided  they  are  inclosed  in  a  waterproof  box  which  must  be  lined  with 
metal,  coated  with  a  rust  preventative  on  both  surfaces,  and  lining  properly  sealed. 

c.  Must  not  be  single  pole  except  when  the  circuits  which  they  control  supply  not 
more  than  330  watts,  or  where  the  difference  of  potential  is  over  300  volts,  or  where 
attached  to  arc  lamps  or  hanger-boards,  or  otherwise  as  approved  in  writing  by  said 
Department. 

d.  Where  flush  switches  are  used,  whether  with  conduit  systems  or  not,  the 
switches  must  be  inclosed  in  boxes  constructed  of  or  lined  with  fire-resisting  material. 
Must,  when  installed  on  tiled  walls,  have  a  mat  of  hard  wood,  thoroughly  coated  with 
a  moisture  repellant,  inserted  between  the  tiling  and  face  plate.  No  push  buttons  for 
bells,  gas-lighting  circuits,  or  the  like,  shall  be  placed  in  the  same  will  plate  with 
switches  controlling  electric-light  or  power  wiring.  This  requires  an  approved  box. 
Ml  addition  to  the  porcelain  inclosure  of  the  switch. 

e.  Where  possible  at  all  switch  or  fixture  outlets,  a  seven-eighth  inch  block  must 
l)e  fastened  between  studs  or  floor  timbers,  flush  with  back  of  lathing,  to  hold  tubes, 
and  to  support  switches  or  fixtures.  When  this  cannot  be  done,  wooden  base-blocks 
not  less  than  three-quarter  inch  in  thickness,  securely  screwed  to  lathing,  must  be 
provided  for  switches,  also  for  fixtures  which  are  not  attached  to  gas-pines  or  conduit 
tubing. 

f.  Must  be  so  installed  when  connected  to  circuits  (under  the  heading  of  "  Low- 
Potential  systems")  of  a  capacity  of  660  watts  or  more,  that  the  >  T,e  ung  of  the 
switch  will  disconnect  all  of  the  wires;  that  is,  in  a  two-wire  system,  t  .  tvo  wires,  in 
ai  three- wire  system,  the  three  wires. 

g.  Must  not  be  placed  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  easily  ignitab!  .  uriterial,  or 
where  exposed  to  inflammable  gases  or  dust,  or  to  flyings  of  combustible  ni.nterials. 

h.  Connecting  terminals  on  switches  with  a  current  in  excess  of  twenty-five  am- 
peres, must  be  provided  with  suitable  connecting  lugs  into  whicl-i  the  !ca  s  can  be 
soldered;  these  lugs  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  take  stranded  conduct    -     :     1  on  the 
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total  output  of  the  switches,  the  conductors  being  based  on  carrying  capacity  prescribed 
in  the  rules  for  rubber-covered  conductors. 

Electric  Heating  and  Cooking  Apparatus ;  also  Glue  Pots,  Sad  Irons,  Curling  Irons,  etc. 

24.  Electric  Heaters,  Ranges  and  Stoves — a.  These  must  be  placed  in  safe  situa- 
tions (out  of  easy  reach  of  inflammable  materials),  and  separated  from  and  supported 
on  non-conducting  and  incombustible  standards  or  bases  so  as  to  be  at  least  four 
inches  from  woodwork  of  any  description  or  other  inflammabk  material,  unless  pro- 
tected by  incombustible  materials  such  as  sheet-metal  and  asbestos,  or  the  like,  so  com- 
bined as  to  prevent  appreciable  transmission  of  heat,  while  securing  full  insulation. 
The  heating-wires  or  resistances  of  these  heaters,  etc.,  must  be  inclosed  in  incom- 
.bustible  cas€s  adapted  to  prevent  accidental  contact  with  any  exterior  object  or  material. 

These  electric  heaters,  stoves,  etc.,  must  never  be  concealed,  but  must  be  at  all 
times  in  plain  sight. 

b.  They  must  have  double-pole  switches,  cut-outs,  etc.,  arranged  as  required  for 
.electric-lights  or  power  apparatus  employing  the  same  current  and  potential. 

c.  The  attachments  of  feed-wires  to  "  heaters,"  etc.,  must  be  in  plain  sight,  easily 
accessible  and  protected  from  interference,  accidental  or  otherwise. 

d.  Attachmnts  or  conductors  to  "  heaters,"  etc.,  must  be  securely  made  in  the  same 
manner  that  conductors  are  attached  to  motors  or  generators  dealing  with  currents 
equal  to  those  employed  in  these  devices,  and  such  conductors  must  be  continuous  from 
the  "  heaters,"  etc.,  to  the  switch  or  cut-out,  which  must  not  be  within  two  feet  of  said 

I  "heaters,"  etc.  These  conductors  must  be  thoroughly  well  insulated  and  also  covered 
"with  a  good  mechanical  protection. 

25.  Portable  Cooking  Apparatus,  Glue  Pots,  Curling  Tongs,  etc. — -a.  The  heating 
'coils  or  resistances  of  these  instruments  must  be  inclosed  in  incombustible  cases  which 

in  turn  must  be  mounted  on  non-conducting  and  incombustible  bases  raising  the  same 
.at  least  one  inch  from  any  surface  on  which  they  stand. 

b.  These  instruments  must  not  be  attached  to  lamp-sockets,  and  when  current  of 
more  than  ten  amperes  is  required  they  must  conform  to  the  same  rules  as  heaters, 
ranges,  etc. 

c.  When  currents  of  ten  amperes  or  less  are  required,  these  instruments  may  be 
connected  by  specifically  approved  flexible  double  or  twin  wire  conductors,  provided 
such  conductor  is  composed  of  two  multistrand  conductors,  each  of  which  is  insulated 
by  a  waterproof  material  and  asbestos,  while  both  are  surrounded  by  a  covering  af¥ord- 
ing  adequate  mechanical  protection.  These  flexible  cords  must  also  be  connected  to 
"plug  switches"  having  double-pole  fuses  in  their  sockets  which  will  cut  out  the  cir- 
cuits if  a  cross  connection  should  occur  in  the  flexible  conductor.  Moreover,  such 
"  plug  switch  "  must  be  so  arranged  that  the  plug  will  pull  out  and  break  the  connection 
if  an  abnormal  mechanical  strain  is  brought  on  the  flexible  conductor. 
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d.  The  leading  wires  of  these  flexible  cords  must  be  connected  to  heaters  or  the 
like  at  the  point  of  lowest  temperature,  and  where  such  wires  are  detachable  at  th' 
heater,  their  terminals  must  be  arranged  with  female  ends,  protected  by  porcelain  ex- 
tending at  least  Ys  inch  beyond  the  metal  terminals. 

e.  If  the  connection  at  the  heater  is  fixed,  a  separable  double-pole  connector  must 
1)C  placed  in  the  circuit  so  that,  in  case  an  undue  strain  is  brought  on  the  conductors 
the  device  will  be  automatically  cut  out  and  disconnected. 

f.  Flexible  cord  connections  longer  than  six  feet  will  not  be  permitted. 

g.  Receptacles  for  plug  attachments  must  be  placed  at  least  six  inches  above  the 
floor. 

h.  Where  switches  ar  provided,  they  must  conform  to  the  rules  laid  down  in 
the  General  Requirements. 

i.  Where  a  number  of  utensils  are  grouped  for  general  cooking  service,  instal- 
lations to  be  approved  must  be  provided  with  slate,  soap-stone  or  other  approved 
slab  or  table  for  utensils  to  rest  upon.  Plug  receptacles  mounted  on  slate  or  other 
approved  material  shall  be  attached  to  mains  running  at  least  six  inches  above  the 
working  surface  of  the  table.  > 

26.  Sad  Irons  and  other  Heating  Appliances. — a.  That  are  intended  to  be 
applied  to  inflammable  articles,  such  as  clothing,  must  be  arranged  as  above,  as  far 
as  connections,  etc.,  are  concerned,  and  must  also  be  provided  with  approved  attach- 
ments which  will  cut  off  current  when  they  are  not  in  actual  use. 

b.  The  leading-in  wires  to  these  forms  of  apparatus  must  be  connected  through 
porcelain  connecting  blocks,  and  the  cable  or  cord  of  the  same  must  be  passed 
through  an  insulated  elastic  spiral  or  spring,  so  arranged  as  to  protect  the  same 
from  kicking,  chafing  or  like  injury  at  or  near  the  point  of  connection. 

c.  These  conductors  must  be  so  placed  that  they  will  at  all  times  be  at  least  four 
feet  from  the  floor  and  well  protected  against  contact  with  water  pipes  or  other 
possible  ground  connections. 

d.  The  use  of  flexible  cord  will  not  be  permitted,  unless  specially  approved  by 
said  Department. 
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Low-Potential  Systems. 
300  Volts  or  Less. 

Any  circuit  attached  to  any  machine,  or  combination  of  machines,  which  develops  a 
difference  of  potential  between  any  two  wires,  of  over  ten  volts  and  less 
than  300  volts,  shall  be  considered  as  a  low-potential  circuit,  and  as  coming 
under  this  class,  unless  an  approved  transforming  device  is  used,  which  cuts 
the  difference  of  potential  down  to  ten  volts  or  less.  The  primary  circuit 
not  to  exceed  a  potential  of  3,000  volts. 

27.  Wires  (General  Rules) — 

(See  also  Ncs.  69,  70,  7i-) 

a.  ]\Iust  be  so  arranged  that,  under  no  circumstances,  shall  there  be  a  dift'erence 
of  potential  of  over  300  volts  between  any  bare  metal  in  any  distributing  switch  or 
cut-out  cabinet,  or  equivalent  centre  of  distribution. 

b.  ]\Iust  not  be  laid  in  plaster,  cement  or  similar  finish. 

c.  Must  never  be  fastened  with  staples. 

d.  Must  not  be  fished  for  any  great  distance,  and  only  in  places  where  the  in- 
spector can  satisfy  himself  that  the  rules  have  been  complied  with. 

e.  Twin  wires  must  never  be  used  except  in  conduits,  or  where  flexible  con- 
ductors are  necessary. 

f.  Must  be  protected  on  side  walls  from  mechanical  injury.  When  crossmg  floor 
timbers  in  cellars  or  in  rooms,  where  they  might  be  exposed  to  injury,  wires  must 
be  attached  by  their  insulating  supports  to  the  underside  of  a  wooden  strip,  not  less  than 
one-half  inch  in  thickness  and  not  less  than  three  inches  in  width. 

g.  When  run  immediately  under  roofs,  or  in  proximity  to  water  tanks  or  pipes, 
will  be  considered  as  exposed  to  moisture. 

For  open  work — (in  Dry  Places)  : 

h.  Must  have  an  approved  rubber  or  slow-burning  weatherproof  insulation.  (See 
Nos.  108, 109.) 

i.  Must  be  rigidly  supported  on  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulators,  which  will 
separate  the  wires  from  each  other  and  from  the  surface  wired  over  in  accordance  with 
the  fohowing  table :

j.  Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering.    (See  No.  108.) 

k.  Must  be  rigidly  supported  on  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulators, 'which 
separate  the  wire  at  least  one  inch  from  the  surface  wired  over,  and  they  must  be  kept 
apart  at  least  tv^^o  and  one-half  inches. 

1.  If  conduit  is  used,  it  must  be  m^adc  water-tight. 

For  moulding  work : 

ni.  Must  have  an  approved  rul)bcr  insulating  covering.    (See  No.  108.) 

n.  Must  never  be  placed  in  moulding  in  concealed  or  damp  places,  or  where  the 
difference  of  potential  between  jiny  two  wires  in  the  same  moulding  is  over  300  volts. 

o.  Wooden  moulding  must  never  be  installed  in  any  elevator  shafts  or  hatchways. 

p.  The  use  of  screws,  nails,  staples,  or  other  metal  substances,  to  hold  conductors  in 
grooves  of  backing  of  moulding  is  prohibited. 

For  conduit  work: 

q.  Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering.    (See  No.  114.) 

r.  Must  not  be  drawn  in  until  all  mechanical  work  on  the  building  has  been,  as  far 
as  possible,  completed. 

s.  Must,  for  alternating  systems,  have  the  two  or  more  wires  of  a  circuit  drawn  in 
the  same  conduit. 

For  concealed  knob  and  tube  work : 

t.  Will  not  be  approved  by  this  Department. 
For  fixture  work : 

u.  Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering  (see  No.  113),  and  must  not 
be  less  in  size  than  No.  18,  B.  &  S. 

V.  Supply  conductors,  and  especially  the  splices  to  fixture  wires,  must  be  kept 
clear  of  the  grounded  part  of  gas-pipes,  and,  where  shells  are  used,  the  latter  must  be 
constructed  in  a  manner  affording  sufficient  area  to  allow  this  requirement. 

w.  Must,  when  fixtures  are  wired  outside,  be  so  secured  as  not  to  b^  cut  or 
abraded  by  the  pressure  of  the  fastenings  or  motion  of  the  fixture. 

X.  Fixtures  having  exposed  wiring  will  not  be  permitted  in  show  windows. 

y.  Under  no  circumstances  must  there  be  a  difference  of  potential  or  more  than 
300  volts  between  wires  contained  in  or  attached  to  the  same  fixtures,  except  electric 
railroad  cars,  car  houses  or  stations. 
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28.  Wiring  in  Show  Windows — a.  Flexible  cord  pendants  will  not  be  approved. 

b.  Fixtures  having  exposed  wiring  will  not  be  approved. 

c.  Receptacles  having  exposed  lugs,  or  terminals,  will  not  be  approved. 

d.  The  wiring  for  show  windows  must  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  rules  gov- 
erning the  installation  of  wiring  within  buildings. 

29.  Interior  Conduits,  Metal — 

(See  also  Rules  Nos.  82q  to  s,  ii6.) 

a.  No  conduit  tube  having  an  internal  diameter  of  less  than  one-half  inch  shall  be 
used ;  inside  measurements  to  be  taken  of  metal  conduits. 

b.  Must  be  continuous  from  one  junction  box  to  another,  or  to  fixtures,  and  the 
conduit  tube  must  properly  enter,  and  be  securely  fastened  to,  all  fittings. 

c.  Must  be  first  installed  as  a  complete  conduit  system  without  the  conductors. 

d.  Must  be  equipped  at  every  outlet  with  an  approved  outlet-box,  plate  or  device, 

e.  Metal  conduits,  where  they  enter  junction  boxes  and  at  all  other  outlets,  etc, 
must  be  provided  with  an  approved  bushing  fitted  so  as  to  protect  wire  from  abrasion, 
except  when  such  protection  is  obtained  by  the  use  of  approved  nipples,  properly  fitted 
in  boxes  or  devices. 

f.  Must  have  the  metal  of  the  conduit  permanently  and  positively  grounded. 
Where  metal  conduit  and  gas-pipe  outlets  are  securely  fastened  in  metal  boxes,  plates 
or  outlet  devices  in  a  manner  that  insures  perfect  electrical  connection,  or  where  metal 
conduits  are  fastened  to  metal  structure,  or  buildings,  this  rule  has  been  complied  with. 
Where  sections  of  metal  conduit  are  installed  without  being  fastened  to  the  metal 
structure,  or  "  grounded  "  metal  piping,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  insure  electrical  con- 
nection with  the  earth,  they  must  be  all  bonded  together  and  connected  to  the  ground ' 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  largest  fuse  or  circuit-breaker  on  the  circuit  will  operate 
before  a  dangerous  rise  in  temperature  in  the  conduit  system  could  occur. 

g.  Conduit  must  have  a  wall  thickness  as  required  in  Rule  116. 

Outlet  and  Junction  Boxes. 

h.  Must  be  made  of  metal  of  sufficient  thickness  to  resist  the  peneration  of  a 
"  ten-penny  "  nail,  and  treated  with  an  approved  rust  preventative. 

i.  Must  always  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  readily  accessible. 

30.  Circular  Loom  and  Conduits  of  a  Similar  Nature — a.  Must  be  installed  on  the 
"loop  system"  and  must  be  continuous  from  outlet  to  outlet  or  junction-boxes  or 
devices,  without  splices  or  taps. 

b.  Must  not  be  installed  in  gains  cut  in  floor  beams  or  against  solid  walls,  unless 
protected  by  a  strip  of  iron  or  'steel  at  least  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  in  thickness. 
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c.  Such  conduits  must  project  at  least  one  inch  beyond  the  finished  surface  of 
walls  or  ceilings,  except  where  ending  in  outlet  or  junction-boxes  or  devices. 

d.  Such  conduits  must  be  installed  without  conductors  and  the  conductors  must 
not  be  inserted  into  the  conduit  until  all  mechanical  work  liable  to  injure  the  conduit 
or  conductors  has  been,  so  far  as  possible,  completed. 

e.  Such  conduits  must  not  be  used  in  places  subject  to  dampness,  nor  lialjlc  to 
-contact  with  damp  mortar,  plaster  or  like  material,  as  in  the  case  of  buildings  in  course 
of  construction. 

f.  Where  installed  on  the  outside  of  buildings  or  in  places  exposed  to  the  weather, 
must  be  carried  on  insulators  which  separate  the  conduit  from  the  surface  wired  over 
at  least  one  inch  and  protected  with  a  coating  of  moisture  rcpellant. 

g.  Where  it  becomes  necessary  to  fasten  these  conduits,  straps  or  cleats  must  be 
used.    The  use  of  nails  or  staples  is  prohibited. 

31.  Attix  Wire — a.  Must  be  installed  on  the  "loop  system,"  and  must  be  continuous 
from  outlet  to  outlet  or  junction  boxes  or  devices,  without  splices  or  taps. 

b.  Must  not  be  installed  in  gains  cut  in  floor  beams  or  against  solid  walls,  unless 
protected  by  a  strip  of  iron  or  steel  at  least  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  in  thickness. 

c.  Such  conductors  must  project  at  least  one  inch  beyond  the  finished  surface  of 
walls  or  ceilings,  except  where  ending  in  outlet  or  junction  boxes  or  devices,  which 
must  be  readily  accessible. 

d.  Such  conductors  must  not  be  used  in  places  subject  to  dampness,  nor  liable  to 
contact  with  damp  mortar,  plaster  or  like  material,  as  in  the  case  of  buildings  in  course 
of  construction,  unless  special  written  permission  is  first  obtained. 

e.  Where  installed  on  the  outside  of  buildings  or  in  places  exposed  to  the  weather, 
must  be  carried  on  insulators  which  separate  the  conductors  from  the  surface  wired 
over  at  least  one  inch  and  protected  with  a  coating  of  moisture  repellant. 

f.  Where  it  becomes  necessary  to  fasten  these  conductors,  straps  or  cleats  must  be 
used.    The  use  of  nails  or  staples  is  prohibited. 

32.  Greenfield  Flexible  Armored  Cable — a.  Must  be  installed  on  the  "  loop  system," 
and  must  be  continuous  from  outlet  to  outlet  or  junction  boxes  or  devices,  without 
splices  or  taps. 

b.  Metal  armor  of  such  conductors  is  considered  'suitable  protection  in  lieu  of 
metal  plates  specified  in  section  b  of  rules  governing  the  installation  of  circular  loom 
and  attix  wire. 

c.  Such  cables  must  be  provided  at  each  outlet  with  a  metal  plate,  outlet  box,  or 
approved  device,  and  must  be  grounded  when  required  by  said  Department. 

d.  Such  cables  must  not  be  installed  in  so-called  "  fireproof  "  buildings,  in  course 
of  construction,  or  where  exposed  to  the  weather,  in  breweries,  stables  or  like  damp 
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places,  unless  a  lead  covering  is  placed  between  the  outer  braid  of  conductors  and  the 
steel  armor. 

e.  Such  cables  may  be  installed  in  so-called  "  non-fireproof "  buildings  while  in 
course  of  erection,,  subject  to  the  preceding  sections. 

33.  Elevator  Cable — a.  Elevator  cables  for  Hghting  or  control  of  elevator  cars  must 
be  made  to  comph/  with  the  following  specifications : 

b.  Must  be  made  of  stranded  copper  conductors,  each  strand  not  to  be  larger  than 
No.  26,  nor  smaller  than  No.  30  B.  &  S.  gauge ;  and  each  stranded  conductor  must  be 
covered  by  an  approved  insulation  as  called  for  in  Rule  108,  section  b.  Over  the  rubber 
insulation  a  substantial  fireproof  braid  must  be  placed. 

If  a  support  wire  is  used,  it  must  be  placed  in  the  centre  of  cable,  and  the  cable 
may  be  filled  with  jute  or  other  substances  that  are  thoroughly  fireproof.  A  thoroughly 
fireproof  braid  cover  placed  over  the  whole  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an  inch  in 
thickness ;  then  a  thoroughly  moisture-proof  braid,  tape  or  rubber  compound  must  be 
placed  over  this,  which  must  be  protected  by  a  strong  outer  braid,  at  least  one-thirty- 
second  (1-32)  of  an  inch  in  thickness  thoroughly  saturated  with  a  compound  that  is 
weather  and  moisture  proof. 

34.  Stage  Cable — a.  Wires  must  be  stranded  and  must  have  an  approved  rubber 
insulated  covering,  as  called  for  in  Rule  108. 

b.  Each  conductor  must  have  a  braiding  of  at  least  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an 
inch  in  thickness,  and  cable  must  be  filled  with  jute,  or  other  compound,  to  make  the 
same  round ;  the  whole  to  be  covered  with  a  stout  braid  or  tape ;  if  tape  is  used  there 
must  be  two  covers  of  tape,  and  over  that  an  extra  strong  braid  one-thirty-second  (1-32) 
of  an  inch  in  thickness,  thoroughly  impregnated  with  a  preservative  compound,  or  an 
approved  metal  armor.  _ 

35.  Fixtures — 

(See  also  Rule  No.  82.) 

a.  Must,  when  supported  from  the  gas  piping,  or  any  grounded  metal  work  of  a 
building,  be  insulated  from  such  piping  or  metal  work  by  means  of  approved  insulating 
joints  (see  Rule  No.  125),  placed  as  close  as  possible  to  the  finished  surface. 

b.  Wherever  conductors,  such  as  fixture  wires  or  other  wires  not  having  the  insu- 
lation required  by  Rule  108,  are  brought  into  an  outlet  box,  or  in  contact  with  the 
grounded  part  of  gas-pipe  or  other  grounded  conductors,  such  wires  must  be  pro- 
tected by  an  additional  insulation  between  the  conductor  and  the  ground,  such  as  a 
lube  placed  over  the  wire,  composed  of  material  that  will  not  readily  carry  fire  nor 
absorb  moisture ;  or  the  grounded  metal  with  which  they  are  liable  to  come  in  contact 
must  be  covered  or  lined  with  material  of  the  same  nature. 

c.  Must  have  all  burs  or  fins  removed  before  the  conductors  are  drawn  into  the 
fixtures. 
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d.  No  combination  fixtures  in  which  the  conductors  are  concealed  in  a  space  less 
tlian  one-fourth  inch  between  the  inside  pipe  and  the  outside  casing  will  be  approved. 

e.  Ceiling  blocks  of  fixtures  must  be  made  of  insulating  material;  or  other  wires, 
in  passing  through  the  plate,  must  be  surrounded  with  incombustible,  non-absorptive 
insulating  material,  such  as  glass  or  porcelain. 

f.  Fixtures  having  exposed  wiring  will  not  be  permitted  in  show  window^. 

g.  Fixtures  installed  on  tiled  walls,  or  unplastered  stone  or  brick  ceilings  and 
walls,  must  be  provided  with  an  insulating  ring  of  fibre,  hard  rubber  or  mica,  firmly 
secured  to  the  canopy  to  prevent  the  canopy  coming  in  contact  with  the  tile.,  stone 
or  brick. 

36.  Sockets — 

(For  construction  Rules  see  No.  121.) 

a.  In  rooms  where  inflammable  gases  may  exist,  the  incandescent  Urap  and 
socket  must  be  inclosed  in  a  vapor-tight  globe,  and  supported  on  a  pipe.-hanger, 
wired  with  approved  rubber-covered  wire  (see  Rule  No.  108),  soldered  directly  to 
the  circuit. 

b.  In  damp  or  wet  places,  or  over  specially  inflammable  material,  waterproof 
sockets  must  be  used. 

37.  Flexible  Cord — a.  Must  have  an  approved  insulation  and  covering  (see 
No.  112). 

b.  Must  not  be  used  where  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  two  vires  is 
over  300  volts. 

c.  Must  not  be  used  as  a  support  for  clusters. 

d.  Must  not  be  used  except  for  pendants,  wiring  of  fixtures  and  portable  lamps 
or  motors. 

e.  Must  not  be  used  in  windows,  except  where  the  conductors  are  protected  by 
an  approved  metal  armor  or  pipe. 

f.  Must  be  protected  by  insulating  bushings  where  the  cord  enters  the  socket 
on  pendants,  unless  the  cord  is  protected  by  a  metal  covering  which  is  secured  to 
fittings  by  approved  bushings. 

g.  Must  be  so  suspended  that  the  entire  weight  of  the  socket  and  lamp  will  be 
borne  by  knots  under  the  bushing  in  the  socket,  and  above  the  point  where  the 
cord  comes  through  the  ceiling  block  or  rosette,  in  order  that  the  strain  may  be 
taken  from  the  joints  and  binding  screws.  When  approved  metal  armored  cord 
is  used,  suitable  bushings,  properly  fitted,  may  be  substituted  for  these  knots. 

h.  Must  not  be  used  on  walls,  partitions  or  other  places  where  standard  methods 
of  wiring  can  be  employed. 
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38.  Arc  Lamps  on  Low-Potential  Circuits — a.  INItist  have  a  cut-out  (see  Rule 
No.  72)  for  each  lamp  or  each  series  of  lamps. 

b.  Must  only  be  furnished  with  such  resistances  or  regulators  as  are  ir.  :losed  in 
incombustible  material,  such  resistances  being  treated  as  sources  of  heat. 

c.  Must  be  supplied  with  globes  and  protected  by  spark  arresters,  as  in  the 
case  of  arc  lights  on  high-potential  circuits  (see  Rule  No.  76) ;  and  must  have  wire 
netting  around  the  globe,  when  the  outer  globe  on  an  inclosed  arc  lamp  is  omitted. 

d.  H'and  focusing  arc  lamps  requiring  more  than  25  amperes  will  not  be  ap- 
proved for  theatrical  illumination  within  any  theatre  or  places  of  amusement. 

39.  Economy  Coils — Economy  and  compensator  soils  for  arc  lamps  must  be 
mounted  on  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  supports,  such  as  glass  or  por- 
celain, allowing  an  air  space  of  at  least  one  inch  between  frame  and  support,  and  in 
general  to  be  treated  like  sources  of  heat. 

40.  Decorative  Series  Lamps — Incandescent  lamps  run  in  series  must  not  be  used 
for  decorative  purposes  inside  of  buildings,  except  by  special  permission,  in  writing,  from 
this  Department. 

41.  Signs — a.  All  signs  where  receptacles  and  wiring  are  not  mounted  on  the  face, 
must  be  constructed  entirely  of  metal. 

Note — Wood  may  be  used  to  strengthen  sign. 

b.  All  receptacles  with  lug  connections  used  in  the  construction  of  signs  must  be 
soldered  to  conductors  and  the  exposed  metal  parts  tapped  and  compounded.  All  cur- 
rent-carrying parts  in  an  electrical  sign  must  be  accessible  for  inspection. 

Note — It  is  recommended  that  receptacles  having  inclosed  terminals  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  signs. 

42.  Stage  Pockets,  Flush  Plug  and  Floor  Receptacles — 

Stage  Pockets. 

a.  Must  be  provided  with  suitable  covers  to  prevent  dust,  nails,  etc.,  from  entering 
that  part  of  the  pocket  confining  the  conductors  or  current-carrying  parts. 

b.  Must  be  so  installed  that  the  bottom  is  open  so  as  to  allow  any  dirt,  nails,  etc., 
that  may  enter  the  pocket  to  pass  through. 

c.  Must  be  entirely  inclosed  in  a  metal  box. 

d.  Must  receive  the  approval  of  this  Department  before  being  placed  in  service. 

e.  Must  be  constructed  in  all  cases  to  carry  at  a  minimum,  twenty-five  amperes- 
without  heating,  allowing  seventy-five  amperes  per  square  inch  of  contact  surface. 
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Flush  Plug  Receptacles. 

f.  Must  be  inclosed  in  a  box  constructed  of  or  lined  with  metal,  which  must  not 
be  less  than  one-sixteenth  (1/16)  inch  in  thickness,  and  coated  on  all  surfaces  with  an 
approved  rust  preventative.  j 

g.  When  installed  in  base-boards,  must  be  kept  at  least  two  inches  above  the  floor. 

h.  Must  receive  the  approval  of  said  Department  before  being  installed. 

Floor  Plug  Receptacles. 

i.  Must  be  inclosed  in  a  box  constructed  of  or  lined  with  metal,  which  must  not  be 
less  than  one-sixteenth  (1/16)  inch  in  thickness,  and  coated  on  all  surfaces  with  an  ap- 
proved rust  preventative. 

j.  Must  be  provided  with  a  suitable  cover  so  arranged  that  the  receptacle  will  be 
both  water  and  dust  proof  at  all  times. 

43.  Rosettes — a.  Bases  must  be  high  enough  to  keep  the  wires  and  terminals  at  least 
one-half  (14)  inch  from  the  surface  to  which  the  rosette  is  attached. 

b.  Terminals  must,  in  no  case,  cut  or  injure  the  wire,  and  must  have  a  turned-up 
lug  so  arranged,  that  the  wire  will  be  securely  gripped  between  the  screw  and  lug. 

High  Potential  Systems — 300  to  3,000  Volts. 
Any  circuit  attached  to  any  machine,  or  combination  of  machines^  which  develops  a 
difference  of  potential,  between  any  two  wires,  of  over  300  volts  and  less  than 
3,000  volts,  shall  be  considered  as  a  high-potential  circuit,  and  as  coming  under 
that  class,  unless  an  approved  transforming  device  is  used,  which  cuts  the 
difference  of  potential  down  to  300  volts  or  less. 
44-  Wires— 

(See  also  Ncs.  69,  70,  71.) 

a.  Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  cover.    (See  No.  108.) 

b.  Must  be  always  in  plain  sight  and  never  incased,  except  where  required  by  said 
Department. 

c.  Must  be  rigidly  supported  on  glass  or  porcelain  insulators,  which  raise  the  wire 
at  least  one  inch  from  the  surface  wired  over,  and  must  be  kept  apart  at  least  eight 
inches. 

d.  Must  be  protected  on  side  walls  from  mechanical  injury  by  a  substantial  boxing, 
retaining  an  air  space  of  one  inch  around  the  conductors,  closed  at  the  top  (the  wires 
passing  through  bushed  holes)  and  extending  not  less  than  seven  feet  from  the  floor, 
or  placed  in  iron  pipe  having  an  approved  insulated  lining.  When  crossing  floor  tim- 
bers, in  cellars  or  in  rooms,  where  they  might  be  exposed  to  injury,  wires  must  be  at- 
tached by  their  insulating  support?  to  the  under  side  of  a  wooden  strip  not  less  than 
one-half  inch  in  thickness. 
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45.  Transformers — 

(For  construction  rules  see  No.  128.) 
(For  grounding  rules  see  No.  68.) 

a.  Must  be  located  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point  at  which  the  primary  wires  enter 
the  building. 

b.  Must  be  placed  in  an  inclosure  constructed  of  or  lined  with  fire-resisting  mate- 
rial ;  where  possible,  the  inclosure  to  be  ventilated  to  the  out-door  air. 

46.  Series  Lamps — a.  No  sj^stem  of  multiple-series  or  series-multiple  for  light  or 
^power  will  be  approved  within  buildings,  except  power  stations  and'  car  houses. 

b.  Under  no  circumstances  can  lamps  be  attached  to  gas  fixtures. 

47.  Lighting  and  Power  from  Electric  Railway  Circuits  or  Wires — Lighting  and 
power  from  electric  railway  circuits  or  wires,  having  a  ground  return,  will  not  be  per^ 
mitted  except  in  electric  railway  cars,  electric  car  houses  and  their  power  stations. 

48.  Car  Wiring — a.  The  rules  for  interior  wiring  must  be  followed  as  far  as  they 
may  prove  applicable  to  car  wiring,  and  where  not  in  conflict  with  these  rules. 

b.  Rubber  covered  wire,  with  standard  insulation  and  braiding,  must  be  employed 
throughout,  being  run  without  splices  and  with  as  few  taps  as  possible.  Approved  con- 
nectx)rs  will  be  permitted  where  necessary  between  car  body  and  car  body,  or  between 
car  body  and  truck. 

c.  Where  conductors  are  exposed  or  are  in  channels  in  the  frame,  they  must  be 
attached  to  well-seasoned  hard  wood  by  porcelain  or  other  approved  cleats  placed  not 
more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  apart. 

d.  P.  &  B.  or  other  waterproofing  and  insulating  paint  must  be  used  liberally  to 
protect  the  conductors. 

e.  Moulding  need  not  be  provided  with  backing  when  laid  directly  upon  well- 
seasoned  hard  wood,  unless  specially  required  by  said  Department. 

f.  Where  iron  conduit  is  employed,  the  ends  must  be  provided  with  bushings. 
The  wires  in  iron  pipe  must  be  separately  incased  throughout  in  approved  continuous 
flexible  tubing,  or  provided  with  an  extra  insulation  and  protection  approved  by  said 
Department. 

g.  Whenever  the  play  of  the  wires  is  liable  to  cause  chafing  of  insulation  or 
mechanical  strain,  proper  provision  must  be  made  to  remove  this  strain  from  all  critical 
points,  such  as  connectors,  taps,  conduit  outlets,  etc. 

h.  Must  be  always  run  out  of  reach  of  passengers. 

Lighting  and  Heating  Circuits. 

i.  Wires  for  lighting  circuits  mu'st  be  No.  16  B.  &  S.  gauge,  or  larger;  and,  in  case 
No.  16  wire  is  used,  not  more  than  four  (4)  ampere's  shall  be  dependent  upon  one  500- 
volt  cut-out. 
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j.  Wires  for  heating  circuits  must  be  No.  12  B.  &  S.  or  larger,  stranded. 

k.  The  main  lighting  and  heating  circuit  must  be  composed  of  stranded  wire  of 
capacity  sufficient  to  carrj^  all  the  lighting  and  heating  currents  for  the  entire  car,  or 
train  of  cars.  Coupling  box€s  for  these  circuits  must  be  attached  to  the  hood  of  the 
car  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  as  little  mechanical  strain  to  conductors  as  possible, 
and  out  of  reach  of  passengers.  Distribution  from  this  circuit  to  each  car  must  be 
effected  through  500-voIt  cut-outs  grouped  at  one  end  of  the  car. 

Train  Control  for  One  or  More  Cars. 
I.  The  motor  control  and  other  operating  wires  must  be  kept  as  far  as  possible 
from  all  other  circuits,  and  must  terminate  in  coupling-boxes  located  beneath  the  car 
platform. 

Motor  Cars. 

m.  Each  contact  shoe  must  be  provided  with  an  automatic  cut-out  at  point  of  con- 
tact with  rail,  or  between  main  switch  and  contact  shoe. 

n.  All  wiring  between  the  contact  shoes  and  main  switch  must  be  kept  entirely 
outside  of  the  car. 

o.  Extra  flexible  conductors  located  near  the  king-pin  must  be  employed  for  making 
connection  between  the  wiring  on  truck  and  wiring  on  car  body. 

p.  The  movable  portion  of  the  contact  shoe  must  be  electrically  connected  to  the 
stationary  part  of  a  flexible  conductor  (which  may  be  uninsulated),  of  capacity  suffi- 
cient to  carry  the  entire  load  of  motor  car  and  controllers  upon  one  shoe — no  dependence 
being  placed  upon  the  links  and  studs  as  electrical  conductors.  The  cross  connections 
between  shoes  and  the  line  of  main  car  switch  must  be  of  capacity  equal  to  that  of  the 
above-mentioned  flexible  conductor. 

q.  Controlling  device  must  be  contained  in  incombustible  cases  located  (if  within 
the  car)  in  compartments  ventilated  to  the  outside  air  and  lined  throughout  with  fire- 
resisting  material.  These  devices  and  the  location  must  be  in  each  instance  specifically 
approved  by  said  Department. 

Fuses. 

r.  All  fuses  must  be  of  an  aproved  type  and  properly  rated.  The  use  of  copper  or 
other  wire  is  absolutely  prohibited. 

Insulation  Resistance. 

s.  The  complete  car  wiring  must  show  an  insulation  of  one  megohm. 

t.  Daily  inspections  must  be  made  of  each  car  by  the  company  operating  same, 
iand  also  weekly  inspections.  Reports  of  these  weekly  inspections,  stating  in  detail  the 
•condition  of  all  the  vital  parts  of  the  equipment  and  the  insulation  resistance  over  all, 
must  be  preserved  for  examination  by  said  Department. 
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u.  Whenever  such  inspection  or  test  shows  a  car  to  be  defective  in  any  part,  said 
car  must  be  withheld  from  service  until  the  fault  has  been  removed. 

49.  Car  Houses— a.  Must  have  the  trolley  wires  securely  supported  on  insulating 
hangers. 

b.  Must  have  the  trolley  hangers  placed  at  such  a  distance  apart  that,  in  case  of  a 
break  in  the  trolley  wire,  contact  cannot  be  made  with  the  floor. 

c.  Must  have  cut-out  switch  located  at  a  proper  place  outside  of  the  building,  so 
that  all  trolley  circuits  in  the  building  can  be  cut  out  at  one  point;  and  line  circuit 
breakers  must  be  installed  so  that  when  this  cut-out  switch  is  open,  the  trolley  wire 
will  be  dead  at  all  points  within  the  building.  The  current  must  be  cut  out  of  the 
building  whenever  the  same  is  not  in  use,  or  the  road  not  in  operation. 

d.  -Must  have  all  lamps  and  stationary  motors  installed  in  such  a  way  that  one 
main  switch  can  control  the  whole  of  each  installation — lighting  or  power — independ- 
ently of  main  feeder  switch.  No  portable  incandescent  lamps  or  twin  wire  allowed, 
except  that  portable  incandescent  lamps  may  be  used  in  the  pits,  connections  to  be 
made  by  two  approved  rubber  covered  flexible  wires  (see  No.  108),  properly  protected 
against  mechanical  injury;  the  circuit  to  be  controlled  by  a  switch  placed  outside  of  the 
pit. 

e.  Must  have  all  wiring  and  apparatus  installed  in  accordance  with  the  rules  under 
Class  "  C  "  for  constant-potential  systems. 

f.  Must  not  have  any  system  of  feeder  distribution  centering  in  the  building. 

g.  Must  have  the  rails  bonded  at  each  joint  with  not  less  than  No.  2  B.  &  S. 
annealed  copper  wire ;  also  a  supplementary  wire  to  be  run  for  each  track. 

h.  Must  not  have  cars  left  with  trolley  in  electrical  connection  with  the  trolley 
wire. 

Extra  High-Potential  Systems. 
Over  3,000  Volts. 

Any  circuit  attached  to  any  machine,  or  combination  of  machines,  which  develops  a 
difference  of  potential,  between  any  two  wires,  of  over  3,000  volts,  shall  be 
considered  as  an  extra  high-potential  circuit,  and  as  coming  under  that 
class,  unless  an  approved  transforming  device  is  used,  which  cuts  the  differ- 
ence of  potential  down  to  3,000  volts  or  less. 

50.  Primary  Wires — Must  not  be  brought  into  or  over  buildings,  except  power 
and  sub-stations. 

51.  Secondary  Wires — Must  be  installed  under  rules  for  high-potential  systems, 
when  their  immediate  primary  wires  carry  a  current  at  a  potential  of  over  3,000  volts. 
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Class  D— Fittings,  Materials  and  Details  of  Construction. 
All  Systems  and  Voltages. 
Insulated  Wires— Rules  107  to  115. 

52.  General  Rules— a.  Copper  for  insulated  conductors  must  never  vary  in  di- 
ameter so  as  to  be  more  two  one-thousandths  of  an  inch  less  than  the  specified  size. 

b.  Wires  and  cables  of  all  kinds  designed  to  meet  the  following  specifications 
must  be  plainly  tagged  or  marked  as  follows: 

1.  The  maximum  voltage  at  which  the  wire  is  designed  to  be  used. 

2.  The  words  "  National  Electrical  Code  Standard." 

3.  Name  of  the  manufacturing  company,  and,  if  desired,  trade  name  of  the  wire. 

4.  Month  and  year  when  manufactured. 

53.  Rubber  Covered — Copper  for  conductors  must  be  thoroughly  tinned. 
Insulation  for  voltages  between  o  and  600: 

b.  Must  be  of  rubber  or  other  approved  substance,  and  be  of  a  thickness  not  less 
than  that  given  in  the  following  table  for  B.  &  S.  gauge  sizes: 

From  18  to  16,  inclusive,  1-32  inch. 
From  14  to  8,  inclusive.  3-64  inch. 
From  7  to  2,  inclusive,  1-16  inch. 
From  I  to  0000,  inclusive,  5-64  inch. 
From  coco  to  500,000,  C.  M.,  3-32  inch. 
From  500,000  to  1,000,000,  C.  M.,  7-64  inch. 
Larger  than  1,000,000,  C.  M.,  ^  inch. 

Measurements  of  insulating  wall  are  to  be  made  at  the  thinnest  portion  of  the 
dielectric. 

c.  The  completed  coverings  must  show  an  insulation  resistance  of  at  least  100 
megohms  per  mile  during  thirty  hours'  immersion  in  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

d.  Each  foot  of  the  completed  covering  must  show  a  dielectric  strength  sufficient  to 
resist  throughout  five  minutes  the  application  of  an  electro-motive  force  of  3,000  volts 
per  one-sixty-fourth  of  an  inch  thickness  of  insulation,  under  the  following  conditions : 

The  source  of  alternating  electro-motive  force  must  be  a  transformer  of  at  least 
one  kilowatt  capacity.  The  application  of  the  electro-motive  force  must  first  be  made 
at  4,000  volts  for  five  minutes,  and  then  the  voltage  increased  by  steps  of  not  over  500 
volts,  each  held  for  five  minutes,  until  the  rupture  of  the  insulation  occurs.  The  tests 
for  dielectric  strength  must  be  made  on  a  sample  of  wire  which  has  been  immersed 
for  seventy-two  hours  in  water,  one  foot  of  which  is  submerged  in  a  conducting  liquid 
held  in  a  metal  trough,  one  of  the  transformer  terminals  being  connected  to  the  cop- 
per of  the  wire  and  the  other  to  the  metal  of  the  trough. 
Insulation  for  Voltages  Between  600  and  3,500: 
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e.  The  thickness  of  the  insulating  walls  must  not  be  less  than  those  given  in  the 
following  table  for  B.  &  S.  gauge  sizes  : 

From  14  to  i,  inclusive,  3-32  inch. 

From  o  to  500,000,  C.  jNL,  3-32  inch,  covered  by  a  tape  or  braid. 
Larger  than  500,000,  C.       4-32  inch,  covered  by  a  tape  or  braid. 

f.  The  requirements  as  to  insulation  and  break-down  resistance  for  wires  for  low- 
potential  systems  must  apply,  with  the  exception  that  an  insulation  resistance  of  not 
less  than  300  megohms  per  mile  shall  be  required. 

Insulations  for  Voltages  Over  3,500: 

g.  Wire  for  arc-light  circuits  exceeding  3,500  volts  potential  must  have  an  insu- 
lating wall  not  les  than  six-thirty-seconds  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  must  withstand 
a  break-down  test  of  at  least  20,000  volts,  and  have  an  insulation  of  at  least  500  megohms 
per  mile. 

The  tests  of  this  wire  to  be  made  under  the  same  conditions  as  for  low-potential 
wires. 

h.  All  of  the  above  insulations  must  be  protected  by  a  substantial  braided  covering 
thoroughly  saturated  with  a  preservative  compound  and  sufficiently  strong  to  with- 
stand all  the  abrasion  likely  to  be  met  with  in  use  or  practice,  and  sufficiently  elastic 
to  permit  all  wires  smaller  than  No.  7  B.  &  S.  gauge  to  be  bent  around  a  cylinder  with 
twice  the  diameter  of  the  wire,  without  injury  to  the  braid. 

54.  Slow-Burning  Waterproof — a.  The  insulation  must  consist  of  two  coatings,  one 
to  be  fireproof  in  character,  the  other  to  be  weatherproof.  The  fireproof  coating  must 
comprise  at  least  six-tenths  of  the  total  thickness  of  the  wall.  The  completed  covering 
must  be  of  a  thickness  not  less  than  that  given  in  the  following  table  for  B.  &  S.  gauge 
sizes  : 

From  14  to  8,  inclusive,  3-64  inch. 

From  7  to  2,  1-6  inch. 

From  2  to  0000,  5-64  inch. 

From  0000  to  500,000,  C.  M.,  3-32  inch. 

From  500,000  to  i, 000,000,  C.  M.,  7-64  inch. 
-  Larger  than  1,000,000,  C.  M.,  ^  inch. 

Measurements  of  insulating  wall  are  to  be  made  at  the  thinnest  portion  of  the 
dielectric,  and  cither  a  fireproof  or  weatherproof  coating  may  be  on  the  outside. 

b.  The  fireproof  coating  must  be  layers  of  cotton  or  other  thread,  the  outer  one 
')f  which  must  be  braided.  All  the  interstices  of  these  layers  are  to  be  filled  with 
the  fireproofing  compound.  This  is  to  be  material  whose  solid  constituent  is  not 
-usceptible-  to  moisture,  and  which  will  not  burn  even  when  ground  in  an  oxidizable 
oil,  making  a  compound  which,  while  proof  against  fire  and  moisture,  at  the  same 
time  has  considerable  elasticity,  and  which,  when  dry,  will  suffer  no  change  at  a 
43 
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temperature  of  250  degree  Fahrenheit,  and  which  will  not  burn  at  even  higher  tem- 
perature. 

c.  The  weatherproof  coating  must  be  a  stout  braid  thoroughly  saturated  with  a 
dense  moisture-proof  compound  thoroughly  slicked  down,  applied  in  such  manner 
as  to  drive  any  atmospheric  moisture  from  the  cotton  braiding,  thereby  securing  a 
covering  to  a  great  degree  waterproof  and  of  high  insulating  power.  This  com- 
pound to  retain  its  elasticity  at  zero  Fahrenheit,  and  not  to  drip  at  160  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

55.  Slow-Burning — The  insulation  must  be  the  same  as  the  "slow-burning 
weatherproof,"  except  that  the  outer  braiding  must  be  impregnated  with  a  fire- 
proofing  compound  similar  to  that  required  for  the  interior  layers,  and  with  the 
outer  surface  finished  smooth  and  hard. 

This  "slow-burning"  ("underwriters")  wire  shall  only  be  used  with  special  per- 
mission of  said  Department. 

56.  Weatherproof — The  insulating  covering  must  consist  of  at  least  three  braids 
thoroughly  impregnated  with  a  dense  moisture  repellant  which  will  not  drip  at  a 
temperature  lower  than  180  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  thickness  of  insulation  must 
not  be  less  than  that  of  "slow-burning  weatherproof."  The  outer  surface  must  be 
thoroughly  slicked  down. 

Note. — This  wire  is  for  outdoor  use  where  moisture  is  certain  and  where  fire- 
proof qualities  are  not  necessary. 

57.  Flexible  Cord — Must  be  made  of  stranded  copper  conductors,  each  strand 
to  be  not  larger  than  No.  26  nor  smaller  than  No.  30  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  each 
stranded  conductor  must  be  covered  by  an  approved  insulation  and  protected  from 
mechanical  injury  by  a  tough,  braided  outer  covering. 

For  Pendants. 

In  this  class  is  to  be  included  all  flexible  cord  which,  under  usual  conditions, 
hangs  freely  in  air,  or  which  is  not  likely  to  be  moved  sufYiciently  to  injure  the 
insulation  on  the  conductors. 

b.  Each  stranded  conductor  must  have  a  carrying  capacity  equivalent  to  not  less 
than  a  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire,  unless  special  permission  of  said  Department  is 
first  obtained. 

c.  The  covering  of  each  stranded  conductor  must  be  made  up  as  follows: 

1.  A  tight,  close  wind  of  fine  cotton. 

2.  The  insulation  proper,  which  must  be  waterproof. 

3.  An  outer  cover  of  silk  or  cotton, 

d.  Waterproof  insulation  must  be  solid,  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  thick, 
and  must  show  an  insulation  resistance  of  fifty  megohms  per  mile  throughout  two

weeks'  immersion  in  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  stand  the  tests  prescribed  for 
low-tension  wires,  as  far  as  they  apply. 

e.  The  outer  protecting  braiding  must  be  so  put  on  and  sealed  in  place  that  when 
cut,  it  will  not  fray  out,  and  where  cotton  is  used,  it  must  be  impregnated  with  a  sub- 
stance that  will  prevent  the  cotton  from  readily  carrying  fire,  and  which  will  not  have 
an  injurious  effect  on  the  insulation. 

For  Portables. 

In  this  class  is  included  all  cord  used  on  portable  lamps,  small  portable  motors,  etc. 

f.  Flexible  cord  for  portable  use  must  have  waterproof  insulation  as  required  in 
Section  d  for  pendant  cord,  and  in  addition  be  provided  with  a  reinforcing  cover 
especially  designed  to  withstand  the  abrasion  it  will  be  subject  to  in  the  uses  to  which 
it  will  be  put. 

For  Portable  Heating  Apparatus. 

g.  Must  be  made  up  as  follows : 

r.  A  tight,  close  wind  of  fine  cotton. 

2.  A  thin  layer  of  rubber  about  one  one-hundredth  of  an  inch  thick,  or  other 
cementing  material. 

3.  A  layer  of  asbestos  insulation  at  least  three  sixty-fourths  of  an  inch  thick. 

4.  A  stout  braid  of  cotton. 

5.  An  outer  reinforcing  cover  especially  designed  to  withstand  abrasion. 

58.  Fixture  Wire — Must  have  solid  insulation,  with  a  slow-burning,  tough,  outer 
covering  the  whole  to  be  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  show 
an  insulation  resistance  between  conductors,  and  between  either  conductor  and  the 
ground  of  at  least  one  megohm  per  mile,  after  one  week's  submersion  in  water  at  70 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  after  three  minutes'  electrification  with  550  volts. 

59.  Conduit  Wire — Conduit  wire  must  comply  with  the  following  specifications : 

a.  Single  wires  for  lined  conduits  must  comply  with  the  requirements  as  laid  down 
in  Rule  108.  For  unlined  conduits,  must  comply  with  the  same  requirements,  except 
that  tape  may  be  substituted  for  braid,  and,  in  addition,  there  must  be  a  second  outer 
fibrous  covering  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently 
tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  hauled  through  the  metal  conduit. 

b.  For  twin  or  duplex  wires  in  lined  conduits,  each  conductor  must  comply  with 
the  requirements  in  Rule  108,  except  that  tape  may  be  substituted  for  braid,  and  must 
have  a  substantial  braid  covering  the  whole.  For  unlined  conduits,  each  conductor 
must  comply  with  the  requirements  in  Rule  108,  except  that  tape  may  be  substituted 
for  braid,  and,  in  addition,  must  have  a  braid  covering  the  whole  at  least  one  thirty- 
second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of 
being  hauled  through  the  metal  conduit. 
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c.  For  concentric  wires,  the  inner  conductor  must  comply  with  the  requirements  in 
Rule  108,  except  that  tape  may  be  substituted  for  braid,  and  there  must  be  outside  of 
the  outer  conductor  the  same  insulation  as  on  the  inner,  the  whole  to  be  covered  with 
a  substantial  braid,  which,  for  unlined  conduits,  must  be  at  least  one  thirty-second  of 
an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being 
hauled  through  the  metal  conduit. 

60.  Armored  Conductors — a.  The  armor  of  such  cables  must  be  at  least  of  equal 
strength  to  resist  penetration  of  nails,  etc.,  as  the  armor  or  metal  coverings  and  metal 
conduits  (see  No.  116)  and  its  thickness  must  not  be  less  than  that  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing table :

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An  allowance  of  two  one-hundredths  of  an  inch  for  variation  in  manufacturing  and 
loss  of  thickness  by  cleaning  will  be  permitted. 

b.  The  conductors  in  same,  single  wire  or  twin  conductors,  must  have  an  insulating 
covering  as  required  by  No.  108,  any  filler  used  to  secure  a  round  exterior  must  be 
impregnated  with  a  moisture  repellant,  and  the  whole  bunch  of  conductors  and  filler-s  must 
have  a  separate  exterior  covering. 

61.  Interior  Conduits — 

(For  Wiring  Rules  see  Nos.  82  to  84.) 

a.  Each  length  of  conduit,  whether  insulated  or  uninsulated,  must  have  the  maker's 
name  or  initials  stamped  in  the  metal  or  attached  thereto  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  so 
that  the  inspectors  can  readily  see  the  same. 

Metal  conduits  with  lining  of  insulating  material : 

b.  The  metal  covering  or  pipe  must  be  equal  in  strength  to  the  ordinary  commercial 
forms  of  gas-pipe  of  the  same  size,  and  its  thickness  must  be  not  less  than  that  shown  by 
the  following  table :

An  allowance  of  two  one-hundredths  of  an  inch  for  variation  in  manufacturing  and 
loss  of  thickness  by  cleaning  will  be  permitted. 

c.  Must  not  be  seriously  affected  externally  by  burning  out  a  wire  inside  the  tube 
when  the  iron  pipe  is  connected  to  one  side  of  the  circuit. 

d.  Must  have  the  insulating  lining  firmly  secured  to  the  pipe. 

e.  The  insulating  lining  must  not  crack  or  break  when  a  length  of  the  conduit  is 
uniformly  bent  at  a  temperature  of  212  degrees  Fahrenheit  to  an  angle  of  90  degrees, 
with  curve  having  a  radius  of  fifteen  inches  for  pipes  of  one  inch  and  less,  and  fifteen 
times  the  diameter  of  pipe  for  larger  pipes. 

f.  The  insulating  lining  must  not  soften  injuriously  at  a  temperature  below  212 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  must  leave  water  in  which  it  is  boiled  practically  neutral. 

g.  The  insulating  lining  must  be  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness, 
and  the  material  of  which  it  is  composed  must  be  of  such  a  nature  as  will  not  have  a 
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deteriorating  effect  on  the  insulation  of  the  conductor,  and  be  sufficiently  tough  and 
tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  test  of  drawing  in  and  out  of  same  long  lengths  of 
conductors. 

h.  Tlie  insulating  lining  must  not  be  mechanically  weak  after  three  days  submersion 
in  water,  and,  when  removed  from  the  pipe  entire,  must  not  absorb  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  of- its  weight  of  water  during  one  hundred  hours  of  submersion. 

i.  All  elbows  or  bends  must  be  so  made  that  the  conduit  or  lining  of  same  will  not 
be  injured.  The  radius  of  the  curve  of  the  inner  edge  of  any  elbow  not  to  be  less  than 
three  and  one-half  inches.  Must  have  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  four  quarter  bends 
from  outlet  to  outlet,  the  bends  at  the  outlets  not  being  counted. 

Uniined  metal  conduits: 

j.  Plain  Iron  or  Steel  Pipes  of  equal  thickness,  or  of  equal  strength,  specified  for 
lined  conduits  in  No.  ii6b,  may  be  used  as  conduits,  provided  their  interior  surfaces  are 
smooth  and  free  from  burrs;  pipe  to  be  galvanized,  or  the  interior  surfaces  coated  or 
enameled,  to  prevent  oxidation,  with  some  substance  which  will  not  soften  so  as  to  be- 
con^e  sticky  and  prevent  wire  from  being  withdrawn  from  the  pipe. 

k.  All  elbows  or  bends  must  be  so  made  that  the  conduit  will  not  be  injured.  The 
radius  of  the  curve  of  the  inner  edge  of  any  elbow  not  to  be  less  than  three  and  one-half 
inches.  Must  have  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  four  quarter  bends  from  outlet  to 
outlet,  the  bends  at  the  outlet  not  being  counted. 

Flexible  metal  conduits: 

I.  Flexible  metallic  uniined  conduits  may  be  installed  under  the  same  conditions 
and  under  the  same  rules  that  govern  the  use  of  other  uniined  conduits  of  equal  in- 
terior diameters.. 

m.  In  measuring  the  wall  thickness  of  flexible  metallic  conduit,  the  thickness  of 
both  metal  strips  must  be  considered,  as,  the  cutting  of  threads  on  this  conduit  being 
unnecessary,  it  is  not  thereby  weakened  at  the  points  of  entrance  to  outlet  boxes  and 
similar  fittings. 

62.  Wooden  ]\Iouldings — 

(For  Wiring  Rules  see  No.  82.) 

a.  Must  have,  both  outside  and  inside,  at  least  two  coats  of  waterproof  paint,  or  be 
impregnated  with  a  moisture  repellant. 

b.  Must  be  made  of  two  pieces,  a  backing  and  capping,  so  constructed  as  to  thor- 
oughly incase  the  wire,  and  provide  a  one-half  inch  tongue  between  the  conductors  and 
a  solid  backing,  which,  under  grooves,  must  not  be  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in 
thickness,  and  must  afford  suitable  protection  from  abrasion. 

c.  It. is  recommended  that  only  hard  wood  moulding  be  used. 
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d.  Metal  devices  to  hold  conductors  in  grooves  of  moulding  prior  to  the  placing  of 
capping  in  position,  is  prohibited. 

General  Rules. 

63.  Switches — a.  Must,  when  used  for  service  switches,  indicate,  on  inspection, 
whether  the  current  be  "on"  or  "off." 

b.  Must,  for  constant-current  systems,  close  the  main  circuit  and  disconnect  the 
branch  wires  when  turned  "  off  " ;  must  be  so  constructed  that  they  shall  be  automatic 
in  action,  not  stopping  between  points  when  started,  and  must  prevent  an  arc  between 
the  points  under  all  circumstances.  They  must  indicate,  upon  inspection,  whether  the 
current  be  "on"  or  "off." 

Knife  switches : 

Switches  must  be  made  to  comply  with  the  following  specifications,  except  in  those 
few  cases  where  peculiar  design  allows  the  switch  to  fulfill  the  general  requirements  in 
some  other  wa}-,  and  where  it  can  successfully  withstand  the  test  of  section  i.  In  such 
cases,  the  switch  must  be  submitted  for  special  examination  and  approval  of  said  De- 
partment before  being  used. 

c.  Base — Must  be  mounted  on  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  bases, 
such  as  slate  or  porcelain. 

Bases  of  over  twenty-five  square  inches  area  must  have  at  least  four  supporting 
screws.  Holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be  so  located  or  countersunk  that  there 
will  be  at  least  one-half  inch  space  measured  over  the  surface  between  the  head  of 
the  screw  or  washer  and  the  nearest  live  metal  part,  and  in  all  cases  when  between 
parts  of  opposite  polarity,  must  be  countersunk. 

d.  Mounting — Pieces  carrying  the  contact  jaws  and  hange  clips  must  be  secured 
to  the  base  by  at  least  two  screws,  or  else  made  with  a  square  shoulder,  or  provided 
with  dowel-pins,  or  otherwise  arranged,  to  prevent  possible  turnings,  and  the  nuts 
or  screw-heads  on  the  underside  of  the  base  must  be  countersunk  not  less  than  one- 
eighth  inch  and  covered  with  a  waterproof  compound  which  will  not  melt  below  150 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

e.  Hinges — Hinges  of  knife  switches  must  not  be  used  to  carry  current  unless 
they  are  equipped  with  spring  washers,  held  by  lock-nuts  or  pins,  so  arranged  that 
a  firm  and  secure  connection  will  be  maintained  at  all  positions  of  the  switch  blades. 

f.  Metal — All  switches  must  have  ample  metal  for  stiffness  and  to  prevent  rise 
in  temperature  of  any  part  of  over  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  full  load,  the  contacts 
being  arranged  so  that  a  thoroughly  good  bearing  at  every  point  is  obtained,  with 
contact  surfaces  advised  for  pure  copper  blades  of  about  one  square  inch  for  each 
seventy-five  amperes,  the  whole  device  to  be  mechanically  well  made  throughout. 
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g.  Cress-bars— All  cross-bars  less  than  three  inches  in  length  mu-st  be  made  of 
insulating  material.  Bars  of  three  inches  and  over,  which  are  made  of  metal,  to 
insure  greater  mechanical  strength,  must  be  sufficiently  separated  from  the  jaws  of 
the  switch  to  prevent  arcs  following  from  the  contacts  to  the  bar,  on  the  opening 
of  the  switch  under  any  circumstances.  Metal  bars  should  preferably  be  covered  with 
insulating  material. 

To  prevent  possible  turning  or  twisting  the  cross-bar  must  be  secured  to  each 
blade  by  two  screws,  or  the  joints  made  with  square  shoulders  or  provided  with 
dowel-pins  or  otherwise  arranged  to  meet  this  requirement. 

h.  Connections — Switches  for  currents  of  over  twenty-five  amperes  must  be 
equipped  with  lugs,  firmly  screwed  or  bolted  to  the  switch,  and  into  which  the  con- 
ducting wires  must  be  soldered.  For  the  smaller  sized  switches,  approved  clamps 
can  be  employed,  provided  they  are  heavy  enough  to  stand  considerable  hard  usage. 

i.  Test — Must  operate  successfully  at  fifty  per  cent,  overload  in  amperes,  with 
twenty-five  per  cent,  excess  voltage  under  the  most  severe  conditions  they  are  liable 
to  meet  with  in  practice. 

j.  Marking — Must  be  plainly  marked  where  it  will  be  visible,  when  the  switch  is 
installed,  with  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and  the  voltage  for  which  the 
switch  is  designed. 

k.  Spacings  -The  following  table  shows  minimum  break  distance  and  separation 
of  nearest  meta  parts  of  opposite  polarity  of  plain  knife  switches  for  different  volt- 
ages and  differ-  nt  currents,  except  where  approved  barriers  are  used,  when  one- 
half  of  the  distaace  in  table  will  be  required.  The  values  given  refer  to  the  marked 
capactities  of  the  switches  and  include  the  safety  factors  required  by  section  i  above. 
The  values  given  are  correct  for  switches  to  be  used  on  direct-current  systems  and  can, 
therefore,  be  safely  followed  in  devices  designed  for  alternating  currents.

Note — Auxiliary  breaks  or  equivalent  are  recommended  for  switches  designed  for 
over  300  volts,  and  less  than  100  amperes,  and  will  be  required  on  switches  designed 
for  use  in  breaking  currents  over  100  amperes,  at  a  pressure  of  more  than  300  volts. 
Snap  switches : 
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Flush,  push  button,  door,  fixture  and  other  snap  switches,  used  on  constant-potential 
systems,  must  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  following  specifications : 

1.  Current-carrying  parts  must  be  mounted  on  incombustible,  non-absorptive  in- 
sulating bases,  such  as  slate  or  porcelain,  and  the  holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be 
countersunk  not  less  than  one-eighth  inch,  and  in  no  case  must  there  be  less  than  three 
sixty-fourths  inch  space  between  supporting  screws  and  current-carrying  parts. 

Sub-bases  which  will  separate  the  wires  at  least  one-half  inch  from  surface 
wired  over  must  be  furnished  for  all  snap  switches  used  in  exposed  knob  or  cleat 
work. 

m.  Mounting — Pieces  carrying  contact  jaws  must  be  secured  to  the  base  by  at 
least  two  screws,  or  else  made  with  a  square  shoulder,  or  provided  with  dowel-pins, 
or  otherwise  arranged,  to  prevent  possible  turnings;  and  the  nuts  or  screw-heads  on 
the  under  side  of  the  base  must  be  countersunk  not  less  than  %  inch,  and  covered 
with  a  waterproof  compound  which  will  not  melt  below  150  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

n.  Metal — All  switches  must  have  ample  metal  for  stiffness  and  to  prevent  rise 
in  temperature  of  any  part  of  over  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  full  load,  the  contacts 
being  arranged  so  that  a  thoroughly  good  bearing  at  every  point  is  obtained.  The 
whole  device  to  be  mechanically  well  made  throughout. 

Note. — In  order  to  meet  the  above  requirements  on  temperature  rise,  without 
causing  excessive  friction  and  wear  on  current-carrying  parts,  contact  surfaces  of 
from  o.i  to  0.15  square  inch  for  each  10  amperes  will  be  required,  depending  upon 
the  metal  used  and  the  form  of  construction  adopted. 

o.  Insulating  jMaterial — Any  material  used  for  insulating  current-carrying  parts 
must  retain  its  insulating  and  mechanical  strength  when  subject  to  continued  use, 
and  must  not  soften  at  a  temperature  of  212  degree  Fahrenheit. 

p.  Binding  Posts — Binding  posts  carrying  current  of  not  more  than  660  watts 
may  be  used  and  must  be  substantially  made.  The  screws  must  be  of  such  size  that 
the  threads  will  not  strip  when  set  up  tight  with  a  screwdriver. 

q.  Covers — Covers  made  of  conducting  material,  except  face  plates  for  flush 
switches,  must  be  lined  on  sides  and  top  with  insulating,  tough  and  tenacious  ma- 
terial at  least  one  thirty-second  inch  in  thickness,  firmly  secured  so  that  it  will  not 
fall  out  with  ordinary  handling.  Side  lining  must  extend  slightly  beyond  the  lower 
edge  of  the  cover. 

r.  Handle  or  Button — The  handle,  post,  shaft  or  button,  or  any  exposed  parts, 
must  not  be  in  electrical  connection  with  the  circuit. 

s.  Test — Must  ''make"  and  "break"  with  a  quick  snap,  and  not  stop  wheo 
motion  has  once  been  imparted  by  the  button  or  handle. 
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jNIust  operate  successfully  at  50  per  cent,  overload  in  amperes,  and  25  per  cent, 
excess  voltage  under  the  most  severe  conditions  they  are  liable  to  meet  with  in 
practice. 

When  slowly  turned  "on"  and  "off"  at  the  rate  of  about  two  or  three  times  per 
minute,  must  "make"  and  "break"  the  circuit  six  thousand  times  before  failing,  while 
carrying  the  rated  current. 

t.  ^larking— Must  be  plainly  marked  where  it  may  be  readily  seen  after  the 
device  is  histalled,  with  the  name  or  trade-mark  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and' 
voltage  for  which  the  switch  is  designed. 

On  flush  switches  these  markings  may  be  placed  on  the  back  of  the  face  plate, 
or  on  the  sub-plate.  On  other  designs  they  must  be  placed  on  the  front  of  the  cap, 
cover  or  plate. 

Switches  which  indicate,  upon  inspection,  whether  the  current  is  "  on  "  or  "  off," 
r.re  recommended. 

64.  Panel,  Distributing,  Meter  and  Cut-out  Boards — a.  In  general,  these  boards 
jnust  be  carefully  designed  and  constructed  with  due  regard  to  the  particular  service 
they  are  to  perform,  and  particular  attention  must  be  given  to  the  arrangement  for  con- 
venient and  safe  handling  of  the  apparatus  located  at  the  board,  or  controlled  therefrom. 

b.  All  boards  must  have  the  maker's  name  or  trade-mark  plainly  marked  on  them 
-n  such  place  that  it  may  be  seen  when  the  board  is  in  position.  This  may  be  stamped 
*jn  the  bus  bars,  or  may  be  on  a  name-plate  suitably  fastened  to  the  board. 

c.  Must  be  kept  free  from  moisture. 

d.  Bases  must  be  made  of  marble  or  slate.  If  it  is  desired  to  use  any  other  material, 
a  sample  must  be  submitted  to  this  Department  for  its  approval  before  being  placed 
in  service. 

e.  All  switches,  fuse  connections,  etc.,  must  comply  with  the  rules  and  requirements 
given  for  knife  switches  and  fuses. 

f.  The  air  space  between  live  uninsulated  conductors  of  opposite  polarity,  when 
held  free  of  any  service,  must  be  at  least :

65.  Cut-out  Cabinets — a.  Must  be  so  constructed,  and  cut-outs  so  arranged,  as 
to  obviate  any  danger  of  the  melted  metal  coming  in  contact  with  any  substance 
which  might  be  ignited  thereby. 

The  following  specifications  must  be  followed: 

b.  Material — Boxes  may  be  made  of  marble,  slate,  metal  or  wood.  If  wood  is 
used,  the  inside  of  the  box  must  be  lined  with  an  incombustible  material,  such  as  slate, 
metal  or  asbestos  board.  If  asbestos  board  is  used,  it  must  be  at  least  one-eighth  of 
an  inch  in  thickness,  must  be  neatly  put  on,  and  firmly  secured  in  place  by  shellac  and 
tacks. 

c.  Door — The  door  must  close  against  a  rabbet,  so  as  to  be  perfectly  dust  tight. 
Strong  hinges  and  a  strong  hock  or  catch  are  required.    Glass  doors  must  be  glazed

with  hea\y  plate  glass,  not  less  than  three-sixteenths  inch  in  thickness,  and  panes 
not  to  exceed  one  foot  in  width.  A  space  of  several  inches  must  be  allowed  between 
the  fuses  and  the  door,  especially  when  glass  is  used.  This  is  necessary  to  prevent 
cracking  or  breaking  b}'-  the  severe  blow  and  intense  heat  which  may  be  produced 
under  some  conditions. 

d.  Bushings — Bushings  through  which  wires  enter  must  tightly  fit  the  holes  in 
the  box.  and  must  be  of  approved  construction. 

e.  Wires  must  tightly  fit  the  bushings,  using  tape  to  build  up  the  wire,  if  neces-- 
sary,  so  as  to  keep  out  the  dust. 

f.  Gutters — Gutters  of  panel  boards,  or  devices,  must  have  sufficient  space  to 
confine  conductors  and  be  lined  with  slate  or  marble  of  at  least  three-eighths  inch 
thickness,  or  of  metal  at  least  one-sixteenth  inch  thickness,  treated  with  an  approved 
rust  preventative. 

66.  Sockets — 

(See  No.  91.) 

a.  Sockets  of  all  kinds,  including  wall  receptacles,  must  be  constructed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  follov/ing  specifications: 

b.  Standard  Sizes — The  standard  lamp  socket  must  be  suitable  for  use  on  any 
voltage  not  exceeding  250  and  with  any  size  lamp  up  to  fifty  candle-power.  For 
lamps  larger  than  fifty  candle-power  a  standard  keyless  socket  may  be  used;  or  if 
a  key  is  required,  a  special  socket  designed  for  the  current  to  be  used  must  be  made. 
Any  special  sockets  must  follow  the  general  spirit  of  these  specifications,  and  receive 
the  approval  of  said  Department  before  placed  in  service. 

c.  Marking — The  standard  socket  must  be  plainly  marked  fifty  candle-power, 
250  volts,  and  with  either  the  manufacturer's  name  or  registered  trade-mark.  Special 
large  sockets  must  be  marked  with  the  current  and  voltage  for  which  they  are  de- 
signed. 

d.  Shell — ^letal  used  for  shells  must  be  moderately  hard,  but  not  hard  enough 
to  be  brittle,  nor  so  soft  as  to  be  easily  dented  or  knocked  out  of  place.  Brass  shells 
must  be  at  least  0.013  inch  in  thickness,  and  shells  of  any  other  metal  must  be  thick 
enough  to  give  the  same  stiffness  and  strength  of  brass. 

e.  Lining — The  inside  of  the  shells  must  be  lined  with  insulating  material,  which 
must  absolutely  prevent  the  shell  from  becoming  a  part  of  the  circuit,  even  though  the 
wires  inside  the  socket  should  start  from  their  position  under  binding  screws. 

f.  The  material  used  for  lining  must  be  at  least  one-thirty-second  of  an  inch  in 
thickness,  and  must  be  tough  and  tenacious.  It  must  not  be  injuriously  affected  by  the 
heat  from  the  largest  lamp  permitted  in  the  socket,  and  must  leave  the  water  in  which 
it  is  boiled  practically  neutral.    It  must  be  so  firmly  secured  to  the  shell  that  it  will  not 
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fall  out  with  ordinary  handling  of  the  socket.  It  is  preferable  to  have  the  lining  in  one 
piece. 

g.  Cap — Caps  Avhen  of  sheet  brass  must  be  at  least  0.013  inch  in  thickness,  and  when 
cast  or  made  of  other  metals  must  be  of  equivalent  strength.  The  inlet  piece,  except  for 
special  sockets,  must  be  tapped  and  threaded  for  ordinary  one-eighth  inch  pipe.  It 
must  contain  sufficient  metal  for  a  full,  strong  thread,  and,  when  not  of  the  same  piece 
as  the  cap,  must  be  joined  to  it  in  a  way  to  give  the  strength  of  a  single  piece. 

There  must  ba  sufficient  room  in  the  cap  to  enable  the  ordinary  wireman  to  easily 
and  quickly  make  a  knot  in  the  cord  and  push  it  into  place  in  cap  without  crowding.  All 
parts  of  the  cap  upon  which  the  knot  is  likelv  to  bear  must  be  smooth  and  well  insulated. 

h.  Frame  and  Screws — The  frame  holding  moving  parts  must  be  sufficiently  heavy 
to  give  ample  strength  and  stiffness. 

i.  Brass  pieces  containing  screw  threads  must  be  at  least  0.06  of  an  inch  in  thickness, 
j.    Binding  post  screws  must  not  be  smaller  than  No.  5  wire,  and  about  forty 

threads  per  inch. 

k.  Spacing — Points  of  opposite  polarity  must  everywhere  be  kept  not  less  than 
three-sixty-fourths  of  an  inch  apart,  unless  separated  by  a  reliable  insulation. 

1.  Connections — The  connecting  points  for  the  flexible  cord  must  be  made  to  very 
securely  grip  a  No.  16  or  No.  18,  B.  &  S.  conductor.  A  turned-up  lug,  arranged  so  that 
the  cord  may  be  gripped  between  the  screw  and  the  lug  in  such  a  way  that  it  cannot 
possibly  come  out,  is  strongly  advised. 

m.  Lamp  Holder — The  socket  must  firmly  hold  the  lamp  in  place  so  that  it  cannot 
be  easily  jarred  out,  and  must  provide  a  contact  good  enough  to  prevent  undue  heating 
with  maximum  current  allowed.  The  holding  pieces,  springs  and  the  like,  if  a  part  of 
the  circuit,  must  not  be  sufficiently  exposed  to  allow  them  to  be  brought  in  contact  with 
anything  outside  of  the  lamp  and  socket. 

n.  Base. — The  inside  parts  of  the  socket,  which  are. of  insulating  material,  except 
the  lining,  must  be  made  of  porcelain. 

o.  Key — The  socket  key  handle  must  be  of  such  a  material  that  it  will  not  soften 
from  the  heat  of  a  fifty  candle-power  lamp  hanging  downwards  in  air  at  70  degrees 
Fahrenheit  from  the  socket,  and  must  be  securely,  but  not  necessarily  rigidly,  attached 
to  the  metal  spindle  it  is  designed  to  turn. 

p.  Ceiling — All  screws  in  porcelain  pieces  which  can  be  firmly  sealed  in  place,  must 
be  so  sealed  by  a  vv^aterproof  compound  wdiich  will  not  melt  below  200  degrees  Fahren- 
heit. 

q.  Assembling — The  socket  must,  as  a  whole,  be  so  assembled  that  it  will  not 
rattle  to  pieces.   Bayonet  joints  or  equivalents  are  recommended. 
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r.  Test — The  socket  when  slowly  turned  "  on  "  and  "  off,"  at  the  rate  of  about  two 
or  three  times  per  minute,  must  "  make  "  and  "  break  "  the  circuit  6,000  times  before 
failing,  when  carrying  a  load  of  one  ampere  at  220  volts. 

s.  Keyless  Sockets — Keyless  sockets  of  all  kinds  must  comply  with  the  require- 
ments for  key  sockets  as  far  as  they  apply. 

t.  Sockets  of  Insulating  Materials — Sockets  made  of  porcelain  or  other  insulatiing 
material  must  conform  to  the  above  requirements  as  far  as  they  apply,  and  all  parts 
must  be  strong  enough  to  withstand  a  moderate  amount  of  hard  usage  without 
breaking. 

u.  Inlet  Bushings — When  the  sockets  are  not  attached  to  fixtures  the  threaded 
inlet  must  be  provided  with  a  strong  insulating  bushing  having  a  smooth  hole  of  at 
least  fifteen  sixty-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  The  corners  of  the  bushing  must 
be  rounded  and  all  inside  fins  removed,  so  that  in  no  place  will  the  cord  be  subjected  to 
the  cutting  or  wearing  action  of  a  sharp  edge. 

67.  Hanger-Boards  Series  Circuits — Hanger-boards  must  be  so  constructed  that 
all  wires  and  current-carrying  devices  thereon  shall  be  exposed  to  view,  and  thoroughly 
insulated  by  being  mounted  on  an  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  substance. 
All  switches  attached  to  the  same  must  be  so  constructed  that  they  shall  be  automatic 
in  their  action,  cutting  off  both  poles  to  the  lamp,  not  stopping  between  points  when 
started  and  preventing  an  arc  between  points  under  all  circumstances. 

68.  Arc  Lamps — 

(For  Installation  Rules  see  No.  76.) 

a.  Must  be  provided  with  reliable  stops  to  prevent  carbons  from  falling  out  in 
case  the  clamps  become  loose. 

b.  Must  be  carefully  insulated  from  the  circuit  in  all  their  exposed  parts. 

c.  Must,  for  constant-current  system,  be  provided  with  an  approved  hand  switch, 
also  an  automatic  switch  that  will  shunt  the  current  around  the  carbons,  should  they 
fail  to  feed  properly.  '  ■ 

d.  The  hand  switch  to  be  approved,  if  placed  anywhere  except  on  the  lamp  itself, 
must  comply  with  the  requirements  for  switches  on  hanger-boards  as  laid  down  in  Rule 
No.  122. 

e.  Must  be  so  constructed  that  they  will  stand  the  action  of  a  short  circuit  should 
the  carbons  fuse  together  for  an  indefinite  period  without  injuring  the  mechanism  of 
the  lamp. 

f.  Must  be  provided  with  an  automatic  cut-out  or  device  that  will  prevent  the  upper 
carbon  making  electrical  contact  with  the  bottom  carbon  holder,  or  arm  of  the  lamp,  if 
the  same  be  used  as  an  electrical  conductor. 
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69.  Spark  Arresters — 

(See  Rule  No.  76c.) 

Spark  arresters  must  so  close  the  upper  orifice  of  the  globe  that  it  will  be  impos- 
sible for  any  sparks  thrown  off  by  the  carbons  to  escape. 

70.  Insulating  Joints — 

(See  Rule  No.  90a.) 

a.  Must  be  entirely  made  of  material  that  will  resist  the  action  of  illuminating  gases, 
and  will  not  give  way  or  soften  under  the  heat  of  an  ordinary  gas  flame,  or  leak  under  a 
moderate  pressure.  They  must  be  so  arranged  that  a  deposit  of  moisture  will  not 
destroy  the  insulating  effect,  and  must  have  an  insulating  resistance  of  at  least  250,000 
ohms  between  the  gas-pipe  attachments,  and  be  sufficiently  strong  to  resist  the  strain 
they  will  be  liable  to  be  subjected  to  in  being  installed. 

b.  Insulating  joints  having  soft  rubber  in  their  construction  will  not  be  approved. 

71.  Resistance  Boxes  and  Equalizers — 

(See  Rule  No.  59.) 

a.  Must  be  equipped  with  metal,  or  other  incombustible  frames. 

Note — The  word  "  frame  "  in  this  section  relates  to  the  entire  case  and  surround- 
ings of  the  rheostat,  and  not  alone  to  the  upholding  supports. 

b.  Connecting  terminals  on  resistance  boxes  and  equalizers"  carrying  a  current  in 
excess  of  twent3^-five  amperes,  must  be  provided  with  suitable  connecting  lugs  into  which 
leads  can  be  soldered ;  these  lugs  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  take  stranded  conductors 
based  on  the  total  output  of  the  resistance  box  and  equalizers,  the  conductors  being  based 
on  carrying  capacity  prescribed  in  the  rules  for  rubber-covered  conductors. 

72.  Reactive  Coils  and  Condensers — a.  Reactive  coils  must  be  made  of  incombustible 
material,  mounted  on  incombustible  bases  and  treated,  in  general,  like  sources  of  heat. 

b.  Condensers  must  be  treated  like  apparatus  operating  with  equivalent  voltage  and 
currents.  They  must  have  incombustible  cases  and  supports,  and  be  isolated  from  all 
combustible  materials,  and,  in  general,  treated  like  sources  of  heat. 

73.  Transformers — 

(See  Rules  Nos.  66,  68,  100.) 

a.  Must  not  be  placed  in  any  but  metallic  or  other  incombustible  cases. 

b.  Must  be  constructed  to  comply  with  the  following  tests : 

1,  Must  be  run  for  eight  consecutive  hours  at  full  load  in  watts  under  conditions  of 
service,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  rise  in  temperature,  as  measured  by  the  increase 
of  resistance  of  the  primary  coil,  must  not  exceed  135  degrees  F. 

2.  The  insulation  of  transformers  when  heated  must  withstand  continuously  for 
five  minutes  a  difference  of  potential  of  10,000  volts  (alternating)  between  primary  and 
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secondary  coils,  and  between  the  primary  coils  and  core,  and  a  no-load  "  run  "  at  double 
voltage  for  thirty  minutes. 

74.  Lightning  Arresters — 

(See  Rule  No.  60.) 

Must  be  mounted  on  incombustible  bases,  and  must  be  so  constructed  as  not  to 
maintain  an  arc  after  the  discharge  has  passed  and  must  have  no  moving  parts. 

Class  E. — Miscellaneous. 

75.  Signaling  System? — Governing  wiring  for  telephone,  telegraph,  district  mes- 
senger and  call-bell  circuits,  fire  and  burglar  alarms,  and  all  similar  systems. 

a.  Outside  wires  must  be  run  in  underground  ducts  or  strung  on  poles  and,  as 
far  as  possible,  kept  off  of  buildings,  and  must  not  be  placed  on  the  same  cross-arm 
with  electric  light  or  power  wires. 

b.  All  aerial  conductors  and  underground  conductors  which  are  directly  connected 
to  aerial  wires  must  be  provided  with  some  approved  protective  device,  which  must 
be  located  as  near  their  point  of  entrance  to  the  building  as  possible,  and  not  less 
than  six  inches  from  curtains  and  other  inflammable  material. 

c.  If  the  protector  is  placed  inside  of  building,  wires,  from  outside  support  to 
binding-posts  of  protector,  must  comply  with  the  following  requirements: 

Must  be  of  copper  and  not  smaller  than  No.  16  B.  &  S.  gauge. 

Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering.    (See  No.  108.) 

Must  have  drip  loops  in  each  wire  immediately  outside  the  building. 

Must  enter  buildings  through  separate  holes  sloping  upward  from  the  outside; 
when  practicable,  holes  to  be  bushed  with  non-absorptive,  incombustible  insulating 
tubes  extending  through  their  entire  length.  Where  tubing  is  not  practicable,  the 
wires  must  be  wrapped  with  two  layers  of  insulating  tape. 

Must  be  supported  on  porcelain  insulators,  so  that  they  will  not  come  in  contact 
with  anything  other  than  their  designed  supports. 

A  separation  between  wires  of  at  least  two  and  one-half  inches  must  be  main- 
tained. 

Note — I-n  case  of  crosses  these  wires  may  become  a  part  of  a  high-voltage  cir- 
cuit, so  that  similar  care  to  that  given  high-voltage  circuits  is  needed  in  placing  them: 
Reliable  porcelain  bushings  at  the  entrance  holes  are  desirable,  and  are  only  waived 
under  adverse  conditions  because  the  state  of  the  art  in  this  type  of  wiring  makes 
an  absolute  requirement  inadvisable, 

d.  The  ground  wire  of  the  protective  device  must  be  run  in  accordance  with  ths 
following  requirements: 

Must  be  of  copper,  and  not  smaller  than  No.  16  B,  &  S. 

Must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering  (see  No.  108).  ^ 
44 
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Must  run  in  as  straight  a  line  as  possible  to  a  good,  permanent  ground,  to  be 
made  by  connecting  to  water  or  gas  pipe,  preferably  water  pipe.  If  gas  pipe  is  used, 
the  connection,  in  all  cases,  must  be  made  between  the  meter  and  service  pipes.  In 
the  absence  of  other  good  ground,  the  ground  must  be  made  by  means  of  a  metallic 
plate  or  bunch  of  wires  buried  in  permanently  moist  earth. 

Note — In  attaching  a  ground  wire  to  a  pipe,  it  is  often  difficult  to  make  a  thor- 
oughly reliable  solder  joint.  It  is  better,  therefore,  where  possible,  to  carefully 
solder  the  wire  to  a  brass  plug,  which  may  then  be  firmly  screwed  into  a  pipe  fitting. 

Where  such  joints  are  made  under  ground,  they  must  be  thoroughly  painted  and 
taped,  to  prevent  corrosion. 

e.  The  protector  to  be  approved  must  comply  with  the  following  requirements: 
Must  be  mounted  on  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  bases,  so  designed 

that  when  the  protector  is  in  place,  all  parts  which  may  be  alive,  will  be  thoroughly 
insulated  from  the  wall  holding  the  protector. 
Must  have  the  following  parts: 

A  lightning  arrester  which  will  operate  with  a  difference  of  potential  between 
wires  of  not  over  500  volts,  and  so  arranged  that  the  chance  of  accidental  grounding 
is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

A  fuse  designed  to  open  the  circuit  in  case  the  wires  become  crossed  with  light 
or  power  circuits.  The  fuse  must  be  able  to  open  the  circuit  without  arcing  or 
serious  flashing  when  crossed  with  any  orinary  commercial  light  or  power  circuit. 

A  heat  coil,  if  the  sensitiveness  of  the  instrument  demands  it,  which  will  operate 
before  a  sneak  current  can  damage  the  instrument  the  protector  is  guarding. 

Note. — Heat  coils  are  necessary  in  all  circuits  normally  closed  through  magnet 
windings,  which  cannot  indefinitely  carry  a  current  of  at  least  five  amperes. 

The  heat  coil  is  designed  to  warm  up  and  melt  out  with  a  current  large  enough 
to  endanger  the  instruments  if  continued  for  a  long  time,  but  so  small  that  it  would 
not  blow  the^fuses  ordinarily  found  necessary  for  such  instruments.  These  smaller 
currents  are  often  called  "sneak"  currents. 

The  fuses  must  be  so  placed  as  to  protect  the  arrester  and  heat  coils,  and  the 
protector'  termirlals  must  be  plainly  marked  "line,"  "instrument,"  "ground." 

f.  Wires  beyond  the  protector,  except  where  bunched,  must  be  neatly  arranged 
and  securely  fastened  in  place  in  any  convenient,  workmanlike  manner.  They  must 
not  come  nearer  than  six  inches  to  any  electric  light  or  power  wire  in  the  building 
unless  incased  in  approved  tubing  so  secured  as  to  prevent  its  slipping  out  of  place. 

Note. — The  wires  would  ordinarily  be  insulated,  but  the  kind  of  insulation  is  not 
specified,  as  the  protector  is  relied  upon  to  stop  all  dangerous  currents.  Porcelain 
tubing  or  circular  loom  conduit  may  be  used  for  incasing  wires  where  required  as 
above. 
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g.  Wires  connected  with  outside  circuits,  where  bunched  together  within  any 
building,  or  inside  wires  where  laid  in  conduits  or  ducts  with  electric  light  or  power 
wires,  must  have  fire-resisting  coverings,  or  else  must  be  inclosed  in  an  air-tight 
tube  or  duct. 

Note. — It  is  feared  that  if  a  burnable  insulation  were  used,  a  chance  spark  might 
ignite  it  and  cause  a  serious  fire,  for  many  installations  contain  a  large  amount  of 
very  readily  burnable  matter. 

h.  No  system  of  electrical  signaling  will  be  permitted  where  current  is  taken 
from  electric  power  or  lighting  circuits,  unless  special  permission,  in  writing,  is  first 
obtained  from  this  Department. 

76.  Electric  Gas  Lighting — Where  electric  gas  lighting  is  to  be  used  on  the  same 
fixture  with  the  electric  light: 

a.  No  part  of  the  gas-piping  or  fixture  shall  be  in  electric  connection  with  the 
gas-lighting  circuit. 

b.  The  wires  used  with  the  fixtures  must  have  a  non-inflammable  insulation,  or, 
where  concealed  between  the  pipe  and  shell  of  the  fixture,  the  insulation  must  be 
such  as  required  for  fixture  wiring  for  the  electric  light. 

c.  The  whole  installation  must  test  free  from  "grounds." 

d.  The  two  installations  must  test  perfectly  free  from  connection  with  each  other. 

77.  Insulation  Resistance — The  wiring  in  any  building  must  test  free  from  grounds, 
i.  e.,  the  complete  installation  must  have  an  insulation  between  conductors  and  between 
all  conductors  and  the  ground  (not  including  attachments,  sockets,  receptacles,  etc.)  of 
not  less  than  the  following :

Ail  cut-outs  and  safety  devices  in  place  in  the  above. 

Where  lamp  sockets,  receptacles  and  electroliers,  etc.,  arc  connected,  one-half  of  the 
above  wiil  be  required. 

78.  Soldering  Fluid — The  following  formula  for  soldering  fluid  is  suggested : 

Saturated  solution  of  zinc   5  parts 

Alcohol   •   4  " 

Glycerine    i  part 
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Class  F. — Marine  Work. 

79.  Generators— a.  Must  be  located  in  a  dry  place. 

b.  Must  have  their  frames  insulated  from  their  bed  plates. 

c.  Must  each  be  provided  with  a  waterproof  cover. 

d.  Must  each  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the  capacity 
in  volts  and  amperes,  and  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute. 

80.  Wires — a.  Must  be  supported  in  approved  moulding  or  conduit,  except  at 
switch-boards  and  portables. 

Note. — Special  permission  may  be  given  for  deviation  from  this  rule  in  dynamo 
rooms. 

b.  Must  have  no  single  wire  larger  than  No.  12  B.  &  S.  Wires  to  be  stranded 
when  greater  carrying  capacity  is  required.  No  single  solid  wire  smaller  than  No.  14 
B.  &  S.,  except  in  fixture  wiring  to  be  used. 

Note. — Stranded  wires  must  be  soldered  before  being  fastened  under  clamps  or 
binding  screws,  and  when  they  have  a  conductivity  greater  than  No.  10  B.  &  S.  copper 
wire  they  must  be  .soldered  into  lugs. 

c.  Splices  and  taps  in  conductors  must  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible.  Where  it  is 
necessary  to  make  them,  they  must  be  so  spliced  or  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically 
and  electrically  secure  without  solder.  They  must  then  be  soldered,  to  insure  preserva- 
tion, covered  with  an  insulating  compound  equal  to  the  insulation  of  the  wire,  and 
further  protected  by  a  waterproof  tape.  The  joint  must  then  be  coated  or  painted  with 
a  waterproof  compound. 

For  moulding  work : 

d.  Must  have  an  approved  insulating  covering. 

Note — The  insulation  for  conductors,  to  be  approved,  must  be  at  least  3.32  of  an 
inch  in  thickness,  and  be  covered  with  a  substantial  waterproof  and  flame-proof  braid. 

The  physical  characteristics  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  change  in  temperature  up 
to  200  degrees  F.  After  two  weeks'  submersion  in  salt  water  at  70  degrees  F.,  it  must 
show  an  insulation  resistance  of  one  m.egohm  per  mile,  after  three  minutes'  electrification 
with  550  volts. 

e.  Must  have,  when  passing  through  water-tight  bulkheads  and  through  all  decks, 
a  metallic  stuffing  tube  lined  with  hard  rubber.  In  case  of  deck-tubes,  they  shall  be  boxed 
near  deck  to  prevent  mechanical  injury. 

f.  Must  be  bushed  with  hard-rubber  tubing,  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness  when 
passing  through  beams  and  non-water-tight  bulkheads. 
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For  conduit  work : 

g.  Must  have  an  approved  insulating  covering. 

Note — The  insulation  for  conductors  for  use  in  lined  conduits,  to  be  approved,  must 
be  at  least  3.32  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  be  covered  with  a  substantial  waterproof 
and  flame-proof  braid.  The  physical  characteristics  must  not  be  affected  by  any  change 
in  temperature  up  to  200  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

After  two  weeks'  submersion  in  salt  water,  at  70  degrees  F.,  it  must  show  an  insula- 
tion resistance  of  one  megohm  per  mile,  after  three  minutes'  electrification  with  550  volts. 

For  unlined  metal  conduits,  conductors  must  conform  to  the  specifications  given  for 
lined  conduits,  and  in  addition  have  a  second  outer  fibrous  covering  at  least  one  thirty- 
second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of 
being  hauled  through  the  metal  conduit. 

h.  Must  not  be  drawn  in  until  the  mechanical  work  on  the  conduit  is  completed  and 
same  is  in  place. 

i.  Where  run  through  coal-bunkers,  boiler-rooms,  and  where  they  are  exposed  to 
severe  mechanical  injury,  must  be  incased  in  approved  conduit. 

81.  Portable  Conductors — Must  be  made  of  two  stranded  conductors,  each  having 
a  carrying  capacity  equivalent  to  not  less  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  wire,  and  each  covered  with 
an  approved  insulation  and  covering. 

Note — Where  not  exposed  to  moisture  or  severe  mechanical  injury,  each  stranded 
conductor  must  have  a  solid  insulation  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness, 
and  must  show  an  insulation  resistance  between  conductors,  and  between  either  conductor 
and  the  ground,  of  at  least  one  megohm  per  mile  after  one  week's  submersion  in  water 
at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  after  three  minutes'  electrification  with  550  volts,  and  be 
protected  by  a  slow-burning,  tough-braided  outer  covering. 

Where  exposed  to  moisture  and  mechanical  injury — as  for  use  on  decks,  holds  and 
fire-rooms — each  stranded  conductor  must  have  a  solid  insulation,  to  be  approved,  of  at 
least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  protected  by  a  tough  braid.  The  two 
conductors  must  then  be  stranded  together,  using  a  jute  filling.  The  whole  must  then 
be  covered  with  a  layer  of  flax,  either  woven  or  braided,  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an 
inch  in  thickness,  and  treated  with  a  non-inflammable,  water-proof  compound.  After 
one  week's  submersion  in  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit,  at  550  volts  and  a  three  min- 
utes' electrification,  must  show  an  insulation  between  the  two  conductors,  or  between 
either  conductor  and  the  ground,  of  one  megohm  per  mile. 

82.  Bell  or  Other  Wires— Must  never  be  run  in  same  duct  with  lighting  or  power 
wires.

84.  Switchboards — a.  Must  be  made  of  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating 
material,  such  as  marble  or  slate. 

b.  Must  be  kept  free  from  moisture,  and  must  be  located  so  as  to  be  accessible  from 
all  sides. 

c.  Must  have  a  main  switch,  main  cut-out  and  ammeter  for  each  generator. 

d.  Must  have  a  cut-out  and  switch  for  each  side  of  each  circuit  leading  from  board. 

85.  Resistance  Boxes — a.  Must  be  made  of  incombustible  material. 

b.  Must  be  located  on  switch-board  or  away  from  combustible  material.  When  not 
placed  on  switch-board  they  must  be  mounted  on  non-inflammable,  non-absorptive  insu- 
lating material. 

c.  Must  be  so  constructed  as  to  allow  sufficient  ventilation  for  the  uses  to  which 
they  are  put. 

86.  Switches — a.  Must  have  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  bases. 

b.  Must  operate  successfully  at  fifty  per  cent,  overload  in  amperes  with,  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  excess  voltage  under  the  most  severe  conditions  they  are  liable  to  nreet 
with  in  practice,  and  must  be  plainly  marked  where  it  will  always  be  visible,  with  the 
name  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and  voltage  for  which  the  switch  is  designed. 
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c.  Must  be  double-pole  when  circuits  which  they  control  supply  more  than  six 
sixteen-candle-power  lamps  or  their  equivalent. 

d.  When  exposed  to  dampness,  they  must  be  inclosed  in  a  water-tight  case. 

e.  Must  be  of  the  knife  pattern  when  located  on  switchboard. 

f.  Must  be  provided  so  that  each  freight  compartment  may  be  separately  controlled. 

87.  Cut-outs — a.  Must  have  incombustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  bases. 

^).  Must  operate  successfully,  under  the  most  severe  conditions  they  are  liable  to 
meet  with  in  practice,  on  short  circuit  with  fuse  rated  at  fifty  per  cent,  above,  and  with 
a  voltage  twenty-five  per  cent,  above  the  current  and  voltage  they  are  designed  for, 
.and  must  be  plainly  marked  where  they  will  always  be  visible  with  the  name  of  the 
maker  and  current  and  voltage  for  which  the  device  is  designed. 

c.  Must  be  placed  at  every  point  where  a  change  is  made  in  the  size  of  the  wire 
(unless  the  cut-out  in  the  larger  wire  will  protect  the  smaller). 

d.  In  places  such  as  upper  decks,  holds,  cargo  spaces  and  fire-rooms  a  water-tight 
and  fireproof  cut-out  may  be  used,  connecting  directly  to  mains  when  such  cut-out 
supplies  circuits  requiring  not  more  than  660  watts  energy. 

e.  When  placed  anywhere  except  on  switchboards  and  certain  places,  as  cargo 
spaces,  holds,  firc-rooms,  etc.,  where  it  is  impossible  to  run  from  centre  of  distribution, 
they  must  be  in  a  cabinet  lined  with  fire-resisting  material. 

f.  Except  for  motors,  search-lights  and  diving  lamps  must  be  so  placed  that  no 
group  of  lamps  requiring  a  current  of  more  than  six  amperes,  shall  ultimately  be 
dependent  upon  one  cut-out. 

Note. — A  single-covered  cut-out  may  be  placed  in  the  moulding  when  same  con- 
tains conductor  supplying  circuits  requiring  not  more  than  220  watts  energy. 

88.  Fixtures — a.  Must  be  mounted  on  blocks  made  from  well  seasoned  lumber 
treated  with  two  coats  of  white  lead  or  shellac. 

b.  Where  exposed  to  dampness,  the  lamp  must  be  surrounded  by  a  vaporproof 
globe. 

c.  Where  exposed  to  mechanical  injury,  the  lamp  must  be  surrounded  by  a  globe 
protected  by  a  stout  wire  guard. 

d.  Must  be  wired  with  same  grade  of  insulation  as  portable  conductors  which  are 
not  exposed  to  moisture  or  mechanical  injury. 

e.  Ceiling  fixtures  over  two  feet  in  length  must  be  provided  with  stay  chains. 

89.  Sockets — No  portion  of  the  lamp  socket  or  lamp  base  exposed  to  contact  with 
outside  objects  shall  be  allowed  to  come  into  electrical  contact  with  either  of  the 
conductors. 

90.  Wooden  Mouldings— a.  Must  be  made  of  well-seasoned  lumber,  and  be  treated 
inside  and  out  with  at  least  two  coats  of  white  lead  or  shellac. 
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b.  Must  be  made  of  two  pieces,  a  backing  and  a  capping,  so  constructed  as  to 
thoroughly  incase  the  wire  and  provide  a  ^-inch  tongue  between  the  conductors,  and  a 
solid  backing  which,  under  grooves,  must  not  be  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch 
in  thickness. 

c.  Where  moulding  is  run  over  rivets,  beams,  etc.,  a  backing-strip  must  first  be  put 
up  and  the  moulding  secured  to  this. 

d.  Capping  must  be  secured  by  brass  screws. 

91.  Interior  Conduits — 

Note. — The  object  of  a  tube  or  conduit  is  to  facilitate  the  insertion  or  extraction  of 
the  conductors,  to  protect  them  from  mechanical  injury,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  from 
moisture.  Tubes  or  conduits  are  to  be  considered  merely  as  raceways,  and  are  not  to 
be  relied  upon  for  insulation  between  wire  and  wire,  or  betwen  the  wire  and  the 
ground. 

a.  No  conduit  having  an  internal  diameter  of  less  than  five-eighths  of  an  inch 
shall  be  used. 

b.  Must  be  continuous  from  one  junction-box  to  another  or  to  fixtures,  and 
the  conduit  tube  must  properly  enter  all  fittings. 

c.  Must  be  first  installed  as  a  complete  conduit  system,  without  the  conductors. 

d.  Must  be  equipped  at  every  point  with  an  approved  outlet-box. 

92.  Motors — a.  Must  be  wired  under  the  same  precautions  as  with  a  current  of 
same  volume  and  potential  for  lighting.  The  motor  and  resistance-box  must  be 
protected  by  a  double-pole  cut-out  and  controlled  by  a  double-pole  switch,  except 
in  cases  where  one-quarter  horse-power  or  less  is  used. 

Note. — The  leads  or  branch  circuits  must  be  designed  to  carry  a  current  at  least 
50  per  cent,  greater  than  that  required  by  the  rated  capacity  of  the  motor  to  provide 
for  the  inevitable  overloading  of  the  motor  at  times. 

b.  Must  be  thoroughly  insulated.  Where  possible,  must  be  set  on  base  frames 
made  from  filled,  hard,  dry  wood  and  raised  above  surrounding  deck.  On  hoists  and 
winches  they  must  be  insulated  from  bed-plates  by  hard  rubber,  fibre  or  similar  in- 
sulating material. 

c.  Must  be  covered  with  a  water-proof  cover  when  not  in  use. 

d.  Must  each  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the 
capacity  in  volts  and  amperes  and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute. 

93.  Insulation  Resistance — The  wiring  in  any  vessel  must  test  free  from  grounds, 
i.  e.,  the  complete  installation  must  have  an  insulation  between  conductors  and  be- 
tween all  conductors  and  the  ground  (not  including  attachments,  sockets,  recep- 
tacles, etc.)  of  not  less  than  the  following:

Where  lamp  sockets,  receptacles  and  electroliers,  etc.,  are  connected,  one-half  of 
the  above  will  be  required. 

94.  Whenever,  upon  inspection,  the  wiring  in  a  building  is  found  to  be  defective 
and  dangerous,  the  owner  thereof,  or  parties  interested,  must  immediately  make  such 
repairs  as  may  be  necessary  to  place  the  installation  in  a  safe  condition,  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  Department. 

Scope  and  Construction  of  the  Foregoing  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Penalties  for 

Violation  Thereof. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  and  be  considered  to  contain  pre- 
sumptively all  m.unicipal  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  subject  matter  in  force 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  all  other  ordinances  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed,  but  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  retroactive  in  any  way;  and 
any  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  so  far  as  substantially  the  same  as  ordinances  exist- 
ing at  the  time  this  general  ordinance  takes  effect,  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuance 
of  such  ordinances,  modified  or  amended  according  to  the  language  employed  in  the 
foregoing  ordinance,  and  not  as  new  enactments. 

The  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  or  regulations  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and 
shall  subject  the  person  or  corporation  committing  the  same  to  the  penalties  pre- 
scribed in  "  The  Greater  New  York  Charter,  Chapter  466,  Laws  of  1901,"  or  in  the 
absence  of  a  specific  penalty  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  be  punishable  as 
such.

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York : 

Your  petitioners,  owners  or  occupants  of  property  fronting  on  East  Seventy-sixth 
street,  respectively  represent :  - 

That  The  City  of  New  York  is  now  engaged  in  grading  the  Exterior  street,  be- 
tween Seventy-fourth  and  Seventy-eighth  streets,  and  that  the  grade  of  the  flew  street 
is  about  four  feet  below  that  of  East  Seventy-sixth  street,  where  the  two  streets  inter- 
sect. 

That  when  this  grade  was  fixed  for  Exterior  street,  it  made  some  change  of  grade 
in  the  roadway  of  East  Seventy-sixth  street  necessar}^ 

That  before  this  grade  of  Exterior  street  was  fixed  the  grade  of  Seventy-sixth 
street  had  been  for  many  years  established  by  lawful  authority  as  it  now  is,  and  the 
street  had  been  paved  and  the  sidewalks  and  curbs  setj  and  buildings  erected  in  con- 
formity with  such  established  grade.  The  Farmers'  Feed  Company  had  erected  in 
particular  a  large  manufacturing  establishment  on  the  south  side  of  Seventy-sixth 
street,  and  the  East  Side  House  Settlement  had  erected  a  brick  building  for  library 
purposes  adjoining  thereto,  and  a  retaining-wall  extending  from  the  easterly  wall 
of  said  library  building  to  the  westerly  side  of  Exterior  street.  A  large  part  of  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  said  last-mentioned  buildings  and  of  said  retaining-wall  is  near  to 
or  directly  upon  the  solid  rock.  To  make  the  same  conform  to  the  new  grade  of  the 
roadway  in  Seventy-sixth  street,  and  to  remove  the  rock  to  the  house-line,  would  in- 
volve a  good  deal  of  blasting,  which  would  not  only  be  expensive  to  the  City, 
but  would  almost  inevitably  injure  the  buildings  before  mentioned,  and  might  and 
would  break  down  altogether  the  retaining  wall  before  mentioned  and  also  the  stoops 
of  said  buildings.  This  injury  would  involve  the  City  in  much  expense,  and  would  be 
the  cause  of  great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  the  many  thousands  of  persons  who 
use  the  said  Library  building  and  the  said  Settlement  House  and  the  said  factory. 
The  said  Library  building  is  now  operated  and  managed  by  the  New  York  Public 
Library,  at  the  expense  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

That  it  would  cause  no  inconvenience  to  the  general  public  to  all'ow  the.  stoop  in 
front  of  the  East  Side  House  Settlement  building,  and  that  in  front  of  the  Library 
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building,  and  said  retaining  wall,  to  remain  as  they  now  are.  They  are  within  the 
courtyard  line,  and  there  is  ample  width  of  sidewalk  between  them  and  the  curb  to 
allow  all  the  passing  to  and  fro  that  ever  takes  place  in  said  street,  or  that  is  ever  likely 
to  take  place  therem. 

The  East  Side  House  building  is  erected  on  the  top  of  the  bank.  The  north  front 
of  this  is  terraced  to  the  retaining  wall,  and  the  whole  building  and  terrace,  which  is 
covered  with  grass,  are  an  ornament  to  that  part  of  the  City.  It  is  a  great  convenience 
to  the  many  thousands  of  persons  using  the  East  Side  House  building,  and  the  assembly 
room,  kindergarten,  day  nursery,  and  other  rooms  therein,  to  have  the  stoop  and  the 
path  therefrom  to  the  front  of  the  building  remain  as  they  now  are. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Honorable  Board  would  adopt  a  reso- 
lution allowing  the  East  Side  House  Settlement  to  maintain  and  erect  retaining  walls 
and  stoops  in  front  of  its  property  on  the  .south  side  of  East  Seventy-sixth  street,  Bor- 
ough of  Manhattan,  for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (138)  feet  extend- 
ing westerly  from  the  west  line  of  Exterior  street,  such  walls  and  stoops  to  be  sub- 
stantially as  they  now  arc,  and  within  four  feet  of  the  building  line.

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  message  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor: 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  an  ordinance  passed  by 
you  on  Tuesday  last,  November  22,  1904,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  in  relation  to 
bicycle  races,  and  other  tests  of  speed  or  endurance  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

The  ground  upon  which  I  base  my  disapproval  is  that  this  ordinance  consti- 
tutes an  unwarrantable  interference  with  the-  ordinary  exercise  of  personal  rights  of 
citizens  in  this  City.  It  is  very  broad  in  its  character  and  terms,  and  embraces  so 
many  subjects  and  constitutes  such  a  general  range  of  restriction  upon  the  actions 
of  individuals,  that  I  am  convinced  the  full  effect  of  it  could  not  have  been  brought 
to  your  knowledge  at  the  time  you  passed  it. 

Aside  from  the  consideration  that  it  would  add,  in  its  practical  working,  a  large 
and  unnecessary  burden  to  the  already  heavily  taxed  Police  and  Health  Depart- 
ments of  this  City,  it  purports  to  protect  the  public  health  in  matters  that  are  now 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  competent  authorities.    It  is,  therefore,  unnecessary.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  after  a  public  hearing  held  thereon,  at  which 
all  present  and  interested  spoke  in  favor  thereof,  it  is  recommended  that  the  said 
ordinance  be  amended  in  the  following  particulars:  By  striking  therefrom  the  word 
"  skill  "  wherever  it  may  appear  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "  proprietor  "  in  the 
first  line  of  section  4,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  owner." 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance,  as  so  amended,  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  bicycle  races  and  other  contests  of  [skill,]  speed  or 
endurance  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Hereafter,  in  any  bicycle  race,  or  other  contest  of  [skill,]  speed  or 
endurance  held  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  wherein  one  or  more 
persons  shall  be  a  contestant  or  contestants,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  contestant 
to  continue  in  any  such  race  or  contest  for  a  longer  time  than  three  hours  during 
any  twenty-four  hours.  Further,  no  such  race  or  other  contest  shall  be  held  except- 
ing between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  11  o'clock  p.  m. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Commissioner  to  assign  to  the  place 
in  which  any  such  race  or  other  contest  is  to  be  held  an  Inspector  or  Inspectors,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  better  enforcement  of  such  statutes  bearing  upon  the  question 
of  the  unlawful  use  of  drugs,  which,  in  such  event,  may  be  employed  for  the  con- 
tinuation or  success  of  such  undertaking.  A  report  of  such  Inspector  or  Inspectors 
shall  be  filled  in,  and  made  part  of  the  record  of,  the  Health  Department. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  assign  to  the  place  in 
which  any  such  race  or  other  contest  is  to  be  held,  an  Officer  or  Ofificers,  for  the 
purpose  of  properly  computing  the  time  of  each  contestant  while  engaged  in  any 
such  race  or  other  contest.  A  report  of  such  Officer  or  Officers  shall  be  filed  in,  and 
made  part  of  the  record  of,  the  Police  Department. 

Sec.  4.  The  owner,  [proprietor,]  occupant  or  lessee  of  the  place  where  such  race  or 
other  contest  takes  place,  consenting  to,  allowing  or  permitting  any  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  by  any  Magistrate,  either  upon  confession  or  by  competent  testi- 
mony, shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  in  default 
of  the  payment  of  such  fine  shall  be  committed  to  the  City  Prison  until  the  same  be 
paid;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  thirty  days.  The  manager  or  super- 
intendent of  such  race  or  other  contest  consenting  to,  allowing  or  permitting  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  likewise  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  the  fine  and  conditions  herein  imposed.

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Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  former  municipal  and  public 
corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

If  cemeteries  are  to  be  permitted,  let  their  location  be  sought  far  east,  to  areas 
where  a  cosmopolitan  development  is  not  destined  within  a  generation  to  fix  itself. 

Ours  is  a  home  community,  bordering  directly  upon  the  easterly  boundary  line  of 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

The  proposed  site  is  in  close  proximity  of  the  Spring  Creek  Pumping  Station, 
which  furnishes  in  part  the  water  supply  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  said  application  shall  not  be  granted.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  New  York  City : 

Gentlemen — We,  the  undersigned,  have  been  appointed  as  a  committee  by  the  Red 
Cross  Life  Savers  organization  to  respectfully  beg  you  to  grant  us  permission  to  hold 
our  semi-monthly  evening  meetings  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  any  public  building  located 
in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

Our  organization  has  been  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  such  assistance 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  matter  of  rescue  and  resuscitation  of  any  person  or  persons 
whose  life  or  lives  may  be  in  danger  from  any  cause,  and  particularly  those  in  danger 
of  drowning,  and  to  teach  and  cause  to  be  taught  the  art  of  swimming  and  method  of 
resuscitation  at  the  different  water  resorts  in  and  around  New  York  and  also  at  the  free 
floating  baths. 

During  the  season  just  passed  we  have  had  members  stationed  at  the  free  floating 
baths  for  this  purpose  as  well  as  at  the  water  resorts.  The  majority  of  our  members 
have  graduated  from  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  have  received  diplomas  from  the  same 
authorizing  them  to  render  first  aid  to  the  injured. 

We  have  also  had  members  stationed  at  the  camp  of  the  American  Volunteer  Cadets 
at  Sea  Cliff,  L.  L,  during  the  summer  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  cadets  to  swim 
and  also  to  protect  them  from  any  accident  during  the  bathing  hours.  For  this  service 
we  have  received  the  indorsement  of  the  gentlemen  in  charge  of  the  American  Volun- 
teer Cadets. 

We  have  also  been  honored  with  the  indorsement  of  Miss  Clara  Barton  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society,  who  endowed  us  with  our  incorporated  name. 

All  our  services  are  rendered  voluntarily. 

From  this  you  will  see  at  once  that  anything  which  you  may  see  fit  to  do  for  us  in 
the  aforementioned  matter  will  be  in  a  humane  cause. 

At  present  we  are  paying  upwards  of  $100  per  year,  for  our  meeting  rooms,  which 
money  we  could  invest  in  a  much  better  way  by  the  purchase  of  life-saving  parapher- 
nalia with  which  to  extend  our  work. 

Should  it  be  found  necessary  to  present  this  plea  before  your  Honorable  Board  in 
person,  the  chairman  of  this  committee  would  be  pleased  to  obey  your  command.

Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  City: 

Gentlemen — I  w^ould  respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  of  the  Appropria- 
tion for  Rents  for  the  Tenement  House  Department  for  the  year  1904  be  transferred 
to  the  Appropriation  for  Salaries,  this  amount  not  being  needed  for  rents  and  being 
needed  for  the  account  of  salaries. 

I  would  further  respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  of  the  Appropriation 
for  Supplies  and  Contingencies  for  the  Tenement  House  Department  for  the  year  1904 
be  transferred  to  the  Appropriation  for  Salaries,  this  amount  not  being  needed  for  sup- 
plies and  contingencies  and  being  needed  for  the  account  of  salaries.

AN  ORDINANCE  granting  permission  to  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons  to  lay,  maintain 
and  operate  one  spur  railroad  track  across  Thirty-seventh  street,  between 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  avenues,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  approves  of  and  concurs  in  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  Novem- 
ber 18,  1904.  granting  permission  to  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons  to  lay,  maintain  and  operate 
one  spur  railroad  track  across  Thirty-seventh  street,  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth 
avenues,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  therein  con- 
tained, to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  consent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  given  to  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons  to  lay,  maintain  and  operate  a  single 
spur  railroad  track  across  Thirty-seventh  street,  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  avenues, 
in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  as  shown  and  indicated  upon  a  map  marked  "  Map  show- 
ing proposed  track  crossing  West  Thirty-seventh  street,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
City  of  New  York,  to  accompany  the  application  of  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons  for  the  right  to 
construct  and  operate  same."  Note. — Track  for  which  application  is  made  shown  by  red 
lines.  Dated  October  11,  1904,  and  signed  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons,  by  Howard  L.  Sills  for 
the  firm.  Copy  of  which  map  is  annexed  hereto  and  which  is  made  a  part  hereof,  upon 
the  following  terms  and  conditions: 
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First— Such  consent  shall  be  for  a  term  of  fifteen  (15)  years  from  the  date  when 
this  consent  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  for  ten  (10)  years; 
provided,  however,  that  The  City  of  New  York,  acting  through  either  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  or  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  may  cancel  such  consent  upon 
one  year's  notice  in  writing. 

Second— The  said  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons,  their  successor  or  assigns,  shall  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York  the  following  sums  of  money : 

During  the  first  five  years  the  annual  sum  of   $63  00 

During  the  second  five  years  the  annual  sum  of   66  00 

During  the  third  five  years  the  annual  sum  of   70  00 


Such  sums  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York  on  November  1 
in  each  year;  provided,  however,  that  the  first  payment  shall  be  only  that  proportion 
of  $63  as  the  time  between  the  approval  of  this  consent  and  November  i  following 
shall  bear  to  the  whole  of  one  year. 

Third — The  terms  for  the  renewal  term  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  six  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  third  term  of  five  years 
as  above,  and  shall  not  in  any  event  be  less  than  the  amount  fixed  as  the  sum  to  be 
paid  annually  during  the  third  term  of  five  years  as  above,  and  no  renewal  of  this  con- 
sent shall  provide  for  a  further  renewal. 

Fourth — Upon  the  revocation  or  termination  of  this  consent  the  said  firm,  its 
successor  or  assigns,  shall  forthwith  remove  the  plant  and  property,  with  its  appur- 
tenances, from  the  street,  and  the  surface  of  the  street  shall  be  restored  to  a  condition 
equal  to  that  of  the  surrounding  surface  or  pavement.  In  default  of  the  performance 
of  this  condition  by  the  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  the  proper  local  authorities 
may  cause  such  track,  property  and  plant  to  be  removed  from  the  street  aforesaid  and 
the  surface  thereof  to  be  restored  in  the  manner  above  described,  at  the  expense  of  the 
said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  and  such  expense  to  be  recovered  by  The  City  of 
New  York  by  action  or  otherwise. 

Fifth — The  consent  hereby  given  shall  not  be  assigned,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
or  leased  or  sublet  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  title  thereto  or  right,  interest  or  property 
therein,  pass  to  or  vest  in  any  other  person  or  corporation  whatsoever,  either  by  the 
acts  of  John  S.  Sills  &  Sons,  their  successor  or  assigns,  or  by  operation  of  law,  whether 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  consolidation  or  merger  of  corpora- 
tions or  otherwise,  without  the  consent  of  The  City  of  New  York,  acting  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  or  its  successor  in  authority,  evidenced  by  an  instru- 
ment under  seal,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  anywise  notwith- 
standing, and  the  granting,  giving  or  waiving  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  consents  shall 
not  render  unnecessary  any  subsequent  consent  or  consents. 
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Sixth — The  said  railroad  track  may  be  used  and  operated  by  locomotive  steam 
power  or  by  any  other  motive  power  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law,  excepting 
overhead  electrical  power. 

No  car,  motor  or  engine  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  stationary  within  the  limits 
of  Thirty-seventh  street  at  any  time,  and  no  loading  or  miloading  from  said  cars  shall 
take  place  while  the  same  are  within  the  limits  of  the  said  street. 

Seventh — The  railroad  track  constructed  under  this  consent  shall  be  maintained 
and  operated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  especially  for  no  purpose  in  connection  with  passenger 
traffic  as  commonly  understood. 

Eighth — Such  railroad  track  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  in  the 
latest  improved  manner  of  street  railroad  construction  and  operation,  and  solely  upon 
the  terms  and  according  to  the  lines  and  surveys  of  the  character  of  the  rails  and  other 
parts  of  the  construction  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 
Such  railroad  track  of  the  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  be  maintained  in 
good  and  safe  condition  throughout  the  terms  of  this  consent. 

Ninth — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New  York  who 
have  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  under  the  Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Tenth — The  said  firm,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall,  during  the  existence  of  this 
consent,  keep  in  permanent  repair  that  portion  of  the  surface  of  the  said  street  between 
the  rails  of  its  track  and  two  feet  in  width  outside  of  such  rails,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  prescribe.

My  attention  having  been  called  to  the  proceedings  of  your  Honorable  Body  with 

reference  to  report  of  Committee  on  Finance,  No.  1090,  regarding  the  purchase  of  z. 
ite^  for  a  police  station  house,  prison  and  stable  for  the  Nineteenth  Precinct,  Boroughv 
i  Manhattan,  which  report  cites  the  fact  that  there  were  two  communications  received" 
y  your  Honorable  Body  from  me,  one  asking  that  the  station  be  located  on  the  prop- 
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crty  from  Nos.  141  to  147  West  Twenty-eighth  street,  and  another  stating  that  the  site 
was  located  on  property  from  Nos.  134  to  138  West  Thirtieth  street,  and  that  no  reasons 
being  given  for  the  change  the  Committee  felt  compelled  to  make  an  adverse  report,  I 
beg  to  state : 

I  did  fn-st  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  property  occupied  by  the  numbers  from 
141  to  147  West  Twenty-eighth  street,  giving  the  price  as  approximately  fixed  by  the 
real  estate  agents  who  were  acting  for  the  owners.  This  price  was  objected  to  by  those 
in  the  Comptroller's  office  having  in  charge  such  matters  as  being  excessive.  I  there- 
upon recommended  that  the  same  be  acquired  by  condemnation  proceedings,  but  this 
it  was  objected  would  be  too  expensive.  In  the  meantime,  the  officers  in  charge  of 
real  estate  matters  in  the  Comptroller's  office,  I  was  informed,  had  secured  an  option 
on  premises  in  Thirtieth  street,  nearly  opposite  the  present  station  house,  for  a  con- 
siderably less  sum  than  that  asked  for  the  property  on  West  Twenty-eighth  street.  I 
thereupon  felt  compelled  to  make  request  for  the  purchase  of  the  Thirtieth  street  prop- 
erty. 

Both  properties  are  of  the  same  dimensions,  but  the  Thirtieth  street  property  ap- 
pears, from  facts  submitted  to  me,  to  be  some  ten  thousand  dollars  lower  in  price,  and 
the  necessity  for  a  new  station  house  in  that  precinct  is  very  great. 

I  therefore  beg  to  urge  that  your  Honorable  Body  give  this  matter  early  considera- 
tion.

Dear  Sir — Under  date  of  JNIarch  22,  1904,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  your  Honor- 
able Board,  authorizing  the  issue  of  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $20,000,  the 
proceeds  to  be  used  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  for  the  purpose  of 
making  such  repairs  and  alterations  in  the  men's  prison  of  Raymond  Street  Jail  as  he 
shall  deem  necessary  and  wise. 

On  August  9,  1904,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  James  Fay,  providing  for 
the  installation  of  plumbing  and  fixtures  for  335  cells  (leaving  48  cells  unprovided  for), 
the  amount  of  said  contract  being  $16,585,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  in  the  appro- 
priation of  $3,415. 
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On  account  of  the  confusion  and  interference  with  the  operation  of  the  jail,  caused 
by  constructions  of  this  kind,  involving  the  cutting  of  walls  and  the  fitting  of  pipes,  it 
appears  to  me  desirable  to  complete  at  this  time,  so  far  as  the  available  appropriation 
will  permit,  that  portion  of  the  plumbing  as  yet  unprovided  for.  I  also  desire  to  modify 
the  plans  for  flushing  the  fixtures,  a  preliminary  test  having  demonstrated  that  a  suffi- 
cient water  pressure  is  not  available  for  properly  flushing  the  closets  under  the  presenr 
plans. 

Authority  is  therefore  requested  from  your  Honorable  Board  to  enter  into  contract 
without  public  letting,  as  provided  by  section  419  of  the  Charter,  for  the  installation  of 
additional  fixtures  and  plumbing  and  such  modifications  of  the  flushing  system  as  may 
be  necessary  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $3,400. 

I  beg  to  inclose  form  of  resolution  which  I  trust  will  be  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Board.  As  these  changes  will  be  an  improvement  of  the  plans,  and  will  not  exceed  the 
appropriation  which  has  already  been  authorized,  and  as  the  work  of  making  the  repairs 
and  alterations  is  at  a  standstill  until  these  revisions  in  the  plans  can  be  authorized,  I 
trust  you  can  give  the  matter  your  early  attention.

Sir — A  letter  was  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  some 
weeks  ago  by  the  Hon.  John  J.  Pallas,  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Boroughs  of 
Manhattan  and  Richmond,  in  which  he  recommended  that  the  salary  of  the  Architect 
of  those  Boroughs  be  fixed  at  $2,500  a  year.  I  have  been  informed  that  this  com- 
nnmication  was  referred  to  you,  and  take  the  liberty  at  this  moment  of  sending  you 
some  data  as  regards  the  position  of  the  Architect  and  my  record  in  connection 
therewith. 

I  have  been  connected  with  the  Department  of  Parks  in  the  capacity,  first,  as  art 
Assistant  to  Draughtsman,  then  as  Draughtsman,  and  now  as  Architect,  for  a  period 
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of  about  twenty-seven  years.  ]\Iy  work  consists  in  preparing  plans  and  specifications 
for  various  buildings  and  cottages  and  small  bridges,  and  also  as  Consulting  Archi- 
tect in  connection  with  plans,  specifications  and  execution  of  the  work  in  the  struc- 
tures in  connection  with  the  N'ew  York  Public  Library,  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art,  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History,  and  a  number  of  other  structures 
such  as  pavilions  and  comfort  stations. 

The  compensation  paid  other  officials  in  similar  capacity  to  mine  is  much  greater 
than  I  am  receiving,  for  instance,  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  for  the  Board  of 
Education  receives  $8,000.

There 
are,  besides  the  actual  work  as  Architect,  a  great  many  expert  questions  referred  to  me, 
such  as  the  matter  of  projections  on  buildings  for  which  permits  have  to  be  issued, 
interpretations  of  various  contracts,  and  supervision  of  the  same,  in  addition  to  the 
supervision  by  the  other  Architects. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  give  this  application  your  favorable  consideration.

Depariment  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity. 
Commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity;  appointment;  salary. 
Commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  in  city — salary — 

Section  468.  The  head  of  the  department  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall 
be  called  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity.  He  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor  and  hold  office  as  provided  in  chapter  four  of  this  act.  His  salary  shall 
be  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  a  year.  The  main  office  of  the  department  shall 
be  located  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan.  A  branch  office  shall  be  located  in  the  borough 
of  Brooklyn,  and  may  be  located  in  the  borough  of  The  Bronx. 

Id.;  jurisdiction. 

Jurisdiction — 

Sec.  469.  The  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall  have 
cognizance  and  control. 

Contracts  for  lighting,  etc. — locating,  etc.,  lights — inspections  and  tests  of  gas,  etc. — 
transmission  of  gas,  etc. — construction  of  electric  mains,  etc. — permits — 
limitation — 

Of  the  making  and  performance  of  contracts  when  duly  authorized  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  same  in  the  matter  of 
furnishing  this  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  gas,  electricity  or  any  other  illuminant 
or  of  steam;  of  the  selecting,  locating  and  removing  and  changing  of  lights  for  the 
use  of  the  city;  of  the  inspecting  and  testing  of  gas  and  electricity  used  for  light,  heat- 
ing and  power  purposes,  electric  meters,  electric  wires  and  of  all  lights  furnished  to 
said  city  and  of  the  use  and  transmission  of  gas,  electricity,  pneumatic  power  and  steam 
for  all  purposes  in,  upon,  across,  over  and  under  all  streets,  roads,  avenues,  parks,  public 
places  and  public  buildings ;  of  the  construction  of  electric  mains,  conduits,  conductors^ 
and  subways  in  any  such  streets,  roads,  avenues,  parks  and  public  places,  and  the  grant- 
ing of  the  permission  to  open  streets,  when  approved  by  the  borough  president,  and  to 
open  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  therein  the  business  of  transmitting,  con- 
ducting, using  and  selling  electricity,  steam,  or  for  the  service  of  pneumatic  tubes.  This 
section  shall  not  be  construed  to  empower  the  said  commissioner  to  open  or  use  the 
streets  except  by  persons  or  corporations  otherwise  duly  authorized  to  carry  on  busi- 
ness of  the  character  above  specified. 

Commissioner  to  inspect  electric  lights;  to  cause  tests  to  be  made,  etc. 
Inspection  of  electric  lights,  etc. — tests  of  electric  meters — expense  of  test — exceptions — 
Sec.  519.  The  said  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall  cause 
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inspection  to  be  made  of  electric  lights  furnished  to  the  city,  and  of  electric  meters  and 
electric  wiring,  as  such  tests  may  be  provided  for  by  the  proper  appropriation;  the 
said  commissioner  shall  cause  tests  to  be  made  of  all  meters  in  use  in  said  city  for 
measuring  or  ascertaining  the  quantity  of  electricity  or  steam  furnished  by  any  cor- 
poration or  person  in  said  city  within  one  year  after  this  act  shall  take  effect ;  and 
hereafter  no  corporation  or  person  shall  furnish  or  put  in  use  any  electric  or  steam 
meter  which  shall  not  have  been  inspected,  approved  and  sealed  by  the  inspectors,  and 
every  such  corporation  or  person  shall  provide  and  keep  in  or  upon  their  premises  a 
suitable  and  proper  apparatus,  to  be  approved  and  sealed  by  the  inspector,  for  testing 
and  proving  accuracy  of  meters  furnished  for  use  by  them.  Whenever  a  meter  shall 
be  inspected  the  inspector  shall  attach  thereto  some  seal,  stamp  or  mark,  with  the  in- 
spector's name,  the  date  of  his  inspection,  and  whether  or  not  the  meter  is  accurate. 
Meters  in  use  shall  be  reinspected  and  tested  on  the  written  request  of  the  consumer,  if 
desired.  If  any  such  meter  on  being  tested  shall  be  found  defective  or  inaccurate  to 
the  prejudice  or  injury  of  the  consumer,  the  necessary  removal,  inspection,  correction 
and  replacing  of  such  meter  shall  be  without  expense  to  the  consumer;  but  in  all  other 
cases,  except  where  the  change  is  beneficial  to  the  company,  he  shall  pay  the  reasonable 
expense  of  such  inspection  and  the  reinspecticn  shall  be  stamped  on  the  meter.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  requiring  to  be 
sealed,  electrolytic  or  other  electric  meters,  which  in  their  construction  or  use  are  not 
susceptible  of  being  sealed,  nor  the  apparatus  employed  in  taking  the  usual  periodic 
readings  therefrom ;  but  all  such  meters  shall,  in  all  other  respects,  be  tested  and 
stamped  in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  other  meters ;  and  every  corporation  using 
such  electrolytic  or  other  meter  shall  at  all  times  admit  the  inspectors  of  meters  at 
the  meter  department  and  reading  rooms,  and  permit  the  inspection  by  him  of  all  meters 
and  of  all  the  processes,  methods  and  operations  of  measuring  electric  current  con- 
sumed by  it. 

Laws  repealed. 

Repealed — 

Sec.  520.  The  provisions  of  sections  sixty-two,  sixty-three  and  sixty-four  of  chap- 
ter forty  of  the  general  laws,  known  as  the  transportation  corporations  law,  are 
hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  afifect  the  inspection  of  electric  meters  within  the 
City  of  New  York. 

Interest  in  manufacture  of  gas,  etc.,  and  certain  acts  by  officers,  etc.,  of  the  depart- 
ment prohibited. 

Prohibitions  against  officers,  etc. — 

Sec.  521.  No  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  department  of  water  supply,  gas 
and  electricity,  shall  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  interested,  pecuniarily,  in 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  gas  or  of  electricity  or  steam,  or  of  gas  or  electric  or 
steam  meters,  or  of  any  article  or  commodity  used  by  gas  or  electric  companies,  or 
48 
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used  for  any  purpose  for  the  consumption  of  gas  or  of  electricity,  or  steam,  or  in 
with  a  gas  or  electric  or  steam  company,  and  no  such  officer,  agent  or  employee 
shall  give  certificates  or  written  opinions  to  a  maker  or  vendor  of  any  such  article 
or  commodity. 

Commissioner  to  submit  proposed  ordinances  relative  to  wires,  etc. 
Ordinances  as  to  wires,  etc. — 

Sec.  523.  The  said  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall  from 
time  to  time  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  board  of  aldermen  such  proposed 
ordinances  in  regard  to  electric  wires,  appliances  and  currents  for  furnishing 
light,  heat  or  power  when  introduced  into  or  placed  in  any  building  in  said  city. 
Such  proposed  ordinances  shall  prescribe  the  method  of  construction,  operation, 
location,  arrangement,  insulation  and  use  of  such  wires,  appliances  and  currents  as 
said  commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life 
and  property. 

Inspector  of  electric  wiring;  qualifications;  all  wires  to  be  inspected;  rules,  notices, 

etc.;  penalty  for  violation. 

Inspector  of  wiring — qualifications — inspection  of  wires  in  buildings — certificate — 
service  of  notices — penalty  for  violation — 
Sec.  524.  Any  inspector  of  electric  wiring  appointed  in  the  department  shall  have 
a  technical  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  construction  and  operation. of  electrical 
lines  and  appliances.  After  this  act  takes  effect,  the  commissioner  shall  cause  to  be 
inspected  all  such  wires,  currents  and  appliances  that  may  be  introduced  into  or 
placed  in  any  building  in  said  city,  and  the  said  commissioner  shall  furnish  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  inspection  to  any  person  or  corporation  applying  therefor.  All  notices 
of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  any  ordinances  relating 
to  said  department,  or  any  regulations,  rules  or  orders  made  thereunder  relating  to 
electrical  wires,  currents  or  appliances,  shall  be  issued  and  served  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  act  for  the  service  of  notices.  The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  or  any  of  the  said  ordinances  or  any  rules  or  regulations  thereunder 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  violation  of  the  building  code  of  said  city,  and  shall  subject 
the  person  or  corporation  committing  the  same  to  the  penalties  prescribed  herein 
for  such  violations. 

Removal  of  electric  wires. 

Burial  of  wires,  Manhattan  and  Bronx — notice — time — method  of  burial — subways  to 
be  provided — ■ 

Sec.  525.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  it 
shall  be  practicable  to  remove  the  electrical  conductors  above  ground  in  any  street,, 
avenue,  highway  or  public  place  of  that  part  of  the  city  of  New  York  which  lies 
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\vithin  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  after  the  grade  of  said  street, 
avenue  or  highway  shall  have  been  finally  determined  and  established,  and  to  place 
the  same  underground,  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall 
notify  the  owners  or  operators  of  the  electrical  conductors  above  ground  that  such 
electrical  conductors  must  be  removed  within  a  certain  time  to  be  fixed  by  said  com- 
missioner, which  time  shall  be  sufficient  for  such  removal,  and  in  the  case  of  a  cor- 
poration duly  authorized  to  lay  and  operate  electrical  conductors  underground  in  such 
street,  avenue,  highway,  or  public  place,  sufficient  also  for  the  proper  laying  of  con- 
ductors underground  in  place  of  those  removed.  All  electrical  conductors  authorized 
to  be  placed  underground,  shall  be  placed  underground  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-seven,  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-one,  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two,  and  the  laws  amendatory  thereof  and  supplemental  thereto.  When- 
ever application  shall  be  made  to  said  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity 
for  permission  to  place  underground  electrical  conductors  in  any  street,  avenue,  high- 
way or  public  place  of  that  part  of  the  city  of  New  York  which  lies  within  the  bor- 
oughs of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  the  subways  therefor  shall,  if  such  permission  be 
granted,  be  constructed  or  provided,  and  such  electrical  conductors  placed  under- 
ground under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  laws.  But  such  permission 
shall  be  granted  only  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  laws. 

Underground  electrical  conductors. 

Burial  of  wires— Brooklyn,  Queens  and  Richmond — notice — time — maps — approval  of 
construction — 

Sec.  526.  Whenever  the  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  deem  it 
desirable  and  practicable,  after  hearing  all  parties  interested,  that  the  electrical  con- 
ductors in  any  street,  avenue,  highway  or  public  place  of  the  city  of  New  York,  lying 
within  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn,  Queens  and  Richmond,  be  placed  underground,  the 
said  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall  notify  the  owners  or 
operators  of  the  electrical  conductors  above  ground  in  any  such  street,  avenue,  highway 
or  public  place,  that  said  electrical  conductors  shall  be  placed  underground  within  a 
certain  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  commissioner,  which  said  time  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  proper  construction  of  underground  conduits  or  other  channels  in  said  street, 
avenue,  highway  or  public  place.  Whenever  any  duly  authorized  company  operating 
or  intending  to  operate  electrical  conductors  in  any  street,  avenue,  highway  or  public 
place  in  that  part  of  the  city  of  New  York  which  lies  within  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn, 
Queens  and  Richmond,  shall  desire  to  place  its  conductors  or  any  of  them  underground, 
it  shall  be  obligatory  upon  such  company  to  file  with  the  said  commissioner  a  map  or 
maps  made  to  a  scale,  showing  the  streets  or  avenues  or  other  highways  or  public 
places,  which  are  desired  to  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  giving  the  general  location. 
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dimension's,  and  course  of  the  underground  conduit  desired  to  be  constructed.  Before 
any  such  conduit  shall  be  constructed  it  shall  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  approval  by 
said  commissioner  of  said  plan  of  construction  so  proposed  by  such  company,  and  said 
commissioner  shall  have  power  to  require  that  work  of  removal  and  of  constructing 
every  system  of  underground  conductors  shall  be  done  according  to  such  plan  so 
approved. 

Id.;  procedure  when  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  determines  upon. 

B.urial  of  wires — fixing  time — hearing — 

Sec.  527.  Whenever  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
notify  the  owners  or  operators  of  any  electrical  conductors  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
that  said  conductors  shall  be  removed  or  placed  underground  within  a  certain  time, 
the  time  within  which  said  electrical  conductors  shall  be  placed  underground  shall 
be  fixed  by  said  commissioner,  giving  all  persons  or  corporations  owning  or  operat- 
ing such  electrical  conductors,  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  the  question  of  the 
time  necessary  to  place  said  conductors  underground,  and  after  hearing  the  engineer 
of  lighting  and  electricity,  and  such  other  expert  opinion  as  the  said  commissioner 
may  think  advisable.  Said  owners  or  operators  of  electrical  conductors  above 
ground  in  such  street  or  locality  shall  be  required  to  move  all  of  said  poles,  wires 
or  other  electrical  conductors  and  supporting  fixtures  or  other  devices  from  any 
such  street  or  locality  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  so  fixed 
by  said  commissioner. 

Id.;  permit  necessary  to  take  up  pavement,  etc.;  commissioner  of  water  supply,  etc., 
to  determine  method  of  extension;  board  of  aldermen  may  enact 
ordinances  regulating  use,  etc. 

Permits  to  open  streets  for  electrical  construction — power  of  commissioner — exten- 
sions— general  ordinances — 
Sec.  528.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  any  person  or 
corporation  to  take  up  the  pavement  of  any  of  the  streets,  avenues,  highways  or 
other  public  places  of  said  city,  or  to  excavate  for  the  purpose  of  laying  underground 
any  electrical  conductors,  of  constructing  subways,  or  of  erecting  poles,  unless  per- 
mission in  writing  therefor  shall  have  been  first  obtained  from  the  said  commissioner 
of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  with  the  written  approval  of  the  president  of 
the  borough  within  which  it  is  desired  to  lay  such  conduits,  erect  such  poles,  or  to 
construct  such  subways.  No  electrical  conductors,  shall  be  strung,  laid  or  maintained 
above  or  below  the  surface  of  any  street,  avenue,  highway  or  other  public  place, 
in  any  part  of  said  city  without  permission  in  writing  from  said  commissioner 
therefor.    And  the  said  commissioner  shall  determine  whether  any  extension  of 
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the  existing  electrical  conductors  of  any  person  or  corporation  in  said  city  shall 
be  by  means  of  overhead  or  underground  conductors.  The  board  of  aldermen  may 
establish,  and  may  from  time  to  time  enact  general  ordinances  regulating  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  use  and  management  of  electrical  conductors,  poles  and 
fixtures  above  ground,  and  the  conduits  and  subways  therefor  constructed  under- 
ground. 

Sections  526,  527,  528,  529  to  be  police  regulations. 

Contracts  for  lighting — specifications — separate  contract  for  each  borough — power  of 
commissioner  as  to  light — execution  of  contracts — term  of  contracts — award 
— capacity  of  bidders — 

Sec.  530.  The  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity,  under  and  in 
conformity  to  the  ordinance  regulating  contracts  shall  prepare  the  terms  and  specifica- 
tions under  which  contracts  shall  be  made  for  lighting  the  streets,  public  buildings  and 
parks  of  said  city.  Separate  contracts  shall  be  made  for  such  lighting  in  each  of 
the  boroughs  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  in  such  subdivision  of  the  city  as  may 
appear  to  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  city.  The  number,  kind  and  location  of  lights  to  be  furnished  under  each  of 
said  contracts  shall  be  determined  and  prescribed  by  the  said  commissioner.  Such 
bids  shall  be  prepared  and  advertised  for,  and  such  contracts  shall  be  executed  in 
the  manner  prescribed  for  herein  as  to  other  contracts  entered  into  by  said  city  or 
the  departments  thereof.  Contracts  shall  be  made  for  the  term  of  not  exceeding 
one  year  and  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  unless  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  shall  determine  that  it  is  for  the  public  interest  that  a  bid  other 
than  the  lowest  should  be  accepted.  Contracts  made  for  a  given  borough  or  district 
shall  include  all  lights  of  a  given  kind  used  by  said  city  in  said  borough  or  district  then 
ordered  or  thereafter  to  be  ordered  by  said  commissioner  during  the  term  of  said  con- 
tract. But  no  bid  shall  be  entertained  unless  the  said  commissioner  shall  be  satisfied 
that  the  party  or  parties  bidding  are  possessed  of  sufificient  plant  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  contract. 

Maps,  etc.,  to  be  turned  over  to  commissioner. 
Maps,  etc.,  of  public  buildings,  lighting  and  supplies — 

Sec.  531.  The  commissioner  of  public  buildings,  lighting  and  supplies,  as  consti- 
tuted by  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  laws  o'f  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  is  hereby  required  and  directed  to  turn  over  and  deliver  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  all  maps,  plans,  models,  books  and  papers  and  all  official  records  and  papers 
of  every  kind  in  his  possession  relating  to  the  construction  and  location  of  electrical 
conductors,  conduits  or  subways,  filed  with  or  communicated  to  said  commissioner. 
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The  Electric  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York, 

Regulating  the  construction,  maintenance,  use  and  management  of  the  electrical 
conductors,  poles  and  fixtures  above  ground  and  the  conduits  and  subways  therefor 
underground ;  and  prescribing  the  method  of  construction,  operation,  location,  arrange- 
ment, insulation  and  use  of  electric  wires,  appliances  and  currents  when  introduced 
into  or  placed  on  or  near  any  building  in  The  City  of  New  York.

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Section  12. 

^  Taking  Effect. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  pursuant  to 
sections  469,  523,  524  and  528  of  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  190 1  and  the  acts  amenda- 
tory thereof  and  supplemental  thereto,  as  follows : 
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Name — 

Section  i.  This  ordinance  shall  be  known  as  "  The  Electric  Code  of  The  City  of 
New  York." 

Construction — 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  is  hereby  declared  to  be  remedial,  and  is  to  be  construed 
liberally. 

Building  Code — 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  shall  be  taken  as,  a  part  of  and 
supplemental  to  "  The  Building  Code,"  and  to  be  incorporated  therein. 

Underground  Conductors  and  Conduits — 

Sec.  4.  The  construction,  location  and  use  below  ground  of  electrical  conductors  and 
of  electrical  ducts,  conduits  and  subways  shall  be  governed  and  regulated  as  follows : 

Part  I. 
Permits  and  Construction. 

Construction — Permit — 

Rule  I.  All  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  electrical  subways,  showing 
method  of  construction  and  materials  to  be  used,  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commissioner 
for  his  approval,  and,  without  such  approval,  and  the  written  permit  of  the  Commissioner, 
no  subways,  ducts  or  conduits  shall  be  constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  any  elec- 
trical conductors.  Alterations  or  additions  to  the  subways  requested  by  a  lessee  must 
be  made  by  the  Subway  Company  upon  obtaining  the  written  permit  of  the  Commissioner. 

Part  II. 
Applications  for  Space. 

Applications  for  Space — 

Rule  2.  The  written  consent  of  the  Commissioner  must  be  obtained  before  any  con- 
ductors are  placed  in  the  subways.  All  applications  for  space  in  subways  not  owned 
or  controlled  by  the  applicant  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Subway  Company,  and  must 
give : 

The  name  of  the  applicant. 

The  purpose  for  which  the  conduit  is  desired. 

The  number,  material  and  dimensions  of  conductors  proposed  to  be  placed  therein. 
The  arrangement  of  said  conductors,  whether  single  or  in  cables,  and  if  in  cables, 
the  number  of  conductors  and  their  disposition  in  each  cable. 

The  maximum  electromotive  force  to  be  used  on  said  conductors. 

The  nature  of  the  insulating  material  or  materials  to  be  employed. 

Such  other  information  as  will  fully  explain  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  space  desired. 
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Part  III. 

Repairs,  Alterations  and  Extensions  of  Conductors. 
Repairs,  etc. — Precautions — Temporary  Joints — 

Rule  3.  Except  as  in  this  ordinance  otherwise  expressly  provided,  underground 
conductors  must  not  be  repaired,  altered  or  extended  without  the  written  permit  of  the 
Commissioner.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner,  repairs  or  alterations 
in  a  conductor  or  conductors  in  a  subway  are  necessary,  such  repairs  or  alterations  must 
be  made  by  the  party  owning  or  controlling  said  conductors,  immediately  upon  notice 
from  the  Commissioner.  During  the  progress  of  any  repairs  or  alterations  upon,  or  to, 
a  conductor  or  conductors,  the  party  owning  the  same  must  take  such  precautions  as  may 
be  necessary  to  protect  the  subway  and  the  conductors  cTf  other  parties  from  injurie's. 
Temporary  joints  must  not  be  made  unless  properly  insulated  and  protected. 

Applications  for  Permits — 

In  case  the  applicant  does  not  own  or  control  the  subway,  all  applications  for  per- 
mits to  make  repairs  or  alterations  to  conductors  in  the  subways  must  be  made  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Subway  Company,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  and  must 
give : 

The  name  of  the  applicant. 

A  complete  identification  of  the  conductor  or  conductors  referred  to,  and  of  the 
particular  conduit  or  conduits  to  which  access  is  desired. 

The  extent  and  character,  as  far  as  possible,  of  the  proposed  repairs  or  alterations 
and  of  the  probable  date  when  the  same  will  be  completed,  and  the  conductor  or  con- 
ductors restored  to  approved  condition  for  use. 

Reports — 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  repairs  or  alterations,  a  report,  giving  them  in  detail, 
must  be  made  to  the  Commissioner. 

Repairs  Without  Permits — 

In  cases  of  unforeseen  and  unavoidable  emergency,  repairs  may  be  made  to  sub- 
ways or  to  conductors  in  subways  without  a  permit  of  the  Commissioner,  but  a  full 
report  of  such  repairs  must  be  forwarded  at  once  to  the  Commissioner.  Nothing,  how- 
ever, in  this  rule  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  permit  the  construction,  without  a  permit 
of  the  Commissioner  having  first  been  obtained,  of  any  additions  to  or  extensions  of 
subways  or  the  laying  of  any  additions  to  or  extensions  of  conductors. 
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Part  IV. 
Underground  Services. 
Underground  Services — From  Building  to  Building — 

Rule  4.  Cables  drawn  in  subsidiaries  for  service  connections  to  buildings,  must 
not  be  run  through  basements  or  cellars  to  the  adjacent  buildings.  If  it  is  desired  to 
extend  to  an  adjacent  building  service  from  a  building  into  which  a  subsidiary  enters, 
the  cables  must  be  run  in  conduits  looped  around  the  outside  walls  of  the  building,  and 
must  not  be  run  through  a  wall  or  partition  separating  the  buildings. 

Termination — 

Rule  5.  Service  conductors  must  always  terminate  in  an  approved  switch  and  cut- 
out located  in  the  front  of  a  building.  If  the  conditions  warrant  the  service  entering 
the  side  or  rear  of  a  building,  the  conduit  must  be  brought,  where  practicable,  through 
the  cellar  to  a  switch  and  cut-out  at  the  front  wall  of  the  building. 

Disconnection — 

Rule  6.  Upon  disconnecting  house  wiring  from  service  conductors  having  a  dif- 
ference of  potential  of  over  500  volts,  the  live  ends  of  the  underground  cables  must  be 
entirely  enclosed  in  an  approved  iron  box  mechanically  secured  to  the  conduit,  locked 
or  sealed  to  prevent  contact  being  made  with  surrounding  material,  or  the  tampering 
or  connecting  with  the  conductors  by  unauthorized  persons;  and  where  it  is  imprac- 
ticable to  do  so,  the  cables  must  be  disconnected  in  the  subway  manhole. 

Lead  Covering- 
Rule  7.  All  cables  placed  in  any  electrical  'subway  or  subsidiary  must  be  protected 
by  a  lead  covering  which  must  be  continuous  from  end  to  end;  and  where  splices 
occur,  the  lead  covering  must  be  joined  by  a  lead  coupling  soldered  so  as  to  make  a 
water-tight  joint. 

Not  to  Enter  Beyond  Cellar — 

Rule  8.  Conductors  carrying  an  alternating  current  at  an  electromotive  force  of 
over  550  volts  must  never  enter  a  building  further  than  the  cellar. 

Tags- 
Rule  9.  Tags  for  the  purpose  of  identification  must  be  placed  upon  all  wires  and 
cables. 

Part  V. 

Insulation  Resistance  and  Tests. 

Tests  of  Insulation  Resistance — 

Rule  10.  All  conductors  drawn  into  and  operated  in  subways,  and  intended  to 
convey  current  of  two  or  more  amperes  with  an  electromotive  force  exceeding  550 
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volts,  must  have  withstood  a  test  for  "breaking  down"  strength  at  an  electrical  tension 
at  least  two  and  one-half  times  greater  than  that  to  which  the  said  conductors  will  be 
subjected  in  actual  operation;  and  must  have,  when  laid  and  connected  in  subways,  at 
a  temperature  of  60  degrees  Fahr.,  an  initial  insulation  resistance  of  not  less  than 
two  megohms  per  mile  per  one  hundred  volts  electromotive  force  on  the  circuit. 
Whenever  the  insulation  resistance  of  a  conductor  as  aforesaid  shall  prove  to  be  less 
than  one-half  (H)  megohm  per  mile  per  one  hundred  volts,  the  use  of  that  conductor 
must  at  once  cease,  unless  the  actual  electromotive  force  on  such  conductors  be  reduced 
so  as  to  re-establish  the  foregoing  ratio. 

The  insulation  resistance  per  mile  length  of  all  branches  and  feeders  of  the 
main  conductors  must  equal  at  least  that  of  the  respective  conductors  to  which  said 
branches  and  feeders  are  connected. 

Rule  II.  The  insulation  resistance  of  each  length  of  cable  or  conductor  must 
be  determined  before  said  length  is  laid  in  the  subway.  All  lines  must  be  tested  for 
insulation  resistance  immediately  after  completion  in  the  subway,  and  those  carrying 
currents  of  over  two  amperes  at  550  volts  must  be  tested  thereafter  at  least  weekly. 
A  conductor  must  be  tested  for  insulation  resistance  immediately  after  any  new 
connection  with,  addition  or  repair  to,  or  alteration  of  any  sort  in,  said  conductor 
is  made,  and  also  whenever  any  other  conductor  is  placed  in  the  same  duct.  This 
rule  shall  not  apply  to  conductors  conveying  currents  of  less  than  two  amperes 
at  a  tension  of  less  than  550  volts. 

Part  VI. 
Records  and  Reports. 
Records  and  Reports  of  Tests — 

Rule  12.  Authenticated  records  of  the  results  of  all  tests  and  determinations  must 
be  filed  with  the  Commissioner  within  24  hours  after  the  completion  of  the  same, 
if  required,  and  the  Commissioner  shall  have  power  to  verify  or  cause  such  tests 
or  determinations  to  be  repeated  at  his  discretion. 

Part  VII. 
Access  to  Subways  and  Manholes. 

Inner  Cover — 

Rule  13.  All  manholes  must  have  the  inner  cover  locked  with  a  special  manhole 
padlock  of  the  subway  company,  the  keys  of  which  must  be  kept  in  the  possession 
of  the  subway  company. 

Access —  * 

Rule  14.  Access  to  the  subways  is  limited  to  the  authorized  representatives  of: 

(1)  The  Commissioner; 

(2)  The  Subway  Company; 

(3)  The  lessees  or  occupants  of  the  ducts. 
49 
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Application  for  Permit — 

Rule  15.  Access  to  the  subways  shall  be  had  only  upon  application  to  the  subway 
company  or  its  regular  inspector,  on  presentation  of  the  Commissioner's  permit. 

Inspector's  Duties — 

Rule  16.  Access  to  the  subways  shall  be  had  only  in  the  presence  of  an  inspector 
of  the  subway  company,  who  must  hold  possession  of  the  keys  of  the  manhole;  who 
must  see  that  the  manholes  are  properly  opened  and  closed  by  the  tenant;  who  must 
remain  present  during  the  operation  of  the  tenants,  and  who  is  hereby  charged 
with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  subway  company's  property,  and  the  property  of 
its  tenants,  and  the  property  of  the  City  are  not  injured. 

In  case  of  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  any  injury  to  property  being  made 
or  threatened,  said  inspector  shall  have  power  to  and  must  suspend  all  work,  and 
must  report  all  the  facts  immediately  to  the  Commissioner  and  the  subway  com- 
pany. 

Protection  of  Opening — Guard  Frame — Ventilation — Lights — 

Rule  17.  Whenever  a  manhole  is  opened,  the  tenant  must  place  an  iron  guard 
frame  in  the  street  opening.  Manholes,  when  they  are  opened  and  before  commenc- 
ing work,  must  be  free  from  gas  and  other  explosive  substances,  and  if  they  arc 
not  free  thereof,  the  tenant  must  ventilate  the  manholes.  The  subway  company 
must  provide,  for  such  purposes,  a  fan  or  blower  to  be  operated  by  the  applicant  for 
such  time  as  may  be  sufficient  to  clear  the  manholes  of  gas  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  render  it  safe  for  his  workmen  to  enter  therein,  and  no  light  must  be  used 
by  the  tenant  in  his  operation  in  the  manholes,  except  when  the  above  examination 
has  shown  the  absence  of  gas  and  other  explosive  substances.  If,  after  the  first 
ventilation,  gas  or  other  explosive  substance  is  noticed,  the  tenant  must  cause  the 
ventilation  to  be  continued. 

Watchmen — 

Rule  18.  In  all  work  conducted  in  the  manholes,  one  man  must  always  be  pro- 
vided by  the  tenant  to  act  as  watchman  on  the  surface  at  each  manhole  when  open, 
who  must  keep  constant  guard  and  warn  pedestrians,  drivers  of  or  persons  in  control 
of  vehicles  and  other  persons,  and  who  must  assist  the  Subway  Inspector  in  whatever 
the  latter  requires  in  emergency. 

Smoking — 

Rale  19.  Smoking  in  or  around  manholes  is  prohibited, 

«  Intoxicated  or  Unreliable  Persons — 

Rule  20.  No  one  under  the  influence  of  liquor  or  otherwise  unreliable  must  be 
allowed  to  engage  in  work  in  the  subways.

Wind  Shield- 
Rule  21.  While  the  manhole  is  occupied  no  cover  of  any  kind  whatsoever  must  be 
placed  over  the  manhole  opening ;  but  a  shield  may  be  placed  around  the  windward  half 
of  the  iron  frame  to  protect  the  workmen  from  the  dust  and  wind. 

Overhead  Conductors  and  Poles — 

Section  5.  The  construction,  erection,  location  and  use  above  ground  of  electrical 
conductors,  poles,  cross  arms,  lamps,  fixtures  and  other  appliances  and  attachments^ 
shall  be  governed  and  regulated  as  follows : 

Part  I.  ■     '  ■  '■ 

Poles. 

Poles — Lines  for  Conductors  of  Like  Classes — 

Rule  22.  Two  lines  of  poles  bearing  conductors  of  a  like  class  must  not  be  erected 
in  any  street  or  avenue,  unless  one  line  be  for  the  operation  of  street  railways. 

Lines  on  Same  Street — 

Rule  23.  Two  lines  of  poles  must  not  be  erected  on  the  same  side  of  any  street  or 
avenue  unless  one  line  be  for  the  operation  of  street  railways. 

Location  of  Poles — 

Rule  24.  Poles  must  be  set  in  the  sidewalk  about  twelve  inches  from  the  outer  edge 
of  curb,  and  unless  for  the  operation  of  a  street  railroad  or  at  street  corners,  where 
necessary  to  support  wires  running  on  the  cross  street,  no  pole  shall  be  placed  within 
ten  feet  of  any  lamp-post,  hydrant  or  other  pole. 

Crossing  Streets — 

Rule  25.  Each  line  of  poles  must  be  run  on  one  side  of  the  street  only,  except  that 
when  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  change  to  the  other  side,  permission  for  such  change 
may  be  granted  by  the  Commissioner. 

Spacing — 

Rule  26.  Poles  must  be  uniformly  spaced,  and  there  must  not  be  less  than  fifty 
to  the  mile  for  electric  light  and  power  purposes,  and  not  less  than  forty  to  the  mile  for 
telegraph,  telephone  and  signal  purposes. 

Painting — Numbering — 

•  Rule  27.  All  poles  now  standing,  or  erected  hereafter,  must,  when  required  by  the 
Commissioner  (but  he  shall  not  so  require  oftener  than  once  each  year),  be  painted 
from  top  to  bottom  such  colors  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commissioner  and  in  all 
cases  branded  or  stamped  with  the  initials  of  the  company  owning  them,  at  a  point 
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not  less  than  five  or  more  than  seven  feet  from  the  street  surface,  and  also  with  in- 
dividual pole  numbers  as  designated  by  the  Commissioner. 

Removal,  etc. —  l|| 

Rule  28.  When  a  pole  is  taken  down  it  must  be  removed  from  the  streets  the  same 
day.  New  poles  must  not  be  brought  upon  any  street  more  than  two  days  in  advance 
of  erection.  Any  pole  that  shall  lie  in  any  street  more  than  two  days  must  be  removed 
by  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  pole  is,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
thereof. 

Use  by  Other  Companies — 

Rule  29.  The  company  or  persons  owning  or  controlling  poles  in  any  street  or 
avenue  must  allow  the  same  to  be  used  by  other  companies  or  persons  operating  con- 
ductors of  a  similar  electrical  service  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Commissioner,  on 
tender  of  proper  compensation. 

Combination  Pole  Lines — 

Rule  30.  Where  "  combination  "  pole  lines  are  permitted  by  the  Commissioner  they 
must  be  constructed  as  follows  : 

How  Set- 
Paragraph  (a)  Poles  must  be  at  least  45  feet  in  length,  and  at  least  6^  feet  of 
such  length  must  be  in  the  ground.  J 

Arrangement  of  Conductors —  9 
Paragraph  (b)  Each  pole  must  be  provided  with  6  gains,  placed  respectively  i,  jp 
5,  10,  12  and  14  feet  below  the  peak,  the  upper  3  gains  to  carry  8-foot  6-pin  cross  arms  ^ 
for  electric  light  and  power  conductors,  transformers,  and  other  appHances,  the  lower  i 
3  to  carry  lo-foot  lo-pin  cross  arms  for  telegraph,  telephone  and  signal  wires  and  ' 
appliances.  The  fourth  cross-arm,  counting  from  the  top,  must  be  reserved  for  the 
use  of  the  signal  system  of  the  City.  The  pole  pins  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  arms 
must  be  left  vacant,  to  provide   nt  least  26  inches  clearance  for  the  passage  of  linemen. 

Conductors  Passing  Down — How  Protected — 

Paragraph  (c)  If  it  is  necessary  for  electric  light,  power  and  signal  conductors  to 
pass  down  the  pole  for  any  purpose  whatever,  the  electric  light  and  power  conductors 
must  be  provided  with  a  grounded  lead  sheathing,  and  each  conductor  must  be  inclosed 
in  an  insulating  covering  which  shall  afford  suitable  protection  against  mechanical 
injury. 

Location  of  Signal  Cables — 

Paragraph  (d)  Aerial  cables,  for  signal  purposes,  must  be  placed  just  below  the 
sixth  cross  arm,  or  just  below  the  braces  thereof.  They  must  be  hung  from  messenger 
wires  grounded  every  500  feet. 
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Mast  Arms,  etc.,  to  be  Grounded — 

Paragraph  (e)  Mast  arms  and  other  conducting  rigging  located  below  the  sixth 
cross  arm  and  employed  for  electric  lighting  and  power  purposes  must  be  grounded. 

Ground  Wires — 

Paragraph  (f)  Ground  wires  must  be  of  copper  wire,  with  rubber  insulation, 
carried  down  the  pole  in  a  casing  which  shall  afford  suitable  protection  against  mechani- 
cal injury. 

Part  II. 

Cross  Arms- 
Cross  Arms — Painting — Marks — 

Rule  31.  Cross  arms  must  be  uniform  in  length,  strengthened  by  braces,  and, 
except  in  the  case  of  "  combination  poles,"  painted  the  same  color  as  the  poles,  the 
cross  arms  of  each  company  being  distinguished  by  some  characteristic  mark  to  indi- 
cate ownership,  all  of  which  marks  must  be  registered  with  the  Commissioner,  and  not 
be  changed  without  his  written  permission. 

Pole  Brackets — 

Rule  32,  Pole  brackets  must  not  be  used  on  poles  carrying  electric  conductors  of  any 
kind ;  conductors  must  be  supported  by  cross  arms.  The  Commissioner  may,  however, 
wherever  it  may  be  done  without  danger,  permit  a  single  conductor  to  be  supported 
on  pins,  one  on  the  top  of  each  pole. 

Part  III. 
Lamp-posts  and  Poles  for  Lighting. 

Lamp-posts — 

Rule  33.  All  permits  for  the  erection,  maintenance,  location  and  use  of  lamp-posts 
or  poles  for  lighting  purposes  shall  be  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commissioner. 

Part  IV. 
Conductors. 

Conductors — Supports — 

Rule  34.  All  conductors  must  be  supported  upon  poles  or  other  fixtures  by  means  o! 
petticoat  insulators  of  glass  or  porcelain  when  the  potential  exceeds  100  volts,  or  hy 
porcelain  knobs  or  cleats  when  the  potential  is  less  than  100  volts. 

Similar  methods  of  support  must  be  employed  for  conductors  which  pass  normally 
within  four  inches  of  any  pole,  building  or  other  object.  Rubber  hooks  must  not  be  used 
under  any  circumstances. 

Distance  from  Ground — Extra  Protection — 

Rule  35.  Wherever  practicable,  the  medium  distance  between  the  lowest  point  of  sag 
of  conductors  and  the  highest  point  of  the  surface  of  street  between  poles  must  be 
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20  feet.  Where  this  is  impracticable,  more  rigid  methods  of  support  than  those  allowed 
by  this  ordinance  for  line  conductors  must  be  employed.  Conductors  subject  to  mechani- 
cal injury  or  tampering  must  have  the  insulation  protected  by  an  approved  extra 
covering. 

Separation  of  Classes — 

Rule  36.  Conductors  of  one  class  must  not  be  placed  on  poles,  cross  arms  or  other 
fixtures  erected  or  maintained  for  supporting  conductors  of  another  class,  except  at 
crossings  or  where  otherwise  expressly  authorized  by  the  Commissioner  in  writing. 

Tags- 
Rule  37.  Where  conductors  of  different  ownership  occupy  the  same  cross  arm,  each 
wire  must  bear  a  tag  on  which  is  stamped  the  owner's  name,  initiaf  or  trade  mark. 
Each  tag  must  be  made  of  unoxidizable  metal,  and  must  be  securely  fastened  to  its 
conductor  near  the  insulator. 

Length  of  Run — 

Rule  38.  The  length  of  run  allowable  for  lamp  connections  from  subway  subsidi- 
aries to  lamps  or  buildings  must  not  exceed  100  feet,  and  from  pole  lines  to  lamps  or 
buildingf;  must  not  exceed  225  feet. 

1  Part  V. 

Repairs. 

Repairs,  Permits — Badges — 

Rule  39.  Every  overhead  line,  pole,  fixture,  conductor  and  other  appliance  must  be 
l^ept  in  thorough  order  and  repair  in  conformity  with  this  ordinance,  and  to  this  end, 
in  cases  of  unforeseen  or  unavoidable  emergency,  repairs  may  be  made  without  a  permit 
of  the  Commissioners,  but  a  full  report  of  such  repairs  must  be  forwarded  at  once  to 
the  Commissioner.  Nothing,  however,  in  this  rule  must  be  so  construed  as  to  permit  the 
erection,  without  permit  having  been  previously  obtained,  in  any  street,  avenue,  high- 
way or  other  public  place,  of  any  additional  conductors,  poles  or  other  fixtures,  or  the 
changing  or  extension  of  any  existing  route  or  location.  Every  lineman  must  wear  in 
a  conspicuous  place  a  badge  showing  the  name  of  his  employer  and  his  number,  if  he 
has  any. 

Part  VI.  > 
Removals. 

Removals — Unused  Conductors — 

Rule  40.  All  broken  and  "  dead  "  wires  and  all  conductors  not  actually  in  use  must 
be  removed  on  notice  from  the  Commissioner  by  the  owner  of  same,  or  by  the  owner 
of  the  supports  of  such  wires  or  conductors. 
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Unused  Service  Loops — 

Rule  41.  No  unused  service  loops  must  be  allowed  to  remain  in  place  for  more 
than  thirty  days  after  the  service  has  been  discontinued,  except  that  the  Commissioner 
may,  whenever  it  can  be  done  without  danger,  permit  service  loops  to  remain  on  the 
express  condition  that  the  service  will  be  resumed  within  ninety  days.  When  the 
service  loop  is  thus  allowed  to  remain,  the  joints  or  terminals  must  be  as  well  insulated 
as  the  conductors  themselves. 

Underground  Accommodations  Prevent  Repairs,  etc. — 

Rule  42.  In  the  case  of  lines  in  districts  where  underground  accommodations  have 
been  provided  and  the  specified  time  for  the  burial  of  the  conductors  provided  by  law 
has  elapsed,  companies  owning  or  operating  such  lines  shall  not  make  any  repairs  or 
connections,  nor  go  upon  the  poles  bearing  such  lines  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except 
to  remove  the  said  lines  of  electrical  conductors  when  directed  by  the  Commissioner 
to  do  so. 

Part  VII. 
Tests. 

Tests — 

Rule  43.  All  circuits  must  be  tested  every  hour,  and  when  a  ground  occurs  it  must 
l>e  removed  at  once,  or  the  current  must  be  discontinued  until  the  insulation  is  restored. 

Part  VIII. 
Reports. 

Reports — 

Rule  44.  Every  company  or  person  erecting  or  maintaining  overhead  conductors, 
lamps,  fixtures  and  the  like,  must  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  such 
record  of  the  same  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioner,  and  in  such  form  and  at 
^uch  times  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  him. 

Outside  and  Inside  Work — 

Sec.  6.  The  construction,  installation,  location,  use  and  maintenance  of  interior 
and  exterior  wiring  and  of  electric  machinery,  including  the  fixtures,  fittings,  appli- 
ances and  materials  for  such  wiring  or  machinery  shall  be  governed  and  regulated 
as  follows,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  governed  and  regulated  by  section 
5  of  this  ordinance: 

Part  I.  • 

Stations  and  Dynamo  Rooms, 

Stations,  etc.,  Generators — Frame   Insulation — Grounding — Safety  Fuse — Cover — 
Name  Plate — 

Rule  45.  Electric  generators  must  be  located  in  a  dry  place;  must  never  be 
placed  in  a  room  where  any  hazardous  process  is  carried  on,  nor  in  places  where 
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they  will  be  exposed  to  inflammable  gases  or  flyings  of  combustible  materials;  and 
must  be  thoroughly  insulated  from  the  ground  wherever  practicable.  Wooden 
base-frames  used  for  this  purpose,  and  wooden  floors  which  are  depended  upon  for 
insulation,  where,  for  any  reason,  it  is  necessary  to  omit  the  base-frames,  must 
be  kept  filled  to  prevent  the  absorption  of  moisture,  and  must  be  kept  clean  and 
dry.  Where  frame  insulation  is  impracticable,  the  Commissioner  may  in  writing, 
permit  its  omission,  in  which  case  the  frame  must  be  permanently  and  effectively 
grounded.  Every  constant-potential  generator  must  be  protected  from  excessive 
current  by  a  safety  fuse,  or  equivalent  device,  of  approved  design  in  each  lead  wire, 
but  where  such  safety  fuse  or  equivalent  device  is  impracticable,  the  Commissioner 
may,  in  writing,  permit  the  same  to  be  dispensed  with.  Generators  must  each  be 
provided  with  a  waterproof  cover;  and  must  each  be  provided  with  a  name  plate, 
giving  the  maker's  name,  the  capacity  in  volts  and  amperes,  and  the  normal  speed 
in  revolutions  per  minute. 

Conductors — Covering — 

Rule  46.  Conductors,  from  generators  to  switchboards,  rheostats  or  other  instru- 
ments, and  thence  to  outside  lines,  must  be  in  plain  sight  or  readily  accessible;  and 
must  have  an  approved  insulating  covering,  except  that  in  central  stations,  on  ex- 
posed circuits,  the  conductor  which  is  used  must  have  heavy  braided,  non-combustible 
outer  covering;  must  be  kept  so  rigidly  in  place  that  they  cannot  come  in  contact 
with  each  other  or  other  conductors;  and  must  in  all  other  respects  be  installed  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  to  inside  work. 

Switchboard  Wiring — 

In  wiring  switchboards,  the  ground  detector,  voltmeter  and  pilot  lights  must  be 
connected  to  a  circuit  of  not  less  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire,  which  circuit  is 
protected  by  a  standard  fuse  block  and  must  not  carry  over  660  watts. 

Switchboards — Construction — 

Rule  47.  Switchboards  must  be  so  placed  as  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  danger 
of  communicating  fire  to  adjacent  combustible  material;  must  be  made  of  non- 
combustible  material  or  of  hard  wood  iin  skeleton  form,  filled  to  prevent  absorption  of 
moisture.  If  wood  is  used,  all  conductors  and  all  current  carrying  parts  of  the 
apparatus  on  the  switchboard  must  be  separated  therefrom  by  non-combustible  non- 
absorptive  insulating  material. 

Location — Moisture — Distances  Between  Live  Parts — 

Switchboards  must  be  accessible  from  all  sides  when  the  connections  are  on  the 
back,  but  may  be  placed  against  a  brick  or  stone  wall  when  the  wiring  is  entirely 
on  the  face.  Under  the  latter  conditions  a  distance  of  one  inch  must  be  left  between 
board  and  wall.    Switchboards  must  be  kept  free  from  moisture.    On  switchboards 
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the  distances  between  bare  live  parts  of  opposite  polarity  must  be  made  as  great 
as  practicable,  and  must  not  be  less  than  those  given  in  Rule  179  of  this  ordinance 
for  tablet-boards. 

Resistance  Boxes  and  Equalizers — 

Rule  48.  Resistance  boxes  and  equalizers  must  be  placed  on  a  switchboard  or, 
if  not  thereon,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  foot  from  combustible  material,  or 
separated  therefrom  by  a  non-inflammable,  non-absorptive,  insulating  material,  such 
as  slate  or  marble.  The  attachments  of  the  separating  material  to  its  support  and 
to  the  device  must  be  independent  of  each  other,  and  the  separating  material  must 
be  continuous  between  the  device  and  the  support. 

Incandescent  Lamps  as  Resistances — Name  Plates — 

Where  protective  resistances  are  necessary  in  connection  with  automatic  rheo- 
stats, incandescent  lamps  may  be  used,  provided  they  do  not  carry  or  control  the 
main  current  nor  constitute  the  regulating  resistance  of  the  device,  and  when  used 
must  be  mounted  in  porcelaia  receptacles  upon  non-combustible  supports  and  must 
be  so  arranged  that  they  cannot  have  impressed  upon  them  a  voltage  greater  than 
that  for  which  they  are  rated.  The  supports  must  in  all  cases  be  provided  with  a 
name  plate,  which  shall  be  permanently  attached  beside  the  porcelain  receptacle 
or  receptacles  and  stamped  with  the  candle  power  and  voltage  of  the  lamp  or  lamps 
to  be  used  in  each  receptacle. 

Lightning  Arresters — Location — Kinks,  etc. — Ground  Connections — 

Rule  49.  Lightning  arresters  must  be  attached  to  each  conductor  of  every  overhead 
circuit  connected  with  the  station ;  must  be  located  in  readily  accessible  places  away 
from  combustible  materials,  and  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  point  where  the  conductors 
enter  the  building,  and  must  be  placed  in  plain  sight  on  the  switchboard,  if  possible. 
Kinks,  coils  and  sharp  bends  in  the  wires  between  the  arresters  and  the  outdoor  lines 
must  be  avoided  if  possible.  Lightning  arresters  must  be  connected  with  a  thoroughly 
good  and  permanent  ground  connection  by  metallic  strips  or  wires  having  a  conduc- 
tivity not  less  than  that  of  a  No.  6  B.  &  S.  gauge  copper  wire,  which  must  be  run  as 
nearly  in  a  straight  line  as  possible  from  the  arresters  to  the  ground  connection. 
Ground  wires  for  lightning  arresters  must  not  be  attached  to  gas  pipes  within  build- 
ings.  In  no  case  must  the  ground  wires  from  lightning  arresters  be  put  into  iron  pipes. 

Care,  etc. — 

Rule  50.  Care  and  attendance : 

A  competent  man  must  be  kept  on  duty  where  generators  are  operating. 

Oily  Waste- 
Oily  waste  must  be  kept  in  approved  metal  cans  and  removed  daily.    Each  such 
can  shall  be  made  of  metal,  with  legs  raising  can  three  inches  from  the  floor,  and  with 
self-closing  cover. 
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Testing  of  Insulation  Resistance — Ground  Detector — 
Rute  51.  Testing  of  insulation  resistance: 

All  circuits,  except  such  as  are  permanently  grounded  in  accordance  with  Rule  69 
of  this  ordinance,  must  be  provided  with  reliable  ground  detectors.  Ground  wires 
from  ground  detectors  must  not  be  attached  to  gas  pipes  within  building. 

Where  continuously  indicating  ground  detectors  are  not  practicable,  the  circuits 
must  be  tested  at  least  once  per  day. 

Data  obtained  from  all  tests  must  be  taken  and  preserved  in  duplicate,  and  one  of 
the  duplicates  forwarded  promptly  to  the  Commissioner  and  filed  with  hira. 

MotoriB,  Insulation — 

Rule  52,  Motors  must  be  thoroughly  insulated  from  the  ground  wherever  prac- 
ticable. Wooden  base-frames  used  for  this  purpose,  and  wooden  floors  which  are 
depended  upon  for  insulation  where,  for  any  reason,  it  is  necessary  to  omit  the  base- 
frames,  must  be  kept  filled  to  prevent  absorption  of  moisture,  and  must  be  kept  clean 
and  dry. 

Grounding — 

Where  frame  insulation  is  impracticable,  the  Commissioner  may,  in  writing,  per- 
mit its  omission,  in  which  case  the  frame  must  be  permanently  and  effectively  grounded. 

Wiring — 

Motors  must  be  wired  in  all  respects  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance  as  to  inside  work.  The  motor  leads  or  branch  circuits  must  be  designed  to 
carry  a  current  at  least  25  per  cent,  greater  than  that  for  which  the  motor  is  rated,  in 
order  to  provide  for  overloading  of  the  motor  and  the  increased  current  required  in 
starting,  without  over-fusing  the  wires. 

Cut-out  and  Switch — Location — 

Each  motor  and  resistance  box  must  be  protected  by  a  cut-out  and  controlled  by 
a  switch,  said  switch  plainly  indicating  whether  current  is  "  on "  or  "  off."  With 
motors  of  one-fourth  horse  power  or  less,  on  circuits  where  the  voltage  does  not  ex- 
ceed 300,  the  requirements  of  Rule  77  of  this  ordinance  must  be  complied  with,  and 
single  pole  switches  may  be  used  as  allowed  in  Rule  78  of  this  ordinance.  The  switch 
and  rheostat  must  be  located  within  sight  of  the  motor,  except  in  cases  where  special 
permission  to  locate  them  elsewhere  is  given,  in  writing,  by  the  Commissioner. 

Where  the  circuit  breaking  device  on  the  motor-starting  rheostat  disconnects  all 
conductors  of  the  circuit,  the  switch  called  for  in  this  section  may  be  omitted. 

Overload  Release  Devices — 

Overload  release  devices  on  motor-starting  rheostats  will  not  take  the  place  of  the 

cut-otrt  required  by  this  rule  if  such  devices  are  inoperative  during  the  starting  of  the 
motof. 
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Location  of  Rheostats  to  be,  etc. — 

Motors  must  have  their  rheostats  or  starting  boxes  located  so  as  to  conform  to 
Rule  48  of  this  ordinance. 

Arrangement — 

Motors  must  not  be  run  in  series-multiple  or  multiple-series,  except  on  constant- 
potential  systems,  and  then  only  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner. 
Cover — 

Motors  must  be  covered  with  a  waterproof  cover  when  not  in  use,  and,  if  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Commissioner,  must  be  enclosed  in  an  approved  case. 

Insulation  in  Case  of  Fans — 

Motors  must,  when  combined  with  ceiling  fans,  be  hung  from  insulated  hooks,  or 
else  there  must  be  an  insulator  interposed  between  the  motor  and  the  support. 

Name-plate — 

Motors  must  each  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the 
capacity  in  volts  and  amperes,  and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute. 

Drip-pan — 

Every  motor  must  be  provided  with  an  approved  metal  drip-pan,  except  where  its 
omission  is  permitted  by  the  Commissioner  in  writing. 

Railway  Power  Plants — Circuit  Breaker — 

Rule  53.  In  railway  power  plants,  each  feed  wire,  before  it  leaves  the  station,  must 
be  equipped  with  an  approved  automatic  circuit  breaker  or  other  approved  device,  which 
will  immediately  cut  off  the  current  in  case  of  an  accidental  ground  or  any  excessive 
overload.  This  device  must  be  mounted  on  a  fireproof  base,  and  in  full  reach  of  the 
attendant. 

Storage  and  Primary  Batteries — 

Rule  54.  Storage  and  primary  batteries  : 

When  a  current  for  light  and  power  is  taken  from  storage  or  primary  batteries,  the 
same  general  regulations  must  be  observed  as  apply  to  similar  apparatus  fed  from 
dynamo  generators  developing  the  same  difference  of  potential. 

Ventilation — 

Storage  battery  rooms  must  be  thoroughly  ventilated. 
Insulation — 

All  storage  batteries  must  be  mounted  on  non-absorptive,  non-combustible  insu- 
lators, such  as  glass  or  thoroughly  vitrified  and  glazed  porcelain. 
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Cell  Connections — 

Any  metal  liable  to  corrosion  must  not  be  used  in  cell  connections  of  storage  bat- 
teries. 

Transformers — Location — 
Rule  55.  Transformers: 

In  central  or  sub-station's  the  transformers  must  be  so  placed  that  smoke  from  the 
burning  out  of  the  coils  or  the  boiling  over  of  the  oil  (where  oil  filled  cases  are  used) 
can  do  no  harm. 

Part  II. 
Outside  Work. 
Outside  Work — Conductors — Insulation — 

Rule  56.  Conductors  for  service  connections  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulat- 
ing covering,  and  those  lying  within  reach  and  operated  at  a  potential  exceeding  300 
volts  must  be  insulated  by  rubber  6-32  inch  in  thickness,  covered  by  two  coarse  cotton 
braids  impregnated  with  moisture  repellant,  unless  a  grounded  metallic  armor  is  used. 
Line  conductors  must  have  an  approved  weather-proof  or  rubber  insulating  covering. 
All  "tie  wires''  must  have  an  insulation  equal  to  that  of  the  conductors  they  confine. 

Location  of  Conductors — 

Rule  57.  Conductors  must  be  so  placed  that  moisture  cannot  form  a  cross  connec- 
tion between  them,  must  be  placed  not  less  than  a  foot  apart,  and  must  not  be  placed 
in  contact  with  any  substance  other  than  their  insulating  supports.  Wooden  blocks 
to  which  insulators  are  attached  must  be  covered  over  their  entire  surface  with  at 
least  two  coats  of  water-proof  paint. 

Conductors  on  House  Tops — 

Rule  58.  Conductors  must  not  be  strung  over  house  tops  unless  by  special  per- 
mission, in  writing,  from  the  Commissioner. 

Protection  of  Conductors — Crosses — 

Rule  59.  Conductors  must  be  protected  by  dead  insulated  guard  irons  or  wires 
from'  possibility  of  contact  with  other  conducting  wires  or  substances  to  which 
current  may  leak.  Special  precautions  of  this  kind  must  be  taken  where  sharp 
angles  occur,  or  where  any  conductors  may  possibly  come  in  contact  with  electric 
light  or  power  conductors.  Crosses,  when  unavoidable,  must  be  made  as  nearly 
at  right  angles  as  possible. 

Insulators  for  Conductors — Rubber  Hooks — 

Rule  60.  Conductors  must  be  provided  with  petticoat  insulators  of  glass  or  por- 
celain where  the  potential  exceeds  300  volts.    Rubber  hooks  must  not  be  used. 
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Joints  in  Conductors — 

Rule  61.  Conductors  must  be  so  spliced  and  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically  and 
electrically  secure  without  solder.  The  joints  must  then  be  soldered,  to  insure  pres- 
ervation, and  covered  with  an  insulation  equal  to  that  on  the  conductors.  All  joints 
must  be  soldered,  even  if  made  with  some  form  of  patent  splicing  device. 

Conductors  Entering  Buildings — 

Rule  62.  Conductors  must,  when  they  enter  buildings,  have  drip  loops  outside, 
and  the  holes  through  which  the  conductors  pass  must  be  bushed  with  non-com- 
bustible, non-absorptive  insulating  tubes  slanting  upward  toward  the  inside. 

Conductors  for  Signaling  Systems — 

Rule  63.  Conductors  for  signaling  systems  must  not  be  placed  on  the  same  cross- 
arm  with  electric  light  or  power  conductors,  but  when  placed  on  the  same  pole  with 
such  conductors  the  distance  between  the  two  inside  pins  of  each  cross-arm  must 
not  be  less  than  twenty-six  inches. 

Sheaths  of  Cables  to  be  Grounded — 

Rule  64.  The  metallic  sheaths  to  cables  must  be  permanently  and  efifectively  con- 
nected to  "  earth." 

Trolley  Wires — 

Rule  65.  "Trolley  wires"  must  not  be  smaller  than  No.  0  B.  &  S.  gauge  cop- 
per, and  must  readily  stand  the  strain  put  upon  them  when  in  use,  and  must  have  a 
double  insulation  from  the  ground.  In  wooden  pole  construction  the  pole  shall  be 
considered  as  one  insulation.  Trolley  wires  and  feeders  must  be  capable  of  being 
electrically  disconnected  at  the  power  plant,  or  of  being  divided  into  sections,  so 
that,  in  case  of  fire  on  the  railway  route,  the  current  may  be  shut  off  from  the  par- 
ticular section  and  not  interfere  v.'ith  the  work  of  the  Firemen. 

Ground  Return  Wires — 

Rule  66.  In  order  to  diminish  electrolytic  corrosion  of  underground  metal  work 
ground  return  wires  must  be  so  arranged  that  the  difference  of  potential  between  the 
grounded  dynamo  terminal  and  any  point  on  the  return  circuit  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  volts. 

Conductors  for  Constant  Potential  Systems  of  S,ooo  Volts,  etc. — 

Rule  67.  Conductors  for  constant  potential  systems  of  5,000  volts  or  over  must 
be  located  as  follows: 

Contacts  to  be  Avoided — 

Paragraph  a.  Every  reasonable  precaution  must  be  taken  in  arranging  routes  so 
as  to  avoid  exposure  to  contact  with  all  other  electric  circuits. 
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Distance  from  Other  Systems— Combination  Poles- 
Paragraph  b.  Except  as  by  this  rule  otherwise  provided  the  conductors  must  not 
approach  those  of  other  systems  nearer  than  a  distance  equal  to  the  height  of  the 
taller  system,  and  such  lines  must  not  be  on  the  same  poles  with  other  conductors,  ex- 
cept that  signaling  wires  used  by  the  company  operating  the  high  tension  system,  and 
which  do  not  enter  property  other  than  that  owned  or  occupied  by  such  company,  may 
be  carried  on  the  snme  poles  by  special  written  permission  of  the  Commissioner. 

Precautions — 

Paragraph  c.  Where  the  conductors  must  necessarily  be  carried  nearer  to  those 
of  other  systems  than  is  specified  in  Paragraph  b  of  this  rule,  or  where  they  must 
necessarily  be  carried  on  the  same  poles  with  other  conductors,  extra  precautions  to 
reduce  the  liability  of  a  breakdown  to  a  minimum  must  be  taken.  If  carried  on  the 
same  poles  with  other  conductors  the  high  tension  conductors  must  be  carried  at  least 
three  feet  above  the  other  conductors. 

Crosses — 

Paragraph  d.  Where  the  conductors  cross  those  of  other  systems,  the  poles  or 
supports  of  both  systems  must  be  of  heavy  and  substantial  construction. 

Whenever  it  is  practicable,  end-insulator  guards  must  be  placed  on  the  cross-arms 
of  the  upper  system.  If  the  high-tension  conductors  cross  below  the  other  wires,  the 
conductors  of  the  upper  line  should  be  dead-ended  at  each  end  of  the  span  to  be  double 
grooved  or  to  standard  transposition  insulators,  and  the  system  completed  by  loops. 
One  of  the  following  forms  of  construction  must  then  be  adopted : 

1.  The  height  and  length  of  the  cross-over  span  must  be  made  such  that  the  shortest 
distance  between  the  lower  cross-arms  of  the  upper  system  and  any  conductor  of  the 
lower  system  will  be  greater  than  the  length  of  the  cross-over  span,  so  that  a  con- 
ductor breaking  near  one  of  the  upper  puis  will  not  be  long  enough  to  reach  any  con- 
ductor of  the  lower  system.  The  high-tension  conductors  must  be  above  the  other  con- 
ductors. 

2.  A  joint  pole  may  be  erected  at  the  crossing  point,  the  high-tension  conductors 
being  supported  on  this  pole  at  least  three  feet  above  the  other  conductors.  Mechanical 
guards  or  supports  must  then  be  provided,  so  that  in  case  of  the  breaking  of  any  upper 
conductor,  it  will  be  impossible  for  it  to  come  into  contact  with  any  of  the  lower  con- 
ductors. 

3.  Whenever  neither  of  the  above  methods  is  practicable,  a  screen  of  wires  must 
be  interposed  between  the  systems  at  the  cross-over.  This  screen  must  be  supported  on 
high-tension  insulators  or  grounded  and  should  be  of  such  construction  and  strength 
as  to  prevent  the  upper  conductors  when  falling  from  coming  into  contact  with  the 
lower  ones. 
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If  the  screen  is  grounded  each  wire  of  the  screen  must  be  of  such  size  and  so  con- 
nected and  earthed  that  it  can  surely  carry  to  ground  any  current  which  may  be  de- 
livered by  any  of  the  high-tension  conductors,  and' the  construction  must  be  such  that 
the  wires  of  the  screen  will  not  be  destroyed  by  any  arcing  likely  to  occur  at  the  point 
of  contact. 

Height  and  Distance  from  Building — 

Paragraph  e.  When  it  is  necessary  to  carry  the  conductors  near  buildings,  they 
must  be  at  such  height  and  distance  from  the  building  as  not  to  interfere  with  firemen 
in  event  of  fire ;  viz,  if  within  25  feet  of  a  building,  they  must  be  carried  at  a  height  not 
less  than  that  of  the  top  front  cornice,  and  height  must  be  greater  than  that  of  such 
cornice,  as  the  conductors  come  nearer  to  the  building,  in  accordance  with  the  following 
table :

Transformers — 

Rule  68.  Transformers  must  not  be  placed  inside  of  any  building,  excepting  central 
stations,  unless  by  special  written  permission  of  the  Commissioner,  and  must  not  be 
attached  to  the  outside  walls  of  buildings  unless  separated  therefrom  by  substantial 
supports. 

Grounding  Low-Potential  Systems — 

Rule  69.  Grounding  low-potential  systems  : 

Two-wire,  direct-current,  low-potential  systems  having  no  accessible  neutral  point 
must  not  be  grounded.  If  necessary,  the  Commissioner  may  require  all  other  low- 
potential  systems  to  be  grounded,  but  only  when  the  system  is  so  arranged  that  under 
normal  conditions  of  service  there  will  be  no  passage  of  current  over  the  ground  wire ; 
and  when  required,  the  grounding  must  be  as  follows : 

Direct-Current,  Three-wire  Systems — 

Paragraph  a.  In  direct-current,  three-wire  systems,  the  neutral  wire  must  be 
grounded  at  the  central  station  on  a  metal  plate  buried  in  coke  beneath  the  permanent 
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moisture  level,  and  also  through  all  available  underground  water  and  gas-pipes.  When 
the  system  is  under  ground  the  neutral  wire  must  also  be  grounded  at  each  distributing 
box  through  the  box.  When  the  system  is  overhead  the  neutral  wire  must  be  grounded 
every  500  feet,  in  the.ymanner  prescribed  by  Paragraphs  c,  e,  f  and  g,  of  this  rule. 

Alternating-Current  Secondary  Systems — 

Paragraph  b.  In  alternating-current  secondary  systems,  the  transformer  secondaries 
must  be  grounded  at  the  neutral  point  or  wire,  whenever  such  point  or  wire  is  accesible ; 
when  no  such  point  or  wire  is  accessible,  one  side  of  the  secondary  circuit  may  be  < 
grounded,  provided  the  maximum  difference  of  potential  between  the  grounded  point : 
and  any  other  point  in  the  circuit  does  not  exceed  250  volts.    The  ground  connections; 
must  be  at  the  transformer  as  provided  in  Paragraphs  d,  e,  f  and  g,  of  this  rule,  and' 
when  the  transformers  feed  systems  having  a  neutral  wire,  such  wire  must  also  be^ 
grounded  at  least  every  250  feet  in  the  case  of  an  overhead  system,  and  every  500  feet 
in  the  case  of  an  underground  system. 

Ground  Wire  Alternating-Current  Systems — 

Paragraph  c.  The  "ground  wire  "  in  direct-current,  three-wire  systems  must  not,  at 
central  stations,  be  smaller  than  the  neutral  wire,  and  not  smaller  than  No.  6  B.  &  S. 
gauge  elsewhere. 

Ground  Wire  Alternating-current  Systems —  .1 
Paragraph  d.  The  "  ground  wire  "  in  alternating-current  systems  must  never  be  less 
than  No.  6  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  must  always  have  equal  carrying  capacity  to  the  secondarj 
lead  of  the  transformer,  or  the  combined  leads  where  transformers  are  connected  in 
parallel.    In  three-phase  systems,  the  "  ground  wire  "  must  have  a  carrying  capacity 
equal  to  that  of  any  one  of  the  three  mains. 

Ground  Wire  Location — 

Paragraph  e.  The  "  ground  wire  "  must  be  kept  outside  of  buildings,  but  may  be 
directly  attached  to  the  building  or  pole.  The  wire  must  be  carried  in  as  nearly  a  straight 
line  as  possible,  and  kinks,  coils,  and  sharp  bends  must  be  avoided. 

Ground  Connection  for  Central  Stations,  etc. — 

Paragraph  f.  The  ground  connection  for  central  stations,  transformer  and  substa- 
tions, and  banks  of  transformers  must  be  made  through  metal  plates  buried  in  coke 
beneath  the  permanent  moisture  level,  and  connection  must  also  be  made  to  all  available 
underground  piping  systems,  including  the  lead  sheath  of  underground  cables. 

Ground  Connections  for  Individual  Transformers,  etc. — 

Paragraph  g.  For  individual  transformers  and  building  services  the  ground  connec- 
tion may  be  made  as  in  Paragraph  f  of  this  Rule  or  may  be  made  to  water  or  other  piping 
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systems  running  into  the  buildings.    This  connection  must  be  made  by  carrying  the 
ground  wire  "  into  the  cellar  and  connecting  on  the  street  side  of  meters,  or  majn 
cocks,  but  connection  must  never  be  made  to  any  lead  pipe  forming  part  of  a  gas  service.- 

Partlll.  A. 

Inside  Work — 

Inside  Work,  All  Systems  and  Voltages. 

Conductors — 

Rule  70.  Conductors  must  not  be  of  smaller  size  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge,  except 
as  otherwise  in  this  ordinance  expressly  allowed. 

Tie  W'ires — 

"  Tie  wires  "  must  have  an  insulation  equal  to  that  of  the  conductors  they  confine. 
Joints — 

Conductors  must  be  so  spliced  or  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically  and  electrically 
secure  without  solder.  The  joints  must  then  be  soldered  to  insure  preservation,  and 
covered  with  an  insulation  equal  to  that  on  the  conductors. 

Stranded  conductors — 

Stranded  conductors  must  be  soldered  before  being  fastened  under  clamps  or  bind- 
ing screws,  and  whether  stranded  or  solid,  when  they  have  a  conductivity  greater  than 
that  of  No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge  they  must  be  soldered  into  lugs  for  all  terminal  connections. 

Separation — 

Conductors  must  be  separated  from  contact  with  walls,  floors,  timbers  of  partitions 
through  which  they  may  pass  by  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  tubes,  except 
as  otherwise  in  this  ordinance  expressly  provided. 

Bushings  must  be  long  enough  to  bush  the  entire  length  of  the  hole  in  one  con- 
tinuous piece,  or  else  the  hole  must  first  be  bushed  by  a  continuous  waterproof  tube. 
This  tube  may  be  a  conductor,  such  as  iron  pipe,  but  in  that  case  an  insulating  bushing 
must  be  pushed  into  each  end  of  it,  extending  far  enough  to  keep  the  conductor  abso- 
lutely out  of  contact  with  the  pipe. 

Conductors  must  be  kept  free  from  contact  with  gas,  water  or  metallic  piping,  or  any 
other  conductors  or  conducting  material  which  they  cross,  by  some  continuous  and 
firmly  fixed  non-conductor,  creating  a  separation  of  at  least  one  inch. 

Conductors  in  Wet  Places — 

Conductors  in  wet  places  must  be  so  placed  that  an  air  space  will  be  left  between 
conductors  and  pipes  in  crossing,  and  the  former  must  be  run  in  such  a  way  that  they 
cannot  come  in  contact  with  the  pipe  accidentally.    Conductors  must  When  practicable 
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be  run  over,  and  not  under,  pipes  upon  which  moisture  is  likely  to  gather  or  which,  by 
leaking,  may  cause  trouble  on  a  circuit. 

Conductors  in  Elevator  Shafts — 

The  installation  of  electrical  conductors  in  elevator  shafts,  in  wooden  mouldings 
or  on  insulators,  is  prohibited,  but  conductors  may  be  installed  in  such  shafts  if  encased 
in  approved  metal  conduits. 

Underground  Conductors — 

Rule  71.  Underground  conductors  must  be  protected  against  moisture  and  mechanical 
injury  where  brought  into  a  building,  and  all  combustible  material  must  be  kept  from 
the  immediate  vicinity. 

Underground  conductors  must  not  be  so  Jir ranged  as  to  shunt  the  current  through 
a  building  around  any  catch-box. 

Where  an  underground  service  enters  a  building  through  tubes,  the  tubes  must  be 
tightly  closed  at  the  outlets  with  asphaltum  or  other  non-conductor,  to  prevent  gases 
from  entering  the  building  through  such  channels. 

No  underground  service  from  a  subway  to  a  building  shall  supply  more  than  one 
l)uilding  except  by  written  permission  of  the  Commissioner.

The  above  tables  are  prescribed  without  regard  to  the  question  of  "  drop."  No 
smaller  conductor  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge  must  be  used  except  as  allowed  by  Rules 
88  and  159  of  this  ordinance. 

Switches,  Cut-outs  and  Circuit  Breakers — 

Rule  73.  Switches,  cut-outs  and  circuit  breakers  must,  except  as  otherwise  spe- 
cially provided  in  this  ordinance,  be  so  arranged  that  the  cut-outs  will  protect,  and 
the  opening  of  a  switch  or  circuit  breaker  will  disconnect,  all  of  the  conductors* 
that  is,  in  a  two-wire  system  the  two  conductors,  and  in  a  three-wire  system  the  other 
conductors,  must  be  protected  by  the  cut-out  and  disconnected  by  the  operation  of 
the  switch  or  circuit  breaker. 
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Location — ■ 

Switches,  cut-outs  and  circuit  breakers  must  not  be  placed  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  inflammable  material  or  where  exposed  to  inflammable  gases  or  dust  or 
lo  flyings  of  inflammable  material. 

In  starch  and  candy  factories,  grain  elevators,  flouring  mills  and  buildings  used 
lor  wood-working  or  other  purposes  where  fittings  may  be  exposed  to  dust  and 
-flyings  of  inflammable  material  the  cut-outs  and  switches  must  be  placed  in  approved 
•cabinets  and  whenever  practicable  outside  of  the  dust  rooms.  If,  however,  it  is 
-necessary  to  locate  them  in  the  dust  rooms  the  cabinets  must  be  dust-proof  and 
must  be  provided  with  self-closing  doors. 

Switches,  cut-outs  and  circuit  breakers  must,  when  exposed  to  dampness,  either 
be  inclosed  in  a  water-proof  box  or  mounted  on  porcelain  knobs. 

Time  Switches — 

Time  switches  must  be  inclosed  in  an  iron  box  or  cabinet  lined  with  fire-resisting 
material. 

If  an  iron  box  is  used  the  minimum  thickness  of  the  iron  must  be  .0128  of  an 
inch  (No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge). 

If  a  cabinet  is  used  it  must  be  lined  with  marble  or  slate  at  least  }i  of  an  inch 
thick,  or  with  iron  not  less  than  .0128  of  an  inch  thick.  The  box  or  cabinet  must  be 
so  constructed  that  when  the  switch  opens  the  blades  will  clear  the  door  by  at  least 
one  inch. 

Part  III. 

Inside  Work  Constant  Current  Systems. 

Inside  Work  Constant  Current  Systems — Conductors — Covering — Switch  Supports — 
Separation — Boxing — 

Rule  74.  Conductors  must  have  an  approved  insulating  covering,  and  must  be 
arranged  to  enter  and  leave  the  building  through  an  approved  double-contact  service 
switch  mounted  in  a  non-combustible  case,  kept  free  from  moisture,  and  easy  of 
access  to  Police  or  Firemen.  Conductors  must  always  be  in  plain  sight  and  never 
incased,  except  when  required  by  the  Commissioner;  and  must  be  supported  on  glass 
or  porcelain  insulators,  which  separate  the  conductors  at  least  one  inch  from  the  sur- 
face wired  over,  and  must  be  kept  rigidly  at  least  eight  inches  from  each  other,  ex- 
cept within  the  structure  of  lamps,  on  hanger  boards  or  in  cut-out  boxes,  or  like 
places,  where  a  less  distance  is  necessary;  and  must,  on  side  walls,  be  protected  from 
mechanical  injury  by  a  substantial  boxing,  retaining  an  air  space  of  one  inch  around 
the  conductors,  closed  at  the  top  (the  wires  passing  through  bushed  holes),  and  ex- 
tending not  less  than  seven  feet  from  the  floor  or  placed  in  iron  pipe  having  an 
•approved  insulating  lining.  When  crossing  floor  timbers  in  cellars,  or  in  rooms 
where  they  might  be  exposed  to  injury,  conductors  must  be  attached  by  their  insulat- 
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ing  supports  to  the  under  side  of  a  wooden  strip  not  less  than  one-half  inch  in 
thickness. 

Series  Arc  Lamps — Globe — 

Rule  75.  Series  arc  lamps  must  be  carefully  isolated  from  inflammable  materials; 
must  be  provided  at  all  times  with  a  glass  globe  surrounding  the  arc,  and  securely 
fastened  upon  a  closed  base.    Broken  or  cracked  globes  must  not  be  used. 

Netting — Spark  Arresters — 

Series  arc  lamps  must  be  provided  with  a  wire  netting  (having  a  mesh  not  ex:- 
ceeding  one  and  one-fourth  inches)  around  the  globe,  and  an  approved  spark  arrester 
when  easily  inflammable  material  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lamps,  to  prevent  escape 
of  sparks  of  carbon  or  melted  copper. 

Location — 

Outside  arc  lamps  must  be  suspended  at  least  nine  feet  above  the  sidewalks. 
Inside  arc  lamps  must  be  placed  out  of  reach  or  suitably  protected. 

Arc  lamps,  when  used  in  places  where  they  are  exposed  to  flyings  of  easily- 
inflammable  material,  must  have  the  carbons  inclosed  completely  in  a  tight  globe 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  spark  arresters. 

Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  apply  to  inclosed  arc  lamps  having  tight  inner  globes^ 
but  the  Commissioner  may  require  a  wire  netting  around  the  inner  globe  if  the 
outer  globe  is  omitted. 

Where  hanger-boards  are  not  used,  lamps  must  be  hung  from  insulating  supports^ 
other  than  their  conductors. 

Incandescent  Series  Lamps — Cut-out — Tubes — 

Rule  76.  Incandescent  lamps  in  series  circuits  must  have  the  conductors  in- 
stalled as  required  in  Rule  74  of  this  ordinance,  and  each  lamp  must  be  provided 
with  an  automatic  cut-out.  Each  lamp  must  be  suspended  from  a  hanger-board 
by  means  of  rigid  tube. 

No  electro  magnetic  device  for  switches  and  no  multiple-series  or  series-multiple 
system  of  lighting  must  be  used. ' 

The  lamps  must  not  under  any  circumstances  be  attached  to  gas  fixtures. 

Part  III.C. 

Inside  Work  Constant  Potential  Systems— All  Voltages. 
Constant  Potential  Systems,  All  Voltages— Automatic  Cut-outs— Location- 
Rule  77.  Except  on  main  switchboards  or  where  otherwise  expressly  allowed  by 
the  Commissioner  in  writing,  circuit-breakers  must  not  be  used,  unless  fuses  are 
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also  provided.  Automatic  cut-outs  must  be  placed  on  all  service  conductors,  both 
overhead  and  underground,  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point  where  they  enter  the 
building  and  inside  the  walls,  and  arranged  to  cut  off  the  entire  current  from  the 
building. 

Protection  of  Switch — 

Where  the  switch  required  by  Rule  78  of  this  ordinance  is  inside  the  building,  the 
cut-out  required  by  this  rule  must  be  placed  so  as  to  protect  it. 

Change  in  Size  of  Conductors — 

Automatic  cut-outs  must  be  placed  at  every  point  where  a  change  is  made  in 
the  size  of  conductor,  except  in  a  branch  circuit,  protected  by  a  fuse  or  circuit 
breaker  of  not  exceeding  660  watts  capacity,  and  where  provided  in  such  case  the 
cut-out  in  the  larger  conductor  will  protect  the  smaller;  also  where  with  the  written 
permission  of  the  Commissioner  first  obtained  extensions  are  taken  from  risers  to 
feed  cut-outs  placed  within  a  short  distance  of  the  riser. 

Location — 

Automatic  cut-outs  must  be  in  plain  sight,  or  inclosed  in  an  approved  cabinet 
and  readily  accessible.    They  must  not  be  placed  in  the  canopies  or  shells  of  fixtures. 

JLink  Fuses — 

The  ordinary  porcelain  link  fuse  cut-outs  must  not  be  used.  Link  fuses  may 
be  used  only  when  inclosed  in  dust-tight,  fire-proof  cabinets  and  mounted  on  slate 
or  marble  bases,  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Rules  174  to  179,  inclusive,  of 
this  ordinance. 

One  Cut-out  to  660  Watts — 

Automatic  cut-outs  must  be  so  placed  that  no  more  than  one  motor  or  set  of 
incandescent  lamps  requiring  more  than  660  watts,  whether  grouped  on  one  fixture 
or  on  several  fixtures  or  pendants,  will  be  dependent  upon  one  cut-out.  Special 
permission,  however,  may  be  given  in  writing  by  the  Commissioner  for  departure 
from  this  requirement  in  case  of  large  chandeliers,  stage  borders,  and  illuminated 
signs. 

Link-fuse  Rosettes — 

On  open  work  in  large  mills,  approved  link-fuse  rosettes  may  be  used  at  a  voltage 
of  not  over  125,  and  approved  enclosed  fuse  rosettes  at  a  voltage  of  not  over  250,  the 
fuse  in  the  rosette  not  to  exceed  3  amperes,  and  a  fuse  of  over  25  amperes  must  not  be 
used  in  the  branch  circuit. 

Taps — 

All  branches  or  "taps"  from  a  three-wire  Edison  system  must  be  run  as  two-wire 
circuits. 
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Capacity  of  Fuses — 

The  rated  capacity  of  fuses  must  not  exceed  the  allowable  carrying  capacity  of  the 
conductor,  as  given  in  Rule  72  of  this  ordinance. 

Circuit  Breakers — • 

Circuit  breakers  must  not  be  set  more  than  30  per  cent,  above  the  allowable  carry- 
ing capacity  of  the  wire,  unless  a  fusible  cut-out  is  also  installed  in  the  circuit. 

Switches — Location — 

Rule  78.  Switches  must  be  placed  on  all  service  conductors,  whether  overhead  or 
underground,  in  a  readily  accessible  place,  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point  where  the 
wires  enter  the  building,  and  arranged  to  cut  off  the  entire  circuit. 

Service  cut-out  and  switch  must  be  arranged  to  cut  off  current  from  all  devices, 
including  meters. 

Knife  Switches — 

Switches  must,  when  practicable,  be  installed  in  dry,  accessible  places.  Otherwise 
they  are  to  be  enclosed  in  a  waterproof  box.  They  must  be  grouped  as  far  as  possible. 
Knife  switches  must  be  so  placed  that  gravity  will  tend  to  open  rather  than  close  them. 

Single  Pole  Switches — 

Single  pole  switches  must  not  be  used  when  the  circuits  which  they  control  supply 
devices  which  require  over  660  watts  of  energy,  or  when  the  difference  of  potential  is 
over  300  volts 

Flush  Switches — 

Where  flush  switches  are  used,  whether  with  conduit  systems  or  not,  they  must 
l>e  enclosed  in  boxes  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  No  push  buttons  for  bells,  gas  light- 
ing circuits,  or  the  like  shall  be  placed  in  the  same  wall  plate  with  switches  controlling 
electric  light  or  power  wiring 

Blocks— 

Where  possible,  at  all  switch  or  fixture  outlets,  a  ^-inch  block  must  be  fastened 
between  studs  or  fioor  timbers  flush  with  the  back  of  lathing  to  hold  tubes,  and  to  sup- 
port switches  or  fixtures.  When  this  cannot  be  done,  wooden  base  blocks,  not  less 
than  }i  inch  in  thickness,  securely  screwed  to  lathing,  must  be  provided  for  switches, 
and  also  for  fixtures  which  arc  not  attached  to  gas  pipes  or  conduit  tubing- 
Heating,  etc..  Apparatus — Location — Resistances — 

Rule  79.  Electric  heating  and  cooking  apparatus,  whether  portable  or  non-portable, 
ViHist  be  placed  in  safe  locations  and  out  of  reach  of  inflammable  materials,  and  must 
be  supported  on  non-conducting  and  non-combustible  standards  or  bases  so  as  to  be  at 
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least  4  inches  from  wood  work  of  any  description  or  other  inllanimablc  material,  unless 
protected  by  non-combustible  materials,  such  as  sheet  metal  and  a'sbestos,  so  combined 
as  to  prevent  appreciable  transmission  of  heat,  while  securing  full  insulation.  The 
lieating  wires  or  resistances  must  be  inclosed  in  incombustible  cases  so  adapted  as  to 
prevent  accidental  contact  with  any  exterior  object  or  material. 

The  apparatus  must  never  be  concealed,  but  must  be  at  all  times  in  plain  sight. 

The  apparatus  must  have  double  pole  switches,  cut-outs,  and  other  devices  arranged 
as  required  by  this  ordinance  for  electric  light  or  power  apparatus  employing  the  same 
current  and  potential. 
Feed  Wires — 

The  attachments  of  "feed-wires"  to  the  apparatus  must  be  in  plain^  sight,  easily 
accessible  and  protected  from  interference,  accidental  or  otherwise ;  and  must  be 
securely  made  in  the  same  manner  that  conductors  arc  required  by  this  ordinance  to 
l)c  attached  to  motors  or  generators  dealing  with  equal  currents,  and  the  conductors 
must  be  continuous  from  the  apparatus  to  the  switch  or  cut-out,  which  must  not  be 
within  two  feet  of  the  apparatus.  The  conductors  must  be  thoroughly  insulated  and 
also  covered  with  a  good  mechanical  protection. 

Portable  Heating,  etc..  Apparatus — Cases — 

Rule  80.  In  portable  electric  heating  and  cooking  apparatus  the  resistances  for 
heating  must  be  inclosed  in  non-combustible  cases  which  in  turn  must  be  mounted  on 
non-conducting  and  non-combustible  bases,  raising  the  same  at  least  one  inch  from  any 
surface  on  which  they  stand.  The  apparatus  must  not  be  attached  to  lamp  sockets, 
and  when  current  of  more  than  10  amperes  is  required  must  conform  to  the  require- 
\iients  of  Rule  79  of  this  ordinance. 

Flexible  Conductors — Plug  Switches — 

When  currents  of  ten  amperes  or  less  are  required,  the  apparatus  may  be  connected 
by  specially  approved  flexible  double  or  twin  wire  conductors,  provided  each  conductor 
is  composed  of  two  multi-strand  conductors,  each  of  which  is  insulated  by  a  waterproof 
material  and  asbestos,  while  both  are  surrounded  by  a  covering  affording  adequate 
mechanical  protection.  These  flexible  cords  must  also  be  connected  to  "plug  switches"" 
having  double  pole  fuses  in  their  sockets  which  will  cut  out  the  circuits  if  a  cross  con- 
nection should  occur  in  the  flexible  conductor.  Such  "  plug  switch  "  must  be  so  arranged 
that  the  plug  will  pull  out  and  break  the  connection  if  an  abnormal  mechanical  strain  is 
brought  on  the  flexible  conductor. 

Leading-in  Conductors — 

The  leading-in  conductors  of  these  flexible  cords  must  be  connected  to  the  ap- 
paratus at  the  point  of  loAvest  temperature,  and  where  such  conductors  are  detachable 
at  the  apparatus  their  terminals  must  be  arranged  with  female  ends,  protected  by 
porcelain,  extending  at  least  34  inch  beyond  the  metal  terminals. 
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Coiinector — 

If  the  connection  at  the  apparatus  is  fixed,  a  separable  double-pole  connector  must 
be  placed  in  the  circuit  so  that,  in  case  an  undue  strain  is  brought  on  the  conductors, 
the  device  will  be  automatically  cut  out  and  disconnected. 

Length  of  Cord — 

Flexible  cord  connections  longer  than  six  feet  must  not  be  used. 

Receptacles — 

Receptacles  for  plug  attachments  must  be  placed  at  least  six  inches  above  the  floor. 
Switches — 

AMiere  switches  are  provided  they  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Rule  78  of 
this  Ordinance. 

State  Table — 

Where  a  number  of  utensils  are  grouped  for  general  cooking  service,  installations 
to  be  approved  must  be  provided  with  slate,  soap-stone  or  other  approved  slab  or  table 
for  utensils  to  rest  upon.  Plug  receptacles  mounted  on  slate  or  other  approved  mate- 
rial must  be  attached  to  mains  running  at  least  six  inches  above  the  working  surface 
of  the  table. 

t 

Heating  Apparatus  to  be  Applied  to  Inflammable  Articles — Leading-in  Conductors — 
Distance  from  Floors,  etc. — Flexible  Cord — 
Rule  81.  Sad  irons  and  other  electric  heatmg  appliances  that  are  intended  to  be 
applied  to  inflanmiable  articles,  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Rules  79  and  80 
of  this  Ordinance,  and  must  also  be  provided  with  approved  attachments  which  will 
cut  off  current  when  not  in  acturd  use.  The  leading-in  conductors  to  the  apparatus 
must  be  connected  through  porcelain  connecting  blocks,  and  the  cable  or  cord  of  the 
same  must  be  passed  through  an  insulated  elastic  spiral  or  spring,  so  arranged  as  to 
protect  the  same  from  kinking,  chafing  or  like  injury  at  or  near  the  point  of  connec- 
tion. The  conductors  must  be  so  placed  that  they  will  at  all  times  be  at  least  four  feet 
from  the  floor  and  well  protected  against  contact  with  water  pipes  or  other  possible 
ground  connections.  Flexible  cord  must  not  be  used  except  when  specifically  approved 
by  the  comissioner  in  writing. 

Part  III.  D. 

Imide  Work — Low-Potential  Systems — 300  Volts  or  Less. 

Inside  Work — Low-Potential  Systems — 300  Volts  or  Less — Conductors — Separation  of 
Live  Parts — Location — Fished — 
Rule  82.  Conductors  must  be  so  arranged  that  under  no  circumstances  will  there  be 
a  difference  of  potential  of  300  volts  or  more  between  any  bare  metal  parts  in  any  dis- 
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tributin.2:  switch  or  cnt-oiit  cnbinet,  or  equivalent  centre  of  distril)ution ;  must  not  be 
laid  ill  plaster,  cement  or  similar  fmish,  and  must  never  be  fastened  with  staples;  must 
not  be  fished  except  where  it  can  be  readily  ascertained  on  inspection  that  the  require 
ments  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  complied  with. 

Twin  Conductors — • 

Twin  conductors  must  never  be  used  except  in  conduits,  or  where  flexible  con 
<luctors  are  necessary. 

Protection — 

Conductors  must  be  protected  on  side  walls  from  mechanical  injury.  When  crossing 
floor  timbers  in  cellars,  or  in  rooms  where  they  might  be  exposed  to  injury,  conductors 
must  be  attached  by  their  insulating  supports  to  the  under  side  of  a  wooden  strip,  not 
less  than  one-half  inch  in  thickness,  and  not  less  than  three  inches  in  width. 

Suitable  protection  on  side  walls  must  be  secured  either  by  a  substantial  boxing, 
retaining  an  air  space  of  one  inch  around  the  conductors,  closed  at  the  top  (the  wires 
passing  through  the  bushed  holes),  and  extending  not  less  than  five  feet  from  the  floor 
or  by  an  iron-armored  or  metal-sheathed  insulating  conduit  sufficiently  strong  to  with 
stand  the  strain  to  which  it  will  be  subjected,  and  with  the  ends  protected  by  the  lining 
or  by  special  insulating  bushings,  so  as  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  cutting  the  insula 
lion ;  or  by  plain  metal  pipe,  lined  with  approved  flexible  tubing,  which  must  extend 
irom  the  insulator  next  below  the  pipe  to  the  one  next  above  it. 

]\Ietal  Conduits — 

If  metal  conduits  or  iron  pipes  are  used  to  protect  conductors  carrying  alternatin 
currents,  the  two  or  more  conductors  of  each  circuit  must  be  placed  in  the  same  conduit 
and  the  insulation  of  each  conductor  must  be  reinforced  by  approved  flexible  tubin 
extending  from  the  insulator  next  below  the  pipe  to  the  one  next  above  it.  This  nius 
also  be  done  in  direct-current  wiring  if  there  is  any  possibility  of  alternating  curren 
ever  being  used  on  the  system. 

Exposure  to  JNIoisture — 

When  run  in  unfinished  attics,  or  in  proximity  to  water  tanks  or  pipes,  conductors 
are  to  be  considered  as  exposed  to  moisture. 

Conductors  for  Open  Work  in  Dry  Places — Insulation — Supports — Separation- 
Rule  83.  Conductors  for  open  work  in  dry  places  must  have  an  approved  rubbe 
or  "  slow-burning  weatherproof  "'  insulation,  and  must  be  rigidly  supported  on  non-com 
bustible,  non-absorptive  insulators,  which  will  separate  the  wires  from  each  other  and 
from  the  surface  v.nrcd  over  in  accordance  with  the  following  table:

But  nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  forbid  the  placing  of  the 
neutral  of  an  Edison  three-Avire  SAStem  in  the  centre  of  a  three-wire  cleat  where 
the  difference  of  potential  between  the  outside  conductors  is  less  than  300  volts, 
provided  the  outside  conductors  are  separated  from  each  other  by  two  and  one-half 
inches. 


Conductors  in  Damp  Places — Covering —  - 

Rule  84.  Conductors  in  damp  places,  or  in  buildings  specially  subject  to  moisture 
or  to  acid  or  other  fumes  liable  to  injure  the  conductors  or  their  insulation,  must 
have  an  approved  insulating  covering. 

Protection — 

For  protection  against  water,  rubber  insulation  must  be  used.  For  protection 
against  corrosive  vapors,  either  waterproof  or  rubber  insulation  must  be  used. 

Supports — Separation — 

Said  conductors  must  be  rigidly  supported  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive 
insulators,  which  separate  the  conductor  at  least  one  inch  from  the  surface  wired 
over,  and  must  be  kept  apart  at  least  two  and  one-half  inches  for  voltages  of  300  or 
less  and  at  least  four  inches  for  higher  voltages. 

Conductors  for  Moulding  Work — Covering — Moulding — 

Rule  85.  Conductors  for  moulding  work  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating 
covering  and  must  never  be  placed  in  moulding  in  concealed  or  damp  places,  or 
where  the  difference  of  potential  between  any  two  wires  in  the  same  moulding  is 
over  300  volts.  Screws,  nails,  staples,  or  other  metal  substances  must  not  be  used 
to  hold  conductors  in  grooves  of  backing  or  moulding. 

jMoulding  must  not  be  placed  directly  against  a  brick  wall. 

Conductors  for  Conduit  Work- 
Rule  86.  Conductors  for  conduit  work  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating 

covering;  must  not  be  drawn  in  until  all  mechanical  work  on  the  building  has  been, 

as  far  as  possible,  completed;  and  must,  for  alternating  systems,  have  the  two  or 

more  conductors  of  a  circuit  drawn  in  the  same  conduit. 

The  same  conduit  must  never  contain  circuits  of  different  systems,  but  may 

contain  two  or  more  circuits  of  the  same  system. 
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Concealed  Knob  and  Tube  Work — 

Rule  87.  Concealed  knob  and  tube  work  must  not  be  used  or  iiistalled. 

Conductors  for  Fixture  Work — 

Rule  88.  Conductors  for  fixture  work  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating- 
covering  and  be  not  less  in  size  tb.an  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge.  Supply  conductors,  and 
especially  the  splices  to  "  fixture  wires,"  must  be  kept  clear  of  the  grounded  part  of 
gas  pipes,  and,  where  shells  or  outlet  boxes  are  used,  they  must  be  sufficiently  large 
10  allow  the  fulfillment  of  this  requirement.  The  conductors  must,  when  fixtures  are 
wired  outside,  be  so  secured  as  not  to  be  cut  or  abraded  by  the  pressure  of  the  fast- 
enings or  motion  of  the  fixture. 

Fixtures  having  an  exposed  wiring  must  not  be  used  in  show  windows. 

Difference  of  Potential — 

Under  no  circumstances  must  there  be  a  difference  of  potential  of  more  than 
300  volts  l.ictvvccn  wires  contained  in  or  attached  to  the  same  fixture. 

Armored  Cables — 

Rule  89.  Armored  cables  must  be  continuous  from  outlet  to  outlet  or  to  junction 
boxes,  and  the  armor  of  the  cable  must  enter  and  be  secured  to  all  fittings,  as  re- 
quired by  Rule  90  of  this  ordinance,  for  interior  conduits. 

Outlet  Boxes — 

Said  cables  must  be  equipped  at  every  outlet  with  an  approved  outlet  box  o 
plate,  as  required  by  this  ordinance  for  conduit  work. 

Outlet  plates  must  not  be  used  where  it  is  practicable  to  install  outlet  boxes. 

Grounding — 

Said  cables  must  have  the  metal  armor  of  the  cable  permanently  and  effective! 
grounded. 

Armor  Joints — "  Bond  Wires  " — 

The  metal  armor  of  such  systems  must  be  joined  so  as  to  afford  electrical  con 
ductivity  sufficient  to  allow  the  largest  fuse  or  circuit  breaker  in  the  circuit  to  operate 
bclore  a  dangerous  rise  in  temperature  in  the  S5'steni  can  occur.  Armor  of  cables 
and  gas  pipes  must  be  securely  fastened  in  metal  outlet  boxes,  so  as  to  secure  good 
electrical  connection.  Where  boxes  used  for  centres  of  distribution  do  not  afford 
good  electrical  connection  the  armor  of  the  cables  must  be  joined  around  them  by 
suitable  "  bond  wires."  Where  sections  of  armored  cable  are  installed  without  being 
fastened  to  the  metal  structure  of  buildings  or  10  the  grounded  metal  piping,  they 
must  be  bonded  together  and  joined  to  a  permanent  and  eff'icient  ground  connec- 
tion.

Covering — 

When  installed  in  so-called  fire-proof  buildings  in  course  of  construction,  or 
afterwards,  if  concealed,  or  where  it  is  exposed  to  die  weather,  or  in  damp  places, 
such  as  breweries  or  stables,  the  cable  must  have  a  lead  covering  placed  between  the 
outer  braid  of  the  conductors  and  the  steel  armor. 

Terminal  Fittings — 

Where  entering  junction  boxes  and  at  all  other  outlets,  the  cable  must  be  pro- 
vided with  approved  terminal  fittings  which  will  protect  the  insulation  of  the  con- 
ductors from  abrasion,  unless  such  junction  or  outlet  boxes  are  specially  designed 
and  approved  for  use  with  the  cable. 

Junction  Boxes — ■ 

Junction  boxes  must  always  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  accessible. 
For  alternating  current  systems  the  conductors  of  the  cable  must  be  inclosed  in 
one  metal  armor. 

Interior  ■Metal  Conduits,  not  Insulation — 

Rule  90.  Interior  metal  conduits  are  to  be  considered  merely  as  raceways,  and  are 
not  to  be  relied  upon  for  insulation  between  conductor  and  conductor,  or  between  the 
conductor  and  the  ground. 

Diameter — 

No  such  conduit  having  an  internal  diameter  of  less  than  five-eighths  of  an  inch 
must  be  used. 

Continuous — - 

Every  such  conduit  must  be  continuous  from  outlet  to  outlet  or  to  junction  boxes, 
and  must  enter,  and  must  be  secured  to  all  fittings,  as  required  by  Rule  89  of  this 
ordinance. 

In  case  of  main  runs,  each  conduit  must  run  continuously  into  a  main  cut-out  cabinet 
or  gutter  surrounding  the  panel  board,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Installation — 

Every  interior  metal  conduit  must  be  first  installed  as  a  complete  conduit  system, 
without  the  conductors  and  without  "  fish  wires  "  and  must  be  equipped  at  every  outlet 
with  an  approved  outlet  box  or  plate. 

Outlet  Box,  etc.— 

Outlet  plates  must  not  be  used  where  it  is  practicable  to  install  outlet  boxes. 

In  buildings  already  constructed  where  the  conditions  are  such  that  neither  outlet 
box  nor  plate  can  be  installed,  these  appliances  may  be  omitted  by  special  written  per- 
nii.->sion  of  the  Commissioner. 
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Bushings — 

Interior  metal  conduits  where  the}^  enter  junction  boxes,  and  at  all  other  outlets, 
nnist  be  provided  with  approved  bushings  fitted  so  as  to  protect  the  conductors  front 
abrasion,  except  when  such  protection  is  obtained  by  the  use  of  approved  nipples,  prop- 
erly fitted  in  boxes  or  devices.  Bushings  must  be  secured  to  conduit  by  screw  or  clamp 
connections.  In  cases  Avhere  conductors  are  subject  to  injury  from  an  unprotected 
sharp  edge  of  the  conduit  end,  the  pipe  must  be  reamed  or  the  flexible  conduit  provided 
with  a  bushing. 

The  metal  of  the  conduit  must  be  permanently  and  effectively  grounded. 

Grounding  Joints — Bond  Wires — 

The  metal  of  conduit  systems  must  be  joined  so  as  to  afford  electrical  conductivity 
sufficient  to  allow  the  largest  fuse  or  circuit  breaker  in  the  circuit  to  operate  before  a 
dangerous  rise  in  temperature  in  the  conduit  system  can  occur.  Conduits  and  gas  pipes 
must  be  securely  fastened  in  metal  outlet  boxes  so  as  to  secure  good  electrical  connec- 
tion. Where  boxes  used  for  centres  of  distribution  do  not  afford  good  electrical  con- 
nection, the  conduits  nuist  be  joined  around  them  by  suitable  "bond  wires."  Where 
sections  of  metal  conduit  are  installed  without  being  fastened  to  the  metal  structure  of 
buildings  or  to  the  grounded  metal  piping,  they  must  be  bonded  together  and  joined  to 
a  permanent  and  efi^icient  ground  connection. 

Junction  Boxes — 

Junction  boxes  must  always  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  accessible. 
Elbows,  etc. — 

All  elbows  or  bends  must  be  so  made  that  the  conduit  or  lining  of  the  same  wil 
not  be  injured.  The  radius  of  the  curve  of  the  inner  edge  of  any  elbow  must  not  be 
less  than  three  and  one-half  inches.  There  must  be  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  four- 
quarter  bends  from  outlet  to  outlet,  the  bends  at  the  outlets  not  being  counted. 

Circular  Loom,  etc. — 

Rule  91.  Circular  loom  and  other  similar  conduits  must  be  installed  on  the  ''loop 
system"  and  must  be  continuous  from  outlet  to  outlet  or  junction  boxes  or  devices 
without  splices  or  taps  ;  must  not  be  installed  in  gains  cut  in  floor  beams  or  against 
solid  walls,  unless  protected  by  an  intervening  strip  of  iron  or  steel  at  least  one- 
sixteenth  of  an  inch  in  thickness;  must  project  at  least  one  inch  beyond  the  finished 
surface  of  walls  or  ceilings,  except  where  ending  in  outlet  or  junction  boxes,  or  similar 
devices ;  must  be  installed  without  conductors,  and  the  conductors  must  not  be  inserted 
in  the  conduit  until  all  mechanical  work  liable  to  injure  the  conduit  or  conductors  has 
been,  as  far  as  possible,  completed. 
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Dampness — 

Such  conduits  must  not  be  used  in  places  subject  to  dampness,  nor  liable  to  contact 
with  damp  mortar,  plaster  or  like  material,  as  in  the  case  of  buildings  in  course  of 
construction.  Where  installed  on  the  outside  of  buildings  or  in  places  exposed  to  the 
weather,  they  must  be  carried  on  insulators  which  separate  the  conduit  from  the  surface 
wired  over  by  at  least  one  inch  and  protected  with  a  coating  of  moisture  repellant. 

Straps,  etc. — 

Straps  or  cleats  only  must  be  used  where  it  becomes  necessary  to  fasten  these 
■  conduits. 

"x\ttix  Wire  "— 

Rule  92.  "  Attix  wire"  must  be  installed  on  the  "loop  system,"  and  must  be  con- 
tinuous from  outlet  to  outlet  or  junction-boxes  or  similar  devices,  without  splices  or 
taps;  must  not  be  installed  in  gains  cut  in  floor  beams  or  against  solid  walls,  unless 
protected  by  an  intervening  strip  of  iron  or  steel  at  least  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  in 
thickness;  must  project  at  least  one  inch  beyond  the  finished  surface  of  walls  or 
ceilings,  except  where  ending  in  outlet  or  junction-boxes,  or  similar  devices,  which 
must  be  readily  accessible;  and  must  not  be  used  in  places  subject  to  dampness,  nor 
liable  to  contact  with  damp  mortar,  plaster  or  like  material,  as  in  the  case  of  buildings 
in  course  of  construction.  Where  installed  on  the  outside  of  buildings  or  in  places 
exposed  to  the  weather,  "  Attix  wire  "  must  be  carried  on  insulators  which  separate  the 
conductors  from  the  surface,  wired  over  at  least  one  inch  and  protected  with  a  coating 
of  moisture  repellant. 

Straps  or  cleats  only  must  be  used  where  it  becomes  necessary  to  fasten  these 
conductors. 

Elevator  Cables — Insulation — 

Rule  93.  Elevator  cables  for  lighting  or  control  of  elevator  cars  must  be  made  of 
stranded  copper  conductors,  each  strand  not  to  be  larger  than  No.  26,  nor  smaller  than 
No.  30,  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  each  stranded  conductor  must  be  covered  by  an  approved 
insulation  as  required  by  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance.  Over  the  rubber  insulation  a  sub- 
stantial fireproof  braid  must  be  placed. 

If  a  support  wire  is  used,  it  must  be  placed  in  tlie  centre  of  the  cable,  and  the  cable 
may  be  filled  with  jute  or  other  substances  that  are  thoroughly  fireproof.  A  thoroughly 
fireproof  braid  cover  must  be  placed  over  the  whole  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an 
inch  in  thickness ;  then  a  thoroughly  moisture-proof  braid,  tape  or  rubber  compound 
must  be  placed  over  this,  which  must  be  protected  by  a  strong  outer  braid  at  least  one- 
thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  thoroughly  saturated  with  a  compound 
that  is  weather  and  moisture  proof. 
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Stage  Cable — 

Rule  94.  Conductors  of  stage  cable  must  be  stranded  and  must  have  an  approved 
rubber  insulated  covering,  as  called  for  in  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance. 

Each  conductor  must  have  a  braiding  of  at  least  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an 
inch  in  thickness,  and  cable  must  be  filled  with  jute  or  other  compound  to  make  the 
same  round ;  the  whole  to  be  covered  with  a  stout  braid  or  tape.  When  tape  is  used 
there  must  be  two  covers  of  tape,  and  over  that  an  extra  strong  braid  one-thirty-second 
(1-32)  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  thoroughly  impregnated  with  a  preservative  compound 
or  an  approved  metal  armor. 

Wherever  conductors,  such  as  "  fixture  wires,"  not  having  the  insulation  required 
by  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance,  are  brought  into  an  outlet  box  or  in  contact  with  the 
grounded  part  of  gas-pipe  or  other  grounded  conductors,  they  must  be  protected  by  an 
additional  insulation  between  the  conductor  and  the  ground.  This  additional  insulation 
placed  over  the  wire  must  be  composed  of  material  that  will  not  readily  carry  fire  or 
absorb  moisture ;  or  else  the  grounded  metal  with  which  the  conductors  are  liable  to 
come  in  contact  must  be  covered  or  lined  with  an  approved  insulating  material. 

Fixtures — Insulation — Burs — Tests — 

Rule  95.  Fixtures  must,  when  supported  from  the  gas  piping  or  any  grounded 
metal  work  of  a  building,  be  insulated  from  such  piping  or  metal  work  by  means  of  ap 
proved  insulating  joints  placed  as  close  as  possible  to  the  finished  surface;  must  hav 
all  burs,  or  fins,  removed  before  the  conductors  are  drawn  into  the  fixtures,  and  mus 
be  tested  for  "  contacts  "  between  conductors  and  fixture,  for  "  short  circuits  "  and  fo 
ground  connections  before  they  are  connected  to  their  supply  conductors. 

Combination  Fixtures — 

No  combination  fixtures  in  which  the  conductors  are  concealed  in  a  space  less 
than  one-fourth  inch  between  the  inside  pipe  and  the  outside  casing  must  be  used. 

Ceiling  Blocks — 

Ceiling  blocks  of  fixtures  must  be  made  of  insulating  material;  otherwise  the 
wires  in  passing  through  the  plate  must  be  surrounded  with  non-combustible,  non- 
absorptive  insulating  material. 

Insulation  Against  Tiling — 

Fixtures  installed  on  tiled  walls,  or  unplastered  stone,  brick  or  metal  ceilings 
and  walls,  must  be  provided  with  insulation  of  fibre,  hard  rubber  or  mica,  firmly 
secured  to  the  canopy  to  prevent  the  canopy  coming  in  contact  with  the  tile,  stone  or 
brick. 
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Sockets — 

Rule  96.  Sockets: 

Irr  rooms  where  inflammable  gases  may  exist  the  incandescent  lamp  and  socket 
must  be  inclosed  in  a  vapor-tight  globe,  and  supported  on  a  pipe  hanger,  wired  with 
approved  rubber-covered  wire  soldered  directly  to  the  circuit. 

In  damp  or  wet  places,  or  over  specially  inflammable  stuff,  waterproof  sockets 
must  be  used. 

In  show  windows  or  where  receptacles  having  exposed  terminals  are  subject  to 
contact  from  foreign  articles,  the  terminal  must  be  resoldered,  taped  and  painted 
with  insulating  material. 

Flexible  Cofd— 

Rule  97.  Flexible  cord  must  have  an  approved  insulation  and  covering;  must  not 
be  used  where  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  two  wires  is  300  or  more  volts; 
must  not  be  used  as  a  support  for  clusters,  portable  lamps  or  motors,  and  must  not 
be  used  in  show  windows  except  where  the  conductors  are  protected  by  an  approved 
metallic  armor  or  pipe. 

Bushings — 

Such  cord  must  be  protected  by  insulated  bushings  where  the  cord  enters  the 
socket  on  pendants,  unless  the  cord  is  protected  by  a  metal  covering  which  is  secured 
to  fittings  by  approved  bushings;  must  be  so  suspended  that  the  entire  weight  of  the 
socket  and  lamp  shall  be  borne  by  knots  under  the  bushing  in  the  socket,  and  above 
the  point  where  the  cord  comes  through  the  ceiling  block  or  rosette,  in  order  that 
the  strain  may  be  taken  from  the  joints  and  binding  screws.  When  approved  metal 
armored  cord  is  used,  suitable  bushings,  properly  fitted,  must  be  substituted  for  these 
knots. 

Flexible  cord  must  not  be  used  on  walls,  partitions  or  other  places  where  stand- 
ard methods  of  wiring  can  be  employed. 

Arc  Lamps  Cut-out — 

Rule  98.  Arc  lamps  on  constant-potential  circuits  must  have  a  cut-out  for  each 
lamp  or  each  series  of  lamps. 

Resistances — 

All  resistances  and  regulators  must  be  inclosed  in  non-combustible  material  and 
must  be  treated  as  sources  of  heat. 

Globes — Spark  Arresters — 

The  lamps  must  be  supplied  with  globes  and  protected  by  spark  arresters  and 
wire  netting  around  the  globe,  as  in  the  case  of  series  arc  lamps. 
51 
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Hand  Focusing  Lamps — 

Hand  focusing  lamps  requiring  more  than  25  amperes  must  not  be  used  for  illu- 
mination within  a  theatre  or  other  place  of  amusement. 

Economy  Coils,  etc. — 

Rule  99.  Economy  and  compensator  coils  for  arc  lamps  must  be  mounted  on  non- 
combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  supptjrts,  such  as  glass  or  porcelain,  allowing  a 
air  space  of  at  least  one  inch  between  frame  and  support,  and  must  be  treated  as  sources 
of  heat. 

Decorative  Lighting — 

Rule  100.  Decorative  lighting  systems : 

Special  permission  may  be  given  in  writing  by  the  Commissioner  for  the  temporary 
installation  of  systems  of  decorative  lighting,  provided  the  difference  of  potential 
between  the  wires  of  any  circuit  shall  not  be  over  150  volts,  and  also  provided  that  no 
group  of  lamps  requiring  more  than  1,320  watts  shall  be  dependent  on  one  cut-out. 
Incandescent  lamps  connected  in  series  must  not  be  used  for  decorative  purposes  inside 
of  buildings. 

Signs — 

Rule  loi.  Signs,  where  receptacles  and  wiring  are  not  mounted  on  the  face,  must  b 
constructed  entirely  of  metal.    All  receptacles  with  lug  connections  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  signs  must  be  soldered  to  conductors  and  the  exposed  metal  parts  taped 
and  covered  with  insulating  paint.   All  current-carrying  parts  in  an  electrical  sign  must 
be  accessible  for  inspection. 

Stage  Pockets — 

Rule  102.  Stage  pockets  must  be  provided  with  suitable  covers  to  prevent  dust, 
nails  and  other  foreign  substances  from  entering  that  part  of  the  pocket  confining  the 
conductors  or  current-carrying  parts ;  must  be  so  installed  that  the  bottom  is  open  so 
as  to  allow  any  dirt,  nails  or  other  foreign  substances  that  may  enter  the  pocket  to  pass 
through I'must  be  entirely  inclosed  in  a  metal  box,  and  must  be  constructed  in  all  cases 
to  carry  at  least  25  amperes  without  heating,  allowing  70  amperes  per  square  inch  of 
contact  surface. 

Flush  Plug  Receptacles — 

Rule  103.  Flush  plug  receptacles  must  be  inclosed  in  a  box  constructed  of  or  lined 
with  metal,  which  must  not  be  less  than  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  inch  in  thickness,  an 
coated  on  all  surfaces  with  an  approved  rust  preventative ;  and  when  installed  in  base- 
boards must  be  kept  at  least  two  inches  above  the  floor. 
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Floor  Plug  Receptacles — 

Rule  104.  Floor  plug  receptacles  must  be  enclosed  in  a  box  constructed  of  or  lined 
with  metal,  which  must  not  be  less  than  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  inch  in  thickness,  and 
coated  on  all  surfaces  with  an  approved  rust  preventative  and  must  be  provided  with  a 
suitable  cover  so  arranged  that  the  receptacle  will  be  both  water  and  dust  proof  at  all 
time's. 

Part  III.  E. 

Inside  Work — High-potential  Systems.    (301  to  3,500  Volts.) 

Inside  Work  —  High-potential  Systems  —  Conductors  —  Supports — Separation — Protec- 
tion— 

Rule  105.  Conductors  must  be  always  in  plain  sight  and  never  encased,  except 
where  otherwise  expressly  allowed  by  the  Commissioner  in  writing;  must  be  rigidly 
supported  on  glass  or  porcelain  insulators,  which  raise  the  wire  at  least  i  inch  from 
the  surface  wired  over,  and  must  be  kept  at  least  4  inches  apart  where  designed  to 
carry  a  current  of  more  than  300  volts  and  less  than  550  volts,  and  at  least  8  inches 
apart  where  designed  to  carry  a  current  of  more  than  549  volts  and  less  than  350  volts, 
and  must  be  protected  on  side  walls  from  mechanical  injury  by  a  substantial  boxing, 
retaining  an  air  space  of  i  inch  around  the  conductors,  closed  at  the  top  (the  wires 
passing  through  bushed  holes)  and  extending  not  less  than  7  feet  from  the  floor. 
When  crossing  floor  timbers  in  cellars,  or  in  rooms  where  they  might  be  exposed  to 
injury,  conductors  must  be  attached  by  their  insulating  supports  to  the  under  side  of 
a  wooden  strip  not  less  than  ^  inch  in  thickness. 

Transformers — Location — 

Rule  106.  Transformers  must  not  be  placed  inside  of  buildings  without  special  per- 
mission in  writing  from  the  Commissioner;  must  be  located  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
point  at  which  the  primary  wires  enter  the  building;  must  be  placed  in  an  enclosure 
constructed  of  or  lined  with  fire  resisting  material,  the  enclosure  to  be  used  only  for 
this  purpose,  and  to  be  kept  securely  locked,  and  access  to  the  same  allowed  only  to 
responsible  persons. 

Insulation — ■ 

Transformers  must  be  effectively  insulated  from  the  ground,  and  the  enclosure  in 
f  which  they  are  placed  must  be  practically  air  tight,  except  that  it  must  be  thoroughly 
I  ventilated  to  the  outer  air,  if  possible  through  a  chimney  or  flue.  There  should  be  at 
'   least  6  inches  air  space  on  all  sides  of  the  transformer. 

Series  Lamps — 

Rule  107.   Series  lamps : 

No  multiple  series  or  series  multiple  system  of  lighting  must  be  used  or  installed 
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except  in  railway  power  stations  and  car  houses  and  elsewhere  as  permitted  in  writing 
by  the  Commissioner. 

Series  lamps  must  not,  under  any  circumstances,  be  attached  to  gas  fixtures. 

Part  111.  E  (i). 

Inside  Work — High-constant  Potential  Systems  of  500  Volts  or  Less — Car  Wiring  and 

Equipment. 

Car  Wiring  and  Equipment — Protection  of  Car  Body — 

Rule  108.  Under  sides  of  car  bodies  must  be  protected  by  approved  fire-resisting 
insulating  material,  not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  or  by  sheet  iron  or 
steel,  not  less  than  .04  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  as  specified  in  Rules  109,  no  and  ill 
of  this  Ordinance.  This  protection  must  be  provided  over  all  electrical  apparatus,  similar 
to  and  including  motors  witli  a  capacity  of  over  75  horse-power  each,  resistances,  con- 
tacters,  lightning  arresters,  air  brake  motors  and  the  like,  and  also  where  conductors  are 
run,  except  that  protection  may  be  omitted  over  conductors  designed  to  carry  25 
amperes  or  less  if  they  are  incased  in  metal  conduit. 

Rule  109.  At  motors  of  over  75  horse-power  each,  fire-resisting  material  or  sheet 
iron  or  steel  must  extend  not  less  than  3  inches  beyond  all  edges  of  openings  in  motors 
and  not  less  than  6  inches  beyond  motor  leads  on  all  sides. 

Rule  no.  Over  resistances,  contacters  and  lightning  arresters,  and  other  electrica 
apparatus,  except  when  amply  protected  by  their  casing,  fire-resisting  material  or  shee 
iron  or  st^el  must  extend  not  less  than  8  inches  beyond  all  edges  of  the  devices. 

Rule  III.  Over  conductors,  not  incased  in  conduit,  and  conductors  in  conduit  when 
designed  to  carry  over  25  amperes.,  unless  the  conduit  is  so  supported  as  to  give  not  less 
than  ^  of  an  inch  clear  air  space  between  the  conduit  and  the  car,  fire-resisting  material 
or  sheet  iron  or  steel  must  extend  at  least  6  inches  beyond  conductors  on  either  side. 

Rule  112.  The  fire-resisting  insulating  material  or  sheet  iron  or  steel  may  be  omitted 
over  cables  made  up  of  flame  proof  braided  outer  covering  when  surrounded  by  %  inch 
flameproof  covering,  as  calked  for  by  Rule  123  of  this  Ordinance. 

Rule  113.  In  all  cases  fireproof  material  or  sheet  iron  or  steel  must  have  joints 
well  fitted,  must  be  securely  fastened  Ic  the  sills,  floor  timbers  and  cross  braces,  and 
must  have  the  whole  surface  treated  with  a  waterproof  paint. 

Cut-out  and  Switch  Cabinets — 

Rule  114.  Cut-out  and  switch  cabinets  must  be  substantially  made  of  hard  wood. 
The  entire  inside  of  cabinet  must  be  lined  with  not  less  than  ^/^-inch  fire-resisting 
insulating  material,  which  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  woodwork,  and  after  the 
fire-resisting  material  is  in  place  the  inside  of  the  cabinet  shall  be  treated  with  a 
water-proof  paint. 
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Conductors — 

Rule  115.  All  conductors  must  be  stranded,  the  allowable  carrying  capacity  be- 
ing determined  by  Table  A,  Rule  72  of  this  ordinance,  except  that  motor,  trolley  and 
resistance  leads  shall  not  be  less  than  No.  7  B.  &  S.  gauge,  heater  circuits  not  less 
than  No.  12  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  lighting  and  other  auxiliary  circuits  not  less  than 
No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge. 

The  current  used  in  determining  the  size  of  motor,  trolley  and  resistance  leads 
shall  be  a  percentage  of  the  full  load  current,  based  on  one  hour's  run  of  the  motor, 
as  given  by  the  following  table:

Fixture  Wire — 

Fixture  wire  complying  with  Rule  160  of  this  ordinance  may  be  used  for  wiring 
approved  clusters.  / 


Insulation  and  Braid — 

Conductors  must  have  an  insulation  and  braid  as  called  for  by  Rule  155  of  this 
ordinance  for  wires  carrying  currents  of  the  same  potential. 

When  run  in  metal  conduit,  conductors  must  be  protected  by  an  additional  braid, 
as  called  for  by  Rule  161  of  this  ordinance,  unless  the  conductors  are  laid  in  conduit, 
not  being  drawn  through. 

When  not  in  conduit,  or  approved  moulding,  or  when  not  in  cables  surrounded 
by  one-eighth  of  an  inch  flame-proof  covering,  conductors,  including  the  leads  from 
motors,  must  be  protected  by  an  additional  flame-proof  braid,  at  least  one  thirty- 
second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  the  outside  being  saturated  with  a  preservative  flame- 
proof compound. 

Joints — 

Conductors,  except  connections  of  leads  to  motors,  plows  or  third-rail  shoes 
must  be  so  spliced  or  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically  and  electrically  secure  with- 
out solder,  and  the  joints  must  be  then  soldered  and  covered  with  an  insulation  equal 
to  that  on  the  conductors. 
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Connections — 

Rule  116.  All  connections  of  cables  to  cut-outs,  switches  and  fittings,  except 
those  to  controller  connection  boards,  when  designed  to  carry  25  or  more  amperes, 
must  be  provided  with  lugs  or  terminals  soldered  to  the  cable,  and  securely  fastened 
to  the  device  by  bolts,  screws,  or  by  clamping;  or,  the  end  of  the  cable,  after  the 
insulation  is  removed,  must  be  dipped  in  solder  and  be  fastened  into  the  device  by 
at  least  two  set  screws  having  check  nuts. 

All  connections  of  conductors  to  cut-outs,  svvitches  and  fittings,  designed  to 
carry  less  than  25  amperes,  must  be  provided  with  tufned-up  lugs  that  will  grip  the 
conductor  between  the  screw  and  the  lug,  the  screws  being  provided  with  flat  washers; 
or  by  block  terminals  having  two  set  screws,  and  the  end  of  the  conductors  must  be 
dipped  in  solder. 

Nothing  in  this  rule  must  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  circuits  where  the 
maximum  potential  is  not  over  25  volts  and  the  current  does  not  exceed  5  amperes. 

Cut-outs,  Circuit  Breakers  and  Switches — 

Rule  117.  Cut-outs,  Circuit  Breakers  and  Switches — All  cut-outs  and  switches 
having  exposed  live  metal  parts  must  be  located  in  cabinets.  Cut-outs  and  switches, 
not  in  iron  boxes  or  in  cabinets,  shall  be  mounted  on  not  less  than  }4-'mch  fire-resist- 
ing insulating  material,  which  shall  project  at  least  1/2  of  an  inch  beyond  all  sides 
of  the  cut-out  or  switch.  Cut-outs  must  be  of  the  approved  cartridge  or  approved 
blow-out  type. 

All  switches  controlling  circuits  of  over  5  ampere  capacity  shall  be  of  approved 
single  pole,  quick  break,  or  approved  magnetic  blow-out  type. 

Switches  controlling  circuits  of  5  amperes  or  less  capacity  may  be  of  the  ap- 
proved single  pole,  double  break,  snap  type. 

Circuits  must  not  be  fused  above  their  safe  carrying  capacity. 

A  cut-out  must  be  placed  as  near  as  possible  to  the  current  collector,  so  that 
the  opening  of  the  fuse  in  this  cut-out  will  cut  off  all  current  from  the  car.  When 
cars  are  operated  by  metallic  return  circuits,  with  circuit  breakers  connected  to  both 
sides  of  the  circuit,  no  fuse  in  addition  to  the  circuit  breakers  need  be  used. 

Conduit — 

Rule  1 18.  Conduit : 

Metal  conduits,  outlet  and  junction  boxes  must  be  constructed  in  accordance  with 
Rules  163  to  166,  both  inclusive,  of  this  ordinance,  except  that  conduit  for  lighting 
circuits  need  not  be  over  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  internal  diameter  and  one-half  of  an 
inch  external  diameter,  and  for  heating  and  air  motor  circuits  need  not  be  over  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  internal  diameter  and  nine-sixteenths  of  an  inch  external  diameter, 
and  all  conduits  where  exposed  to  dampness  must  be  watertight. 
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All  conduit  must  be  continuous  between,  and  be  firmly  secured  into,  all  outlet  or 
junction  boxes  or  fittings,  making  a  thorough  mechanical  and  electrical  connection 
between  same. 

Metal  conduits,  where  they  enter  all  outlet  or  junction  boxes  and  fittings,  must 
be  provided  with  approved  bushings  fitted  so  as  to  protect  cables  from  abrasion. 

Except  as  provided  in  Rule  123  of  this  ordinance  all  metal  conduit  must  have  the 
metal  of  the  conduit  permanently  and  effectively  grounded. 

Junction  and  outlet  boxes  must  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  accessible. 

All  conduit,  outlets  or  junction  boxes  and  fittings  must  be  firmly  and  substantially 
fastened  to  the  frame  work  of  the  car. 

The  Commissioner  may,  in  writing,  permit  the  use  of  conduit  material  other  than 
is  required  by  this  rule,  when  the  ordinary  pipe  and  junction  box  construction  is  not 
practicable. 

^Moulding — . 

Rule  119.  Moulding  must  consist  of  a  backing  and  a  capping  and  must  be  con- 
structed of  fire-resisting  insulating  material ;  except  that  where  circuits  which  the 
moulding  is  designed  to  support  are  not  exposed  to  moisture,  the  moulding  may  be 
constructed  of  hard  wood. 

When  constructed  of  fire-resisting  insulating  material,  the  backing  shall  not  be 
less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  must  be  of  a  width  sufficient  to  ex- 
tend not  less  than  one  inch  beyond  conductors  at  sides. 

The  capping  must  not  be  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  must  cover 
and  extend  at  least  three-quarters  of  an  inch  beyond  conductors  on  either  side. 

The  joints  in  the  moulding  shall  be  mitred  to  fit  close,  the  whole  material  being 
firmly  secured  in  place  by  screws  or  nails,  and  treated  on  the  inside  and  outside  with 
a  waterproof  paint. 

When  fire-resisting  moulding  is  used  over  surfaces  already  protected  by  one-eighth 
of  an  inch  fire-resisting  insulating  material,  no  backing  need  be  used. 

Wooden  moulding  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  thoroughly  encase  the  wire  and 
provide  a  thickness  of  not  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  at  the  sides  and  back  of  the 
conductors,  the  capping  being  not  less  than  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  thickness, 
and  must  have  both  outside  and  inside  two  coats  of  waterproof  paint. 

The  backing  and  the  capping  must  be  secured  in  place  by  screws. 

Lighting  and  Lighting  Circuits — 

Rule  120.  For  lighting  and  lighting  circuits  outlets  must  be  provided  with  either 
single  lamps  of  not  over  thirty-two  candle  power,  the  lamps  being  supported  in  ap- 
proved porcelain  receptacles  or  with  approved  clusters.  Such  circuits  must  be  run  in 
approved  metal  conduit  or  approved  moulding. 
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When  metal  conduit  is  used,  except  for  sign  lights,  all  outlets  must  be  provided 
with  approved  outlet  boxes.  At  outlet  boxes,  except  where  approved  clusters  are  used, 
porcelain  receptacles  must  be  fastened  to  the  inside  of  the  box,  and  the  metal  cover  must 
have  an  insulating  bushing  around  the  opening  for  the  lamp. 

When-  approved  clusters  are  used;  the  cluster  must  be  thoroughly  insulated  from  the 
metal  conduit,  being  mounted  on  blocks  of  hard  wood  or  fire-resisting  insulating  material. 

Where  conductors  are  run  in  moulding,  the  porcelain  receptacles  or  cluster  must  be 
mounted  on  blocks  of  hard  wood  or  of  fireproof  insulating  material. 

Heaters  and  Heating  Circuits — 

Rule  121,  Heaters  and  heating  circuits : 

Panel  heaters  must  be  so  constructed  and  located  that  when  in  place  all  current- 
carrying  parts  will  be  at  least  four  inches  from  all  woodwork. 

Heaters  for  cross  seats  must  be  so  located  that  current-carrying  parts  will  be  at  least 
6  inches  below  under  side  of  seat,  unless  under  side  of  seat  is  protected  by  not  less 
than  of  an  inch  firc-resisting  insulating  material,  or  .04  of  an  inch  sheet  metal  with 
I  inch  air  space  over  same,  in  either  of  which  cases  the  distance  may  be  reduced  to 
3  inches. 

Circuits  must  be  run  in  approved  metal  conduit,  or  in  approved  moulding,  but  if  the 
location  of  conductors  is  such  as  will  permit  an  air  space  of  not  less  than  2  inches  on  all 
sides  except  from  the  surface  wired  over,  they  may  be  supported  on  porcelain  knobs  or 
cleats,  provided  the  knobs  or  cleats  are  mounted  on  not  less  than  ^-inch  fire-resisting 
insulating  material  extending  at  least  3  inches  beyond  conductors  at  either  side,  the 
supports  raising  the  conductors  not  less  than  ^  of  an  inch  from  the  surface  wired  over, 
and  being  not  over  12  inches  apart. 

Air  Pump  Motor  and  Circuits — 

Rule  122.  Air  pump  motor  and  circuits : 

Circuits  for  air  pump  motors  must  be  run  in  approved  metal  conduit  or  in  approved 
moulding,  except  that  when  run  below  the  floor  of  the  car  they  may  be  supported  on 
porcelain  knobs  or  cleats,  provided  the  supports  raise  the  conductors  at  least  of  an 
inch  from  the  surface  wired  over  and  are  not  over  12  inches  apart. 

Automatic  control  must  be  inclosed  in  an  approved  metal  box.  Air  pumps  and 
motors,  when  inclosed,  must  be  in  approved  metal  boxes  or  wooden  boxes  lined  with 
metal  not  less  than  1-32  of  an  inch  in  thickness. 

When  conductors  are  run  in  metal  conduits  the  boxes  surrounding  automatic  con- 
trol and  air  pump  and  motor  may  serve  as  outlet  boxes. 
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Main  Motor  Circuits  and  Devices — 

Rule  123.  Main  motor  circuits  and  devices : 

Conductors  connecting  trolley  stand  and  main  cut-out  or  circuit  breakers  in 
hood,  must  enter  car  through  approved  bushings,  or  be  protected  at  point  of  entrance 
into  the  car  to  prevent  ingress  of  moisture. 

Supports  for  Conductors — 

Conductors  connecting  third-rail  shoes  on  same  track,  must  be  supported  in  an 
approved  fire-resisting  insulating  mouldings,  or  in  an  approved  iron  conduit  supported  by 
soft  rubber  or  other  approved  insulated  cleats.  Conductors  on  the  under  side  of  the 
car,  except  as  in  this  Rule  otherwise  provided,  must  be  supported  in  one  of  the  follow- 
ing ways : 

(1)  In  approved  metal  conduit,  junction  boxes  being  provided  where  branches  in 
conduit  are  made,  and  outlet  boxes  where  conductors  leave  conduit. 

(2)  In  approved  fire-resisting  insulating  moulding. 

(3)  By  insulating  cleats,  the  support?  being  not  over  12  inches  apart. 

Cable- 
Conductors,  with  flameproof  braided  outer  covering,  connecting  controllers  at  either 
end  of  car,  or  between  controllers  and  contacters,  may  be  run  as  a  cable,  provided  the 
cable,  where  exposed  to  the  weather  is  encased  in  a  canvas  hose  or  canvas  tape,  thor- 
oughly taped  or  sewed  at  ends  and  where  taps  from  the  cable  are  made,  and  where  the 
hose  or  tape  enters  the  controllers. 

Conductors,  with  or  without  flameproof  braided  outer  covering,  connecting  con- 
trollers at  either  end  of  the  car,  or  befween  controllers  and  contacters,  may  be  run  as 
a  cable,  provided  the  cable  throughout  its  entire  length  is  surrounded  by  %  of  an  inch 
flameproof  covering,  thoroughly  taped  or  sewed  at  ends,  or  where  taps  from  cable  are 
made,  and  where  the  flameproof  covering  enters  the  controllers. 

Cables,  where  run  below  floor  of  car.  may  be  supported  by  approved  insulating  straps 
or  cleats.  Where  run  above  floor  of  car,  they  must  be  in  a  metal  conduit  or  wooden 
box  painted  on  the  inside  with  not  less  than  two  coats  of  flameproof  paint,  and  where 
this  box  is  so  placed  that  it  is  exposed  to  water,  as  by  washing  of  the  car  floor,  the 
box  must  be  waterproof. 

Canvas  hose  or  tape,  or  flameproof  material  surrounding  cables  after  conductors  are 
in  same,  must  have  not  less  than  two  coats  of  waterproof  insulating  material 

Motors  must  be  so  drilled  that,  on  double  truck  cars,  connecting  cables  can  leave 
motor  on  side  nearest  to  king  bolt. 

Resistances — 

Resistances  must  be  so  located  that  there  will  be  at  least  6  inches  of  air  space  be- 
tween resistances  proper  and  fire-resisting  material  of  the  car  and  must  be  mounted 
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on  iron  supports,  being  insulated  by  non-combustible  bushings  or  washers,  or,  the  iron 
supports  must  have  at  least  2  inches  of  insulating  surface  between  them  and  metal 
work  of  car ;  or  the  resistances  may  be  mounted  on  hard  wood  bars,  supported  by  iron 
stirrups,  which  shall  have  not  less  than  2  inches  of  insulating  surface  between  foot  of 
resistance  and  metal  stirrup,  the  entire  surface  of  the  bar  being  covered  with  at  least 
3/^-inch  fire-resisting  insulating  material. 

Insulation — 

The  insulation  of  the  conductor,  for  about  6  inches  from  terminal  of  the  resistance, 
must  be  replaced  if  any  insulation  is  necessary,  by  a  porcelain  bushing  or  asbestos 
sleeve. 

Controllers — 

Controllers  must  be  raised  above  platform  of  car  by  a  hard  wood  block  not  less 
than  I  inch  in  thickness,  fitted  and  painted  to  prevent  moisture  working  in  between  it 
and  the  platform. 

Lightning  Arresters — 

Rule  124.  Lightning  arresters  must,  if  practicable,  be  located  so  as  to  protect  all 
auxiliary  circuits,  in  addition  to  main  motor  circuits. 

Ground  Conductors — 

The  ground  conductor  shall  be  not  less  than  No.  6  B.  &  S.  gauge,  run  with  as  few 
kinks  and  bends  as  possible,  and  be  securely  grounded. 

Miscellaneous  — 

Rule  125.  When  passing  through  floors,  conductors  or  cables  must  be  protected  by 
approved  insulating  bushings,  which  shall  fit  the  conductors  or  cables  as  closely  as 
possible. 

Moulding  must  never  be  concealed  except  where  readily  accessible.  Conductors 
must  never  be  tacked  into  moulding. 

Short  bends  in  conductors  must  be  avoided  where  possible.  Sharp  edges  in  con- 
duits or  in  moulding  must  be  smoothed  to  prevent  injury  to  conductors. 

Liside  Work— Extra-High-Potential  Systems — 

Part  IILR 

Inside  Work — Extra-High-Potential  Systems. 
(Over  3,500  Volts.) 

Primary  Wires — 

Rule  126.  Primary  wires  must  not  be  brought  into  or  over  buildings,  except  power- 
stations  and  sub-stations. 
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Secondary  Wires — 

Rule  127.  Secondar}-  wires  must  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance  for  high-potential  systems  when  their  immediate  primary  wires  carry 
a  current  at  a  potential  of  over  3,500  volts,  except  when  the  primary  wires  are  installed 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Rule  67  of  this  ordinance,  or  are  entirely  under- 
ground, within  city,  town  and  village  limits. 

Part  IV. 
Marine  Work. 

]^Iarine  Work — Generators — 

Rule  128.  Electric  generators  must  be  located  in  a  dry  place;  must  have  their 
frames  insulated  from  their  bed-plates;  must  each  be  provided  with  a  waterproof 
cover,  and  must  each  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the 
capacity  in  volts  and  amperes,  and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute. 

Conductors — 

Rule  129.  Conductors  must  be  supported  in  approved  moulding  or  conduit,  except  at 
switchboards  and  for  portables,  and  except,  also,  in  dynamo  rooms  where  the  Commis- 
sioner may  order  otherwise. 

Size — 

No  single  conductor  must  be  larger  than  No.  12  B.  &  S.  gauge.  Conductors  must 
be  stranded  when  greater  carrying  capacity  is  required.  No  single  solid  conductor 
smaller  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge,  except  in  fixture  wiring,  must  be  used. 

Stranded  Conductors — 

Stranded  conductors  must  be  soldered  before  being  fastened  under  clamps  or  bind- 
ing screws,  and  when  they  have  a  conductivity  greater  than  that  of  No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge 
copper  wire  they  must  be  soldered  into  lugs. 

Joints — 

Splices  or  taps  in  conductors  must  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible.  Where  it  is 
necessary  to  make  them  they  must  be  so  spliced  or  joined  as  to  be  both  mechanically 
and  electrically  secure  without  solder.  They  must  then  be  soldered,  to  insure  preser- 
vation, covered  with  an  insulating  compound  equal  to  the  insulation  of  the  con- 
ductor, and  further  protected  by  a  waterproof  tape.  The  joint  must  then  be  coated 
or  painted  with  a  waterproof  compound. 

Conductors  for  Moulding  Work — 

Rule  130.  Conductors  for  moulding  work  must  have  an  approved  insulating  cover- 
ing at  least  3-32  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  covered  with  a  substantial  waterproof 
and  flameproof  braid. 
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Tests — 

The  physical  characteristics  of  the  covering  must  not  be  such  as  to  be  affected 
by  any  change  in  temperature  up  to  200  degrees  Fahrenheit.  After  two  weeks'  sub- 
mersion in  salt  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit,  it  must  show  an  insulation  resistance 
of  100  megohms  per  mile  after  three  minutes'  electrification  with  550  volts. 

Tubes — 

Such  conductors  must  have,  when  passing  through  water-tight  bulkheads  and 
through  all  decks,  a  metallic  stuffing  tube  lined  with  hard  rubber.  In  case  of  deck 
tubes,  they  shall  be  boxed  near  deck  to  prevent  mechanical  injury. 

The  conductors  must  be  bushed  with  hard  rubber  tubing,  one-eighth  of  an  inch 
in  thickness,  when  passing  through  beams  and  non-water-tight  bulkheads. 

Conductors  for  Conduit  Work — 

Rule  131.  Conductors  for  conduit  work  must  have  an  approved  insulating  cover- 
ing. The  insulation  for  conductors,  for  use  in  lined  conduits,  must  be  at  least  3-32 
of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  be  covered  with  a  substantial  waterproof  and  flameproof 
braid.  The  physical  characteristics  of  the  covering  must  be  such  as  not  to  be  affected 
by  any  change  in  temperature  up  to  200  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Tests — 

After  two  weeks'  submersion  in  salt  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  the  covering 
must  show  an  insulation  resistance  of  100  megohms  per  mile  after  three  minutes' 
electrification  with  550  volts. 

Conductors  for  use  in  unlined  metal  conduits  must  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance  for  conductors  for  use  in  lined  conduits,  and  in  addition  must  have 
a  second  outer  fibrous  covering  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness 
and  sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  hauled  through  the  metal 
conduit. 

No  conductor  for  conduit  work  must  be  drawn  in  until  the  mechanical  work  on 
the  conduit  is  completed  and  the  same  is  in  place;  and  every  such  conductor,  where 
run  through  coal  bunkers,  boiler  rooms,  and  where  exposed  to  severe  mechanical 
injury,  must  be  incased  in  approved  conduit. 

Portable  Conductors — 

Rule  132.  Portable  conductors  must  be  made  of  two  stranded  conductors,  each 
having  a  carrying  capacity  equivalent  to  not  less  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire,  and 
each  covered  with  an  approved  insulation  covering.  Where  not  exposed  to  moisture 
or  severe  mechanical  injury,  each  stranded  conductor  must  have  a  solid  insulation 
at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  tnch  in  thickness,  and  must  show  an  insulation  re- 
sistance between  conductors,  and  between  either  conductor  and  the  ground,  of  at 
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least  50  megohms  per  miJe  after  two  weeks'  submersion  in  water  at  70  degrees  Fahr- 
enheit, and  be  protected  by  a  slow-burning,  tough  braided  outer  covering. 

Where  exposed  to  moisture  and  mechanical  injury,  each  stranded  conductor 
must  have  a  solid  insulation  of  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness 
and  protected  by  a  tough  braid.  The  two  conductors  must  then  be  stranded  together, 
using  a  jute  filling.  The  whole  must  then  be  covered  with  a  layer  of  flax,  either 
woven  or  braided,  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  treated  with 
a  non-inflammable,  water-proof  compound.  After  one  week's  submersion  in  water 
at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  it  must  show  an  insulation  resistance  between  the  two  con- 
ductors, or  between  either  conductor  and  the  ground,  of  50  megohms  per  mile. 

Low  Tension  Conductors — 

Rule  133.  Bell  and  other  low  tension  wires  must  never  be  run  in  the  same  duct 
with  lighting  or  power  wires.

When  greater  conducting  area  than  that  of  12  B.  &  S.  gauge  is  required,  the 
conductor  must  be  stranded  in  a  series  of  7,  19,  37,  61,  91  or  127  wires,  as  may  be 
necessary;  the  strand  consisting  of  one  central  wire,  the  remainder  laid  around  it 
concentrically,  each  layer  to  be  twisted  in  the  opposite  direction  from  the  preceding. 


Switchboards — 

Rule  135.  Switchboards  must  be  made  of  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating 
material,  such  as  marble  or  slate,  must  be  kept  free  from  moisture,  and  must  be  located 
so  as  to  be  accessible  from  all  sides,  must  have  a  main  switch,  main  cut-out  and 
ammeter  for  each  generator,  must  have  a  voltmeter  and  ground  detector  and  must 
have  a  cut-out  and  switch  for  each  side  of  each  circuit  leading  from  board. 

Resistance  Boxes — 

Rule  136.  Resistance  boxes  must  be  located  on  switchboard  or  aw'ay  from  com- 
bustible material.  When  not  placed  on  switchboard  they  must  be  mounted  on  non- 
inflammable,  non-absorptive  material. 

Switches — 

Rule  137.  Switches  must  not  be  single  pole  when  the  circuits  which  they  control 
supply  devices  which  require  over  660  watts  of  energy;  when  exposed  to  dampness 
must  be  enclosed  in  a  water-tight  case ;  must  be  of  the  knife  pattern  when  located  on 
switchboard;  and  must  be  distributed  so  that  each  freight  compartment  may  be  sepa- 
rately controlled. 

Cut-outs — 

Rule  138.  Cut-outs  must  be  placed  at  every  point  where  a  change  is  made  in  the 
size  of  the  wire  (unless  the  cut-out  in  the  larger  wire  will  protect  the  smaller). 

In  places  such  as  upper  decks,  holds,  cargo  spaces  and  fire-rooms,  a  water-tight 
and  fireproof  cut-out  may  be  used,  connecting  directly  to  mains  when  such  cut-out  sup- 
plies circuits  requiring  not  more  than  660  watts  energy. 
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When  placed  anywhere  except  on  switchboards  and  in  cargo  spaces,  hold's  or  fire- 
rooms,  and  other  places  where  it  is  impossible  to  run  from  centre  of  distribution,  cut- 
outs must  be  in  cabinets  lined  with  fire-resisting  material. 

Except  for  motors,  searchlights  and  diving  lamps,  cut-outs  shall  be  so  placed  that 
no  group  of  lamps,  requiring  a  current  of  more  than  660  watts,  shall  ultimately  be 
dependent  upon  one  cut-out. 

Fixtures — • 

Rule  139.  Fixtures  must  be  mounted  on  blocks  made  from  well  seasoned  lumber 
treated  with  two  coats  of  white  lead  or  shellac. 

Where  exposed  to  dampness  the  lamp  must  be  surrounded  by  a  vapor-proof  globe. 

Where  exposed  to  mechanical  injury  the  lamp  must  be  surrounded  by  a  globe,  pro- 
tected by  a  stout  wire  guard. 

Fixtures  must  be  wired  with  the  same  grade  of  insulation  as  portable  conductors 
which  are  not  exposed  to  moisture  or  mechanical  injury. 

Ceiling  fixtures  over  two  feet  in  length  must  be  provided  with  stay  chains. 

Wooden  Mouldings — 

Rule  140.  Wooden  mouldings : 

Where  moulding  is  run  over  rivets  or  beams  a  backing  strip  must  first  be  put  up 
and  the  moulding  secured  to  this. 

Capping  must  be  secured  by  brass  screws. 

Signal  Lights — 

Rule  141.  Signal  lights  must  be  provided  with  approved  telltale  board,  which  will 
immediately  indicate  a  burned-out  lamp. 
Motors- 
Rule  142.  Motors  must  be  wired  under  the  same  precautions  as  required  by  this 
ordinance  in  the  case  of  a  current  for  lighting  of  the  same  volume  and  potential.  The 
motor  and  resistance  box  must  be  protected  by  a  double-pole  cut-out  and  controlled 
by  a  double-pole  switch,  except  in  cases  where  one-quarter  horse  power  or  less  is  used. 

Leads — 

The  leads  or  branch  circuits  must  be  designed  to  carry  a  current  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  greater  than  that  required  by  the  rated  capacity  of  the  motor,  to  provide 
for  the  inevitable  occasional  overloading  of  the  motor  at  times. 

Insulation — 

Motors  must  be  thoroughly  insulated.  Where  possible  they  should  be  set  on  base 
frames  made  from  filled,  hard,  dry  wood  and  raised  above  surrounding  deck.  On 
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hoists  and  winches  they  shall  be  insulated  from  bed-plates  by  hard  rubber,  fibre  or 
similar  insulating  material. 

Covers,  etc. — 

Motors  must  be  covered  with  a  waterproof  cover  when  not  in  use,  and  must  be 
provided  with  a  name-plate  giving  maker's  name,  the  capacity  in  volts  and  amperes,  and 
the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute. 

Insulation  Resistance — 

Rule  143.  Insulation  Resistance: 

The  wiring  in  any  vessel  must  test  free  from  grounds;  i.  e.,  the  complete  installa- 
tion with  all  cut-outs  and  safety  devices  in  place  must  have  an  insulation  resistance 
between  conductors  and  between  all  conductors  and  the  ground  (not  including  at- 
tachments, sockets  or  receptacles)  of  not  less  than  the  following: 


Up  to      25  amperes   800,000  ohms. 

Up  to      50  amperes   400,000  ohms. 

Up  to     100  amperes   200,000  ohms. 

Up  to    200  amperes    100,000  ohms.

Where  lamp  sockets,  receptacles  and  electroliers  are  connected,  one-half  of  the 
above  is  necessary. 

Part  V. 
Signaling  Systems. 
Signahng  Systems — Outside  Conductors — 

Rule  144.  Outside  conductors  must  be  run  in  underground  ducts  or  strung  on 
poles,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  kept  off  buildings,  and  must  not  be  placed  on  the  same 
cross-arm  with  electric  light  or  power  conductors.  They  must  not  occupy  the  same 
duct,  manhole  or  handhole  of  conduit  systems  as  electric  light  or  power  conductors. 

When  outside  conductors  are  run  on  the  same  pole  with  electric  light  or  power 
conductors,  the  distance  between  the  two  inside  pins  of  each  cross-arm  must  not  be 
less  than  twenty-six  inches. 

Protective  Device — 

Rule  145.  Protective  Device: 

All  aerial  conductors  and  all  underground  conductors  which  are  directly  con- 
nected to  aerial  conductors  must  be  provided  with  some  approved  protective  device, 
which  rtiust  be  located  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point  where  they  enter  the  building, 
and  riot  less  than  six  inches  from  curtains  or  other  inflammable  material. 
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If  the  protective  device  is  placed  inside  of  building,  conductors  from  outside  sup- 
port to  binding  posts  of  protective  de\  ice  must  be  of  copper  and  not  smaller  than 
Xo.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge;  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering;  must  have 
drip  loops  in  each  wire  immediately  outside  the  building;  and  must  enter  buildings 
through  separate  holes  sloping  upward  from  the  outside;  holes  to  be  bushed  when 
practicable  with  non-absorptive,  non-combustible  insulating  tubes  extending' through 
their  entire  length.  Where  tubing  is  not  practicable  the  conductors  must  be  wrapped 
with  two  layers  of  insulating  tape. 

The  conductors  must  be  supported  on  porcelain  insulators,  so  that  they  will  not 
come  in  contact  with  anything  other  than  their  designed  supports.  A  separation  be- 
tween wires  of  at  least  two  and  one-half  inches  must  be  maintained. 

Ground  Detector — 

Rule  146.  The  ground  conductor  of  the  protective  device  must  be  of  copper,  and 
not  smaller  than  No.  18  B.  &  S.. gauge;  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating 
covering;  must  run  in  as  straight  a  line  as  possible  to  a  good  permanent  ground,  to 
be  made  by  connecting  to  water  or  gas  pipe.  If  gas  pipe  is  used,  the  connection  in  all 
cases  must  be  made  between  the  meter  and  service  pipes.  In  the  absence  of  other 
good  ground,  connection  must  be  made  to  a  metallic  plate  or  bunch  of  conductors 
buried  in  permanently  moist  earth. 

Construction — 

Rule  147.  Construction : 

The  protective  device  must  be  mounted  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive 
insulating  base,  so  constructed  that  when  the  device  is  in  place,  all  parts  which  may 
be  alive  will  be  thoroughly  insulated  from  the  wall  to  which  the  device  is  attached, 
and  must  have  the  following  parts : 

Lightning  Arresters — 

(a)  A  lightning  arrester  which  will  operate  with  a  difference  of  potential  between 
wires  of  not  over  500  volts,  and  so  arranged  that  the  chance  of  accidental  grounding  is 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Fuse — 

(b)  A  fuse  designed  to  open  the  circuit  in  case  the  conductors  become  crossed 
with  light  or  power  circuits.  The  fuse  must  be  able  to  open  the  circuit  without  arcing 
or  serious  flashing  when  crossed  with  an  ordinary  commercial  light  or  power  circuit. 

Heat  Coil— 

(c)  A  heat  coil,  if  the  sensitiveness  of  the  instrument  demands  it,  will  operate  before 
a  sneak  current  can  damage  the  instrument  that  the  protective  device  is  guarding. 
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The  fuses  must  be  so  placed  as  to  protect  the  arrester  and  heat  coils,  and  the  pro- 
tective device  terminals  must  be  plainly  marked  "  line,"  "  instrument,"  "  ground." 

Conductors  Bej^ond  Protective  Device — 

Rule  148.  Conductors  beyond  the  protective  device,  except  where  bunched,  must  be 
neatly  arranged  and  securely  fastened  in  place  in  a  convenient,  workmanlike  manner. 
They  must  not  come  nearer  than  six  inches  to  any  electric  light  or  power  conductor  in 
the  building,  unless  encased  in  approved  tu1)ing  so  secured  as  to  prevent  slipping  out  of 
place. 

Conductors  connected  with  outside  circuits,  where  bunched  together  within  any 
l)uilding,  or  inside  conductors,  where  laid  in  conduits  or  ducts  with  electric  light  or 
power  conductors,  must  have  fire  resisting  coverings,  or  else  must  be  inclosed  in  an  air- 
tight tube  or  duct. 

Current  from  Lighting  and  Power  Circuits — 

Rule  149.  No  system  of  electric  signalling  must  be  installed  where  current  therefor 
IS  taken  from  electric  power  or  lighting  circuits,  unless  special  permission,  in  writing, 
IS  first  obtained  from  the  Connnissioner. 

Part  VI. 
Miscellaneous. 

jMiscellaneous — Electric  Gas  Lighting  Devices — 

Rule  150.  Electric  gas  lighting  devices  must  not  be  installed  or  used  on  the  same 
fixture  with  an  electric  light. 

JMoving  Picture  Machines — 

Rule  151.  The  top  reel  of  moving  picture  machines  must  be  incased  in  an  iron 
"box  with  hole  at  the  bottom  large  enough  for  film  only  to  pass  through  freely,  and 
with  a  cover  so  arranged  that  this  hole  can  be  instantly  closed. 

Eox— 

A  box  must  be  used  for  receiving  the  film  after  being  shown,  made  of  gal- 
vanized iron  with  a  hole  in  the  top  large  enough  for  the  film  only  to  pass  through 
freely,  witli  a  cover  so  arranged  that  this  hole  can  be  instantly  closed.  An  opening 
may  be  placed  at  the  side  of  the  box  to  take  the  film  out,  with  a  door  hung  at  the  top, 
so  arranged  that  it  cannot  be  entirely  opened,  and  provided  with  a  spring  catch  to 
lock  it  when  closed.  No  solder  must  be  used  in  the  construction  of  either  of  these 
boxes. 

Handle— 

The  handle  or  crank  used  in  operating  the  machine  must  be  secured  to  the 
spindle  or  shaft,  so  that  there  will  be  no  liability  of  its  coming  ofif  and  allowing  the 
film  to  stop  in  front  of  the  lamp. 
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Shutter— 

A  shutter  must  be  placed  in  front  of  the  condenser,  arranged  so  as  to  be  normally 
closed,  and  held  open  by  pressure  of  the  foot. 

Metal  Pan— 

A  metal  pan  must  be  placed  under  the  arc  lamp,  to  catch  all  sparks. 
Extra  Films — 

Extra  films  must  be  kept  in  a  metal  box  with  tight  fitting  covers. 

Insulation  Resistance — 

Rule  152.  Insulation  resistance — The  wiring  in  any  building  must  test  free  from 
grounds,  i.  e.,  the  complete  installation  with  all  cut-outs  and  safe  devices  in  place 
must  have  an  insulation  between  conductors  and  between  all  conductors  and  the 
ground  (not  including  attachments,  sockets,  receptacles  and  electroliers)  not  less 
than  that  given  in  the  following  table:

Up  to      10  amperes  2,000,000  ohms. 

Up  to     25  amperes   800,000  ohms.

If  the  lamp  sockets,  receptacles,  electroliers  and  other  attachments  are  also  con- 
nected, only  one-half  of  the  resistances  specified  in  the  above  table  is  necessary.

Part.  VII. 

Construction,  Fittings  and  Materials  for  all  Systems  and  Voltages. 
Insulated  Conductors — Copper — 

Rule  153.  Copper  for  insulated  conductors  must  never  vary  in  diameter  so  as  to  be 
more  than  two  one-thousandths  of  an  inch  less  than  the  size  required  by  this  Ordinance. 
Tags — • 

Rule  154.  Insulated  conductors  of  all  kinds  must  be  plainly  tagged  or  marked  to

Rule  155.  Copper  for  rubber  covered  conductors  must  be  thoroughly  tinned. 

Copper  Insulation — 

Insulation  for  voltages  up  to  and  including  Coo  must  be  of  rubber  or  other  ap- 
proved substance  and  of  a  thickness  not  less  than  that  given  in  the  following  table:

JNleasurements  of  insulating  wall  must  be  made  at  the  thinnest  portion  of  the 
dielectric. 

l^sts— 

The  completed  coverings  must  show  an  insulation  resistance  of  at  least  100  megohms 
per  mile  during  and  at  the  end  of  thirty  days'  immersion  in  water  at  seventy  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Dielectric  Strength — 

Each  foot  of  the  completed  covering  must  show  a  dielectric  strength  suf¥icient  to 
resist  throughout  five  minutes  the  application  of  an  electromotive  force  of  3,000  volts 
per  one  sixty-fourth  of  an  inch  thickness  of  insulation  under  the  following  conditions : 

Tests — 

The  source  of  alternating  electromotive  force  shall  be  a  transformer  of  at  least 
one  kilowatt  capacity.  The  application  of  the  electromotive  force  shall  first  be  made  at 
4,000  volts  for  five  minutes  and  then  the  voltage  increaser  by  steps  of  not  over  3,000 
volts,  each  held  for  five  minutes,  until  the  rupture  of  the  insulation  occurs.  The  tests 
for  dielectric  strength  shall  be  made  on  a  sample  of  wire  which  has  been  immersed  in 
water  for  seventy-two  hours.  One  foot  of  the  conductor  under  test  is  to  be  submerged 
in  the  conducting  liquid  held  in  a  metal  trough,  one  of  the  transformer  terrrtinals  being 
connected  to  the  copper  of  the  conductor  and  the  other  to  the  metal  of  the  trough. 
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For  insulations  for  voltages  greater  than  600  and  less  than  3.501  the  thickness  of 
the  insulating-  wall  must  not  be  less  than  that  given  in  the  following  table:

The  requirements  of  this  ordinance  as  to  insulation  and  break-down  resistance  for 
conductors  for  low  potential  systems  shall  apply  to  systems  designed  for  voltages  greater 
than  600  and  less  than  3,501,  except  that  an  insulation  resistance  of  not  less  than  300 
megohms  per  mile  must  be  shown. 

Conductors  for  Lighting  and  Power — 

Conductors  for  lighting  and  power  circmts  exceeding  3.500  volts  potential  must 
have  an  insulating  wall  not  less  than  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  shall 
withstand  a  break-down  test  of  at  least  30,000  volts  and  have  an  insulation  resistance 
of  at  least  500  meghoms  per  mile. 

The  tests  on  this  wire  must  be  made  under  the  same  conditions  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  required  in  this  rule  for  low-potential  conductors. 

Covering — 

All  of  the  insulations  referred  to  in  this  Rule  must  be  protected  by  a  substantial 
braided  covering,  properly  saturated  with  a  preservative  compound.  This  covering  must 
be  sufficiently  strong  to  withstand  all  the  abrasion  likely  to  be  met  with  under  ordinary 
conditions  of  use,  and  sufficiently  elastic  to  permit  all  conductors  smaller  than  No.  7 
B.  &  S.  gauge  to  be  bent  around  a  cylinder  whose  diameter  is  twice  that  of  the  conductor, 
without  injury  to  the  braid. 

Slow-burning  Weatherproof  Wire — 

Rule  156.  For  ''slow-burning  weatherproof  wire"  the  insulation  must  consist  of  two 
coatings,  one  to  be  fireproof  in  character  and  the  other  to  be  weatherproof. 

^riiickness  of  Coating — 

The  ti reproof  coating  must  comprise  about  six-tenths  of  the  total  thickness  of  the 
wall.  'J  he  completed  covering  must  be  of  a  thickness  not  less  than  that  given  in  the 
following  table  :

Measurements  of  insulating  wall  must  be  made  at  the  thinnest  portion  of  the 
dielectric. 

The  fireproof  coating  must  be  of  the  same  kind  as  that  required  in  Rule  157  of 
this  ordinance  for  "slow-burning"  wires  and  must  be  finished  with  a  hard,  smooth 
surface  if  it  is  on  the  outside. 

The  weather-proof  coating  must  consist  of  a  stout  braid,  applied  and  treated  as 
required  by  Rule  158  of  Ihis  ordinance  for  "weatherproof  wire,"  and  must  be  thor- 
oughly slicked  down  if  it  is  on  the  outside. 

Slow-burning  Wire — 

Rule  157.  For  "slow-burning  wire"  the  insulation  must  consist  of  layers  of  cotton 
or  other  thread,  all  the  intersticesof  which  must  be  filled  with  the  fireproofing  compound, 
or  of  insulating  material  having  equivalent  fire-resisting  and  insulating  properties.  The 
outer  layer  must  be  braided.  The  thickness  of  insulation  must  not  be  less  than  that 
required  by  Rule  156  of  this  ordinance  for  "slow-burning  weatherproof  wire,"  and  the 
outer  surface  must  be  finished  smooth  and  hard. 

"Slow-burning  wire"  must  not  be  used  without  special  permission  in  writing  from 
the  Commissioner. 

Weatherproof  Wire — 

Rule  155.  For  "weatherproof  wire"  the  insulating  covering  shall  consist  of  at  least 
three  braids,  all  of  which  must  be  thoroughly  saturated  with  a  dense  moisture-proof 
compound,  applied  in  such  a  manner  as  to  drive  any  atmospheric  moisture  from  the 
cotton  braiding.  This  compound  must  retain  its  elasticity  at  zero  degree  Fehrenheit. 
The  thickness  of  insulation  must  not  be  less  than  that  required  by  Rule  156  of  this 
ordinance  for  "slow-burning  weatherproof  wire,"  and  the  outer  surface  must  be  thor- 
oughly slicked  down. 

Flexible  Cord — 

Rule  159.  Flexible  cord  must  be  made  of  stranded  copper  conductors,  each  strand 
to  be  not  larger  than  No.  26  or  smaller  than  No.  30  B  &  S.  gauge,  and  each  stranded 
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conductor  must  be  covered  by  an  approved  insulation  and  protected  from  mechanical 
injury  by  a  tough,  braided  outer  covering. 

Each  stranded  conductor  must  have  a  carrying  capacity  equivalent  to  not  less 
than  a  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire. 

Covering— 

The  covering  of  each  stranded  conductor  must  be  made  up  as  follows: 
T.  A  tight,  close  wind  of  fine  cotton. 

2.  The  insulation  proper,  which  shall  be  water-proof. 

3.  An  outer  cover  of  silk  or  cotton. 

The  insulation  must  be  solid,  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  thick,  and' 
must  show  an  insulation  resistance  of  50  megohms  per  mile  during  and  at  the  end' 
i     of  two  weeks'  immersion  in  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  stand  the  tests  pre- 
scribed by  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance,  for  low-tension  conductors  as  far  as  they 
apply. 

The  outer  protected  braiding  must  be  so  put  on  and  sealed  in  place  that  when  cut 
it  will  not  fray  out,  and  where  cotton  is  used,  it  must  be  impregnated  with  a  flame- 
proof paint,  which  w^ill  not  have  an  injurious  effect  on  the  insulation. 

Flexible  cord  for  portable  use  must  meet  all  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance 
for  flexible  cord  "  for  pendant  lamps,"  both  as  to  construction  and  thickness  of  insu- 
lation, and  in  addition  must  have  a  tough^  braided  cover  over  the  whole.  There 
must  also  be  an  extra  layer  of  rubber  between  the  outer  cover  and  the  flexible  cord, 
and  in  moist  places  the  outer  cover  must  be  saturated  with  a  moisture-proof  com- 
pound, thoroughly  slicked  down,  as  required  for  "  weather-proof  wire "  in  Rule 
158  of  this  ordinance.  In  oft'ices,  dwellings  or  in  similar  places,  where  the  appearance 
is  an  essential  feature,  a  silk  cover  may  be  substituted  for  the  weather-proof  braid. 

For  Portable  Heating  Apparatus— 

For  portable  heating  and  cooking  apparatus,  flexible  cord  must  be  made  up  as 
follows  : 

1.  A  tight,  close  wind  of  fine  cotton, 

2.  A  thin  layer  of  rubber  or  other  cementing  material  about  one-hundredth  of  an 
inch  thick. 

3.  A  layer  of  asbestos  insulation  at  least  three-sixty-fourths  of  an  inch  thick. 

4.  A  stout  braid  of  cotton. 

5.  An  outer  reinforcing  cover  especially  designed  to  withstand  abrasion. 
Fixture  Wire — 

Rule  160.  "Fixture  wire"  may  be  made  of  solid  or  stranded  conductors,  with  no 
strands  smaller  tlian  No.  30  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  must  have  a  carrying  capacity  not  less 
than  that  of  a  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire. 
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Solid  conductors  must  be  thoroiighh^  tinned.  If  a  stranded  conductor  is  used,  it 
must  l)c  covered  by  a  tight,  close  wind  of  fine  cotton. 

Insulation — 

"  Fixture  wire  "  must  have  a  solid  rubber  insulation  of  a  thickness  not  less  than  one- 
thirty-second  of  an  inch  for  Nos.  18  to  16  B.  &  S.  gauge,  both  inclusive,  and  three- 
sixty-fourths  of  an  inch  for  Nos.  14  to  8  B.  &  S.  gauge,  both  inclusive,  except  that  in 
arms  of  fixtures  not  exceeding  twenty-four  inches  in  length,  and  used  to  supply  not 
more  than  one  sixteen-candle  power  lamp  or  its  equivalent,  which  are  so  constructed 
as  to  render  impracticable  the  use  of  a  conductor  with  onc-thirty-second  of  an  inch 
thickness  of  rubber  insulation,  a  thickness  of  one-sixt^'-fourth  of  an  inch  may  be  per- 
mitted by  the  Conmiissioner  in  writing. 

Covering — 

"  Fixture  wire  "  must  be  protected  with  a  covering  at  least  one-sixty-fourth  of  an 
inch  in  thickness,  sufficientl}^  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  pulled  into 
the  fixture,  and  sufficiently  elastic  to  permit  the  wire  to  be  bent  around  a  cylinder  whose 
diameter  is  twice  that  of  the  wire  without  injury  to  the  braid,  and  must  successfully 
withstand  the  tests  required  in  Rule  164  of  this  ordinance  for  voltages  up  to  and 
including  600. 

Conduit  Wire — Single  Conductor — 
Rule.  161.  "  Conduit  wire  "  : 

A  single  conductor  for  lined  conduits  must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Rule 
155  of  this  ordinance.  For  unlined  conduits  it  must  comply  with  the  same  requirements, 
and  in  addition  there  must  be  a  second  outer  fibrous  covering,  at  least  one-thirty-second 
of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being- 
hauled  through  the  metal  conduit. 

Twin  Conductors — ■ 

For  twin  or  duplex  conductors  in  lined  conduit,  each  conductor  must  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance,  and  must  have  a  substantial  braid  cover- 
ing the  whole,  at  least  one-thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently 
tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  hauled  through  the  metal  conduit. 

Concentric  Conductors — 

For  concentric  conductors,  the  inner  conductor  must  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance,  and  there  must  be  outside  of  the  outer  conductor  the 
same  insulation  as  on  the  inner,  the  whole  to  be  covered  with  a  substantial  braid,  which 
for  unlined  conduits  must  be  at  least  one-thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and 
sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  hauled  through  the  metal  con- 
duit. 
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Armored  Cable— Thickness — 

Rule  162.  The  armor  of  armored  cable  must  have  at  least  as  great  strength  to 
resist  penetration  of  nails  and  other  similar  devices  as  is  required  for  metal  conduits 
by  Rule  164  of  this  ordinance,  and  its  thickness  must  not  be  less  than  that  specified 
in  the  following  table :

Covering — 

The  conductors  of  armored  cable,  whether  single  or  twin  conductors,  must  have 
■an  insulating  covering  as  required  by  Rule  155  of  this  ordinance.  If  any  filler  is  used 
to  secure  a  round  exterior,  it  must  be  impregnated  with  a  moisture  repellant,  and  the 
Avhole  bunch  of  conductors  and  fillers  must  have  a  separate  exterior  covering. 

Interior  Conduits — 

Rule  163.  Interior  conduits: 

Each  length  of  interior  conduit,  whether  lined  or  unlined,  must  have  the  maker's 
name  or  initials  stamped  in  the  metal  or  attached  thereto  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  so 
that  an  Inspector  can  readily  see  the  same. 
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Metal  Conduits  with  Insulating  Lining — 

Rule  164.  The  metal  covering  or  pipe  for  metal  conduits  with  lining^of  insulating 
material  must  be  at  least  as  strong  as  the  ordinary  commercial  forms  of  gas-pipe 
of  the  same  size,  and  its  thickness  must  be  not  less  than  that  of  standard  gas-pipe  as 
specified  in  the  table  given  in  Rule  162  of  this  ordinance. 

Tests — 

Such  conduits  must  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  be  seriously  afifected  externally 
by  burning  out  a  conductor  inside  the  tube  when  the  iron  pipe  is  connected  to  one 
side  of  the  circuit;  and  must  have  the  insulating  lining  firmly  secured  to  the  pipe. 
The  insulating  lining  must  not  crack  or  break  when  a  length  of  the  conduit  is  uniformly 
bent  at  a  temperature  of  212  degrees  Fahrenheit  to  an  angle  of  90  degrees,  with  a  curve 
having  a  radius  of  15  inches,  for  pipes  of  i  inch  and  less,  and  fifteen  times  the  diameter 
of  pipe  for  larger  sizes.  The  insulating  lining  must  not  soften  injuriously  at  a  tem- 
perature below  212  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  must  leave  water  in  which  it  is  boiled, 
in-actically  neutral. 

Thickness  of  Lining — 

The  insulating  lining  must  be  at  least  1-32  of  an  inch  in  thickness.  The  materials 
of  which  it  is  composed  must  be  of  such  a  nature  as  will  not  have  a  deteriorating 
effect  on  the  insulation  of  the  conductor  and  be  sufficiently  tough  and  tenacious  to- 
withstand  the  abrasion  test  of  drawing  long  lengths  of  conductors  in  and  out  of  same.-  The 
insulating  lining  must  not  be  mechanically  weak  after  three  days'  submersion  in  water,, 
and  when  removed  from  the  pipe  entire,  must  not  absorb  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  its 
weight  of  water  during  100  hours  of  submersion.  All  elbows  or  bends  must  be  so  made- 
Ihat  the  conduit  or  lining  of  same  will  not  be  injured.  The  radius  of  the  curve  of  the 
inner  edge  of  any  elbow  must  not  be  less  than  3^2  inches. 

L'nlincd  IMetal  Conduits — 

Rule  165.  Unline  metal  conduits.  Plain  iron  or  steel  pipes  of  thicknesses  and 
strengths  equal  to  those  specified  for  lined  conduits  in  Rule  164  of  this  ordinance  may 
be  used  as  conduits,  provided  their  interior  surfaces  are  smooth  and  free  from  burs. 
In  order  ro  prevent  oxidization,  the  pipe  must  be  galvanized,  or  the  interior  surfaces, 
coated  or  enameled  with  some  substance  which  will  not  soften  so  as  to  become 
sticky  and  prevent  the  wire  from  being  withdrawn  from  the  pipe. 

Elbows — 

All  elbows  or  bends  must  be  so  made  that  the  conduit  will  not  be  injured.  The 
•  rulius  of  the  curve  of  the  inner  edge  of  any  elbow  must  not  be  less  than  three  and 
>'nc-half  inches. 
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Outlet  Boxes — 

Rule  166.  Outlet  boxes  must  be  of  pressed  steel  having  a  wall  thickness  not  less 
than  .081  of  an  inch  (No.  12  B.  &  S.  gauge)  or  of  cast  metal  having  a  wall  thickness 
not  less  than  0.128  of  an  inch  (No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge),  and  must  be  well  galvanized^ 
enameled  or  otherwise  coated,  inside  and  out,  to  prevent  oxidation. 

Inlet  Holes — 

Inlet  holes  must  be  effectually  closed  when  not  in  use  by  metal  which  will  afford 
protection  substantially  equivalent  to  that  of  the  walls  of  the  box. 

Marks— 

The  boxes  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  or  trade-mark  of  the  manufac- 
turer, so  that  the  name  will  be  seen  when  and  after  the  boxes  are  installed. 

Lining — 

Boxes  used  with  lined. conduit  must  comply  with  this  rule  and  in  addition  must 
have  a  tough  and  tenacious  insulating  lining  firmly  secured  in  position. 

Wooden  Mouldings — 

Rule  167.  Wooden  mouldings  must  have,  both  outside  and  inside,  at  least  two 
coats  of  water-proof  material,  or  be  impregnated  with  a  moisture  repellant;  and 
must  be  made  in  two  pieces,  a  backing  and  a  capping,  and  must  afford  suitable  pro- 
tection from  abrasion,  and  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  thoroughly  incase  the-  con- 
ductor and  provide  a  one-half  inch  tongue  between  the  conductor  and  a  solid  back- 
ing, which,  under  grooves,  shall  not  be  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  thickness. 

Tubes  and  Bushings— Construction — Materials  and  Tests— Marks — 

Rule  168.  Tubes  and  bushings  must  be  made  straight  and  free  from  checks  or 
rough  projections,  with  ends  smooth  and  rounded  to  facilitate  the  drawing  in  of 
the  conductor  and  prevent  abrasion  of  its  covering;  and  must  be  made  of  non- 
combustible  insulating  material,  which,  when  broken  and  submerged  for  100  hours 
in  pure  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  will  not  absorb  over  one-half  of  one  per 
cent,  of  its  weight;  and  must  have  the  name,  initials  or  trade  mark  of  the  manu- 
facturer stamped  in  the  ware. 

Sizes — 

The  dimensions  of  walls  and  heads  of  tubes  and  bushings  must  be  at  least  as 
great  as  those  given  in  the  following  table:

Cleats — Construction — 

Rule  169.  Cleats  must  hold  the  conductor  firmly  in  place  without  injury  to  its 
covering. 

Sharp  edges  which  may  cut  the  conductor  must  be  avoided. 

Supports — 

Bearing  points  on  the  surface  must  be  made  by  ridges  or  rings  about  the  holes 
for  supporting  screws,  in  order  to  avoid  cracking  and  breaking  down  when  screwed 
tight. 

^Material  and  Tests — IMarks — Spacings — • 

Cleats  must  be  made  of  non-combustible  insulating  material,  which,  when  broken 
and  submerged  for  100  hours  in  pure  water  at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit,  will  not  absorb 
over  one-half  per  cent,  of  its  weight,  and  must  have  the  name,  initials,  or  trade 
mark  of  tlie  manufacturer  stamped  in  the  ware,  and  must  conform  to  the  spacings 
given  in  the  following  table:

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Service  Switches — 

Rule  170.  Switches.  Service  switches  must  indicate  clearly,  on  inspection,  whether 
the  current  is  "on"  or  "off." 

Switches  for  Constant  Current  Systems — ■ 

Switches  for  constant  current  systems  must  close  the  main  circuit  and  disconnect 
the  branch  wires  when  turned  "oft"' ;  and  must  be  so  constructed  that  they  shall  be 
automatic  in  action,  not  stopping  between  points  when  started,  and  that  an  arc  will  bt 
prevented  between  the  points  under  all  circumstances;  and  must  indicate  clearly  011 
inspection  whether  the  current  be  "on"'  or  "off." 

Knife  Switches — Bases — 

Rule  171.  Knife  switches  must  be  mounted  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive, 
insulating  bases,  such  as  slate  or  porcelain.  Bases  with  an  area  of  over  25  square 
inches  must  have  at  least  4  'supporting  screws.  Holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be 
so  located  or  countersunk  that  there  will  be  at  least  ^  of  an  inch  space,  measured  over 
the  surface,  betw'een  the  head  of  the  screw  or  washer  and  the  nearest  live  metal  part,, 
and  in  all  cases  when  between  parts  of  opposite  polarity  must  be  countersunk. 

Mounting — 

Pieces  carrying  the  contact  jaws  and  hinge  clips  must  be  secured  to  the  base  by  at 
least  two  screws,  or  else  made  w^ith  square  shoulder,  or  provided  with  dowel  pins,  to 
prevent  possible  turnings,  and  the  nuts  of  screw-heads  on  the  under  side  of  the  base 
must  be  countersunk  not  less  than  %  inch  and  covered  with  a  waterproof  compound 
which  will  not  melt  below^  150  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Hinges — 

Hinges  of  knife  switches  must  not  be  used  to  carry  current  unless  they  are  equipped 
with  spring  w-ashers,  held  by  lock-nuts  or  pins,  so  arranged  that  a  firm  and  secure  con- 
nection will  be  maintained  at  all  positions  of  the  switch  blades. 

Spring  Washers — • 

Spring  washers  must  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  take  up  any  wear  in  the  hinge 
and  maintain  a  good  contact  at  all  times. 

Metal- 
All  knife  switches  must  have  ample  metal  for  stiffness  and  to  prevent  rise  in 
temperature  of  any  part  of  over  fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  full  load,  the  contacts  being 
arranged  so  that  a  thoroughly  good  bearing  at  every  point  is  obtained  when  using 
pure  copper  blades  with  contact  faces  of  not  less  than  one  square  inch  for  each  seventy- 
five  amperes.    The  wdiolc  device  must  be  mechanically  well  made  throughout. 
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Cross  Bars — 

All  cross  bars  less  than  three  inches  in  length  must  be  made  of  insulating  matei-ial. 
Bars  of  three  inches  and  over,  which  are  made  of  metal,  to  insure  greater  mechanical 
strength,  must  be  sufficiently  separated  from  the  jaws  of  the  switch  to  prevent  arcs, 
under  any  circumstances,  following  from  the  contacts  to  the  bar  on  the  opening  of  the  ' 
switch. 

To  prevent  turning  or  twisting  the  cross  bar  must  be  secured  to  each  blade  by  two 
screws,  or  the  joints  made  with  square  shoulders  or  provided  with  dowel  pins. 

Connections — 

Knife  switches  for  currents  of  over  twenty-five  amperes  must  be  equipped  with 
lugs,  firmly  screwed  or  bolted  to  the  switches,  and  into  which  the  conductors  shall  be 
soldered.  For  the  smaller-sized  switches  simple  clamps  can  be  employed,  provided  they 
are  heavy  enough  to  stand  considerable  hard  usage.  M 

Tests —  9 
Knife  switches,  before  installation,  must  be  tested  to  operate  successfully  at  50  pell 
cent,  overload  in  amperes  and  25  per  cent,  excess  voltage,  under  the  most  severe  con-  , 
ditions  with  which  they  are  liable  to  meet  under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  use,  and  must 
be  plainly  marked  so  that  the  markings  shall  be  visible  when  the  switches  are  installed.  | 
with  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and  the  voltage  for  which  the  switches  are  > 
•designed.

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Auxiliary  Breaks — 

Auxiliary  1)reaks  or  the  equivalent  must  be  used  in  switches  designed  for  over  300 
volts  and  less  than  108  amperes,  and  on  switches  designed  for  use  in  breaking  currents 
greater  than  100  amperes  at  a  tension  of  more  than  300  volts. 

Break  Distance — 

For  three-wire  Edison  systems  switches  must  have  the  break  distance  required 
for  circuits  of  the  potential  of  the  outside  conductors. 
Exception — 

Rule  172.  The  Commissioner  may  permit  the  use  of  knife  switches  which  do  not 
conform  to  all  the  requirements  of  Rule  171  of  this  ordinance,  provided,  however, 
that  the  requirements  of  said  Rule  as  to  test  shall  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Snap  Switches — Bases — 

Rule  173.  Snap  Switches: 

Current  carrying  parts  of  snap  switches  used  on  constant  potential  systems  must 
be  mounted  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  bases,  such  as  slate  or 
porcelain,  and  the  holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be  countersunk  not  less  than  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch.  There  must  in  no  case  be  less  than  three  sixty-fourths  of  an  inch 
space  between  supporting  screws  and  current  carrying  parts. 

Sub-bases — 

Sub-bases  of  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  material,  which  will  sep- 
arate the  conductors  at  least  one-half  of  an  inch  from  the  surface  wared  over,  must 
be  furnished  with  all  snap  switches  used  in  exposed  knob  or  cleat  work. 

Mounting — • 

Pieces  carrying  contact  jaws  must  be  secured  to  the  base  by  at  least  two  screws^ 
or  else  made  with  a  square  shoulder,  or  provided  with  dowel-pins  or  otherwise  so 
arranged  as  to  prevent  possible  turnings;  and  the  nuts  or  screw  heads  on  the  under 
side  of  the  base  must  be  countersunk  not  less  than  one-eighth  inch,  and  covered  with 
a  waterproof  compound  which  will  not  melt  below  150  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

]^Ietal— 

All  the  switches  must  have  ample  metal  for  stiffness  and  to  prevent  rise  in  tem- 
perature of  any  part  of  over  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  full  load,  the  contacts  being 
arranged  so  that  a  thoroughly  good  bearing  at  every  point  is  obtained.  The  whole 
device  must  be  mechanically  well  made  throughout. 

In  order  to  meet  the  above  requirements  on  temperature  rise  without  causing 
excessive  friction  and  wear  on  current  carrying  parts,  the  contact  surfaces  must 
measure  from  o.i  to  0.15  of  a  square  inch  for  each  10  amperes,  according  to  the  metal 
used  and  the  form  of  construction  adopted.

Insulating-  materials — 

Any  material  used  for  insulating  current-carrying  parts  must  retain  its  insulating 
and  mechanical  strength  when  subject  to  continued  use,  and  must  not  soften  at  a 
temperature  of  212  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Binding  Posts — 

Binding  posts  must  be  substantially  made,  and  the  screws  must  be  of  such  size 
^     that  the  threads  will  not  strip  when  set  up  tight. 

Covers — 

Covers,  when  made  of  conducting  material,  except  face  plates  for  flush  switches^ 
must  be  lined  on  sides  and  top  with  tough  and  tenacious  insulating  material,  at  least 
one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  firmly  secured  so  that  it  will  not  fall  out 
with  ordinary  handling.  The  side  lining  must  extend  slightly  beyond  the  lower  edge 
of  the  cover. 

I 

Handle  or  Button — 

The  handle  or  button  and  other  exposed  parts  must  not  be  in  electrical  connec- 
tion with  the  circuit 

Tests — 

The  switches  must  "  make  "  and  "  break  "  with  a  quick  snap,  and  must  not  stop 
when  motion  has  once  been  imparted  by  the  button  or  handle,  and  must  operate 
successfully  at  50  per  cent,  overload  in  amperes  and  25  per  cent,  excess  voltage,  under 
the  most  severe  conditions  with  which  they  are  liable  to  meet  in  practice. 

When  slowly  turned  "  on  and  "  off  "  at  the  rate  of  about  two  or  three  times  per 
minute,  while  carrying  the  rated  current,  the  switches  must  "  make  and  break "  the 
circuit  six  thousand  times  before  failing. 

^Nlarks — 

The  switches  must  be  plainly  marked  so  as  to  be  readily  seen  after  the  device  is 
installed,  with  the  name  or  trade  mark  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and  voltage  for 
which  the  switch  is  designed. 

On  flush  switches  these  markings  may  be  placed  on  the  back  of  the  face  plate  or  on 
the  sub-plate.  On  other  types  they  must  be  placed  on  the  front  of  the  cap,  cover  or 
plate. 

Cut-Outs  and  Circuit  Breakers — Bases — Tests — Marks — 

Rule  174.  Cut-outs  and  circuit-breakers  must  be  supported  on  bases  of  non-com- 
bustible, non-absorptive  insulating  material.   Cut-outs  must  be  of  plug  or  cartridge  type, 
when  not  arranged  in  approved  cabinets,  so  as  to  obviate  any  danger  of  the  melted  fuse 
metal  coming  in  contact  with  any  substance  which  might  be  ignited  thereby.  Cut-outs 
^  must  operate  successfully  on  short  circuits,  under  the  most  severe  conditions  which  they 
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are  liable  to  meet  under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  use,  at  a  voltage  25  per  cent,  above 
i*:heir  rated  voltage,  and  with  fuses  rated  at  50  per  cent,  above  the  current  for  which  the 
ii^ut-out  is  designed.  Circuit  breakers  must  operate  successfully  on  short  circuits  under 
the  most  severe  conditions  which  they  are  liable  to  meet,  when  set  at  50  per  cent,  above 
the  current  and  with  a  voltage  25  per  cent,  above  the  voltage  for  which  they  are  designed. 
Cut-outs  and  circuit  breakers  must  be  plainly  marked  so  as  to  be  always  visible,  with  the 
name  of  the  maker,  and  current  and  voltage  for  which  the  device  is  designed. 

Link-Fuse  Cut-Outs — Bases — Mounting — 

Rule  175.  Link-fuse  cut-outs  must  be  mounted  on  slate  or  marble  bases.  Bases 
with  an  area  of  over  twenty-five  square  inches  must  have  at  least  four  supporting  screws. 
Holes  for  supporting  screws  must  be  kept  outside  of  the  area  included  by  the  outside 
edges  of  the  fuse-block  terminals,  and  must  be  so  located  or  countersunk  that  there  will 
be  at  least  one-half  of  an  inch  of  space,  measured  over  the  surface,  between  the  head  of 
the  screw  or  washer  and  the  nearest  live  part.  Nuts  or  screw-heads  on  the  under  side 
of  the  base  must  be  countersunk  not  less  than  one-eighth  inch,  and  covered  with  a 
waterproof  compound  which  will  not  melt  below  150  degrees  Fahrenheit.  All  fuse- 
Ijlock  terminals  must  have  ample  metal  for  stiffness,  and  to  prevent  rise  in  temperature 
of  any  part  of  over  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  full  load.  Terminals,  as  far  as  practicable, 
should  be  made  of  compact  form,  instead  of  being  rolled  out  in  thin  strips;  and  sharp 
edges  or  thin  projecting  pieces,  as  on  wing  thumb  nuts  and  the  like,  should  be  avoided. 

Connections — 

Clamps  for  connecting  the  wires  to  the  fuse-block  terminals  must  be  of  solid,  rugged 
construction,  so  as  to  insure  a  thoroughly  good  connection,  and  to  withstand  consider- 
able hard  usage.  For  fuses  rated  at  over  fifty  amperes,  lugs  firmly  screwed  or  bolted 
to  the  terminals  and  into  which  the  conducting  wires  are  soldered,  must  be  used. 

Tests — 

Link  fuse  cut-outs  must  operate  successfully  when  blowing  only  one  fuse  at  a  time 
on  short  circuits  with  fuses  rated  at  50  per  cent,  above  current  and  with  a  voltage  25 
per  cent,  above  the  voltage  for  which  the  cut-out  is  designed. 

JNIarks— 

They  must  be  plainly  marked,  so  that  the  markings  will  be  visible  when  the  cut- 
out block  is  installed,  with  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  current  and  the  voltage  for 
which  the  block  is  designed. 

Spacings — 

Spacings  in  the  case  of  plain,  open-link  fuses,  mounted  on  slate  or  marble  bases, 
must  be  at  least  as  great  as  those  given  in  the  following  table.  If  the  copper  fuse-tips 
overhang  the  edges  of  the  fuse-block  terminals,  the  spacings  must  be  measured  between 
the  nearest  edges  of  the  tips  :

Between  fuse  terminals  of  similar  polarity  a  space  must  be  maintained  of  at  least 
one-half  of  an  inch  for  voltages  of  125  or  less,  and  of  at  least  three-quarters  of  an 
inch  for  voltages  from  126  to  250.  This  is  the  minimum  distance  allowable,  and  greater 
separation  should  be  provided  when  practicable. 

For  250  volt  boards  or  blocks,  with  the  ordinary  front  connected  terminals,  except 
Avhere  these  have  a  mass  of  compact  form,  a  substantial  barrier  of  insulating  material, 
not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  must  be  placed  in  the  "  break  "  gap ; 
this  barrier  to  extend  out  from  the  base  at  least  one-eighth  of  an  inch  farther  than 
any  bare  live  part  of  the  fuse-block  terminal,  including  binding  screws,  nuts  and  the 
like. 

For  three-wire  systems  cut-outs  must  have  the  break  distance  required  for  cir- 
cuits of  the  potential  of  the  outside  conductors. 

Inclosed  Fuse  Cut-outs,  Plug  and  Cartridge  Type — Bases — 

Rule  176.  Inclosed  fuse  cut-outs,  plug  nnd  cartridge  type  must  be  made  of  non- 
■combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  material.  Blocks  with  an  area  of  over  twen- 
ty-five square  inches  must  have  at  least  four  supporting  screws.  Holes  for  support- 
ing screws  must  be  located  or  countersunk  so  that  there  will  be  at  least  one-half  of  an 
inch  space,  measured  over  the  surface,  between  the  screw-head  or  washer  and  the 
iiearest  live  metal  part,  and  in  all  cases  when  between  parts  of  opposite  polarity 
nuist  be  countersunk. 
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Mounting — 

Nuts  or  screw-heads  on  the  under  side  of  the  base  nuist  be  countersunk  at  least 
one-eighth  of  an  inch  and  covered  with  a  water-proof  compound  which  will  not  melt 
below  150  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Terminals — 

Terminals  of  such  a  design  that  the  block  cannot  be  easily  fused  with  anything 
but  approved  inclosed  fuses  must  be  used  on  blocks  having  a  rated  capacity  of  60 
amperes  or  less.  Terminals  nuist  be  secured  to  the  base  by  two  screws,  or  the 
equivalent,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from  turning,  and  must  be  so  made  as  to  secure  a 
thoroughly  good  contact  with  the  fuse. 

Connections — 

Clamps  for  connecting  conductors  to  the  terminals  must  be  of  a  design  which 
will  insure  a  thoroughly  good  connection,  and  must  be  sufficiently  strong  and  heavy 
to  withstand  hard  usage.  For  fuses  rated  to  carry  over  60  amperes,  lugs,  firmly 
screwed  or  bolted  to  the  terminals  and  into  which  the  connecting  conductors  shall 
be  soldered,  must  be  used. 

Classification — 

Inclosed  fuse  cut-outs.,  plug  an.d  cartridge  type,  must  be  classified  according  to 
both  current  and  voltage,  ana  must  be  so  designed  that  the  bases  of  one  class  cannot 
be  used  wnth  fuses  of  another  class  rated  for  a  higher  current  or  voltage. 

Design — 

The  design  must  be  such  that  accidental  short  circuits  cannot  readily  be  formed 
across  liye  metal  parts  of  opposite  polarity  on  the  block  or  on  the  fuses  in  the  block, 

Marks- 
Each  cut-out  must  be  marked,  so  that  the  markings  will  be  plainly  visible  when  the 
block  is  installed,  W'ith  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  voltage  and  limits  of  current 
for  which  it  is  designed. 

Link  Fuses — Terminals — Rating — 

Rule  177.  Link  fuses  must  have  contact  surfaces  or  tips  of  harder  metal,  having 
perfect  electrical  connections  with  fusible  part  of  the  strip,  and  must  be  stamped  with 
about  80  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  current  which  they  can  carry  indefinitely,  thus  al- 
lowing about  25  per  cent,  overload  before  fuse  melts. 

Marks- 
Fuse  terminals  must  be  stamped  with  maker's  name  or  initials,  or  with  some 
known  trade-mark. 
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Inclosed  Fuses,  Plug  and  Cartridge  Type  Construction — 

Rule  178.  The  fuse  plug  or  cartridge  of  inclosed  fuses,  plug  and  cartridge  type 
must  be  so  constructed  that  lint  and  dust  cannot  collect  around  the  fusible  wire  and 
become  ignited  when  the  fuse  is  blown. 

The  fusible  wire  must  be  attached  to  the  plug  or  cartridge  terminals  in  such  a 
way  as  to  secure  a  thoroughly  good  connection  and  to  make  it  difficult  for  it  to  be 
replaced  when  melted. 

Classihcation — • 

Such  fuses  must  be  classified  to  correspond  with  the  different  classes  of  cut-out 
blocks,  and  must  be  so  designed  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  put  any  fuse  of  a  given 
class  into  a  cut-out  block  which  is  designed  for  a  current  or  voltage  lower  than  that 
of  the  class  to  which  the  fuse  belongs. 

Terminals — ■ 

The  fuse  terminals  must  be  sufficiently  heavy  to  insure  mechanical  strength  and 
rigidity. 

Rating — 

The  fuses  must  be  so  constructed  that  with  the  surrounding  atmosphere  at  a  tem- 
perature of  73  degrees  Fahrenheit  they  will  carry  indefinitely  a  current  10  per  cent, 
greater  than  that  at  which  they  are  rated,  and  at  a  current  15  per  cent,  greater  than 
such  rating  they  will  open  the  circuit  without  reaching  a  temperature  which  will  in- 
jure the  fuse  tube  or  terminals  of  the  fuse  block.    With  a  current  50  per  cent,  greater 
than  such  rating,  and  room  temperature  75  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  fuses,  starting 
cold,  must  blow  within  the  following  time,  respectively : 
0-30  amperes,  30  seconds. 
0-60  amperes,  i  minute. 
61-100  amperes,  2  minutes. 
101-200  amperes,  4  minutes. 
201-400  amperes,  8  minutes. 
401-600  amperes,  10  minutes. 

:Marks— 

The  fuses  must  be  marked,  where  the  markings  will  be  plainly  visible,  with  the 
name  or  trade-mark  of  the  maker  and  the  voltage  and  current  for  which  the  fuse  is 
designed. 

Temperature  Rise — 

The  temperature  of  the  exterior  of  the  fuse  inclosure  must  not  rise  more  than 
125  degrees  Fahrenheit  above  that  of  the  surrounding  air  when  the  fuse  is  carrying 
the  current  for  which  it  is  rated. 
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Tests — 

The  fuses  must  not  hold  an  arc,  or  throw  out  mcUed  metal  or  sufficient  flame  to 
ignite  easily  inflammable  material  on  or  near  the  cut-out,  when  only  one  fuse  is  blown 
at  a  time  on  a  short  circuit,  or  a  system  having  a  capacity  of  300  K.  W.  or  over,  at  the 
voltage  for  which  the  fuse  is  rated. 

Tablet  and  Panel  Boards — 

Rule  179.  In  tablet  and  panel  boards  the  following  minimum  distance  respectively 
between  bare  live  metal  parts  must  be  maintained: 

0-125  volts   .}4-inch.       J^-inch.  ^-inch. 

126-250  volts   i54-inch.       ^-inch.  ^-inch. 

All  boards  must  have  the  maker's  name  or  trade-mark  plainly  marked  on  them 
so  as  to  be  plainly  visible  when  the  board  is  in  position.  This  may  be  stamped'  on 
the  bus  bars,  or  may  be  on  a  name-plate  suitably  fastened  to  the  board. 

Cut-out  Cabinets — Materials — 

Rule  180.  Cut-out  cabinets  must  be  substantially  constructed  of  non-combustible, 
non-absorptive  material,  or  of  wood.  When  wood  is  used  the  inside  of  the  cabinet 
must  be  completely  lined  with  a  non-combustible  insulating  material.  Except  with 
metal  conduit  systems,  asbestos  board  at  least  one-eighth  inch  in  thickness  may  be 
used  in  dry  places  if  firmly  secured  by  shellac  and  tacks. 

With  metal  conduit  systems  the  lining  of  either  the  box  or  the  gutter  must  be  of 
one-sixteenth-inch  galvanized,  painted  or  enameled  iron,  or  preferably  one-quarter- 
inch  slate  or  marble. 

Door— 

The  door  must  close  against  a  rabbet,  so  as  to  be  perfectly  dust-tight.  Strong 
hinges  and  a  strong  hook  or  catch  are  required.  Glass  doors  must  be  glazed  with 
heavy  plate  glass,  not  less  than  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  panes 
must  not  exceed  one  foot  in  width.  A  space  of  at  least  two  inches  must  be  allowed 
between  the  fuses  and  the  door. 

Bushings — 

Bushings  through  which  conductors  enter  must  fit  tightly  the  holes  in  the  box, 
and  must  be  of  approved  construction.  The  conductors  should  completely  fill  the 
holes  in  the  bushings,  tape  being  used  to  build  up  the  conductors  if  necessary,  so  as 
to  keep  out  the  dust. 

Rosettes — Bases — ■ 

Rule  i8t.  In  all  rosettes,  both  fused  and  fuseless,  current-carrying  parts  must  be 
mounted  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  bases.    There  must  be  no 
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openings  through  the  rosette  base  except  in  concealed  work,  and  these  openings 
should  not  be  made  any  larger  than  necessary. 

There  must  be  at  least  one-fourth  of  an  inch  space,  measured  over  the  surface, 
between  supporting  screws  and  current  carrying  parts.  The  supporting  screws 
must  be  so  located  or  countersunk  that  the  flexible  cord  cannot  come  in  contact 
with  them. 

Bases  for  knob  and  cleat  work  must  have  at  least  two  holes  for  supporting 
screws;  must  be  high  enough  to  keep  the  conductors  and  terminals  at  least  one-half 
of  an  inch  from  the  surface  to  which  the  rosette  is  attached,  and  must  have  a  por- 
celain lug  under  each  terminal  to  prevent  the  rosette  from  being  placed  over  pro- 
jections which  would  reduce  the  separation  to  less  than  one-half  of  an  inch. 

Bases  for  moulding  and  conduit  work  must  be  high  enough  to  keep  the  con- 
ductors and  terminals  at  least  three-eighths  of  an  inch  from  the  surface  wired  over. 

Mounting — 

Contact  pieces  and  terminals  must  be  secured  in  position  by  at  least  two  screws^, 
or  made  with  a  square  shoulder,  or  otherwise  arranged  to  prevent  turning. 

The  nuts  or  screws  heads  on  the  under  side  of  the  base  must  be  countersunk 
not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch,  and  covered  with  a  waterproof  covering  which 
will  not  melt  below  150  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Terminals — ■ 

Line  terminals  plates  must  be  at  least  .07  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  terminal 
screws  must  not  be  smaller  than  No.  6  standard  screw  with  about  32  threads  per 
inch. 

Terminal  plates  for  flexible  cord  and  for  fuses  must  be  at  least  .06  of  an  inch 
in  thickness,  and  the  terminal  screws  must  not  be  smaller  than  No.  5  standard 
screw  with  about  40  threads  per  inch. 

Cord  Inlet — 

The  diameter  of  the  cord  inlet  hole  should  be  13-32  of  an  inch,  in  order  that 
■standard  portable  cord  may  be  used. 

Knot- 
Ample  space  must  be  provided  for  a  substantial  knot  tied  in  the  cord  as  a  whole. 
All  parts  of  the  rosette  upon  which  this  knot  is  likely  to  bear  must  be  smooth 

and  well  rounded. 

Cover — 

When  the  rosette  is  made  in  two  parts  the  cover  must  be  secured  to  the  base 
-o  as  not  to  work  loose. 
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In  fused  rosettes,  the  cover  must  fit  closely  over  the  base  so  as  to  prevent  the 
accumulation  of  dust  or  dirt  on  the  inside,  and  to  prevent  any  flash  or  melted  metal 
from  being  thrown  out  when  the  fuses  melt. 

Marks- 
All  rosettes  must  be  plainly  marked  so  as  to  be  readily  seen  after  the  rosette 
has  been  installed,  with  the  name  or  trade  mark  of  the  manufacturer,  and  the  rating 
in  amperes  and  volts.    Fuseless  rosettes  may  be  rated  3  amperes,  250  volts;  fused 
rosettes,  with  link  fuses,  not  over  2  amperes,  125  volts. . 

Tests — 

Fused  rosettes  must  operate  successfully  when  short-circuited  on  the  voltage 
for  which  they  are  designed,  the  test  being  made  with  the  two  fuses  in  circuit. 

Sockets — Standard  Sizes — 

Rule  182.  Sockets.  The  standard  lamp  socket  must  be  suitable  for  use  on  any 
voltage  not  exceeding  250  and  with  any  size  of  lamp  up  to  fifty  candle-power.  For 
lamps  larger  than  fifty  candle-power  a  standard  keyless  socket  may  be  used,  but 
if  a  key  is  required,  a  special  socket  designed  for  the  current  to  be  used  must  be 
made. 

Marks— 

The  standard  socket  must  be  plainly  marked  "  250  v.,  50  c.  p.,"  and  with  the 
manufacturer's  name  or  registered  trade  mark.  Special  sockets  must  be  marked 
with  the  current  and  voltage  for  which  they  are  designed. 

Shell- 
Metal  used  for  shells  must  be  hard,  but  not  so  hard  as  to  be  brittle  or  so  soft 
as  to  be  easily  dented  or  knocked  out  of  shape.  Brass  shells  must  be  at  least  thirteen 
one-thousandths  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  shells  of  any  other  material  must  be 
thick  enough  to  give  the  same  stiffness  and  strength  as  the  required  thickness  of 
brass. 

Lining — 

The  inside  of  the  shells  must  be  lined  with  insulating  material,  which  must 
absolutely  prevent  the  shell  from  becoming  a  part  of  the  circuit,  even  though  the 
wires  inside  the  socket  should  start  from  their  position  under  the  binding  screws. 

The  material  used  for  lining  must  be  at  least  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch  in 
thickness,  and  must  be  tough  and  tenacious.  It  must  not  be  injuriously  affected  by 
the  heat  from  the  largest  lamp  permitted  in  the  socket,  and  must  leave  water  in 
%vhich  it  is  boiled  practically  neutral.  It  must  be  so  firmly  secured  to  the  shell  that 
it  will  not  fall  out  with  ordinary  handling  of  the  socket. 
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The  cap  must  also  be  lined,  and  this  lining  must  comply  with  the  requirements 
for  shell  linings. 

The  shell  lining  should  extend  beyond  the  shell  so  far  that  no  part  of  the  lamp 
base  is  exposed  when  a  lamp  is  in  the  socket. 

Caps- 
Caps,  when  of  sheet  brass,  must  be  at  least  thirteen  one-thousandths  of  an  inch 
in  thickness,  and  when  cast  or  made  of  other  metals  must  be  of  equivalent  strength. 
The  inlet  piece,  except  for  special  sockets,  must  be  tapped  with  a  standard  one- 
eighth  inch  pipe  thread.  It  must  contain  sufficient  metal  for  a  full,  strong  thread, 
and  when  not  in  one  piece  with  the  cap  must  be  joined  to  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  give 
the  strength  of  a  single  piece. 

There  must  be  sufficient  room  in  the  cap  to  enable  the  ordinary  wireman  to 
easily  and  quickly  make  a  knot  in  the  cord  and  to  push  it  into  place  in  the  cap  with- 
out crowding.  All  parts  of  the  cap  upon  which  the  knot  is  likely  to  bear  must  be 
smooth  and  well  insulated. 

Frame  and  Screws — 

The  frame  v;hich  holds  the  moving  parts  must  be  sufficiently  heavy  to  give  ample 
strength  and  stiffness. 

Brass  pieces  containing  screw  threads  must  be  at  least  six  one-hundredths  of  an 
inch  in  thickness. 

Binding  post  screws  must  not  be  smaller  than  No.  5  standard  screw,  with  about 
40  threads  per  inch. 

Spacings — 

Points  of  opposite  polarity  must  everywhere  be  kept  not  less  than  three-sixty- 
fourths  of  an  inch  apart,  unless  separated  by  approved  insulation. 

Connections — 

The  connecting  points  for  the  flexible  cord  must  be  made  to  very  securely  grip 
a  No.  16  or  18  B.  &  S.  gauge  conductor. 

Lamp  Holder — 

The  socket  must  firmly  hold  the  lamp  in  place  so  that  it  cannot  be  easily  jarred 
out,  and  must  provide  a  contact  good  enough  to  prevent  undue  heating  with  the  maxi- 
mum current  allowed.  The  holding  pieces,  springs  and  the  like,  if  a  part  of  the  circuit, 
must  not  be  sufficiently  exposed  to  allow  them  to  be  brought  in  contact  with  anything 
outside  of  the  lamp  socket. 
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With  the  exception  of  tlie  h'ning,  all  parts  of  insulating  material  inside  the  shell 
must  be  made  of  porcelain. 

Key— 

The  socket  key-handle  must  be  of  such  a  material  that  it  will  not  soften  from  the 
heat  of  a  fifty  candle-power  lamp  hanging  downwards  from  the  socket  in  air  at  70  de- 
grees Fahrenheit,  and  must  be  securely,  but  not  necessarily  rigidly,  attached  to  the 
metal  spindle  which  it  is  designed  to  turn. 

vSealing — 

All  screws  in  porcelain  pieces,  which  can  be  firmly  sealed  in  place,  must  be  sa 
sealed  by  a  waterproof  compound  which  will  not  melt  at  a  temperature  below  200  de- 
grees FahrenlTeit. 

Putting  Together — 

The  socket  as  a  whole  must  be  securely  put  together. 

Tests — 

The  socket,  when  slowly  turned  "  on  "  and  "  off  "  at  the  rate  of  about  two  or  three 
times  per  minute,  while  carrying  a  load  of  one  ampere  at  250  volts,  must  "  make  and 
break  "  the  circuit  6,000  times  before  failing. 

Keyless  Sockets — 

Keyless  sockets  of  all  kinds  must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  rule  for 
key  sockets  as  far  as  practicable. 

Sockets  of  Insulating  Material — 

Sockets  made  of  porcelain  or  other  insulating  material  must  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  this  rule  as  far  as  practicable,  and  all  parts  must  be  strong  enough  to 
withstand  a  moderate  amount  of  hard  usage  without  breaking. 

Porcelain  shell  sockets  being  subject  to  breakage  and  constituting  a  hazard 
when  broken,  must  not  be  used  in  places  where  they  will  be  exposed  to  hard  usage. 

Inlet  Bushing — 

When  the  socket  is  not  attached  to  a  fixture,  the  threaded  inlet  must  be  pro- 
vided with  a  strong  insulating  bushing  having  a  smooth  hole  at  least  nine  thirty- 
seconds  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  The  edges  of  the  bushing  must  be  rounded  and  all 
inside  fins  removed,  so  that  in  no  place  will  the  cord  be  subjected  to  the  cutting  or 
wearing  action  of  a  sharp  edge. 

Bushings  for  sockets  having  an  outlet  threaded  for  three-eighths-inch  pipe 
should  have  a  hole  thirteen  thirty-seconds  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  so  that  they  will 
accommodate  approved  reinforced  flexible  cord. 
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Hanger  Boards — 

Rule  183.  Hanger  boards  must  be  so  constructed  that  all  wires  and  current- 
carrying  devices  thereon  will  be  exposed  to  view  and  thoroughly  insulated  by  being 
mounted  on  a  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulating  substance.  All  switches 
attached  to  hanger  boards  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  automatic  in  their  action, 
to  cut  off  both  poles  to  the  lamp,  and  not  to  stop  between  points  when  started  and  to 
prevent  an  arc  between  points  under  all  circumstances. 

Arc  Lamps — Stops — 

Rule  184.  Arc  lamps  must  be  provided  with  reliable  stops  to  prevent  carbons  from 
falling  out  in  case  the  clamps  become  loose. 

Insulation — 

All  exposed  parts  must  be  carefully  insulated  from  the  circuit. 

Switches — 

The  lamps  must,  for  constant-current  systems,  be  provided  with  an  approved 
hand  switch,  and  an  automatic  switch  that  will  shunt  the  current  around  the  carbons, 
should  they  fail  to  feed  properly. 

The  hand  switch  to  be  approved,  if  placed  anywhere  except  upon  the  lamp  itself, 
must  comply  with  the  requirements  for  switches  on  hanger  boards  contained  in  Rule 
183  of  this  ordinance. 

Spark  Arresters — 

Rule  185.  Spark  arresters  must  close  the  upper  orifice  of  the  globe  so  that  it  will 
be  impossible  for  any  sparks  thrown  off  by  the  carbons  to  escape. 

Insulating  Joints — 

Rule  186.  Insulating  joints  must  be  entirely  made  of  material  that  will  resist  the 
action  of  illuminating  gases,  and  will  not  give  way  or  soften  under  the  heat  of  an 
ordinary  gas  flame  or  leak  under  a  moderate  pressure;  and  mus^t  be  so  arranged  that 
a  deposit  of  moisture  will  not  destroy  the  insulating  effect.  They  must  show  a 
dielectric  strength  between  gas-pipe  and  attachments  sufficient  to  resist  throughout 
five  minutes  the  application  of  an  electromotive  force  of  4,000  volts;  and  must  be 
suffi.ciently  strong  to  resist  the  strain  to  which- they  are  liable  to  be  subjected  during 
installation. 

Insulating  joints  having  soft  rubber  in  their  construction  must  not  be  used. 

Rheostats — Materials — ' 

Rule  187.  Rheostats  must  be  made  entirely  of  non-combustible  materials  except 
-uch  minor  parts  as  handles  and  magnet  insulation. 

All  segments,  lever  arms  and  similar  parts  must  be  mounted  on  non-combusti- 
ble, non-absorptive  insulating  material. 
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Construction — 

Rheostats  must  have  legs  which  will  keep  the  current-carrying  parts  at  least  one 
inch  from  the  surface  on  which  the  rheostat  is  mounted. 

The  construction  throughout  must  be  heavy,  rugged  and  thoroughly  work- 
manlike. 

Connections — 

Clamps  for  connecting  wires  to  the  terminals  must  be  designed  to  insure  a 
thoroughly  good  connection,  and  must  be  sufficiently  strong  and  heavy  to  withstand  hard 
usage.  For  currents  above  fifty  amperes,  lugs  firmly  screwed  or  bolted  to  the  terminals, 
and  into  which  the  connecting  wires  shall  be  soldered,  must  be  used. 

Clamps  or  lugs  will  not  be  required  when  leads  designed  for  soldered  connections 
are  provided. 

IMarks— 

Rheostats  must  be  plainly  marked,  so  that  the  markings  will  be  readily  seen  after 
the  device  is  installed,  with  the  rating  and  the  name  of  maker;  and  the  terminals  of 
motor-starting  rheostats  must  be  marked  to  indicate  to  what  part  of  the  circuit  each 
is  to  be  connected,  as  "  line,"  "  armature  "  and  "  field." 

Contacts — 

The  design  of  the  fixed  and  movable  contacts  and  the  resistance  in  each  section 
must  be  such  as  to  secure  the  least  tendency  towards  arcing  and  roughening  of  the 
contacts,  even  with  careless  handling  or  the  presence  of  dirt. 

In  motor-starting  rheostats,  the  contact  at  which  the  circuit  is  broken  by  the  lever 
arm  when  moving  from  the  running  to  the  starting  position,  must  be  so  designed  that 
there  will  be  no  detrimental  arcing.  The  final  contact,  if  any,  on  which  the  arm  is 
brought  to  rest  in  the  starting  position  must  have  no  electrical  connection. 

No-A^oltage  Release — 

Motor-starting  rheostats  must  be  so  designed  that  the  contact  arm  cannot  be  left  on 
intermediate  segments,  and  must  be  provided  with  an  automatic  device  which  will  inter- 
rupt the  supply  circuit  before  the  speed  of  the  motor  falls  to  less  than  one-third  of  its 
rated  speed,  marked  on  the  motor,  as  required  by  Rule  52  of  this  ordinance. 

Overload  Release — 

Overload  release  devices  which  are  inoperative  during  the  process  of  starting  a 
motor  must  not  be  used  unless  other  circuit  breakers  or  fuses  are  installed  in  connection 
Avith  them. 

Tests- 
Rheostats  nmst,  after  100  operations  under  their  normal  rated  conditions,  show  no 
■serious  burning  of  the  contacts  or  other  faults,  and  the  release  mechanism  of  motor- 
starting  rheostats  must  not  be  impaired  by  such  a  test. 
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Field  rheostats,  or  main-line  regulators  intended  for  continuous  use,  must  not  be 
burned  out  or  depreciated  by  carrying  the  full  normal  current  on  any  step  for  an  indefi- 
nite period.  Regulators  intended  for  intermittent  use  (such  as  on  electric  cranes  and 
elevators)  must  be  able  to  carry  their  rated  current  on  any  step  for  as  long  a  time  as 
the  character  of  the  apparatus  which  they  control  will  permit  them  to  be  used  con- 
tinuously. 

Reactive  Coils — 

Rule  188.  Reactive  coils  must  be  made  of  non-combustible  material,  mounted  on 
non-combustible  bases  and  must  be  treated  as  sources  of  heat. 

Condensers — 

Rule  189.  Condensers  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  as  to 
other  apparatus  operating  with  equivalent  voltage  and  currents.  They  must  have  non- 
combustible  cases  and  supports,  and  must  be  isolated  from  all  combustible  materials,  and 
treated  as  sources  of  heat. 

Transformers — 

Rule  190.  Transformers  must  not  be  placed  in  any  but  metallic  or  other  non-com- 
bustible cases,  and  must  successfully  meet  the  following  tests : 

1.  They  shall  be  run  for.  eight  consecutive  hours  at  full  load  in  watts  under  con- 
ditions to  be  met  in  actual  service,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  rise  in  temperature, 
as  measured  by  the  increase  of  resistance  of  the  primary  coil,  must  not  exceed  135 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

2.  The  insulation  of  transformers  when  heated  shall  withstand  continuously  for 
five  minutes  a  difference  of  potential  of  10,000  volts  (alternating)  between  primary 
and  secondary  coils  and  between  the  primary  coils  and  core,  and  a  no-load  '"'  run  " 
at  double  voltage  for  thirty  minutes. 

Lightning  Arresters — 

Rule  TQi.  Lightning  arresters  must  be  mounted  on  non-combustible  bases,  must 
be  so  constructed  as  not  to  maintain  an  arc  after  the  discharge  has  passed,  and  must 
have  no  moving  parts. 

Turning  on  Current — Penalty — Stopping  Current — Duty  of  Police — 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  turning  on  electric  current  or  causing  or  allowing  or  pro- 
curing the  same  to  be  turned  on  prior  to  the  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  of  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $50  for  each  offence;  and  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  shall  have  power,  when,  in  his 
discretion,  safety  requires,  to  stop  or  cause  to  be  stopped  the  use  and  transmission 
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of  such  current,  and  to  this  end  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police 
to  render  all  reasonable  assistance  to  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and 
Electricity,  upon  request  of  the  latter. 

Dangerous  Installation — Notice  to  Make  Safe — Violation — 

Sec.  8.  In  case  any  electric  wiring,  appliance,  machinery,  apparatus,  fixtures, 
fittings,  poles,  lamps  or  other  installation  in  use  at  or  after  the  time  of  the  taking 
effect  of  this  ordinance  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply, 
Gas  and  Electricity,  be  or  become  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  property  or  likely 
to  cause  conflagration,  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply.  Gas  and  Electricity  shall 
cause  written  notice  to  be  given  to  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  owning  or 
■controlling  the  same  forthwith  to  make  the  same  safe,  said  notice  to  specify  the 
particular  in  which  the  same  is  unsafe  or  dangerous  or  likely  to  cause  conflagration; 
and  in  case  such  notice  shall  not  be  complied  with  for  ten  days  after  the  same  shall 
be  given  or  served,  the  said  Commissioner  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  the  same, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  property  or  likely  to 
cause  conflagration,  or  to  take  such  other  steps  and  measures  as  may  be  necessary 
to  make  the  same  safe  and  to  obviate  danger. 

Service  of  Notices — 

Sec.  9.  All  notices  required  or  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  to  be  issued  or 
served,  may  be  served  by  delivering  to  and  leaving  a  copy  of  the  same  with  the 
person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  may  be  addressed  or  for  whom  the  same  may 
be  intended,  or  if  such  person  or  persons  cannot  be  found  after  diligent  search,  by 
i:)Osting-  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  premises  to  which  such  notice 
may  refer,  and  by  depositing  a  copy  thereof  inclosed  in  a  postpaid  sealed  wrapper,  ad 
dressed  to  said  person  or  persons  at  his  or  their  last  known  place  of  residence  or  plac 
of  business,  in  any  postoffice  or  postofTice  letter  box  or  mail  chute  under  the  jurisdic 
tion  of  the  United  States  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Application  of  Ordinance — 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  nor  affect  electrical  apparatus,  work  or 
installations  contracted  for  or  commenced  but  not  completed  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  but  the  same  may  be  completed,  if  due  diligence  be  exercised,  either 
before  or  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  in  all  respects  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  law  or  ordinances  or  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  which  requirements  would  have  been  applicable 
thereto  and  have  governed  the  same  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  passed  or  had  not 
taken  effect. 
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Repealed — 

Sec.  II.  AW  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances,  including  the  Building  Code,  in- 
consistent with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  but  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  so  far  as  they  are  wholly  or  in  substance  the  same  as  ordinance  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation 
thereof,  and  not  as  new  enactments. 

Taking  Effect — 

Sec.  12.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  approval  hereof  by  the  Mayor,  or,  in  case  he  shall  not  approve  the  same, 
from  the  date  when  this  ordinance  .{hut  for  this  section)  would  take  effect  under  sec- 
tion 40  of  chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901.

done  and  furnished  by  the  contractor  as  under  and  a  part  of  said  agreement  and  at  the

Hon.  J.  W.  STEVENSON,  Deputy  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  No.  280  Broadway,  City: 
My  Dear  Mr.  Stevenson — I  have  this  moment  learned  over  the  telephone  that 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  the  matter  of  the 
creation  of  the  position  of  Secretary  to  the  First  Deputy  Commissioner  of  this 
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Department  was  referred  back  to  me  in  order  that  I  might  place  before  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  the  facts  which  in  my  opinion  render  the  creation 
of  such  an  office  desirable. 

Some  time  ago  this  matter  was  heard  before  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission and  I  explained  to  them  at  some  length  why  the  position  should  be  created, 
and  they  were  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be,  and  believing  that  it  would  be  created 
by  your  Board  and  its  creation  cooncurred  in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  they  acted 
in  the  matter  classifying  the  position  for  Civil  Service  purposes  as  in  the  exempt 
class. 

The  reasons  which  I  gave  and  which  seem  to  have  influenced  the  Municipal 
Civil  Service  Commission  are  as  follows:  The  First  Deputy  Commissioner  is  and 
has  been  since  the  creation  of  the  Department  the  general  executive  officer,  having 
under  his  immediate  supervision  the  work  of  the  Department  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan.  A  proper  discharge  of  this  work  required  that  he  shall  visit  the  different 
bureaus  in  the  Department  and  keep  under  his  personal  observation  the  work  of  the 
very  large  number  of  employees  at  present  employed  in  the  Manhattan  office  of  the 
Department.  The  clerical  work  and  work  appertaining  to  correspondence  is  work 
which  is  personally  done  by  the  First  Deputy  Commissioner  and  requires  that  he 
spend  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  his  own  room  dictating  letters  to  a  Stenographer. 
The  performance  of  such  work  deprives  him  of  a  proper  opportunity  to  watch  and 
keep  under  his  personal  supervision  the  general  work  of  the  Department.  The  only 
way  to  relieve  the  First  Deputy  Commissioner  from  the  work  incident  to  such 
correspondence  is  by  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  select  and  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner,  a  trusted  and  competent  person  to  act  as  his  Secre- 
tary, and  who  as  such  can  take  charge  of  such  correspondence  and  aid  the  First 
Deputy  Commissioner  in  the  discharge  of  this  branch  of  his  work.  I  would  there-- 
fore  recommend  that  the  position  of  Secretary  to  the  First  Deputy  Commissioner  be 
created  and  placed  in  the  exempt  class  as  above  suggested. 

I  would  most  respectfully  urge  that,  although  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  not  to  be  hetd  to  consider  financial  matters,  but 
merely  public  improvements,  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  and  passed  on  for  the 
reason  that  action  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  is  requisite  as  a  condition  precedent  to  action  by  the  State  Civil  Service 
Commission,  and  that  Commission  will,  as  I  am  informed,  meet  on  December  17 
next.

Dear  Sirs — The  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  occupy  with 
surface  railroad  tracks  a  po1-tion  of  Coney  Island  avenue  in  this  borough.  The  tracks 
are  now  approximately  three  feet  from  the  westerly  curb  line  of  the  thoroughfare. 
The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  approved  some  time  ago  a  Local  Board 
resolution  authorizing  the  regulating,  grading,  curbing  and  laying  of  sidewalks  on 
Coney  Island  avenue,  from  a  point  near  the  Park  plaza  to  Kings  highway,  and  there 
is  now  before  that  Board  another  resolution  providing  for  the  paving  of  the  avenue. 
These  improvements  are  much  needed  and  earnestly  desired  by  property-owners  and 
residents  along  the  line  of  the  avenue.  They  will,  however,  be  of  little  effect  if  the 
railroad  tracks  are  allowed  to  remain  in  their  present  position.  A  contract  for  the 
regulating,  grading,  curbing  and  laying  of  sidewalks  has  been  awarded,  but  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Borough  desires,  before  contracting  for  the  paving  of  the  avenue,  to 
have  the  tracks  removed  to  the  centre  of  the  roadway.  He  wTote  to  the  Coney 
Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company,  under  date  of  June  30,  1904,  directing  that 
company  to  remove  forthwith  all  these  surface  railroad  tracks,  ties  and  other  ma- 
terials used  by  them  in  the  operation  of  their  railroad,  from  the  westerly  side  of 
Coney  Island  avenue  to  the  centre  of  that  avenue.  The  railroad  company  has  re- 
fused to  comply,  and  their  refusal  was  made  the  subject  of  a  communication  addressed 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  who  advised  the  President  of  the  Borough  that  under 
section  50  of  the  Revised  Charter  it  is  within  the  power  of  your  Honorable  Board 
to  direct,  by  ordinance,  the  removal  of  the  surface  railroad  tracks  of  the  Coney 
Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  from  the  westerly  side  of  the  avenue  to 
the  centre  thereof.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  section  189  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1897,  in 

relation  to  awnings. 

Be  it  Ordained,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  189  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  of  1897 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  189.  Awnings  of  tin  or  other  light  metal,  or  canvas,  may  be  erected  across 
the  sidewalk  of  any  of  the  streets  of  The  City  of  New  York,  except  Broadway,  Fifth 
avenue,  Madison  avenue,  the  Bowery  and  those  portions  of  Lexington  avenue  which  are 
distant  200  feet  from  any  intersecting  cross  street  upon  which  a  surface  car  is  operated, 
provided  any  and  every  awning  shall  not  be  higher  than  the  floor  of  the  second  story 
of  the  building,  the  first  floor  being  the  ground  floor,  but  in  no  case  to  be  covered  with 
wood ;  and  every  such  awning  that  ma}'^  be  built  on  Lexington  avenue  shall  be  con- 
structed of  steel  with  glass  roof,  and  every  awning  or  watershed  of  any  kind  covering

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  New  York : 

Gentlemen — By  virtue  of  a  decision  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court 

of  this  State  has  decided  that  Inspector  Adam  Cross  was  illegally  dismissed  from  the 
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office  of  Inspector  of  Police  and  has  ordered  his  reinstatement.  I  am  confronted, 
therefore,  with  the  following  difficulties : 

The  law  already  provides  for  sixteen  Inspectors  of  Police  and  the  reinstatement 
of  Inspector  Cross  makes  the  number  seventeen.  An  examination  of  the  records  here 
shows  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  say  which  Inspector  was  appointed  to  take 
the  place  of  Inspector  Cross  when  the  latter  was  dismissed  by  the  decision  of  the 
Commissioner;  and,  in  the  meantime,  there  is  no  appropriation  out  of  which  the  salary 
of  Inspector  Cross  can  be  paid. 

I  therefore  write  to  your  Honorable  Board  requesting  that  you  increase  the  number 
of  Inspectors  of  Police  to  seventeen;  first,  in  order  to  avoid  the  difficulties  of  a  selec- 
tion, which  undoubtedly  would  be  followed  by  long  litigation  in  the  courts  on  the  part 
of  the  one  selected  and  which  in  any  equitable  sense  would  be  unjust  to  those  who 
are  already  Inspectors;  and  second,  because  of  the  fact  that  I  can  utilize  the  services 
of  an  additional  Inspector,  more  especially  in  connection  with  the  increase  of  the  force 
which  your  Honorable  Body  was  good  enough  to  provide  for  some  time  ago. 

I  beg  to  ask  therefore  that,  if  this  matter  meets  with  favorable  consideration, 
prompt  action  be  had  thereon,  in  order  to  relieve  the  Department  of  the  difficulties 
and  embarrassments  which  this  case  presents  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  efficiency 
and  discipline  of  the  Police  Force.

Sir — Hon.  Louis  F.  Haffen,  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  communi- 
cation dated  October  14,  1904,  requests  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  to  the  amount  of  $10,000,  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
preparing  maps,  etc.,  and  for  the  making  of  drainage  and  sewerage  district  plans  of  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx,  I  would  report  that  it  would  seem  that  the  original  request 
was  made  on  March  12,  1904. 

The  proposition  at  that  time  was  to  form  a  new  surveying  party,  of  the  composition 
and  at  the  salaries  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  schedule  of  Mr.  Charles  R.  Graham, 
Engineer  in  Charge  of  Sewers,  to  which  party  should  be  assigned  the  following  work, 
viz. : 

The  field  work  necessary  to  locate  on  the  ground  the  actual  location  of  the  different 
streets  in  the  district  east  of  the  Bronx  river,  as  at  present  shown  on  the  tentative  maps 
of  that  section. 

To  take  elevations  along  such  street  lines,  determine  drainage  areas  and  obtain 
data  for  determining  the  proper  locations,  directions,  rates  of  fall,  points  of  outlets. 
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etc.,  of  such  contemplated  sewers  as  would  be  necessary  in  the  formation  of  a  complete 
sewerage  system  for  the  district  noted. 

The  draughting  of  the  system  devised  upon  maps  and  plans  suitable  for  filing 
and  final  establishing. 

As  the  maps  showing  the  location  of  streets,  avenues,  etc.,  in  this  district  are 
at  present  only  tentative,  certain  changes  will  undoubtedly  occur  in  a  final  revision 
of  the  same,  entailing  modifications  in  any  sewerage  system  that  can  at  present  be 
devised. 

That  this  is  an  undertaking  of  great  importance  and  extremely  necessary  cannot 
be  doubted,  but  various  facts  in  connection  with  the  request  for  an  appropriation 
of  $10,000  may  be  noted. 

In  the  statement  of  Mr.  Graham  it  would  appear  that  this  $10,000  is  to  be 
expended  almost  entirely  in  salaries,  and  on  a  basis  of  one  year  only. 

I  am  not  able  to  obtain  any  opinion  as  to  whether  this  work  could  be  completed 
in  one  year,  but  do  not  believe  it  possible. 

In  addition,  noting  the  future  probable  changes  in  the  present  maps  of  the 
whole  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  final  completion  of  this  work  is  entirely  uncertain. 
There  will  therefore  be  need  of  further  appropriations  for  this  purpose,  and  it  may 
be  understood  that  $10,000  is  not  sufficient  to  fully  complete  this  work. 

Therefore,  I  think  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  may  properly

Gentlemen — The  Trustees  of  the  Department  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals 
respectfully  request  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  that  the  salaries  of  the  positions  of  Superintendent  and  As- 
sistant Superintendent  of  the  Department  be  fixed,  respectively,  at  six  thousand 
dollars  ($6,000)  and  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  per  annum.  The 
salaries  attached  to  these  positions  at  present  are,  respectively,  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  and  two  thousand  five  hundred*  dollars  ($2,500)  per  annum. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Assistant  Superintendent  have  been  largely  increased.  The  Superintendent  is 
the  executive  head,  not  only  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  with  its  900  to  1,000  patients,  but 
also  of  the  other  hospitals  of  the  Department,  there  being  only  supervising  nurses 
in  immediate  charge  of  those  institutions.  During  the  year  1903  nearly  6,000  more 
patients  were  received  and  treated  than  during  1902,  and  the  census  of  the  present 
year  shows  an  increase  over  thai  of  1903.  Three  new  hospitals  are  in  course  of 
erection,  and  the  plans  of  a  fourth  are  being  carefully  studied.  This  work  of  new 
construction  naturally  makes  constant  demands  upon  the  time  and  the  attention 
of  the  Superintendent,  in  addition  to  the  usual  duties  of  the  office.  The  Assistant 
Superintendent  shares  the  responsibilities  of  the  Superintendent,  and  in  his  absence 
is  in  sole  charge  of  the  Department. 
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For  the  above  reasons  we  believe  that  the  increases  asked  for  in  the  salaries  of 
these  officials  are  not  unreasonable.

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"  Sec.  108.  It  shall  be  the  diit}'  of  every  owner,  tenant,  lessee,  occupant  or 
person  in  charge  of  any  and  every  building  or  place  of  business  in  the  generally 
built  up  portions  of  The  City  of  New  York  forthwith  to  provide,  or  cause  to  be  pro- 
vided, and  at  all  times  thereafter  to  keep  and  cause  to  be  kept  and  provided,  within 
such  building  or  place  of  business,  and  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  building  or  place 
of  business,  separate  receptacles  for  receiving  and  holding,  without  leakage,  all  the 
ashes,  garbage  and  liquid  substances  that  may  accumulate  during  thirty-six  hours, 
from  said  building  or  place  of  business,  or  the  portion  thereof  of  which  such  person 
may  be  the  owner,  tenant,  lessee,  occupant,  or  in  charge,  and  every  such  receptacle 
designed  and  used  to  hold  ashes  shall  be  made  of  or  lined  with  some  suitable  metal. 

"  All  such  materials  and  substances  shall  be  separated  and  put  into  their 
respective  receptacles,  and  such  receptacles  shall  not  be  filled  to  within  four  inches 
of  the  top  thereof. 

"  Such  receptacles,  as  well  as  any  light  refuse  or  rubbish  to  be  removed,  shall 
be  kept  within  the  premises  until  the  proper  time  for  removal,  and  shall  then  be 
placed  in  the  area,  or  within  the  stoop  line  only,  and  there  shall  remain  until  such 
materials  or  substances  are  removed  by  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  but  in 
no  case  shall  such  receptacles  be  placed  where  they  shall  be  or  become  a  nuisance. 

"  All  light  refuse  or  rubbish  likely  to  be  scattered  or  blown  about  shall,  before 
being  placed  outside  of  any  building  or  premises  for  removal,  be  properly  bundled, 
packed  or  otherwise  secured."

AN  ORDINANCE  granting  a  franchise  to  the  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Com- 
pany, to  lay,  erect  and  construct  suitable  wires  or  other  conductors,  with 
the  necessary  poles,  pipes  or  other  fixtures,  in,  on,  over  and  under  the  streets, 
avenues,  public  parks  and  places  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  for  conducting  and  distributing  electricity. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows : 
Section  i.  That  consent,  permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and  granted 
to  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  lay,  erect  and  construct  suitable  wires  or  other 
conductors,  with  the  necessary  poles,  pipes  or  other  fixtures,  in,  on,  over  and  under 
the  'streets,  avenues,  public  parks  and  places  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  of  The 
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City  of  New  York,  for  conducting  and  distributing  electricity,  subject,  however,  to 
tlie  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  all  ordinances  and  regulations  of  The  City 
of  New  York. 

Until  the  further  action  of  this  Board,  the  electrical  wires,  cables  and  conductors 
of  the  said  company  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  specified,  be  laid,  erected  and  con- 
structed in  and  through  subways  or  ducts  constructed  or  supplied  by  the  Consolidated 
Telegraph  and  Electrical  Subway  Company,  and  space  therein  shall  be  leased  to  said 
Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company  by  Consolidated  Telegraph  and  Electrical 
Subway  Company ;  or,  if  sufficient  facilities  therefor  are  not  promptly  furnished  to 
said  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company  by  said  Consolidated  Telegraph  and 
Electrical  Subway  Company,  then  said  wires,  cables  and  conductors  shall  be  laid, 
erected  and  constructed  in  such  other  subways  or  ducts  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
Commis'sioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  or  his  successor  or  successors. 

If  adequate  facilities  are  not  provided  as  aforesaid  for  the  wires,  cables  and 
conductors  of  said  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company,  it  may  lay  and  construct 
subways  or  ducts  therefor  in  the  streets,  avenues,  public  parks  and  places  in  the  Bor- 
ough of  Manhattan  of  The  City  of  New  York,  subject,  however,  to  the  same  rules, 
regulations  and  procedure  as  is  or  may  be  by  law,  ordinance  or  regulation  provided 
in  the  case  of  subways  or  ducts  laid  or  constructed  by  the  said  Consolidated  Telegraph 
and  Electrical  Subway  Company,  and  said  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company 
may  place  its  wires,  cables  and  conductors  in  the  subways  or  ducts  so  laid  and  con- 
structed. 

The  franchise,  consent  and  authority  hereby  granted  shall  exist  for  the  term  of 
twenty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  right  to  a  further  renewal 
of  twenty-five  years,  on  a  fair  revaluation,  is  hereby  given  to  the  grantee. 

Such  revaluation  shall  be  made  as  follows :  One  year  before  the  expiration  of  the 
first  twenty-five  years  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  or  its  successor  or  successors,  shall  appoint  one  appraiser,  Manhattan  and  Bronx 
Electric  Company  shall  appoint  one  appraiser,  and  the  two  so  appointed  shall  appoint 
a  third  appraiser,  and  the  revaluation  made  by  a  majority  of  said  three  appraisers  shall 
be  conclusive  on  both  the  City  and  the  said  company,  and  shall  be  the  revaluation  for  • 
the  purposes  of  such  renewal. 

Efficient  service  shall  be  furnished  at  reasonable  rates  and  the  property  of  the  said 
company  shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of  the  grant 
and  any  renewal  thereof,  and,  if  any  question  shall  arise  under  this  provision,  it  shall, 
upon  the  request  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  or  his 
successor  or  successors,  be  determined  by  the  majority  of  three  arbitrators  selected,  one 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  or  its  successor  or  successors,  one  by 
Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so  selected.  The 
findings  of  such  majority  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the  City  and  the  said  company,  and, 
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if  the  said  company  fails  to,  with  due  diligence,  comply  therewith,  the  franchise  hereby 
granted  shall  be  forfeited. 

Said  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Electric  Company  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  file  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  or  his  successor  or  successors,  a  statement  of  the  gross  earnings  from  its 
business  arising  from  supplying  electricity  for  light,  heat  or  power  for  the  six  months 
next  preceding  said  first  days  of  January  and  July,  which  statement  shall  be  sworn 
to  by  the  President  or  Treasurer  of  said  company,  and,  as  a  tax  on  the  rights,  privi- 
leges and  franchises  hereby  granted,  said  company  shall,  at  the  times  of  filing  the  afore- 
said statements  of  its  gross  earnings,  pay  to  The  City  of  New  York,  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  said  City,  an  amount  equal  to  three  (3)  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  reported 
at  that  time.

thoroughfare  in  which  two  sets  of  car  tracks  are  laid  and  cars  operated  thereon  shall 
be  designated  for  such  purpose.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  in 
any  way  affecting  or  impairing  the  powers  now  held  by  the  Street  Cleaning  Department, 
the  Health  Department,  the  Police  Department,  or  any  other  public  authorities  now 
having  any  jurisdiction  in  the  premises.  ; 

Sec.  2.  For  each  and  every  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing

No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  dispose  of, 
exchange  or  deliver,  or  with  intent  so  to  do,  have  in  his  possession,  care,  custody  or 
control,  any  milk  with  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  knows  was  received  in  an 
unsealed  can  or  cans,  as  required  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  any  driver  of  any  milk  wagon  thereof, 
who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  ($10),  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.
